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PREFACE. 


HISTORY  is,  without  all  doubt,  die  moft 
inilruAive  and  itfcfvd,  as  well  as  entertaining, 
part  of  literature-,  more  efpeGially  when  it  is . 
not  confined  within  the  narrow  bounds  of  any  particular 
time  or  place,  but  extends  to  the  tranfa£tions  of  all 
times  and^  naticMis.  Works  of  this  nature  carry  our 
knowlege,  as  Tulfy  obfcrves,  beyond  the  vaft  and  de- 
vouring fpace  of  numberlefs  years,  triumph  over  time^ 
and  make  us,  though  living  at  an  immenfe  diftanccg 
in  a  manner  eyc-witneffes  to  all  the  events  and  revolu- 
tions, which  have  c^ccafioned  aftonifliing  changes  in 
the  world.  By  thefe  records  it  is  that  we  live,  as  it 
were,  in  the  very  time  when  the  world  was  created  ; 
we  behold  how  it  was  governed  in  its  infancy,  how 
overflowed  and  deftroyed  in  a  deluge  of  water,  and 
again  peopled ;  how  kings  and  kingdoms  have  rifen^ 
iflourifhed,  and  declined,  and  by  what  fteps  they 
brought  Upon  th^mfeJves  their  final  ruin  and  deftruc* 
tion.  From  thefe  and  othfer  like  events  occurring  in 
hiftory,  every  judicious  reader  may  form  prudent  and 
unerring  rules  for  the  condu^b  or  his  life,  both  in  a 
private  and  public  capacity.  ^But  as  the  eminent  adr 
vani^^s  accruing  to  us  from  this  valuable  brauich  of 
learning,  have  been  fufficiently  dUplayed  by  many 
others,  we  (hall  not  trouble  our  readers  with  a  minute 
detail  of  them,  but  haften  to  what  is  peculiar  to  the 
work,  which  we  now  offer  to  the  PubKc. 
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We  promifed,  in  the  preface  to  vol.  i.  to  prefix  to  thi^ 
volume,  when  it  was  completed,  a  general  one,  where- 
in, after  fome  account  of  the  method  we  have  obferved, 
and  the  authors  we  have  chiefly  followed  in  the  work, 
we  fhould  examine  the  diflFerent  computations  of  time» 
the  coins,  weights,  and  meafures,  ufed  by  the  feveral 
nations,  whofe  hiftories  fhould  be  therein  delivered, 
with  fuch  other  particulars  as  we  fhould  judge  ufeful 
and  neceflfary.  Thispromife  is  what  we  now  intend  to 
difcharge,  ^nd  to  begin  with  a  fucdnft  account  of  the 
method  we  have  purfued. 

Our  intent  was  to  write  a  General  Hiflory  of  Man- 
kind, from  the  earlieft  Account  of  Time  to  theprefent. 
Purfuant  to  this  defigny  before  we  enter  upon  the  hi- 
ftqry  itfelf,  we  have  thought  it  neceflfary  to  premifc, 
by  way  of  introduftion,  an  account  of  the  cofmogony 
or  produdion  of  the  earth,  as  being  the  theatre  on 
Iviiich  the  fcenes  of  the  enfuing  hiftory  were  to  be 
afted.  In  this  preludious  dilcourfe,  after  having  re- 
lated, without  omitting  any  thing  that  was  really  curi- 
ous, or  entertaining,  the  varioi^  opinions  both  of  the 
antient  and  modern  philofophers,  concerning  the  for- 
mation of  the  animate  and  inanimate  world,  we  pro- 
ceed to  the  only  authentic  and  genuine  hiflory  of  the 
creation,  that  which  has  been  left  us  by  Mofes.  The 
opinioi^  of  the  philofophers  are,  for  the  moft  part, 
abfurd,  incoherent,  and  contradidtory  5  whereas  the 
Mofaic  account,  if  rightly  underfl:ood,  carries  with  it 
all  the  fnarks  of  truth  and  probability,  even  though  it 
be  regarded  only  as  an  hum^  compofition,  abflraftcd 
from  divine  authority.  Having  attended  the  earth 
through  its  feveral  degrees  of  rormation,  feen  it  per- 
fefted,  cloathcd  with  trees^and  plants,  replenilhed  with 
animals,  and  at'lafl  man,  for  whom  the  whole  wai 
deOg^ed,  aod  to  whom  the  dominion  of  it  was  ex- 
prefly  given  by  its  Makcr^  introduced  and  placed  in 
it  \  we  take  fome  notice  of  the  opinion  of  thofc,  who 
think  mankind  were  in  being  before  Adanty  whom  they 
fgppofe  to  have  been  the  prc^nitor  of  the  Jews  only; 
we  touch  upon  feveral  inquiries  that  have  been  made 
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cdRCeming  the  time  and  feafon  of  the  creation,  the 
piace  where  Mam  was  created,  G?r.  and  clofe  the  in- 
troduAion  with  fbme  account  of  the  creation  of  the  an- 
gels, of  the  nature,  power,  femployments,  (^c.  of  thofe 
fpiritual  beings,  that  fo  eminently  concerned  themfclves 
in  the  affairs  of  mankind,  at  leaft  in  the  firft  ages  of 
the  world.  The  introdudion,  we  hope,  Will  not  be 
thought  of  a  dilproportionable  length :  fo  copious  a 
fubje£t  as  the  origin  of  the  world  and  mankind,  could 
not  be  well  reduced  into  a  narrower  compafe.  If  there 
fiiould  be  fbme  little  obfcurities  or  inconfiftencics,  where 
we  have  delivered  or  explained  the  opinions  of  the  old 
philofbphers,  we  need  not  fay  much  to  excufe  ourfclves 
to  thoie,  who  know  in  what  uncertainty  and  confufion 
the  hiftory  of  thofe  philofbphers  and  their  opinions  have 
been  left  by  the  Antients. 

From  the  cofhriogony^  or  formation  of  the  earth,  and 
things  that  were  made  for  the  ufe  of  man,  we  proceed 
to  the  general  hiftory  of  the  world  till  the  flood  •,  but 
premife  feveral  curious  inquiries  touching  the  lituation 
of  the  garden  of  Eden^  the  ftate  of  innocence,  and  its 
continuance,  the  two  trees,,  the  prohibition  laid  on  the 
firft  pair,  the  tempter,  and  his  punifhment,  the  fall  of 
man,  and  the  effcfts  it  had  on  human  nature,  and  On 
the  earth,  with  die  different  opinions  touching  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  change  in  the  conftitution  of  man,  and 
of  the  earth,  was  effefted.  The  chronology  from  the 
creation  to  the  deluge  is  what  we  likewife  thought  ne- 
ccflary  to  fettle,  before  we  entered  upon  the  hiftory  of 
the  antediluvian  world.  That  we  ftate  and  fettle  ac- 
cordingly %  and  then  deliver  the  hiftory. of  the  ante-« 
diluvian  patriarchs,  as  tranfmitted  to  us  in  the  writings  * 
ofMofeSj  which  are  the  only  records  to  be  depended 
upon  in  thofe  early  times.  However,  we  have  thought 
it  not  amife  to  cofieft  the  moft  niatcrial  pieces  of  hi- 
ftory to  be  found  in  profane  authors,  relating  to  the 
times  preceding  the  flood  •,  among  which,  though  there 
be  fbme  which  bear  the  apparent  marks  of  truth,  yet

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we  believe  the  greater  part  will  be  judged  to  dcfervc  lit- 
tle credit :  however,  as  every  thing  which  has  the  leaft 
pretence  to  fo  great  antiquity  cannot  but  be  entertaining 
and  curious,  we  hope  our  labour  in  coUeding  them  will 
not  be  condemned  as  ufclefs. 

From  the  hiftory  of  the  antediluvian  world,  we  paft 
to  that  of  the  flood,  where  we  produce  profane  tefti- 
monies  of  that  wonderful  cataftrophe ;  relate  various 
conjedures  of  antient  and  modern  writers,  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  that  dreadful  devaftation  was  brought 
on  the  earth ;  ^ve  fome  account  of  the  ark,  whereby 
Noab  and  his  family,  with  fuch  kinds  of  living  creatures 
as  he  took  in  with  him,  were  delivered  from  that  de- 
ftrudion  ;  and,  laftly,  befope  we  difmifs  the  hiftory  of 
the  old  world,  take  a  tranfient  view  of  the  antedihivian 
ftate  of  mankind,  of  their  religion,  policy,  arts,  and 
iciences,  of  the  alterations  which  have  been  wrought  in 
nature  by  the  flood,  <£  the  longevity  of  the  antedilu- 
vians, and  the  caufes  of  it,  as  well  as  of  the  prodigious 
fertility  of  the  firft  earth.  To  thefe  we  add  an  inquiry 
touching  the  fituation  of  mount  Ararat^  and  the  va- 
rious opinions  about  it. 

Having  thus  coUefted,  in  the  beft  manner  we  could, 
what  we  have  found  worthy  of  notice,  from  writers  of 
various  times,  rehgions,  and  countries,  relating  to  the 
antediluvian  world,  we  proceed  to  the  general  hiftory 
from  the  deluge  to  the  birth  of  Abraham  \  but  firft 
fettle  the  chronology  from  the  deluge  to  the  departure 
of  Abraham  from  Harm  **.  Having  ftated  the  chro- 
nology, wc  come  to  the  hiftory  of  Noah  aftdr  the  flood, 
and  of  his  .defcendents  to  Abraham j  prefcnting  the 
reader  with  whatever  we  find  curious  or  entertaining, 
not  only  in  facred,  but  profane  writers ;  namely,  in  the 
fmall  remains  which  are  left  us  of  the  Phoenician  anti- 
quities, collefted  by  Sanchontatho^  and  which  are  lup- 
pofcd  to  relate  to  the  earlieft  times.  As  the  planting 
of  nations  in  the  two  firft  general  migrations,  the  form- 
.    iog  of  focieties  and  gpvernmentSj  the  rife  of  arts  an%

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Eienccis,  the  beginning  of  ftates  and  monarchies,  fall 
irithin  this  period,  we  give  the  reader  as  diftinft  an  ac- 
count of  thefe  important  fafts,  as  the  records,  which 
have  reached  us,  will  allow  of. 

From  the  general  hiftory  of  the  migrations  of  the 
children  ofNaab^  of  the  peopling  of  the  earth  by  them, 
and  the  fettling  of  the  fir  ft  governments,  wcf  dcfcend  to 
the  particular  hiftories  of  each  kingdorh,   beginning 
with  that  of  Egypt ^  which  is  without  doubt  one  of  the 
moft  antient  nations  of  the  world,  having  beenipeopled 
cither  by  //«m,  or  his  fon  Mizraim^  with  his  own  iffue, 
which  inhabited  fcveral  parts  of  it,  under  the  nahies  bf 
Mizraim^  Patbrufim^  Cq/lubim^  and  Caphtborim.     This 
Jiiftory  wepurfoe  from  the  firft  original  of  the  Egyptian 
nation  to  its  conqueft  by  the  PerfianSj  when  the  fevere 
prediftion  of  the  pfoptet*^  was  fulfilled,  there  Jhall  be 
no  mere  a  prince  of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  here  to  ac- 
quaint the  reader,  in  a  few  words,  with  the  method  we 
have  fbUowed  in  delivering  the  particular  hiftories  of 
each  nation  -,    we  begin  with  accounting,  in  the  beft 
manner  we  can,  for  the  name  or  names  which  each  na- 
tion bears ;    then  we  proceed  to  a  defcription  of  the 
country,  containing  an  account  of  its  (ituation,  extent, 
climate,  divifions,  fertility  ;   of  its  animal  and  vege-    * 
table  produiftions ;  of  the  natural  and  artificial  curiofi- 
ties  it  contains  ;  of  its  cities,  rivers,  mountains,  lalces, 
and  whatever  clfe  worthy  of  notice  is  td .  be  found  in 
each  province.    Next,  we  inquire  into  the  original  and 
antiquity  of  the  inhabitants,  confider  their  laws,   go* 
vemment,  religion,   cuftoms,    inftitutions,    language, 
commerce,  learning,  trade,  navigation  j    and  alfo  en- 
deavour, as  far  as  fo  intricate  a  fubjeft  will  allow,  to 
fettle  the  chronology  of  each  nation.     Laftly,  we  de- 
liver the  fcries  and  hiftory  of  their  kings,  which  com- 
prifes  the  wars,  treaties,  revolutions,   and  all  the  moft 
remarkable  events  of  each  country.     Thus  we  may  fay, 
without  vanity  or  oftentation,  that  no  hiftory  has  hi- 
therto appeared  in  any  language,  which  can  with  more

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juflice  challenge  the  tide  of  an  Univerlal  Hiftory  than 
the  prefent,  unce  it  comprifcs  not  only  the  hiftory  of 
all  nations  and  countries,  but  of  all  religions,  and  re- 
ligious ceremonies,  of  all  arts  and  fciences,  of  the  laws 
that  have  been  any-where  obferved,  of  trade  and  navi- 
gation, and,  in  llK)rt,  of  whatever  has  been  invented 
K)r  the  ufe  and  convenience  of  human  race.  But  to  re- 
turn to  the  fcquel  of  our  hiftory : 

After  delivering  the  fiiccefllon  of  the  kings  of 
EgypU  according  to  the  Greek  and  Latin  authors,  we 
thought  it  might  be  deemed  an  omiffion,  if  we  {houid 
take  no  notice  of  the  feries  of  the  Egyptian  kings  ^veit 
us  by  the  Oriental  writers.  Wherefore  we  have  fct 
down  their  names,  and  briefly  mention  their  principal 
^ions  as  related  by  the  Eaftem  hiftorians,  leaving  the 
{leader  to  judge  what  credit  ought  to  be  ^ven  them. 

Next  to  the  hiftory  of  the  Egyptians  we  give  that 
of  thofe  nations j  with  whom  the  children  of  Ifrael 
waged  war  before,  or  upon,  their  fettling  in  the  land  of 
Canaan,  namely  the  Moabites,  Ammonites^  MidianiteSy 
Edomitesj  Amalekites^  CanaaniteSy  and  Philijtines. 
From  thefe  we  proceed  to  the  hiftory  of  the  antient 
Syrians y  Pbisnicians^  and  that  of  the  Jews^  from  Abra^ 
ham^  founder  of  the  Jewijb  nation,  to  the  Babylonijh 
captivity.  We  have  enlarged  fbmewhat  on  the  latter, 
^ving  a  diftinft  account  of  their  patriarchs  from  Abra^ 
bam  to  Mofes  \  of  their  Egyptian  bondage,  deliverance, 
and  forty  years  wandering  in  the  wildemels ;  of  their 
wars  with  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan^  and  the  neigh- 
bouring nations  ;  of  their  religion,  government,  laws, 
cuftoms,  learning,  arts,  comm':rce,  with  an  accurate 
defcription  of.  the  Land  of  Promife^  &cc.  We  have 
aifo  fettled  the  Jewijh  chronology,  from  the  call  of 
Abraham  to  the  Babylonijh  captivity,  and  then  proceeded 
firft  to  the  hiftory  of  the  judges  that  governed  Ifrael^ 
from  the  death  of  Jojhua  to  Satdxhtrx  firft  king,  and 
thence  to  the  reign  of  Zedekiahy  when  the  city  of  jfe^ 
ryfalem  was  burnt,  and  the  whole  nation  carried  into 
captivity  by  Nebuchadnezzar.  Having  thus  delivered 
the  hiftories  of  the  moft  antient  kingdoms^  till  they 
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iwre  fcvcrally  fubdued  by  the  great  empires,,  and  be- 
cxine  parts  or  provinces  of  them,  we  enter  upon  the 
iiiftory  of  the  faid  empires,  and  then  proceed  to  the 
hiftories  of  the  J0rian  empire  to  its  conqueft  by  the 
Aiedes  and  BabyknianSy  and  of  the  Babylonian  empire 
to  its  deftru^on  by  Cyrus. 

Now,  to  £iy  fomethuig  of  the  authors  we  have  chiefly 
followed  in  the  work  (for  we  have  advanced  nothing 
without  quodng  our  authors,  that  the  reader  may,  for 
his  fuller  fatisfaftion,  recur,  if  he  pleaies,  to  the  ori- 
^nak)-,  we  have  annexed  to  this  preface  a  catalogue  of 
the  prindoaJ  authors  and  books  quoted  in  fome  of  the 
former  volumes ;  and  fhall  here  give  a  fuccinA  account 
of  thofe  we  have  chiefly  followed,  in  treating  of  the 
original,  and  early  antiquities  of  nadons.  Mojes  is  the 
only  authentic  writer  of  what  happened  before,  and 
for  leveral  ages  after  the  flood.  He  is  by  univerfal 
conlent  allowed  to  be  the  moft  antient  hiftorian  now 
extant ;  for  whether  he  was  cotemporary  with  Inacbusy 
as  Jti^n  Martyr^  Tcrtullian^  Julius  AfricanuSy  Jofe^ 
pbusj  Tatiauy  Clemens  of  Alexandridy  PorpbyriuSj  and 
others  fuppofe,  or  lived  in  the  time  of  CecropSj  the  fir& 
king  of  Atbensy  as  Eufebius  affirms,  it  is  certain,  that 
his  hiftory  was  compofed,  not  only  before  all  the  hifto- 
ries, but  even  before  the  fables,  of  the  Greeks  ;  fince^ 
according  to  the  calculation  of  the  former,  he  wrote 
fix  hundred  and  fcventy-five  years  before  the  Trojan 
war,  and,  according  to  that  of  the  latter,  two  hundred 
and  fcventy-five  years  before  that  aera.  His  hiftory,  as 
well  as  the  Jexvijb  laws,  whereof  he  was  author,  are 
comprifird  in  five  books,  known  under  the  tide  of  the 
Peniateucby  which  is  univerlally  received  both  by  the 
Jews  and  CbriJlianSy  as  penned  by  him,  if  we  except 
Abenezra  and  Spinofa  among  the  former,  and  fome  mo* 
derii  critics  among  the  latter,  if  their  avowed  prin- 
dpies  can  permit  us  to  call  them  Chriftians,  who  de- 
nied him  to  be  author  of  it,  and  who  have  been  learned- 
ly confuted  by  a  late  writer  ^     Bcfides  the  Pentateucb^

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Aerc  have  been  fome  other  works  afcribcd  to  Mojis^ 
though  without  any  certainty,  fuch  as  the  Book  of 
Job^  whkh  fome  fuppofe,  upon  what  grounds  we  (hall 
fee  hereafter,  to  have  been  compofbd  by  hitn^  during 
Ids  forty  years  abode  in  Mtdian.  He  is  alio  fuppo&d 
to  have  written  cfcven  Pfalms;  to  wit,  the  90th,  gift, 
and  fo  on  to  the  looth.  Origen  *  believes  him  to  have 
tranflated  the  book  of  Job  out  of  the  Syriac  into  He- 
hrttv.  Some  few  fragments  of  other  books  are  likewife 
quoted  by  feveral  of  the  antients,  as  written  by  him  ; 
&ch  as,  I.  his  Apocafypfe^  out  of  which  St.  Paul  is  by 
ttem  fuppofed  to  have  taken  thofe  words.  For  in  Cbrifi 
Jefus  neither  Circumcijion  availeth  any  thing  \  &c^ 
2.  hisLeJferGenefis}  3.  his  yi/cenfion  i  4-  Affumptioni 
5.  his  Tejiamentj  and  other  myfterious  books.  St. 
Jerom^  who  quotes  a  paffage  or  two  out  of  his  Lejfer 
Gene/is^  tells  us,  that  they  had  it  in  Hebrew  in  his 
time  *.  The  Sethitesy  an  antient  fed:  of  heretics, 
qaoted  his  Teftament^  and  Yii^" Myfterious  Books  or  Dif* 
€ourfes  \  but  all  thefe  were  fo  far  from  bearing  any  au* 
chority  in  the  church,  that  they  fell  into  contempt  and 
oblivion,  in  proportion  as  Chriftianity  prevailed. 

Though  the  writings  of  Mofes  are  the  only  records 
to  be  depended  upon  in  the  early  times,  yet  we  haVe 
not  omitted  to  give  fome  further  accounts  relating  to 
the  fame  period,  tranfmitted  to  us  by  profane  writers, 
namely  by  Sanchoniatho^  Manetho^  and  Berofus.  San- 
choniatboy  a  Tyrian^  according  to  Athenaus  and  Suidas^ 
according  to  others,  a  native  of  Berytus^  is  faid  by  Por- 
pbyry  the  philofopher  *",  Eufebius  S  and  Tbeodoret  ^,  to 
have  lived  about  the  time  of  the  Trojan  war  •,  whence 
Bocbart^  HuetiuSy  and  others,  fuppofe  him  to  have 
been  cotemporary  with  Gideon.  But  thefe  writers  are 
certainly  miftakcn  in  their  chronology,  and  Sanchonia- 
tho  muft  be  of  a  much  later  date,  fmce  he  ipeaks  of 
Tyrej  which  was  built  but  9 1  years  before  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  Troyy  as  a  very  antient  city.     He  ihuft  there-

evangel.         ^  Lib.  ii.  de  curat.  Gratcor.  afFctSl.  p.  28. 
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fore  have  lived,  as  Smdas  thinks,   (bme  condderable 
dme  after  that  war  \  but  the  number  of  years  we  can- 
obt  precifely  determine.     If  what  is  faid  of  Sanchonia^ 
tbo  be  true,  to  wit,  that  he  dedicated  his  book  to  Abi* 
ial  king  of  Tyre^  who  vtzs  Hiram^s  father,  and  Solth 
morf%  ally,  he  muft  have  been  cotemporary  with  Davids 
who  did  Jtot  begin  his  reign  till  feveral  y^ars  after  the 
Try  an  war.     He  compiled  the  Pbanician  hiftory,  ac* 
cording  to  Porphyry^  from  the  antient  monuments  and 
memoirs  which  were  imparted  to  him  by  one //if^oM^- 
hAlus  a  prieft,   whom  Bochart^  Huetiusy  and  fome 
others,  take  to  be  Gideon^  he  being  in  the  book  of 
Judges  fometimes  named  Jerohaal.     But  this  conjefturc 
is  refoted  by  others  '.     He  is  faid  to  have  likewife  made 
ufe  of  the  readers  of  the  cities  of  Pbanice^  which,  he 
found  lodged  in  the  temples^  and  to  have  carefully 
fought  out,  as  Pbilo  Biblius  informs  us,  the  writings 
of  Taauty  knowing  him  to  have  been  the  firft  inventor 
of  letters,  and  the  fame  whom  the  Egyptians  call  Tbott^ 
the  Greeks  Hermes^  and  the  Latins  Mercury.     He  wrote 
alfo  thehiflory  of  Egypt^  and  another  book  of  the  cof- 
mogony  and  theogony  of  the  Phantcians.    Thefe  works 
were  tranflated  out  of  the  Pbaniciatf  into  the  Greek 
tongue  by  Pbila  Biblius^  a  famous  grammarian,  who 
lived  in  the  reigns  of  Vefpaftan^  Tiiusy  Dcmitianj  Tra- 
jan, and  AMan.     Pbilo  digefled  them  into  nine  books, 
though  Porphyry  mentions   but  eight,    perhaps,  not 
counting,  as  Bocbart  conjeftures,  his  cofmogony  and 
theogony.     He  begins  his  hiftory  with  the  origin,  of 
the  world  and  of  mankind  :  but  of  that  work  we  have 
now  remaining  only  fome  fragments,  the  fubftance  of 
which  we  have  inferted  in  the  prcfent  hiftory  ",  together 
with  bifhop  Cumberland's  obfervations  and  amendments 
of  the  Pbanician  records,  where  he  fufpedted  them  to 
have  been  corrupted  °.     We  muft  not  forget  to  ac- 
quaint the  reader,  that  fome  writers  have,  upon  very 
flight  grounds,  endeavoured  to  prove  all  that  has  been

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laid  of  Sancboniatbo  to  be  an  arrant  faWe ;  and  the  work, 
which  goes  under  his  name,  as  weH  as  the  name  itfelf^ 
to  have  been  forged  by  Pbilo  BibliuSy  in  oppofition  to 
the  books  which  Jofephus  had  written  not  long  before 
^lalivAApion.  But  their  arguments  are  fo  frivolous^ 
that  they  fcarcfe  deferve  an  anfwer. 

Manetho,  an  Egyptian  by  birth,  high-prieft  and 
keeper  of  the  facred  records  of  that  nation,  flourilhed 
in  the  reign  of  PloUmy  PbiladelpbuSj  by  whofe  order  he 
•andertook  the  hiftqry  of  Egypty  tranflating  out  of  the 
JS^ptran  laaguage,  into  the  Greek,  the  facred  regifters 
diat  were  committed  to  his  care.     This  work  he  divided 
into  three  parts,  whereof  the  firft  contained  the  Kiftory 
t)f  the  gods;  the  fecond,  that  of  the  demigods  ;    and 
the  thirtf,  •the  dynafties  -,  which  ended  in  NeSfanebus^ 
the  laft  Wng  oi^Egypt,  who  was  driven  oiit  by  Ocbus  in 
theiyear  of  the  flood  199S.  before  Chrift  350.   eighteen 
years  before  the  conqueft  of  Perjia  by  Alexander ,  ac- 
cording to  our  computation.     Bcfides  his  hiftory  of 
Egypt,  he  wrote  feveral  other  books  ;  to  wit,  one  of 
ibe  tbeology  of  the  Egyptians,  commonly  ftiled  tbe  holy 
Book  ;   one  oi  the  ant  lent  and  religigtis  ceremonies  of  tbe 
Egyptians,  called  by  Porphyry,  the  book  of  antiquity 
and  piety  ;  one  of  phyfic  ;  and  one  concerning  themanner 
ef  preparing  incenfe  to  be  ufed  by  tbe  Egyptian  priefis. 
The  two  latter  books  are  afcribed  by  Suidas  to  another 
Manetho,  by  birth  a  Mendejian  ;  but  his  authority  in 
matters  of  this  nature  is  little  to  be  depended  upon. 
He  likewife  wrote  fix  books  in  verfe  on  the  influence 
and  power  of  the  ftars,  which  he  dedicated  to  Ptolemy 
Pbiladelphus.     This  piece  is  ftill  extant,   and  was  pub- 
liftied  in  the  original  Greek,   with  a  Latin  explanatibn 
and  notes  by  Gronovius  in  1698.  from  the  only  manu- 
fcript  that  was  remaining  and  lodged  in  the  Medicean 
library  at  Florence.     To  this  work  Paulinus  Nolanu^ 
alludes  in  the  following  verfcs : 

Nunc  tria  miremur  texentem  fata  Platonem, 
Aut  Aratinumeros^  aut pt£iaMarhethonisaJira. 

With 
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With  reverence  profound  now  let  us  prove 
The  triple  Ichemc,  which  Plato^s  fcience  wove, 
Th'  harmonious  works  oi  Aratus  review, 
jOr  all  the  glittering  ftars  Manetbe  drew. 

He  publilbed  alfo^a  book  of  the  Jews^  which  Jofephus 
refutes  in  his  firfl:  book  againft  Apion^  as  filled  with 
fabulous  accounts.  Of  all  his  works,  except  his  aftro- 
Domy,  there  are  now  but  a  few  fragments  remaining 
in  AfricanuSy  Eufebius^  and  Syncellus.  As  for  the  ar- 
guments alleged  by  fome  to  weaken  the  authority  of 
this  zuthoTj  we  refer  the  reader  to  what  we  have  laid 
on  that  fubjeft  in  treating  of  the  Egyptian  chrono- 

logy^ 

BsRosirs,  by  birth  a  Cbaldaan^  flourifhed  under  An- 
^ocbus  SoieTj  or  his  fon  Antiocbus  Tbeos^  and  not  in 
the  time  of  Mofis^  as  fbme,  grody  mifbken,  have 
i^ug^led•  For  he  dedicated  his  work  to  Antiocbus^  the 
third  king  after  Alexander y  as  Tatian  informs  us,  that 
is,  to  Antiocbus  Tbeos ;  Alexander  was  fucceeded  by 
SeUucus  Nicanor ;  Seleucus  Nicanor  by  Antiocbus  So- 
ter ;  and  he  by  his  fon  Antiocbus  Tbeos.  He  tells  us 
hixnfidf  in  his  firft  book  of  the  hiftory  of  Babylon^  that 
he  was  bom  during  the  minority  oi  Alexander  the  Great. 
He  wrote  in  three  books  the  Chaldean  and  Eabylonijb 
hiftory,  which  took  in  that  alfo  of  the  Medes.  Pliny 
tells  us  '»  that  his  hiftory  contains  the  events  of  480 
years.  But  of  that  work  we  have  now  remaining  only 
fome  few  fragments,  quoted  by  Jofepbus  in  his  books 
againft  ^on^  and  by  Alexander  Polybifior-y  for  the 
BeroJkSy  publiihed  by  Annius  of  Viterbo^  is,  without 
iU  doubt,  a  fpurious  piece.  Jofepbus  lays,  that  he. 
agreed  with  Mofes  in  his  accounts  of  the  deluge,  the 
oil  erf  man,  the  ark,  in  which  the  reftorer  of  mankind 
was  /aved  $  and  adds,  that  he  mentions  the  defcendents, 
oiNoaby  and  their  rcfpedive  ages,  to  Nabulajfar  kii\g 
of  BabyJan ;  and  that,  relating  the  adions  of  that  prince,

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he  fpeaks  of  the  taking  and  burning  of  Jerufalem  by 
his  fon  Nebuebadonofor  \  on  which  occafion,  fays  he, 
the  j€x»$  were  carried  captives  to  Babylon  \  whence  en- 
fued  the  defolation  of  that  city  for  70  years,  till  the 
l^eign  of  Cyrus.  He  is  quoted  by  Pliny ^  Taiian^  Cle- 
ment of  Alexandria^  Terfullian,  FilruviuSy  and  Eufe- 
hiuSj  which  fhews  him  to  have  been  a  writer  of  good 
authority.  In  the  feries  he  gives  us  of  the  ten  kings, 
whom  he  fiippofes  to  have  reigned  at  Babylon  before 
the  flood,  there  are  fome  fmall  variations  in  the  authors, 
who  have  tranfcribed  that  hiftprian  5  which  has  induced 
us  to  exhibit  them  to  the  reader's  view,  pag.  192.  of 
the  prefent  hiftory.  As  thefe  ten  fucceffions  exaftly 
anfwer  the  ten  geheratbns  from  the  creation  to  the 
flood,  the  firfl:  king,  by  name  AloruSy  has  been  fup- 
pofed  to  be  the  (ame  with  Adam^  as  XifutbruSy  the  laft 
in  the  feries,  plainly  appears  to  be  Noak  The  reader 
wHI  find  his  account  of  the  Chaldean  and  Babylonian 
cofmogony,  p.  29,  30.  and  the  fubftance  of  the  few 
fr^ments  that  are  (till  remaining,  and  relate  to  the  ear-. 
Keft  times,  p.  192 — 195. 

To  Berofus  we  may  add  Ahydenus^  who  flourilhed 
(bme  time  after  him,  and,  in  many  things,  follows  him. 
Abydenus  wrote  the  hiftory  of  the  Chaldean  empire^ 
whereof  there  are  but  a  few  fragments  remaining  in 
EufebiuSy  Cyrillus,  and  Syncelliis.  In  one 'of  thefe 
fragments  he  gives  the  names  and  reigns  of  the  ten  firfl: 
kings  of  Cbaldiseay  copied,  with  fome  fmall  variation, 
from  Berofus^  as  the  reader  may  fee,  ^.  192,  In  an- 
•other  he  fpeaks  of  the  tower  of  Babel j  and  the  confu- 
fion  of  languages,  agreeable  to  the  account  we  have  in 
Holy  Writ.  Thefe  fragments  Scaliger  has  illuflrated 
with  learned  notes  in  his  book  De  emendatione  tempo- 
rum.  Some  confound  this  Abydenus  with  Palaphatus^ 
called  alio  Abydenus^  from  the  city  of  AbyduSy  the  place 
of  his  birth.  PaUphatus  was  cotemporary  with  Alex- 
ander^  a  favourite  difciple  of  Ariftotle'sy  and  wrote  the 
hifl:ories  of  Cyprus ,  Delos^  and  Arabia. 

Eratosthenes  the  Cyrenaan  was  a  man  of  emi- 
nent learning,  keeper  of  the  famous  library  of  Alexan- 
dria^ 
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dfiSf  and  greatly  in  favour  with  Piolemy  Euergit^^  by 
whofe  order  he  wrote  t^e  hiftory  of  the  ^beban  kings 
^ Egypt.     His  catalogue  of  thele  princes,  which  ha$ 
met  with  a  very  favourable  reception,  we  have  infc^rted 
vol.  ii.  p'  149  15-  W  given  there  a  particular  account 
both  of  the  author  and  his  performance,  p.  24,  25^  of 
chat  volume.     This  author  wrote  a  great  number  of 
books,  whereof  the  catak)gue  may  be  feen  in  Fohricius% 
GaleuSj  YoffiuSy  &c.  but  the  only  piece  now  remain- 
ing intire,  is  his  defcription  and  fabulous  account  of 
the  ftars.    He  ftarved  himfelf  through  grief  for  the 
dimnefs  of  his  fi^t,  in  the  loth  or  12th  year  of  Pto^ 
i^imy  Efipbanesj  about  196  years  before  Chrift.        ^ 

hf  the  hiftory  of  Egypt^^  befid.es  Manetbo^  we  have 
chiefly  followed  Herodotusj  and  Biodffrus  Siculus. 
Herodotus<^  or,  as  others  call  him,  Erodotus^  is 
the  moft  antient  writer  among  the  Greeks^  whofc 
works  have  reached  us.  There  is  no  room  left  to 
doubt  of  the  place  of  his  birth,  he  himfelf  having 
inlerted,  at  the  beginning  of  his  hiftory,  both  his 
name  and  country :  This  isy  fays  he,  the  Book  of  He-^ 
rodotus  of  HaUcarnaflus.  He  was  alio  furnamed  the 
Tburiojh  having  accompanied  a  colony,  which  was  leno 
from  Athens^  to  ietdq  at  Tburiumy  a  city  of  Magm. 
Gr^aa  on  the  Tarentine  gulf.  This  happened  the  t&d 
year  of  the  83d  Ofympiad^  during  the  pra^orihip  oi 
Qtllifmubus,  Here,  if  we  beUeve  P/r>ry  ^,  he  wrote  his 
hiftory,  being  then  forty  years  old,  in  the  firfl:  year  of 
the  84th  Oiympiad^  ^10  years  after  the  foundation  of 
Ram€,  and  444  before  Chrift.  Before  he  began  hb*  « 
hiftory,  he  travelled  all  over  Greece^  Italy,  and  E^pt^ 
to  inquire  into  the  orij^,  traditions,  and  records  ^  the 
nations  he  was  to  write  of.  His  m^  defigp  Was,  to 
write  the  wars  of  the  Perfians  agabft  the  Greeks,  from 
the  reign  of  Cyrus  to  that  oi  Xerxes  \  but  he  extended 
it  to  the  hiftory  of  other  nations,  namely,  of  the  Xy- 
duws,  Egyptiaw,  and  Scythians.  This  hiftory  he  di- 
yijded  into  nine  b6ok$9  giving  to  each  of  them  the  name

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of  one  of  the  nine  mufes ;  wherdn  he  has  lincc  been 
followed  by  Cepbalion^  Bion  the  Rhetorician,  and  P. 
Aurelius  Oplius  %  tho*  forae  are  of  opinion,  that  his 
books  were  not  by  himfelf  diftinguimed  with  thofe 
titles,  but  by  the  admirers  of  his  performance.  He  re- 
cited his  hiftory,  as  Luctan  informs  us,  on  the  public 
theatre  at  Olympian  to  a  crouded  auditory  of  the  chief 
laen  of  all  Greece^  met  to  celebrate  the  Olympic  games, 
and  was  more  admired  even  than  thofe  who  carried  the 
prizes.  Eufebius  lays,  that  this  happened,  not  at  Olym^ 
fiUy  but  at  Athens  J  on  the  feilival  of  the  Paftathen^a. 
On  this  occafion  it  was  tiiBt^TbucydideSy  tho'  then  eighty 
years  old,  was  {o  touched  with  emulation,  that  he  re- 
folved  to  undertake  the  writing  of  an  hiftory,  and  ftrive 
to  equal  or  excel  Herodotus.  The  hiftory  of  Herodotus 
has  been  pro|)ofed  by  Tulfyj  Hortenfius^  ^intilian^ 
and  the  beft  judges  of  antiquity,  as  a  pattern  to  all 
hiftorians.  As  for  the  truth  of  his  accounts,  we  muft 
own,  that  it  has  been  called  in  queftion  by  men  of  no 
mean  charader.  Ctefias  doubts  the  truth  of  what  he 
writes  concerning  the  Medes  and  y^^ums  5  but  we 
ftiall  prove  hereafter  this  hiftorian  leteworthy  of  credit 
than  Herodotus.  Manetbo  cenfures  him,  for  advancing 
many  falfities,  with  regard  to  the  Egyptian  hiftory  5 
which  charge  is  not  quite  groundlefs,  (ince  he  himfelf 
owns,  that  what  he  relates  to  have  happened  before  the 
reign  of  Pfammitichusy  and  on  the  credit  of  others,  is 
far  from  cert^n.  But  none  ever  attacked  with  more 
virulency,  if  we  may  be  allowed  the  expreffion,  the 
credit  of  Herodotus,  than  Plutarch,  whofe  judgment 
would  be  of  great  weight,  had  he  not  himfelf  declared, 
that  the  reputation  of  his  country  had  eng^ed  him  in 
die  difpute.  Herodotus  relates,  that,  in  the  expedition 
of  Xerxes,  the  Tbebans,  to  confult  their  own  fafety, 
abandoned  the  common  caufe,  and  joined  the  Perjians. 
Though  this  was  matter  of  fad,  and  Demoftbenes  after- 
wards reproached  the  Thebans  with  it,  yet  Plutarch^ 
who  was  a  native  of  Cb^tronita,  a  Tbiban  city,  could  not 
bear  the  bafe  behaviour  of  his  countrymen  to  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  pofterity,  but  vented  his  refentment  againft 
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the  publiflicr  of  their  cowardice,  in  a  book  wrote  for 
that  purpofe,  and  intituled,  Of  the  malignity  of  Hero- 
dotus.    But  his  exceptions  are  either  trifling,  or  turn 
opon  fafts,  which  Herodotus  himfeif  delivers  ai  doubt- 
ful.    Befides,  he  betrays  throughout  the  whole  work  a 
great  deal  of  paflion,   prejudice,  and  ill-nature.     On 
the  other  fide,  all  Greece^  by  their  folemn  approbation, 
gave  an  ample  teftimony  of  his  veracity,   at  a  time 
when  moft  of  the  tran66tions,  which  he  defcribes,  Were 
Tcry  well  known.     Throughout  his  whole  wbfk  there 
appears  an  air  of  fincerity,   which  even  his  eneiliits 
have  bqen  forced  to  acknowlege.     He  examines  the 
truth  of  rfie  fa<fb,  which  he  relates,  and,  for  the  moft 
parr,  acquaints  his  readers  with  what  others  have  faid  on 
the  fame  fubjeft.  When  he  relates  extraordinary  events, 
he  tdls  us,  that  he  copied  them  from  others,  and  de- 
clares which  he  believes,  and  which  he  fufpeds,  add-  \ 
ing,  as  it  is  faid ;  as  I  have  been  told ;  this  does  not 
4t  aU  feem  probable  \  tbofe^  who  feign  fucb  ftories^  re- 
late^  &c.     He  often  repeats,    that  what  he  relates 
ought  not  to  be  depended  on,  any  further  than  it  ap- 
pears probable ;  that  the  charafter  of  an  hiftorian  obliges 
nim  to  relate  what  be  had  heard ;  but  that  the  readers 
are  not  bound  to  believe  whatever  he  has  been  told. 
As  to  the  Lydian  hiftory,  which  fome  look  upon  as  fa- 
bulous, it  cannot  be  denied,  but  that  he  was  acquainted 
with  the  tranlaftions  of  that  nation,  which  bordered  on 
thcy/fidtic  Greek  cities  ;  in  one  of  which  Herodotus  was 
born,  not  above  60  years  after  the  deftruftion  of  the 
Lydian  empire.     He  feems  very  fincere  in  his  Egyptian- 
hiftor]^;  for  he  ingenuoully  owns,  that  all  he  relates 
before  the  reign  of  Pfammiticbus^  is  uncertain ;  and  that 
he  reports  the  early  tranfaftions  of  that  nation  on  the 
credit  of  the  Egyptian  priefts,  on  which  he  did  not  much 
depend.    His  hiftory  of  the  JJyHans  and  Medes  does 
not  at  all  agree  with  that  which  the  modern  chronolo- 
gifts  have  followed  •,   but  moft  of  the  antients  have 
prcterred  Herodotus  to  all  others.  In  his  hiftory  of  Per- 
Jfaj  he  differs  in  many  particulars  from  Xsnophon^s  Cyr 
ropadia ;  but  wc  muft  obfcrve  with  Tully^  that  the  Cy-

The  chronology  of  H^QJotus  ia  far  from  heii^  txa£ky  \ 
efpecially  with  reladoo  td  the  Egyptian  a&ains,  exfrzr 
vagant  numbers  of  years  Iwvicig,  been  impoicd  vpqq 
him,  as  well  as  uppn  Diodoru^  and  Plajto^  by  tjiq 
Epptian  pricfts,  who  pi^yjai  th«nfelve$  mightUy  opi 
the  antiquity  of  their  nWQi^  l^odqtus  wxote  ofhei; 
books  befides  the  hiftory.  now  extant;  iQx^iftotle^ 
£inds  fault  with  him  for  faying^  that  an  ^^le  drank 
during  the  fiege  of  Hi^e^ek-^  whereas  no  bird  with, 
hooked  t^ons*  as  tha^t^hilolbphei:  affirms,  evjer  drinks,. 
This  pailage  is  not  to  be  found  in  his  works  nqw,  ex* 
tant[;  which  has  made  Ibmc  authors  imagine^  th4  Art- 
ftotle  quoted  it  from  the  hiftory  of  Ajjyri^  which,  in, 
two  places  of  his  firft  book,  he  promi&d  to  write*  But, 
if  he  had  ever  publifh/ed  it,  we  can  fcarcely  believe,  that 
none  of  the  antients  would  have  fo  much  as  mentioned 
it.  It  is  more  likely,  thai;  his  prefent  hiflory  wa;s  more 
complete  in  Arifiotle's  time,  than  it  is  now ;  or  cvta, 
that  Arifiotk  through  miftake  quoted  Herodatus  in- 
ftead  of  fbme  other  author,  whei;eof  we  hav^  tnftances 
in  other  antient  writers.  Some  alcribe  to  Herodotus  the 
life  of  Horner^  which,  in  moft  editions,  is  annexed  to 
his  hiftory  ;  but  the  diverfity  of  ftile,  and  the  difagree- 
ment  between  Herodotus  and  the  author  of  that  pieqe, 
plainly  evince  thefe  two  works  to  have  been  penned  by 
diflferent  hands.  We  refer  the  reader^  for  further  par* 
ticulars  concerning /ferc^^/iV»  to  Henry  Stephens^  J  oar  . 
chtmus  CamerariuSy  and  Montfmcpn.  in  his  book  on 
Judith. 

DcoDOKus  Sjculus  w^  bprn  at  Argyrium^  or  Agyr 
riumy  a  town  of  Sicilyj  and  thence  called  Siculusy  or 
the  Sicilian.  He  flourilhed  under  Julius  Qefar  and^ 
Auguftusy  and  began  his  hiftory  after  the  death  of  thp 
former,  as  he  hinuelf  ipforms  us  *.  He  traveled,  with 
no  fmall  danger,  over  great  part  of  Eurjopi^  4fi^  ^ 
9iX  Egypt y  to  acquaint;  himielf  with  the  geography  of 
the  prices,  as  well  as  the  cuftoms  and  maimers  of  the 
inhabitants.    He  wrote  a  general  hiftpry  froqa  the  car-

prefaend  the  theology  and  hiftofles  preceding  the  7r^ 

jam  war,  of  the  Egyptiami  ^abyl^ns^  C^ld^rans^  In* 

diams^  Scythimu^  Araiiam^  Ethhpians^  jffricans^  and 

Greeh. ,  This  part  ts^  tnterworen  with  many  fables^ 

which,  however,  were  hetiered  by  thofe  nations,  whofe 

hiftories  he  writes.    In  the  fifth  hock,  he  gives  an  ac« 

ccniot  of  the  origin  and  antiquities  of  the  greater  iflands. 

The  five  following  hooks  cont^n  the  antiquities  of  all 

.  the  caftem  nadons,.  the  origins  of  the  Greeks  and  R(h 

mosf,  and  the  inoft  remarkable  tranfadtions  that  hap^ 

t>eiied  'm  any  part  of  the  work!  from  the  taking  of  Tray 

to  the  expedioon  diXerxis  intoGreece.  The  dcv<Jnth  book 

begins  with  the  expedition  oi  Xerxes  intoGreece^mdtndt 

in  the  year  which  preceded  the  erpedidon  of  the  Jshe^^ 

niam  into  Cyprus  under  the  condud  of  Cim^HM    The 

five  followHig  books  continue  the  hift^ry  of  all  nations 

to  the  time  of  PbiUp  king  di  JULicedon^  whofe  exploits 

are  related  in  the  fixteenth,  as  thofe  of  his  fon  Ahwn* 

irr  in  the  ieventeenth,   and  of  his  fucceflbrs  to  the 

dtadi  of  Autigawus^  which  happened  in  the  1 19th  Olym* 

piady  to  Ciefar*%  war  with  dw  G^ir/j,  that  is,  to  th9 

itoth  Ofyss^eid.   The  ekrenth  i:)ook,  and  the  foUow« 

u%,  were  written  in  the  nature  of  ani>als,  with  the 

names  of  the  Atbeuian  arcbonsy  and  Roman  confuls,  to 

each  year.     But  Diodorus  is  not  {a  exad  in  his  com- 

puutions^  with  regard  tp  the  Roman  affwsi  as  could 

€  a  ^c 
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be  wiflied  J  for  he 'places  the  beginntng  of  Xerxes* b 
WM"  in  the  firft  year  ot  the  75th  Olympiad ;  which,  ac- 
cording to  him,  concurred  with  the  confulfhip  of  Spu^ 
riUs  C^Us  and  Proclus  Virginius  "Tricojius ;  but  thefe 
had  been  confuk  fix  years  before,  and  thofe  of  that  year 
were  Cafo  Fabius  the  fecond  time,  and  Spurius  Furius 
^Rifus^  a  miftake  which  is  continued  through  the  whole 
fequel  of  his  annals.  In  the  affmrs  of  Egypt  he  was 
fikewiie  greatly  inipofed  upon,  as  to  the  numbers  of 
years,  by  the  Egyptian  priefts. 

In  the  hiftory  of  the  Moabites^AmmoniteSj  Midiamtes^ 
&c.  wcchie6y  follow  the  Scripture,  and  Jofephus^ixoai 
whom,  however,  wediffent,  when  he  takes  the  liberty, 
as  he  frequently  does,  to  diflent  from  holy  writ.  Jofephus 
wrote  his  hiftory  of  the  Jtmjb'm^j  and  dcftruftion  of 
Jerufalemj  firft  in  Hebrew j  Or,  as  fome  iay  \  in  Syro- 
Cbaldaic^  for  the  ufeof  his  own  nation,  and  afterwards 
tranflated  it  into  Greek  about  die  feventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  tm^xor  Vefpi^arty  to  whom  he  dedicated 
It.  This  work  was,  by  the  emperor's  order,  placed  in 
the  public  library  at  Romej  and  the  author,  as  Eufebius 
and  St.  Jer(m  inform  us  *,  diftinguifhed  with  a  ftatue, 
an  honour  conferred  upon  very  few.  Befides  his  hifto- 
ry, he  wrote  twenty  books  of  the  Jewijh  antiquities, 
which  he  dedicated  to  Epapbrodittis  his  great  patron. 
In  thefe  books  he  gives  us  the  hiftory  of  the  Jews  from 
their  firft  origin  to  the  1 2th  year  of  Nero^  when  they 
began  to  (hake  off  the  Roman  yoke.-  This  work,  as 
Jofephus  him fclf  informs  us,  was  completed  in  the  13th 
year  of  Domitian^  that  is,  in  the  93d  oiCbrift.  In  his 
chronology  he  often  dil^ees  both  with  the  Septuagint, 
and  the  writers  of  other  nations  ;  nay,  he  is  frecpiently 
inconfiftent  with  himlelf,  which  we  may  impute  to  the 
carelefnefs  and  ignorance  of  his  tranfcribers,  feeing  there 
appears  fuch  a  difagreement  between  the  antient  mailu- 
Icripts  of  the  ten  laft  books  of  his  antiquities,  and  the 
printed  copies,  that  fome  have  imagined  "^  him  to  have

epiftolse  Reincfii  ad  Bofium,  p.  j8i. 
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left  two  different  ones.  The  veracity  of  this  writer, 
c/pedaJly  in  the  books  of  his  antiquititfs,  has  been  often 
called  in  queftion  ;  and  truly,  his  accounts  fometimes 
not  only  vary  from  holy  writ,  but  are  diametrically  oj)^ 
pofitc  to  what  we  read  in  the  hiftory  of  Mofes  and  the 
Prophets,  and  this  after  having  folemnly  protcftcd,  that 
his  defign  was  to  add  nothing  of  his  own,,  but  fmthfuUy 
to  tranfcribe,  without  the  leaft  alteration,  what  he  found 
in  the  facred  records  of  his  nation.  He  wrote  alio  two 
books  againft  Apion^  who,  in  the  third  and  fourth 
book  of 'his  Egyptian  hiftory,  had  defamed  and  traduced 
atitjews.  In  this  work  he  fhcws  himfelf  converfant 
jiot  only  in  the  hiftory  of  hb  own,  but  of  all  other  na* 
tions,  and  to  have  perufed,  as  St.  Jerom  exprefles  it  *, 
all  the  libraries  of  the  Greeks.  This  book  likewife  Jo^ 
fepbus  dedicated  to  Epapbroditus :  whence  it  is  manifeft, 
that  it  was  piAlilhed  before  the  95th  year  of  Cbriji  ; 
for  in  that  year  Epapbroditus  was,  by  order  of  Dami^ 
^an^  put  to  deathu  Befides  his  hiftory  and  andquitie^^ 
he  wrote  the  hiftory  of  his  own  life  ;  and,  according  to 
(bme,  a  difcourle  on  the  empu-e  of  reafon,  in  com- 
mcndarion  of  the  feven  Maccabees  ;  a  book  alfo  againft 
tltt  Crteksy  namely  againft  Plato^  is  afcribed  to  Hm  ^ 
but  it  IS  uncertain  whaher  he  was  the  author  of  the  two 
Jatter,  fbme  affirming,  fome  denying,  him  to  have 
written  them. 

The  Jews  difi>wn  and  condemn  Jofepbus^s .  hiftory 
in  Greek,  and,  inftead  of  it,  would  ^in  obtrude  upon 
us  an  Hebrew  Jofepbusy  under  the  name  of  Joftppon 
BinG&rwHy  pretending  the  latter  to  be  the  authentic^ 
and  die  Greek  a  fpurious  Jofepbus.  But  this  book  was 
never  heard  of  till  the  year  i  i4o»  when  it  was'firft  mei>- 
^ncd  by  Solomon  Jarcbiy  a  Frencb  Jew.  It  was  after- 
wanls  quoted  by  Aben  Ezray  Abrabam  Ben  Dsor^  and 
R.  Davfdy  who  all  three  lived  in  the  fame  century ;  and 
it  is  now  in  fuch  requeft  among  the  Jews  as  to  be  ac- 
counted one  of  their  principal  books,  inferior  to  none 
except  thofe  of  the  infpired  penmea.     JQut  the  book,

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Ufi^  fuffidcntly  proves  the  impofture,  mention  being 
frcquendy  made  in  it  of  f^ombardyj  Franct,  England^ 
Hungary  J  Turly^  &c*  which  names  were  ikvw  heard 
of  till  fevcral  hundred  years  aftci?  the  timc>  in  which  diey 
pretend  it  to  have  been  written.  It  is  a  medley  of  apo- 
cryphal and  talmudic  fables,  and  what  ei&  it  contains 
has,  for  the  moft  part,  been  borrowed  by  the  au^or, 
or  rather  impoftor,  from  the  true  Jofefbusy  not  from 
the  Greek  original,  but  from  the  Latin  tranflation  by 
Ruffinus^  which  has  led  him  into  fevcral  grols  miftakes  ^. 

In  our  hiftory  of  the  antient  Syrians^  wo  have  had 
always  before  our  eyes  the  books  of  the  Kings,  the 
Chronicles,  and  the  Prophets ;  and  have  left  J^fepbui^ 
and  the  profane  hiftorians,  where  they  feem  to  contni* 
6\Gt  holy  writ,  but  at  the  fame  time  acquainting  the 
reader  in  our  notes  with  their  various  opinions,  and  the 
reafons  diat  are  alleged  to  (iipport  them.  The  hiftory 
of  the  Pbanicians  we  have  taken  cbieQy  from  Di^dorm 
Siculus^  Juflin^  Curtius^  Paufaniasj  Jppkttfj  Orqfiii^ 
Plutarch^  and  from  Dim,  A&namdsr^  and  Pbibfiraitx^ 
as  quoted  by  Jofepbus^  Dius  and  Menander  wrote  thb 
hiftory  of  Phtmicty  and  are  both  commended  hfjtift^ 
fbus  as  very  exa£l  in  their  accounts,  having  coAtpiM 
their  hiftories  from  the  andent  records  that  were  lodged 
in  th&  temples.  Dins  was  by  birth  a  Ph^nieiaKy.  and 
Menander  an  Efhejian.  The  accounts  of  both  pcrfeftly 
s^^reed,  as  7^y^^^  often  repeats,  withScriptUre«  Be- 
fides  the  hiftory  of  Pb^nice^  Menander  wrote  the  lifb  of 
Ithobal  king  of  ^yrei  where  he  mentioned  the  dniugfac 
that  hEq>p6ned  in  Abab\  reign.  PbiiopraM  litdewilc 
wrote  the  hiftory  of  Pbank^y  and,  as  Jofepbus  informs 
us,  gave  an  exaft  account  of  the  fiege  of  "Pyrt. 

Thb  account  we  g^  of  the  PbienidM  kingly  from 
the  gntieiit  &bulous  hiftory  of  the  Greeks ^  itchiefly  ex>- 
traBtxA  from  ^Ihdorus.  This  writer  was  by  biiXh 
m  Jthmian^  by  profeffioa  a  grmmarian,  dilcipfe  of

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Ari^ATchus  the  grammarian,  and  PaWius  a  kbo^ian 

pUlofopher,  who  lived  in  the  reign  oiPtolm/  t,UergeUs. 

He  wrote  his  hiftory,  which  he  intituled  the  Bibliotbtque 

if  the  Godsy  in  the  reign  of  JUaluj  Pbiladeiphus  king 

oi  Pergamus^  who  died  in  thethira  year  of  the  i66th 

Oljmpiddy  that  is,   138  years  before  drift.    Of  thii 

work  there  ire  now  but  three  books  remaining,  though 

diere  fe  no  doubt  but  it  contained  ftvetal  others  -,  foi* 

MMtthius  quotes  the  14th,  Hertnolaus  the  Ir^h  ;   and 

Pbofius  tells  us,  that  Sopater  the  Ibphift,  handling  the* 

fame  fotgeft,  copied  feveral  paffages  out  6f  this  worl< 

from  the  ift  to  the  24th  bobk.    Thb  piece,  ih  ScaU- 

gtr^i  opinion,  b  a  very  judiciofis  perforrifiahce,  and, 

chough  motHy  fabulous,  yet  fuch  as  may  give  u5  fom* 

infi^  into  antient  hiftory,  the  fables  being  founded 

on  hiftorkral  truth,  and  thepeHbns  luchas  haVe  exifted, 

thouj^  thdr  aftions  be  exaggerated  or  difguifed.    Thg 

ikmc  author  adds,  that  we  may  extraft  front  ApoUo" 

ibms  a  morfe  certain  and  better  groundeid  chronology, 

than  from  the  rhapfodies  ot  ^iroaldtis'*^  iin^  Vojpus  is 

of  opinion,  that,  by  feparating  the  fabul(^us1!ones  froni 

ftal  events^   we  may  form  fr6m  his  writings  a  true 

hiRoty.    He  bc^ns  with  Intiabus^  who  is  believed  t<i 

have  founded  die  kingdom  of  the  i^^/w,  m^A^rabarifi 

time;  artd  brings  his  hiftory  down  to  the.tfme  of  Tbe^ 

fens  prince  cfJtbens.    The  bck^ks  that  are  loft  reached 

to  the  1040th  year  after  thfe  ^rojaH  war,   or  to  the 

tsSA  Oipf^fnad. 

Ik  die  ttftory  of  the  ^Ms  i*e  haVe  followed  the 
Scriptbre,  and  JafepbuSj  where  he  agrees  With  the  facred 
hiftory,  not  n^Iefling  to  ^qu^nt  the  reader  in  our 
notes  with  the  traditions  of  the  rabbles. 

Tm  hiftory  ^of  the  AJ^rians^  Qbdldeani,  aild  Bdbyld^ 
fuoMjj  we  have  rdccwife  delivered  agi'eieabty  id  what  we 
htvt  found  in  Scripture  itlating  thereto.  We  have  re- 
jefted  as  an  arrant  fable  die  Aj^ridH  hiftory  of  Cteftas  % 
but  as  tt  has  been,  we  mav  fay,  froih  all  antiquity  adt 
ffiitt^  mto  Ae  body  of  Kllory,  we  (hall  hci^e  ^ve  fomc 
accoom^oF  that  writer. 

c  4  Ctesias 
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Ctesias  was  a  native  of  Cnidos^  and  accompanied 
Cyru$  in  his  expedition  againft  his  brother  Jriaxer- 
xesy  on  which  occafion  he  was  taken  prifoner;  but 
having  cured  Artaxeroies  of  a  wound  he  received  in  the 
battle,  he  became  a  great  favourite  at  the  court  of  Perfia^ 
where  be  Continued  praftifing  phyfic  for  the  fpace  of  (e- 
venteen  years.  Thus  far  Biodorus  Siculus.  Photius  Hke- 
wife  informs  us,  that  he  flourilhed  in  the  time  of  Cyrus^ 
the  fon  of  Darius^  and  brother  of  Artaxerxes^  who  pof- 
.  feffed  himfelf  of  the  kingdom  of  Perjial  Strabo^  fpeak^ 
ing  6i  the  great  men  of  CnidoSy  mentions  Cteftas^  who, 
fays  he,  cuxtdArtaxerxes  \  and  Xenopbon^  who  was  his 
cotemporary,  tells  us,  thdxGteftas  of  Cnidos  was  aphy- 
fician  ;  and,  being  taken  prrfoner,  drefled  the  wound, 
which  Artaxerxesxtctwt^  in  the  engagtrment.  He  wa§ 
employed,  ts  he  himfelf  witnefles,  by  Artaxerxes  in 
negotiations  with  the  king  of  Salamisy  with  Conon^  and 
the  Lacedemonian  embafladors  ;  which  fhews  what  cre- 
dit he  was  in  at  the  court  of  that  prince.  Ctefuis  wrote 
the  biftory  of  Perjia  in  twenty-three  books,  whereof 
the  firft  fix.  contain  the  hillory  of  xhtAJfyrians  and 
MedeSy  the  other  feventeen  the  whole  hiftory  of  Perfia^ 
from  Cyru4  to  the  author's  death.  He  alfo  wrote  the 
hiftory  of  the  Indies.  But  thefe  works  are  loft,  and  all 
wc  have  remaining  of  them  is  an  abridgment  cpmpiled 
by  Photius  J  which  is  alfq  imperfeft,  he  having  omitted 
the  hiftory  of  the  AJJyrians  and  Medes.  However,  we 
haive  that  hiftory  too  abridged  in  Diodorus^  ,and  the 
names  of  the  kings,  which  Dipdorus  left  out,  carefully 
ict  down  by  Eufebius  and  Syncellus.  Cteftas  has  always, 
been  looked  upon  by  the  moft  judicious  among  the  an- 
tients,  as  a  fabulous  writer.  Atijiotle^  whowasalmoft 
his  cotemporary,  declare^  him  a  writer  unworthy  of 
credit.  Aniigonus  CariJiiuSj  who  lived  in  the  time  of 
Ptolemy  Philadelpbusy  fays,  tKat  he  frequendy  lyes, 
and  relates  what  is  altogether  incredible.  Plutarch^  in 
his  life  oi  Artaxerxes y  calls  him  a  vain  man,  and  a  no- 
torious lyar.  Lucian  charges  him  with  relating  in  his 
Indica  what  he  had  never  fecn  or  heard  5   and  truly,^ 
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^whoever  pcrufes  that  work,  muft  immediately  conclude 
him  to  have  been  a  man  of  no  fort  of  fincerity.     Hi? 
J^iftory  oiJJfyria  is  moft  evidently  calculated  to  aftoniOi, 
amaze,  and  to  ftrain  credulity  beyond  all  bounds.     His 
lift  of  the  JJJyrian  kings  feems  to  be  a  grofs  forgery, 
it  bdngamedley  of  Greeky  Perfiany  Egyptian^  and  other 
names.     Ag^n,  in  all  long  lifts  of  kings  the  fame 
names,  or  (bme  bearing  a  near  refemblance  to  them,  are 
obfervcd  often  to  recur.     But  the  names  in  Qefias  arc 
not  alone  what  may  prompt  us  to  pronounce  him  guilty 
of  forgery;  the  length  of  the  reigns  may  be  urged  as 
another  argument  againfl  him  -,  except  it  be  anfwered, 
that  in  thofe  very  early  days,  fo  nearly  bordering  on 
the  times  of  the  deluge,  fuch  length  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at.     But  this  would  be  no  anfwer  at  all ;   for  at 
Icaft  three  fourths  of  them  muft  have  lived,  when  the 
life  of  man  was  reduced  to  its  prefent  ftandard.     But 
yet,  feveral  of  theantient  hiftorians,  and,  what  is  more 
|urpri0ng,  of  the  modern  Cbrijlian  writers,  have  blind- 
ly ipllowed  him,  in  oppofition  to  Scripture,  Herodotus^ 
and  other  more  undoubted  authorities,     Diodorus  Sicu- 
Jus  tranfcribed  him  ;  Cepbakon^  Cajlor^  J'rogusy  and 
ViUtius  PaterculuSy  have  copied  feveral  accounts  from 
him.    Jidius  Africanus^  Eufebius^  and  SynceUuSy  have 
adopted,  in  part,  his  chronology  of  the  AJfyrian  kings, 
wherein  they  have  been  followed  by  ncioft  ot  the  modern 
chronoiogers. 

Wb  Ifeall  now  give  a  fuccinft  account  of  feveral  au- 
thors quoted  by  us  in  this  work,  with  whom  perhaps 
every  reader  may  not  be  acquainted.     Thefe  are, 

Zoroaster,  JiBaifrian,  whom  feme  fuppofe  to  have 
been  cotemporary  with  Nimrod^  andkingoftheiS^^ri- 
flw.  Quverius  takes  him  for  Adam  ;  ProcopiuSy  Ga^ 
Wu  and  Epipbanius^  for  Abrabam  ;  HuctiuSy  for  Afo- 
fisy  Gregory  of  T^ourSy  for  ^beniy  &c.  We  are  in  no 
ic/s  uncertainty  as  to  the  time  wherein  he  flouriflied  ; 
Epipbanius  making  him  cotemporary  with  Nimrodj- 
Eufebius  with  SemiramiSy  and  Apuleius  with  Cyrus  and 
Cambyfes.  Plato  calls  him  the  moft  antient  ot  all  the 
Perfian  fages :  EudoxuSy  Pliny ^  and  Hermippusy  tell  us, 

that

Xuktbus  of  Lydisy  accorfling  to  the  teftimorry  tX  La- 
ifiiUSy  reckons  but  600  yeah  from  Zoroaftef  to  JRy*fef. 
Afe  to  his  works,  tRriHippus  ftys  that  he  wrote  two  irtH- 
Kotl^  6if  vtrfe^  SuHas  gives  Ui  the  titics  oF  feme  of 
W&  works  ;  to  Wit,  four  books  of  nature,  onfe  df  pre- 
feid«^  ftoiies j  and  five  Of  aftronomicil  prediftions*  •  £»- 
fiHus  qu6tei  h  |)iflkge  froni  his  facrcd  Iriftdry  cf  Pier- 
JiM^  containirig  an  excellent  defcription  of  the  Divine 
attributes.  Thi^dorks  of  Mb'pfiiis^ia^  treatihg  of  thfc 
Ifiagie  of  the  P&fiaits^  produces  Zotoafierh  hvjjofchefis, 
admitting  two  principles,  Proclns  coUefted  the  pre- 
ttrtdcd  oracfes  of  Zthrdafter  in  two  hundred  ahd  eighty 
h«kaWeter  verfes.  He  is  faid  to  have  been  die  iriVfenttfr 
of  nuagic  among  the  Eaftem  nations ;  but  bv  magic  no- 
thing was  nfieant  in  thofe  days  befides  phyflfc  atifd  theo- 
logy, as  Naudaus  proves  with  very  convincing  ai-gu* 
ments. 

MoctttTS  or  Mofchus^  a  Sidonlan^  lived  before  the 
5Vd/tf/rwar,  as  5/r4fe  informs  us,  and  wrote  the  hlfterV 
of  Phi^ice.  He  \i  quoted  by  Jofepbus  m  the  firft  boOK 
of  his  antiquities,  b^yHben^Us^  and  TaHan^  who  nimes 
tWo  other  Pbanitian  writers ;  to  wit,  Tbeodotus  ahd  ///- 
Jkfaies.  Hi^  hiftdfy  was  tranflated  into  Greek  by  Cb^- 
PUS  Of  Littusy  but  we  have  now  only  a  few  fragrhents 
6f  it  remaining  in  the  above-mentioned  writers. 

Alexander  Polyhistor,  a  celebrated  writer  iff- 
the  feign  of  iFV^feWry  Latbytus^  and  by  Sylli  cart ied 
captive  to  Romcj  ^rote  a  great  many  mflories,  as  his 
name  wimelTeis,  and,  among  others,  that  of  India  and 
E^t.  Gemtnt  of  Alexandria  (Quotes  a  book  of  his, 
concerning  the  Je^Sy  wherein  were  inferted  Solomdn*% 
feitcers  to  the  Egyptian  and  Pb^enician  kings,  with  their 
refpe(aive  aftftWsrs;  Eufehius  aHb  fedtes  a  firagmtht  of 
Ae  fame  author,  refating  to  the  Jews  *. 

Orpheus,  Ai^hatticd  tht  LihetbiaH^  it^sTbfaeian^ 
ztti  is  famous  among  tlie  anticnts,  nor  only  for  poetry 
md  mufic,  but  aHo  for  theofogy.    He  is  fkid  to  have

Qr^fem ;  but  we  need  only  read  them  to  be  con^itlced^ 

that  diey  are  the  perfornuticc  of  a  more  modem  Wiit^.

F^roi«aacY  was  of  Pikfium  m  Eppf^  and  fk>uri(hed 
m  the  ittgD  of  il£  ytcteims  Ant0nnus.  In  his  geogra*- 
phy  he  followed  Marinus  TyriuSj  who  was  almoit  his 
cotemporasy*    He  o  often  miilaken  ^  to  the  degrees 
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tX  bngitude  and  latitude,  and  ibmedmes  fpeaks  of  cities 
which  had  been  deftroyed  many  years,  not  to  fay  ages, 
before  his  time,  as  ftill  extant.  Moft  of  his  miftakes 
have  been  carefully  a>rre£ted  by  Orteliusy  and  Gberardus 
Mercator^  Cluveriusy  Velferius^  and  others.  His  canoh 
is  fo  exadtly  agreeable  to  Scripture-hiftory^  that  if  holy 
writ  could  poflibly  ftand  in  need  of  confirmation,  fo  far 
as  it  relate  to  the  hiftory  of  the  twogreat  empires,  the 
jijyrian  and  Babyloniany  nothing  could  more  ftrongly 
confirm  it  than  this  canon,  which  has  given  birth  to 
;Cjin€  of  rbe  moft  famous  profane  scras,  that  of  Nabonajfar. 
This  canon  cakes  date  from  about  the  2  ^d  year  of  PuPs 
f^x^  appearance  on  this  fide  the  Euphrates y  that  is, 
about  the  year  of  the  flood  1602.  according  to  our 
computation,  and  747  years  before  Chrift  ;  which  (hews 
the  kingdom  of  Babylon  to  have  been  immediately  of 
^Jfyrian  prigin,  according  to  the  prophet  * :  Beholdj 
the  land  of  the  Chaldasans  ;  this  people  was  not  till  the 
^0yrian  founded  it  for  them  that  dwell  in  the  wilder^ 
nefs :  tbeyfet  up  the  towers  thereof y  they  raifed  up  the 
palaces  thereof. . 

,  Pjontsius  Periegetes,  bom  at  CharasCj  a  town 
fituated  on:  the  gulph  of  Arabia^  flourilbed  in  the  reign 
of  4%^fi^^>  by  whom  Jie  was  fent,  as  Pliny  informs 
us  \  torfurvey  the  eaftern  countries,  namely  Jrmema^ 
PartUa^  and  Arabia.  His  geographical  defcription 
of  the  world  was  originally  written  in  Greek  verfe,  and 
tranflated  into  hatin  verfe  by  Rufus  Fefius^  Avienus^ 
and  Prifpian.  Eujtathius  archbiftiop  of  Theffalonica 
wrote  in  Greek  a  learned  commenury  on  thig  work. 

Thus  we  have  taken  the  materials  to  compofe  this 
hiftory  from  the  pureft  fources  of  antiquity.  How- 
ever, we  muft  own,  that  as  to  the  hiftory  of  antient 
times,  ^d  the  original  of  particular  nadons,  we  have 
i)ot  been  able  to  give  fuch  fatisfadory  accounts  as  we 
could  wi(h,  not  one  of  the  hiftories  of  thofe  antient  nar 
tions,  whom  the  Grecians  adl&i  £ta^barianSj  written 
by  the  natives,  or  extraded  immediately  from  their  ro- 
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cords^  having  reached  us.  What  fragments  of  fhenS 
have  been  prefervcd  here  and  there  in  other  writers,  we 
hairc  connefted  together,  filling  up  the  chafms  of  one 
writer  with  the  teftimony  pf  another,  and  melting  down 
cogger  the  moft  precious  metals  of  antiquity,  in  order 
to  fcnrm  a  new  one,  lels  precious  indeed,  but  perhaps 
more  fcrviceable. 

But  as  the  authors  that  we  have  had  occafion  to 
folbw,  or  even  to  tranfcribe,  in  this  work,  are  fuch 
as  have  tranfinitced  to  us  accounts  of  the  earliefl:  times, 
wc  muft  here,  in  a  few  words,  remove  the  prejudices 
which  Ibme  critics  have  raifed  againlt  the  profane  writers 
in  general,  who  have  treated  of  the  original  and  early 
antiquities  of  nadons.  In  moft  nations,  fay  they,  poets 
were  the  firft  hiftorians,  who  of  courfe  interfperfed 
their  accounts  with  a  thoufand  fables.  From  fuch  in- 
fe&ed  iburces  the  hiftorians  in  after-ages,  for  want  of 
better  materials,  copied ;  and  confequently  delerve  na 
more  credit  than  thofe  they  tranfcribed. 

To  anlwer  this  objection,   we  muft  with  Varro  di- 
vide the  whole  fcries  <rf  time  into  three  periods  ;  the 
firfti,  from  the  be^nning  of  the  world  to  the  deluge  ; 
the  fecond,  from  the  deluge  to  the  firft  Olympiad},  and 
the  third,  from  the  firft  Ofympiad  to  the  prefcnt-    The 
firft  period  he  adls  an  age  intirely  unknown  ;  and  truly 
we  find  nothing  in  profane  hiftorians,  relating  to  tha 
time,  which  has  any  appearance  of  truth,  if  we  except 
two  or  three,  quoted  by  Jofepbusy  whofe  accounts  of 
the  deli^e,  and  the  times  preceding  it,  agree,  as  he 
informs  us,  in  many  particulars,  with  that  of  Mofcs. 
The  fecond  period  Varro  ftiles  the  fabulous  time,  by 
reaftmof  the  many  fables,  with  which  the  accounts  of  it, 
that  have  been  tranfmitted  to  pofterity,  are  interwoven : 
the  laft  he  calls  the  hiftorical  time.    Diodorus  Siculus 
extends  the  fabulous  age  no  farther  than  the  Trcjan 
war;  andindeed  from  that  time  the  impenetrable  mift, 
which  had  overcaft  the  preceding  ages,  begins  to  clear 
up,  and  fboie  rays  of  truth  to  break  out.    Now,  to 
aofrrer  the  otge&ion,  we  do  not  pretend  to  give  any 
tolerable  account  of  die  firft  ages,  fron>  profane  authors/ 

In 
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ItTafter-s^;®,  when  the  ufe  ei  letters  was  introduced, 
poets,  it  is  true,  are  fiud  co  have  iseen  the  firft  hiftori^ 
ans ;  but  we  muft  not  foppofc  whaterer  they  wrote  to 
be  a  mere  fable  ;  thdr  ground-work  was  often  trutls 
though  embelKihed  with  Tarsous  fictions.  Thiis,  for 
Hiftance,  Hmer*%  poems  oughMiot  to  be  regarded  ontf 
as  an  excellent  poetical  performance,  but  as  the  mott 
antient  hiftory  of  Greece 'r  infomuch  thaty  if  we  had  no 
other  remains  of  antiquity  than  firmer* s  works,  to  con* 
vince  us  of  the  Trojan  war,  and  the  taking  of  that  city, 
we  could  not  call  in  queftkm  the  truth  of  that  event. 
Hcmer^  tho*  a  poet,  difcovers  to  us  the  ftate  of  Greece 
at  that  time  *,  he  ghres  us  an  account  of  their  kings  and 
generals ;  defin^ibes  their  ftates,  cities,  and  government  $ 
Ihews  us  that  Greece  was  divided  into  feveral  finall  dy- 
Baftics,  each  of  which  had  their  refpeftivc  ibvereigns, 
of  which  Agamemnon  king  of  Mycenit^  Cicjon^  and  Co^ 
rintb^  was  the  moft  powerhil,  ^c.  Thefc  and  a  great 
many  other  events  are  purely  hiftorical,  and  confirm^ 
ed  by  credible  hiftorians  5  fo  that  Homerh  work  is  both 
a  poem  and  an  hiftory.  And  what  we  have  inftanced  in 
one  poet,  may  in  the  lame  manner  be  applied  toothers  : 
for  though  their  works  were  interiperfed  with  man/ 
fabulous  ftrokes,  yet  they  might  have  fumifhed  a  ju^ 
dicious  hiftorian,  that  could  diftinguilh  between  truth 
and  fidion,  with  good  materials  for  an  hiftory.  Befides^ 
it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  that,  ever  fince  the  ufe  of 
charadlers  was  firft  introduced,  men  have  left  behmd 
them  monuments  of  fuch  things  as  might  concern  their 
pofterity;  Others,  what  regarded  their  domcftic  af* 
nirs  ;  princes  and  magiftrates,  what  related  to  the  puiv 
lie.  Theie  were  the  firft  hiftories  of  mankind,  -and  the 
moft  antient  hiftorians  have  done  nothineeUe  butdtgeft 
them  into  a  better  form.  Thus  Manetbo  compiled  his 
hiftory  from  the  memoirs  of  Jerombdm  an  Egyptiam 
prieft  \  BerofitSj  from  the  refers  of  thi^  Baiyloniam  i 
Samhoniatbo^  from  thofe  of  the  PbeenictMns^  &c.  And 
indeed  there  is  reafon  to  fuppofe,  that  m^  cities  afsdt 
ftaies  had  regifters,  in  which  from  year  to  year  they 
wrote  down  the  moft  renvurkable  occurrences,  and  ar- 
chives, 
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dusai  wherein  they  lodged  kt|ter^  treaties,  and  other 

pciccs,  which  might  ferve  as  evidences,  to  pofteritjr*

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truth  and  fiftion,  may  be  made  ufe  of,  without  danger* 
df  our  being  impofcd  upon.  The  fragments  of  thofe 
▼enerabte  hiftorians,  preferred  here  and  there  in  other 
writers,  are  like  fo  many  rays,  which,  in  the  midft  of 
the  darknefs  thrown  over  the  early  times,  fervc  to  dif- 
^  ^     cover  a  way  through  the  ruins. 

Neither  is  the  dilagreement  of  authors  among 
them^lves  ariy  certain  proof,  that  they  deferve  no  cre- 
dit. Oftentimes,  with  refpeft  to  things  that  have  hap- 
pened in  our  days,  and  almoft  in  our  fight,  we  find  a 
oiflFerence  in  the  accounts  given  by  thofe  who  were  eye- 
witnefle3  to  what  they  relate.  The  particulars  of  a 
battle  are  not  always  told  the  feme  way  by  thofe  who 
diftinguiflied  thentfelves  in  it.  The  neareft  objefts  ap- 
pear differently,  according  to  the  different  views  of 
the  (peftators.  Imagination,  prejudice,  and  partiality, 
often  let  a  byas  on  mens  underiftandings  \  and  hence 
arife  all  thofe  variations  we  find  in  the  writings  which 
have  lerved  as  memoirs  to  the  firft  hiftorians  of  parti- 
cular nations.  This  difagreement  among  authors  has 
very  much  increafed  the  labour  of  collefting  them  into 
one  body  :  we  have  often  been  in  fufpenfe  about  the 
choice  and  preference,  and  always  taken  care  to  relate, 
at  leaft  in  the  notes,  the  variations  we  found  among 
different  authors,  it  not  being  reafonablc  to  confine  the 
reader  to  our  own  fentiments. 

Am  exaft  diftribution  of  tirtie  is,  as  it  were,  f  he  light 
of  hiftory :  without  this  it  would  be  only  a  chaos  of 
faifts  heaped  together.  An  exaft  chronology  is  like 
Ariadne*^  clue,  which  conduds  our  fteps  through  all 
the  windings  of  the  labyrinth.  By  the  means  of  ccrtairl 
fixed  epochas  we  perceive  the  progrcfs  of  ftates,  the  va- 
riations of  their  fortunes,  and  the  changes  made  in  their 
government.  For  this  reafon  we  have  thought  it  ne- 
ceflary  to  fettle  the  chronology,  and  refer  the  faifts  we 
have  collefted  to  their  proper  dates-  Our  general  as^as 
are,  the  Creation^  the  Flood,  and  the  Tears  before  or 
after  Chriji.  1  he  mind  being  thus  condufted,  the 
ideas  we  acquire  by  reading,  are  more  diftmft,  and 
more  eafily  fixed  in  the  memory. 

Geo- 
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Geography  is  another  eflencial  part  of  hiftory. 
Every  hiftorian  that  neglefts  it,  muft  of  nccefllty  be 
oonfufed  in   his  relations.     We  have  therefore  endea- 
•  Toured  to  be  exaft  in  the  fituation  of  the  towns,  rivers, 
ibrefts,  |akes,  and  mountains,    whither  the  courfe  of 
events  has  led  us.     Our  guides  in  this  were  not  only 
die  hiftorians^   who  are  not  always  very  exa6l,  but  alfo 
the  moft  eminent  geographers  of  antiquity,  whom  we 
have  mendoned  above  ;   and,  in  doubtful  cafes,  we 
have  had  recourfe  to  the  moderns,  particularly  to  Ou-^ 
veriuSy  OrteliuSy  Cellariusy   and  fuch  of  the  modern 
travelers  as  have  furveyed  the  places,  and  are  generally 
looked  upon  as  audi  and  faithful  in  their  accounts* 
Trom  siH  che/e  together  we  have  got  maps  drawn  by  a 
ikiJful  hand,  where  we  thought  them  neceflary.     Thus 
the  reader  will  be  able,   with  one  caft  of  an  eye,  to 
run  over  the  feveral  countries  which  he  reads  of.   There 
are  many  nations,  which  have  not  the  fame  limits  at 
this  day  that  they  had  formerly  ;  neither  are  all  towns, 
which  have  antient  names,  unqueftionably  fituated  in 
the  very  places,  where  the  towns  of  the  fame  name  ftood 
heretofore.     We  have  therefore  chofe  rather  to  defcribc 
moft  of  the  places  mentioned  in  our  hiftory,  by  their 
antient  names ;  but  at  the  fame  time  we  have  conftant- 
ly  taken  care  to  reconcile  the  antient  geography  with 
the  modern  in  our  notes,  and  to  mark  the  different  li- 
mits of  the  new  nations  and  the  old. 

It  is  not  ufual  to  publiOi  hiftories  with  notes,  or  at 
leaft  to  croud  them  with  fo  great  a  number  :  but 
though  no  other  hiftory  perhaps  has  need  of  them,  yet 
they  are  neceflary  to  this  which  we  have  undertaken. 
The  manners,  cuftoms,  religions,  arms,  drefs,  go- 
vernment, 6fc.  of  the  various  nations  we  defcribe,  are 
nc«  only  fo  different  among  themfelves,  but  from  any 
thing  we  now  fee  or  are  acquainted  with,  that  it  would 
have  been  hardly  poffible  to  give  juft  ideas  of  them  with- 
out explications,  which  could  not  have  well  been 
brou^t  into  the  text.  The  thread  of  the  moft  beauti- 
ful ftory  woiUd  have  been  often  broken,  and  no  point 
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of  hiftory  would  have  been  brought  to  its  conclilfioii 
but  in  a  languid  manner.  It  was  neceflary  there^re  to 
throw  into  notes  the  great  number  of  inftrud^ti^  ob- 
fervations,  without  which  the  hiftory  would  hjive  been 
imperfedt.  Befides,  abundance  of  difputes  Igtye  been 
railed  by  learned  men  upon  fcverai  events,  'which  wc 
are  obliged  to  inform  the  public  of,  in  order  to  make 
our  work  more  complete.  But  this  could  hot  have 
been,  if  we  had  not  taken  notice  of  the  variations  of 
the  feveral  authors  who  have  tranfmitted  to  us  the  feme 
fa<9:s.  Hiftorians  often  difagree  as  to  the  circumftanccs, 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  thread  of  the  hiftory  will 
not  admit  but  of  one  way  of  relating  the  event,  Wc 
have  therefore  placed  in  the  body  of  the  hiftory  what 
feemed  to  us  moft  probable,  and  the  reft  iri  the  notes, 
left  thofe  readers,  who  perufe  but  one  author,  fhould 
eharge  us  with  falfliood,  if  we  differed  from  his  Wfto- 
rian.  The  length  of  fome  of  our  notes  ought  not  to 
frighten  the  reader.  Every  judicious  perfon  will  per- 
ceive, that  we  have  taken  pains  to  be  as  concife  as  the 
fubjedt  would  allow  us,  having  often  brought  within 
the  compafs  of  a  few  lines,  differtations,  with  which 
learned  men  have  filled  large  volumes. 

.  The  knowlege  of  the  coins,  weights,  and  meafurcsof 
the  antients,  is  neceflary  for  the  right  underftanding  of 
their  writings,  as  well  as  of  the  prefent  hiftory,  where 
we  could  not  avoid  ufmg  now-and-then  their  terms  and 
phraleology.  But  as  it  cannot  be  expedted,  that  we 
fhould  enter  here  into  a  minute  difcuflion  of  a  fubjedl 
which  has  fupplied  matter  to  whole  volumes,  we  fliall 
only  exhibit  forxle  tables,  wherein  the  value  of  the  an- 
tient  coins,  weights,  and  meafures,  is,  with  great  care 
and  exaftnefs,  reduced  by  Dr.  Arbutbnot  to  the 
Englijh  ftandard.  Several  writers  of  great  abilities, 
namely  bifhop  Cumberland^  Mr.  Greaves^  and  Dr. 
Hooper^  have  with  great  learning  and  accuracy  handled 
the  fame  fubjeft  :  but  we  have  given  the  preference  to 
Dr.  Arbuthnot'%  calculations,  by  reafon  they  are  more 
adapted  to  the  capacity  of  every  reader  i  and,  on  the 
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Vdit  ha^  do  not  differ  in  any  confiderable  matter 
ftH^ofe  of  the  kame^  writers  we  have  mendohed.

Now  to  lay  fbmething  of  the  different  computations' 
of  time ;  Berofits  wrote  his  chronology  by  the  cornpu- 
tation  of  Sarij  Nm%  and  Soji  •,  which,  being  antient 
nieafures  of  time,  ^d  well  known  when  the  original 
records  were  written,  could  not  then  have  wanted  ex- 
planadcMi.  J^ut  B^rofuSy  or  fpme  later  writer,  has,  ci- 
ther out  of  ignorance  or  defign,  magnified  thefe  mea- 
fures  beyond  all  imagination  i  telling  us,  that  the  Sa- 
7US  cont^ned  the  interval  of  three  thoufand  fix  hun- 
died  years  j  the  Nerus^  of  (ix  hundred  -,  and  the  Sofus^ 
of  fixty.  But  other  authors  h^ve  ?aken  thofe  years  for 
days  only  ^ ;  and  indeed  with  a  great  deal  of  reafon  : 
for,  not  to  infift  on  the  incredible  length  of  the  reigns 
of  the  Cbald^an  prmces  in  the  firft  hypothefis,,  Vbich

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no  writer  of  commoi)  ienfe  could  offer  to  impoi 
the  world,  it  plainly  appearSt*  tl)jft  th^  were  no 
than  days,  from  the  reign  of  the  fixth  king  of 
d^a^  which  is  eiq>refled  in  the  firft  table  of  thofe 
exhibited  vol.  i.  p.  192.  to  be  ninety-nine  years 
in  the  others  by  the  round  number  W  ten  Sari^  or  too 
years.  The  word  Sarus^  throwing  away  the  tertnina* 
tion,  is  no  other  than  the  Cbaldee  or  Syriuc  Sar^  hm* 
The  Sarus^  therefore,  contained  three  Ihouiand  6* 
hundred  days,  or  juft  ten  old  Cbaldaan  years,  of  three 
hundred  and  fixty  days  each ;  and  tttat,  before  the  de- 
luge, not  only  the  civil,  but  alfb  the  tropical,  (blar, 
and  lunar  year  confifted  of  twelve  months,  of  diirty 
days  apiece,  or  three  hundred  and  (ixty  days  in  the 
whole,  has  been  fully  proved  by  a  modem  writer  *. 

The  EgyptianSy  who  addvfled  themfelves  to  the  Audy 
of  aftronomy  in  the  earlieft  ages,  and  were  well  ac- 
qu^nted  with  the  motions,  periods,  and  (bitions,  of  the 
planets,  were  the  firft  that  adjufled  the  length  of  the 
year  to  the  annual  revolution  of  the  fun,  by  adding  to 
their  twelve  months  of  thirty  days  apiece  five  addi- 
tional days  and  fix  hours,  while  the  Greeks  and  Rommns 
ulcd  the  more  rude  and  inconvenient  form  of  lunar 
years,  intercalating  a  month  every  third  year.     How- 
ever, the  five  additional  days,  as  SynceUus  •  informs  us, 
were  not  introduced  till  a  thoufand  years  after  the.  de- 
luge, and  never  were  looked  upon  as  proper  parts  ei- 
ther of  the  year,  or  of  any  of  its  months,  but  as  days 
belonging  to  the  nativity  of  five  feveral  Egyptian  dd- 
ties;  who,  as  it  is  obferved  in  a  famous  tradition  related 
by  Plutarch  ^y  were  to  be  bom  neitber  in  any  year ^  nor 
in  any  monlb. 

The  Jewifi  year,  as  is  plain  fix)m  the  calculations 
which  Mofes  gives  us  of  the  days  of  the  flood,  and 
clfewhere,  confifted  ci  36$  davs,  and  confequentiy  of

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months,  tlielaft  of  which  had  25  days.    As 
\  had  been  brought  up  in  Egypt^  it  is  very  hkcly, 
med  that  way  of  reckoning  there ;  an4  befides,  it 
[have  been  the  moft  known  and  eafy  method  to 
wi>Sy  who  had  been  accuftomed  to  it  during  their 
abode  in  Egypt.  ScaUger  *,  and  others  after  him, 
indeed   (uj^fed,    that  they  had  m  intercalar 
h,  cmce  every  1 20  years;  but  it  is  plain,  that  the 
fSciiffture  hints  nothing  like  fuch  an  intercalation,  or 
^  year  ^  13  months  ^  though  it  is  not  eafy  to  guels  how 
they  fiTpofed  of  die  fix  addiDonal  hours  of  the  Egyp- 
.,  Hmms^  iritbout  fome-^ich  fuppofition.     However,  Mo- 
-:  ^3^  bf  ezprels  conumnd  of  God,  did  afterwards  com- 
pose ciie  years  by  moons. 

The  andent  year  of  Greece^  Lyiia^  and  the  Grecian 
Qoknaes  in  Afia^  as  well  as  the  fii^  Roman  year,  before 
the  conedion  of  Numa  Pcn^tiusj  confided  likewife  of 
g6o  days,  as  the  learned  writer  we  have  quoted  above, 
fiiBy  proves  *. 

Besides  the  computation  of  months  and  years,  the 
Credts  rcckcMied  their  time  by  Olympiads^  each  Olym- 
fUi  coat^ning  the  (jpace  of  four  years.    This  method 
qC  computation  had  its  rife  from  the  Olympic  games, 
vlkh  were  celebrated  every  fourth  year,  and  became 
ib  ooD&derddc,  that  the  Greeks  made  them  their  epoch. 
Hiey  commenced,  according  to  fbme,    die  year  of 
the  world  3208.  796  years  before  Cbrifiy  and  22  be- 
fore the  founding  of  Rome  \  according  to  others,  in        ' 
the  year  of  the  world  3251.  753  years  befqre  Qbrifi. 

The  Romans  comput^  by  luftrmnsj  or  purifying  fa- 
Gxifices,  which  were  ii^tuted  by  Servius  TuUius^  about 
tbcyoff  180.  of  Rome  J  and  were  to  be  renewed  every 
fc'c  years,  immediately  after  the  cenfiu-y  whenqe  the 
^m  contained  the  fpace  of  five  years.  But  they 
fliuft  have  been  for  fome  time  difufed,  as  appears 
&oai  the  Fajii  CapUolinij  where  the  50th  Itffirum  is 
iaid  CO  have  been  made  in  the  574th  year  of  Rome.

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A  s-  tb  the  chronolpg]^  of  tfie  ahtieiltsy  there  is'  no 
depending  upon  it.  Thit  6f  the  eaftern  nations  has 
been  ftrangcly'  depraved^ by  contentions  arifing  anaong 
them  aboiit  thdir  ahtiqirity,  each  claiming  the  prefer- 
ence in  that  poftit.  Thus  Herodotus  tells  us  ^  that  the 
priefts  of  Egypt  reckoned  from  the  reign  of  Menes  tty 
Sethon^  who  put  Stnnacbmb  to  flight,  341  genera* 
tions,  as  niany  priefts  of  Fulcan^  and  an  equal  number 
of  kingsi  of  Egypt.  He  adds,  that  thrie  generations 
make  an  Ktmdred  years  j  fo  that,  according  to  thisf 
Computation,  the  whole  time  from  Ae  reigp  of  Menes 
to  that  of  Sethofiy  was  eleven  *thou(and' three  hundWri- 
and  forty  years.  The  Chaldeans  alfo  piqued  themfelvcs 
on  their  antiquity,  and  pretended  to  h'aVe  obftr'vcd  Aci 
ffars  473,000  years;  ^n&Callffibehesy  tht  difciple  of 
Ariftotle^  fent  aftronomical  oblervations  from  Babylow 
to  Greece^  laid  to  be  of  1903  years  (landing*  The  chro- 
nology of  the  antieht  Gr^^  ^thors  is  no  Ids  uncertain. 
Thofe  who  wrote .  of  antiquities,  as  Pherecydesy  Epiuie- 
fiideSy  HellanicuSy  Hiffivs  the  Elean^  Ephorus^  &c.  di- 
gefted  their  works' by.  genealogies,  or  the  ages  and  fuc- 
ccflions  *  of  the  pricftcffes  of  Jiino  Argivs^  of  the 
ephori:,  of  the  kings  of 'Spar ta^  arid  i^t  archons  of 
Athens^  &c.  nor  did  they  begin  to  fet  down  the  ge- 
nerations, reigns,  and  fucccHions  in  numbers  of  years, 
till  fome  time  after  the  death  of  Alexander  \  which 
makes  their  chronology  very  uncertain. '  And  fuch  it 
vO'as  reputed  by  the  Greeks  themfelves,*  as  is  manifeft 
from  feveral  paffages  in  Plutarch  ^.  The  chronology 
of  the  Latins  is  ftill  more  uncertain.  Plutarch  and 
^er'vius  reprefent  great  uncertamties  in  the  original  of 
Rome.  The  old  records  of  the  Latins  v/trt  burnt  by 
the  Gatilsy  about  64  years  before  the  death  of  Alexan- 
der  •,  and  ^lintus  Fabius  Pillory  the  moft  antient  La- 
tin  hiftcrian,  lived  200'ycars  after  that  king,  and  co- 
pied the  greatcft  pare  of  his  hiftory  from  Diodes  Pe* 

,  *  Herod.  1.  ik  c.  142.  ^  Plut.  in  yit.  Lycui^.  & 

Solon. 
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pafe^fhu  a  Greek.  Not  one  of  d»  European  nations 
had  any  chronology  at  all  bfefote  the  time  of  the  P^- 
JtM  empire ;  and  whatever  chronology  they  now  have, 
of  antient  dnies,  hai  been  formed  fince  by  reafoning 
and  conje£hire :  fo  that,  on  a  ftrift  view  and  due  exa- 
mmation  of  the  antiquities  of  nations,  and  the  records 
which  have  been  feft  us,  ihofe  of  the  Jews^  exclufive 
of  their  divine  authority,  \vili  evidently  appear  to  be 
the  moft  certain  and  authentic^  and  qonfequently  the 
furcft  foundation  to  build  our  chronology  upon. 

However,  it  muft  be  confeffcd,  that  there  is  no 
certain  uniformity  in  the  Jewt/b  computation  •,  and  that 
the  feveral  copies  of  their  rccordsi  to  wit,  xhtHebreWj 
Samaritan^  Pentateucby  and  Septuagint\  (fiffer  vely 
much  from  one  another :  which  difagreepient  hath  ari- 
fen  from  two  things  ;  l.  Corruption,  or  errors  of  fre- 
quent tran(cribing ;  and,  2.  The  want  of  computing 
from  fomc  fixed  aera^  and  digefting  the'hiftory  as  it 
was  written,  into  a  chronological  method  :  for  befides 
the  great  difegrecment  among  the  various  copies,  with- 
regard  particularly  to  the  ages  of  the  patriarchs,  thtrrc 
is  afeeming  difference,  at  leaft,  betwixt  the  whole  num- 
bers of  feveral  intervals.  Thus,  for  inftarxe,  the  in- 
terval from  the  exodus  to  the  founding  of  Solomon^ 
temple,  is  exprefly  mentioned/  to  be  480  years;  whereas 
the  iiim  of  ail  the  patriarchs  given  in  the  book  of 
Judges  J  &c.  amount  to  about  592  years.  Which  par- 
ticulars not  being  adjufted  by  the  years  of  fome  certain 
sera,  we  are  at  a  lofs  for  the  true  diftance  of  time, 
not  knowing  by  what  ftandard  the  meafure  of  the  in- 
tervals is  to  be  taken. 

This  variety  of  computations  hath  left  room  for 
chronologers  to  inlarge,  or  contraft,  the  fpace  of  time 
betwixt  the  flood  and  the  birth  of  Cbriftj  by  adhering 
to  one  copy  rather  than  another ;  or  by  rejefting,  or 
retaining,  the  whole  numbers,  or  the  particulars,  juft 
as  it  fuited  their  humour  of  making  the  Sacred  Hiftory

appears  by  the  various  computatioQis  ieverai  of  th 
have  made  of  the  years  of  the  world  to  the  Inrth 
Cbrifi\  which  we  here  give,  as  coUefted  by  Strancbim 
Cbevreau  °,  and  odiors.

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It  would  be  endlcjls,  as  well  as  unneccffary,  here  to 
examine  irtP  the  paVticular  caufes  oF  this  great  differ- 
ence arnfi^  authpiaf*  every  g?©e  ^ill  pretending  to 
ground  hB  fyftem  o^  the  auAority  of  the  Scripture  r 
kwtU  be  fufficient',  a|fterwe  have  ftated  the;  times  from 
the  Creadon  to  the  birth  of  Christ,  according  to  the 
coniputation  obferved  in  the  three  fcveral  copies  of  the 
Scripture  before-mentioned,  to  fufegoin  one  oc^two 
fchemes  of  the  fame  intervals,  according  to  the  dif- 
ferent fupputations  of  the  |beft  modern  chronologers ; 
which,  bcfidcs  illuftrating  our  fubjeft,  will  be  cf  ofe 
to  the  reader  in  perufing  the  hiflorians,  whp  make  ufe 
of  one  or  other  of  thofe  computations. 
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The  reader  may  perceive,  at  one  view  of  the  prd- 
ceding  tables,  wi^tt  room  the  feveral  copies  of  the 
So^tures  we  now  have,  give  for  varying  the  chronology 
of  the  whole,  and  how  many  diflferent  fyftems  may  be 
grounded  on  them.  By  the  calculation  made  u(e  of  in 
the  firft  table,  which  confifts  of  the  intervak,  inferted 
in  the  fourth  or  right-hand  column  of  each  divifion, 
JTom  ^  creation  to  the  birth  of  Cbrijij  according  to 
the  whole  numbers  mentioned  in  the  text  of  the  re- 
fpeflive  copies,  the  Samaritan  account  exceeds  the  He- 
brew by  three  hundred  and  one  years,  while  the  Septua- 
gtMi  exceeds  the  Samaritan  by  one  thoufand  and  twenty- 
five  ycare.  Which  diflference  ftill  becomes  greater  in 
the  Second  table,  made  out  of  the  particular  numbers, 
which  compofe  the  intervals,  by  an  addition  of  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  years  to  the  Samaritan^  and  two 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  to  the  Septuagint  computa- 
tion ;  which  therefore  exceeds  the  Hebrew  computation 
in  die  firft  table,  by  no  lefs  than  one  thoufand  five-hun- 
dred and  fixty-four  years. 

The  third  uble  exhibits  three  other  forms,  the  firft 
of  which,  being  that  of  the   great  primate  Uft)er^  is 
groun^kd  on  the  Hehrew  whole  numbers,  and  differs 
from  that  in  the  firft  table  but  fixty  years,  which  arc 
added  to  the  interval  from  the  deluge  to  the  call  of 
jlbfiAam.    The  (econd  is  compofed  from  the  chrono- 
Jogy  of  JofepbuSj  as  ckared  up  by  Dr.  fFills  %  and  Mr. 
^injlcn^  \  who,  reckoning  acoMrcftng  to  the  particu- 
lar^ ob/erves  fomewfaat  of  a  mean  between  the  Samari* 
tan  md  the  Septuagint ;   and  the  third  is  that  of  P. 
Pezron^   being  an  inlargement  of  the  Septuagint  and 
Gr^^  computation,  in  order  to  accommodate  tiie  fbcred 
to  the  profane  hiftory. 

Op  thefe  different  computations,  we  have  choien,  hi 
this  edition,  that  which  is  founded,  according  to  the

ef  the  Old  and  New  Tcft.  and  his  Eflay  for  reftoring  the  true 
text,  &c. 
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learned  Ufoer"^  fyftnn,  on  the  ii&^en^  whdenoQlbers» 
as  better  known,  more  unineriaily  leceivedt  aod  at  die 
fame  tune  liable  to  no  greater  difficulties  than  the  £4- 
maritan  or  Septuagint  calculadons;  for  to  fomeidiqr 
are  all  alike  liable.  Such  of  our  readers  as  prefer  ddier 
of  the  two  latter,  may,  with  very  little  trpubJc,  ncduce 
the  Hebrew  to  that  they  like  beft» 

The  reader  may  obfcrve,  that  the  whole  diflfercncc 
betwixt  die  Hebrew  and  the  Samaritan  computation  {iat 
we  have  no  more  than  the  Pentateuch  in  that  charafter) 
lies  in  the  interval  between  the  creation  and  die  caUing 
of  Jbrabam^  and  arifes  from  the  different  ag^  afli^ied 
the  patriarchs  at  the  birdi  of  their  fons  mention^  in 
Genefis.  The  Septuagint  copy  carries  this  diflfenencc 
down  to  the  founding  of  the  temple,  which,  according 
to  that  text  %  happened  in  the  four  hundred  and  for- 
tieth year  of  the  exo^^  forty  years  Aort  of  the  He^ 
brew  \  The  length  of  the  interval  from  the  foundUag 
to  the  burmng  of  the  temple,  is  limited  within  die  fi>ur 
hundred  and  thirty  years  '  of  God's  patience  towards 
the  Jews  i  and  is  colleded  out  rf  the  years  of  the  reigns 
of  the  kings  of  Ifrael  and  Judabj  as  they  have  been 
collated  and  adjufted  by  judicious  chronologers  '  :  fo 
that  there  is  no  room  for  allowing  more  than  forty 
years  to  the  reign  of  Soltmon^  as  affigned  him  in  all  the 
copies  extant,  the  Scripture  aifordtng  means  for  recon- 
oiling  the  feeming  inconfiftencies  with  regafd  to  die 
ages  of  him  and  his  fbn  Rehobaam^  at  their  refpeftive 
acceffions  to.  the  throne.  But  here  we  fbould  be  at  a 
great  k>fs  (the  Babylmijh  captivity  ioterruptmg  the 
courfe  of  the  Jewijb  hiftory),  if  it  was  not  for  the  <^ 
portunity  we  have  of  connedliog  this  period  with  the 
Nabonajarian  or  Babylonian  sra,  by  meaas  of  the  fin 
mous  afironomicat  canon  of  P/aZ^0f)c;  whereby  we  are

We  have  taken  the  Jiberty  to  depart^  in  one  point, 
from  the  general  method  obferved  hitherto  by  chrono- 
logers  ;  for,  inllead  of  carrf  ing  down  our  computadon 
from  the  crcadoot  through  the  (everal  ages,  to  the  birth 
of  Chrifi^  we  difcondnue  ic  at  tbe  flood,  and  begin  a 
new  reckoning  firom  thence  j  and  this  we  have  been  in- 
duced to  do  for  fcveral  reafons, 

I .  Bbca  V5£  the  period  between  the  creation  and  the 
Rood  contains  Kttle  memorable^  belides.  the  age  and 
death  of  each  patriarch.  2.  Becaule  it  is  a  particular 
period,  cut  off,  as  it  were,  from  the  reft  of  time,  and 
hath  little  orno  connection  with  the  ages  fucceeding  the 
dei^e.  3*  Becas&at  the  deluge  the  old  world  was  de- 
(boyed,  and  from  thence  anew  originadon  of  mankind 
beg^  wfaofe  affairs  have  little  or  no  dependence  on 
thdie  ei  the  antediluvians.  4.  Becaule  it  will  help  to 
en  the  reader  a  more  diftbdt  notion  of  the  diftance  of 
time,  as  derived  from  a  period  with  which  we  are  more 
immefiately  concerned,  and  beyond  which  no  genuine 
hiflory  of  any  nation  r^ehefii.  5.  Becaufe  it  wiU  bring 
the  frreral  fcriptural  computations  nearer  to  an  agree- 
ment among  themfdves,  the  great  difproportion  among 
them  arifing  chiefly  from  the  difference  this  period  cre- 
ates. TJiufr  in  tbe  whole^  ^Mlce  of  time,  from  the  crea- 
tion to  the  bkdi  of  Cbrifi^  ^t  Sepfuaginty  according 
to  die  fitft  table,  di&rsfrom  the  /^f^^tconethoufand 
three  hundred  and  twenty*fix  jesgrSy  and  bat  feven  hun- 
dred and  forty,  reckoning  from  the  flood.  The  dif- 
ference alio  between  the  Sepimginf  and  the  Samarita$ty 
fcdoning  from  the  creation,  is  no  lels  than  nine  hun- 
<Snd  9jbA  i^xtjM^ve  yoo^;  and  no  more  than  thirty,  if 
fH  con^pufie  fiom  the  flood.  Th^S^tuagint  clu-o- 
oology  «:]pcecds  that,  of  Jofepbus  fix  hundred  and  twelve 
Kn»  taking  in  th^timiss  preceding  tbe.deluge  \  but; 
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m  the  fpace  betwixt  the  deluge  and  Cbrt^j  k  ii 
ceedcd  by  that  of  Jofepbus  by  (cvcnty-four  ycani 
will  appear  more  clearly  by  the  following  cable.

Indeed,  if  wc  compare  x!tit  Hebrew  zxA  thc5i>w 
tan^  the  cafe  is  otherwife ;  for  the  difference  bcr« 
thofe  two  computations  is  greater  in  the  intcnra  fr 
the  flood  to  Cbrift^  than  f^m  the  crcatioo,  the  Sm 
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rium  fidfing  fliort  of  the  Hebrew  in  the  intenral  between 
die  Creadon  and  the  flood,  at  the  lame  time  that  it  ex- 
oceds  it  in  that  betwixt  the  flood  and  the  vocation  of 
Abraham. 

Upon  thefc  confiderations,  we  have  thought  fit, 
throughout  the  courfe  of  our  hifliory,  to  make  ufe  of 
the  year  of  the  flood,  inftead  of  that  of  the  world,  in 
our  inaiginal  fynchronifms,  and  hope  the  reader  will 
conlider  it  rather  as  an  improvement,  than  an  innova- 
don  in  chronology.  As  for  the  Julian  period,  we  have 
indrely  omitted  it,  as  a  contrivance,  which  we  conceive 
to  be  of  no  manner  of  ufe  in  the  hiftorical  chronology, 
how  ufefiiJ  foevcr  it  may  be  thought  in  the  technicaU 

To  the  year  of  the  flood  we  have  always  added  that 
before  Chrifi^  which,  confidering  the  variety  of  fyftems 
that  are  abroad  (every  author  almoft  having  one  of  his 
own),  is  the  more  neceflary,  as  it  always  carries  the 
chronology  of  the  author  dong  with  it  j  for  the  two 
fioiis,  being  added  together,  fliew  the  year  before  the 
Cbriftian  aera,  according  to  that  computation,  whether 
Hebrew^  Samaritan^  or  Septuagint^  which  die  author 
SdUows.  Forinftance,  according  to  the  account  founded 
in  the  i/e^^tie^  whole  numbers  in  the  third  table,  which 
we  follow,  Solomon  began  to  build  the  temple  in  the 
year  of  the  flood  1336.  and  before  Cbrift  1012.  Thefc 
two  films  added  make  2348  ;  which  is  the  year  before  ' 
the  Chriftian  sera  by  that  reckoning ;  and  2348  being 
added  to  1656,  the  number  of  years  betwixt  the  cre- 
ation and  the  flood,  the  fum  4004  gives  the  year  of 
the  world  in  which  the  birth  of  Chrifi  happened,  ac-. 
cording  to  the  vulgar  asra.  Indeed,  were  our  chrono^ 
k)gy  upon  as  fixed  a  footing  as  it  is  among  the  Greeks^ 
the  Ruffiansr  and  fome  other  nadons,  who  begin  their 
compuution  from  the  creadon,  and  never  change  their 
opinioos  %  to  difcover  the  diftance  of  any  tranftdion 
backwards  from  the  prefent  dme,  there  woukl  be  no 
need  of  knowing  more  than  the  year  of  the  world  in 
which  it  fell  out.  For  inftance,  the  temple  was  begun, 
according  to  the  Ruffians^  who  follow  the  Greek  and

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Septuagint  computation  m  the  iecoind  tabic;  ia  the  jror 
of  the  world  4495.  Now  the  prcfent  year  of  our  Lord 
1748,  being  the  7256-  according  to  their  account,  it  is 
onlv  dedudUng  4495.  from  7256,  and  you  have  2761, 
which  is  the  number  of  years  fince  the  founding  of  5^- 
iomon^s  temple  to  this  time,  according  to  their  redcon- 
ing :  whereas,  before  we  oould  be  able  to  difcovcr  it  by 
that  fingk  charader,  we  fbould  be  obliged,  perhaps^ 
to  fearch  a  good  while  to  find  out  the  fyftcm  which  the 
author  goes  upon  ;  and  when  we  had  met  with  it, 
fhould  be  at  the  trouble  of  ufing  fiibti-adion  as  well  as 
addition.  So  that  the  joining  the  year  before  Chrift  to 
that  of  the  world,  or  of  the  flood,  is  one  of  the  grcatcft 
improvements  in  chronology  ;  and  as  nece0ary  for 
jtfcertaining  tlie  true  time  of  every  event,  as  the  lon^ 
tude  and  latitude  are  in  geography  to  determine  the  ex- 
a<5l  fituation  of  a  place.  In  a  word,  thefe  two  forts  of 
reckonings  ought  to  be  made  infeparable  ;  and  who- 
ever gives  only  one  of  them  without  the  other,  can 
aflR)rd  his  reader  no  fatisfadory  idea  of  things  j  and  in- 
deed muft  write  in  confufion  himfelf. 

Thvs  Cm-  of  our  chronology  in  general,  and  of  the 
feveral  periods  of  it  from  die  creation  and  the  flood  to 
the  Wrth  of  Qirift.  We  fhall  hereafter  give  the  ana- 
lyfis  of  each  period,  as  we  proceed,  to  (hew  the  audio- 
rity  upon  which  our  fyftem  is  grounded. 

In  the  hiftory  itfelf  we  have  endeavoured  to  execute 
our  propofils  in  the  beft  manner  we  could  5  and  hope 
we  have  niade  no  flips  therein  but  fuch  as  are  excufe- 
abk.  Some,  no  doubt,  there  are  ;  for  we  have  not 
the  vanity  to  think  ourfclves  able  to  write  a  perfeftjy 
complete  hiftory,  which,  as  a  modern  author '*expreflcs 
it,  is  not  to  appear  but  in  that  year  which  difcovers  the 
perpetual  morion,  and  the  philolbpher's  ftonc. 

We  fliall  conclude  with  candidly  owning^  that  in 
compofing  the  following  work,  we  have  all  along  taken 
the  liberty  (to  ufe  the  words  of  an  ingenious  gentleman,

TH  E  Tartars  were  at  firft  called  Tatars^  a  name  they  n^  j^^^ 
deduced  from  their  great  anceftor  Tatar  Khan^  of  tan  i//-' 
whom  we  (hall  foon  have  occafion  to  fpeak.    The ifMced  tife 
Utpds  received  their  denomination  from  Moguls  Mogol^  or,  name  of 
1     according  to  feme,  Mun£U  brother  to  Tatar  Kh&n.    Thefe  Tatars 
I     prioces  founded  tv^o  puiflant  empires  in  the  Eaft,  which  ^htt^from  Ta- 
\     wtrds  uniting,  became  a  terror  to  all  their  neighbours.    It  tar  KhaiL 
!     hi  been  obferved,  that  the  Tartars  fettled  both  in  Europe  and 
'     4^  ftill  retain,  as  they  have  always  done,  among  the  neigh- 
I     bouring  nations,  their  original  appellatbn  of  Tatars  «•

As  the  progenitora  of  the  picfimt  Tartars  and  Mgtdi 
agreed  in  moft  points  widi  the  antient  Scythians^  if  they  were 
not  in  all  refpeds  the  fame  ipco(He  with  them,  we  ihall  not 
here  enter  verv  minutely  upon  the  geography  of  their  country. 
Nor  (hall  we  be  prdlix  upon  tbetr  government,  laws,  leii^oi^ 
ctiSoms,  arts,  and  learning  ;  thefe  all  having  beca  iu^/^ 
4ffctifled  and  expatiated  upon  in  our  hiflory  of  the  mnntot 
Scythians.  However,  fome  things  that  had  efcaped  us  there, 
will  naturally  occur  in  this  place  j  and  we  fhall,  befides,  have 
an  opportunity  of  obliging  our  readers  with  the  hiftorical  ac- 
count the  Tartars  ^ive  <^i  themfelves,  from  the  remoteft  ages 
to  the  time  of  their  great  conqueror  Jinghiz  Khan.  Ths, 
we  doubt  not,  will  be  acceptable  to  the  curious  ;  fince  evoy 
nation  muft,  in  many  rcfpeds,  be  the*beft  qualified  to  Wfiie 
their  own  hiftory.  r  or,  however  fuperior  to  them  in  genius, 
learning,  and  politeneis,  fome  foreigners  may  be ;  yet  it  ii 
natural  to  fuppofe,  that  none  can  be  fo  thoroughly  verfid  in 
traditions  relating  to  the  firft  plaiKatioo  of  any  country,  fe- 
veral  of  which  are  undoubtedly  founded  on  truth,  or  be  fii 
well  acquainted  with  ^  antient  flate  of  it,  as  the  natives 
themfelves.  Befides,  the  Greek  and  Raman  writers  bad  very 
inadequate  ideas  of  the  nation  we  aise  here  confidering.  As 
for  the  Perfian  and  Arab  hiftorians,  they  have  committed  fe- 
veral  grofs  miftakes  in  relation  to  the  Tartarian  affairs.  Nor 
can  fome  of  thefe  be.correded  by  any  writer,  however  learn- 
ed, judicious,  and  impartial,  he  may  be,  but  a  Mogul  or  7tf r- 
tar  hiftorian  ^.

The  ftrid  union  and  perfed  harmony  that  reigned  between 
them  moft  e\identl7  appears  from  the  former  author,  when  he 
informs  us,  that  they  were  armed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
commanded  by  the  fame  general  Ariomardus.  As  the  Turks 
and  Tartars  were  originally  the  fame  people,  whatever  b  ad- 
vanced concerning  the  firft  progenitors,  and  early  antiquities, 
of  the  one,  muft  be  allowed  to  be,  with  the  utmoft  pro- 
priety, applicable  to  thofe  of  the  other  c. 
•  We  may  form  fome  notion  of  the  power  of  this  nation 
from  the  military  atchievements  of  the  antient  Scythians^  as 
Well  as  from  the  vaft  tra£t  they  inhabited.  With  regard  to 
the  latter,  if  the  antients  are  to  be  depended  upon,  it  was 
moft  extenfive  and  (C)  prodigious.  But  its  limits  we  ^ve 
already  defined  in  a  former  part  of  this  work,  and  (hall  con- 
fider  them  more  minutely  hereafter  ;  fo  that  there  is  no  reafon 
for  us  to  be  very  particular  on  this  head  here. .  In  general, 
however,  it  may  be  6bferved,  that  the  people  in  view  arc 
fuppofcd  to  have  fpread  themfelves  at  leaft  over  the  two  Scy- 
thias^  the  European  and  Afiatic  Sarmatia^  which  fome  aftrm 
to  have  appertained  to  the  former  countries,  and  Iberia,  This 
very  confiderable  part  of  the  globe  feems  to  have  comprehended 
moft  of  the  Rujfian  empire.

M§Uaviaj  Bulgaria^  belides  fome  pare  at  lead  of  Finland^ 
LafUjiJf  and  Swiden.  The  three  Ufk  countries  were  very 
thiol/,  if  at  all,  peopled,  before  the  extindion  of  the  Roman 
jcpublic  ^. 

But,  though  feveral  of  the  antients  feem  to  have  applied 
the  name  of  Scythia  to  all  thofe  imaienfe  regions  esltending 
from  the  Hyperborean  ocean,  the  fources  of  the  IJier^  the  Vij^ 
iaky  the  Baltic,  Evxine,  and  Cafpian  Teas,   to  the  fartheft 
extremity  of  the  Sail  known  in  their  days,  yet  the  proper  or 
original  Scythia  was  probably  confined  within  much  narrower 
bounds.  For,  when  Darius  Hy/ia/pis  undertook  an  expedition 
ligainll  the  Scythians,  about  514  years  before  the  birth  of  Chrifi, 
their  antient  dominions  fcarce  exceeded  the  tra<9  limited  on 
the  eaft  by  the  Tanaisy  and  on  the  weft  by  the  Boryjfhenes  ( 
though  fome  of  their  colonies  iiad  paifed  the  latter  river,  and 
advanced  aJmoft  to  the  fource  of  the  Tyras,     This  may  very 
juftly  be  inferred  from  Herodotus,  as  fias  been  obferved  by 
M.  Bayer.    Nay,  that  the  Scythian  territories  were  bounded 
even  on  the  weft  by  the  Volga,  called  the  Jraxeshy  Onemacri^ 
t%s,Ariflotle,  and  other  Greek  writer8,in  the  reign  of  PhraortiS 
king  of  Mulia,  has  been  rendered  extremely  probable  by  that 
ingenious  author.    Before  that  time,  the  Cimmerians  were  un- 
doubtedly leparated  from  the  Scythians  by  the  Araxes,  the  Rba^ 
or,  according  to  the  modem  appellation,  the  Volga  \  for,  that 
theie  names  denoted  the  fame  river,  after  what  has  been  ad- 
vanced by  M*  Bayer,  wUl  admit  of  no  difpute.     But  then  the 
Scftbians,  under  the  con4u(9  of  their  k\r\gMadyef,  feized 
upon  the  country  before  occupied  by  the  Cimmerians,  and 
porfued  that  nation  into  the  Uppir  AJia,  as  from  Herodotus 
will  more  fully  appear  '• 

However,  though  M.  Bayer  feems  to  have  thoroughly 
fetded  the  point  before  us,  yet,  in  one  particular  relating  to 
the  Scythian  or  Tartarian  hiftory,  he  can  fcarce  be  deemed 
confiftent  with  himfclf.     He  ftrongly  intimates^  or  rather  di«

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reSly  aflerts,  that  the  Lithuanians^  Prttffians^  CourlanderSy 
Livoniansy  Eflhonianss  Pinlandersy  Laplanders^  and  fome  few 
of  their  neighbours  only,  arc  the  defcendents  of  the  antient 
Scythians  :  whereas,  from   the  whole  tenor  of  his   hiftorical 
ohfervations,  every  unprejudiced  reader  will  conclude,  that  tht 
proper  original  Scythians  never  reached  the  territories  belong* 
inij  to  any  of  thofe  nations.     He  alfo  denies  the  Turks  or 
Tartars  to  bear  anv  relation  to  the  antient  Scythians^  and  yet 
affirms  the  Scythians  to  come  originally  from  a  country  not 
far  from  Turkeflany  where  his  favourite  Tartar  hiftorian   has 
fixed  the  progenitors  of  the  Turkijh  or  Tartar  nation,  from 
the  remoteft  antiquity.     In  fine,  though  he  has  (ctded  the 
geography  of  Scythioj  as  it  appears  to  have  flood  in  the  days 
of  Darius  Hyftafpis^  with  uncommon  learning,  fagacity,  and 
precifion ;  yet  we  cannot  infer  from  thence,  that  the  region 
going  under  that  denomination  amongft  the  Greeks  and  ^#- 
mansy  was  always  of  fo  narrow  an  extent  as  the  Scythia  de- 
fcribed  by  Herodotus.     On  the  contrary,  that  the  Scythia  of 
the  Greek    and  Roman    authors   fometimes,    at   leaft,  in- 
cluded the  vaft  trads  above-mentioned,  he  himfelf  exprefly 
allows.    Nor  is  this  conceffion  unsupported  by  Ahu^l  Ghazi 
Bdhaiur  Khan  and  M.  Philip  John  Fon  Strahlenberg^   who 
have  obliged  the  republic  of  letters  with  the  beft  account  of 
the  antient  Tartars  that  has  hitherto  made  its  appearance  in 
the  world  ^ 

It  may,  therefore,   be  looked  upon  as  highly  probaUe, 
that  both  the  prekntTuris and  Tartars  are  deicended  from  the 
Scythians  of  jiri fleas  Proconnefiusy  and  the  Scythian  Nomades 
of  Herodotus.     Now,  upon  this  fuppofition,  the  antient  Turks 
or  Tartars  can  neither  be  confidered  as  one  of  the  eariieft 
nations  of  antiquity,  nor  as  occupying  a  trad  for  many  ages 
of  very  confiderable  extenr.     For  they  fcarce  made  any  figune 
at  all  before  the  reign  of  Cyaxares  king  of  the  Medesy  or  rte 
time  oiOgus  Khan^  about  637  years  before  the  birth  of  Chrift^ 
when  they  drove  the  Cimmertans  from  their  territories  bordering 
upon  the  Palm  Maotis  into  the  Upper  Afia.    Nor  could  their 
primitive  feat,  upon  the  eafiern  bank  of  the  Volga  or  Araxes^ 
•t  that  time  have  been  very  fpacious  or  extenfive  ;  fince  it  is 
well  known,  that  they  were  then  a  people  of  little  noie^  and 
in  the  vicinity  of  fome  nations  who  were  pufhing  for  unli- 
mittd  empite.     Nay,  Scythia  lay  only  between  ^he  45th  and 
57th  degrees  of  longitude,  and  the  47th  and  55th  degrees  of 
north  btitude)  in  the  time  of  Herodotus.    So  that  &  Scy^

power,  even  when  Herodotus  fir|l  obliged  the  world  with  his 
lovaluable  biftorys^ 

We  arc  told  by  that  venerable  hiftorian,  that  the  firf^ 
SeyiUsm  king  did  not  live,  at  fartheft,  above  a  thoufand 
▼ears  before  Darius  Hj^afpts  invaded  Scythla^  in  the  year 
before  Chrift  514.  Now,  coniideriiig  that  not  only  the 
GraJb,  but  all  other  antient  nations,  placed  events  of  re- 
iBOCe  antiquity  too  high,  as  has  been  demonftrated  by  the  in- 
comparable  Sir  I/aac  NnutofSf  we  may  fairlyr  fuppofe  the  firft 
Scythian  prince  not  to  have  preceded  Darius  Hyjtafpis  above 
800  years.  And,  as  no  confiderable  number  of  men  could 
poflQdy  have  fubfifted  long  together,  without  being  formed, 
into  a  regular  fociety,  and  appointing  fome  perfon  or  perfons 
to  preGde  over  them,  we  may  from  hence  prefume,  that  the. 
countries  bordering  upon  the  Palus  Maotis^  as  well  as  the 
Euxim  and  Caffian,  feas,  were  very  thinly  peopled  1300  years 
before  the  commencement  of  the  Chriftian  aera.  This  will 
naturally  fuggeft  to  us,  that  the  countries  diredly  to  the  eaft 
of  die  Volga^  and  efpecially  thofe  at  a  very  remote  diftance 
from  that  river,  in  fuch  a  aireSion,  muft  have  been  then  al- 
moft  deftitute  of  inhabitants  ;  and  confequently  that  the  AJfy^ 
riam  hiflory  of  Ctifias  is  almoft  totally  void  of  truth.  From 
hence  it  »  aUb  manifeft,  that  the  high  antiquity  of  the  Chi^ 
m/i  empire  muft  be  deemed  little  better  than  a  fi^on,  not- 
witfaftajiding  what  has  been  fo  confidently  advanced  in  favour 
of  fiich  antiquity  by  fome  late  celebrated  writers  b. 

As  the  proper  Scythians^  according  to  Herodotus^  were  no 
very  formidable  power,  when  they  made  an  irruption  into  the 
Ciwaurian  territories,  the  Cimmerians  themfelves  feem  not  to 
bave  been  m  people  of  any  great  figure  at  the  time  of  that  event. 
Hub  amounts  to  a  ftrong  prefumption,  that  the  trad  about 
OKMmt  Caucafusj  the  Palus  Misotis^  Euxine  and  Cafpian  feas, 
was  then  &r  from  being  replenifhed  with  inhabitants.  Which 
if  we  admit,  it  will  follow,  that  the  poflerity  of  G^m^r  could 
DOl  even  then  probably  have  peopled  the  largeft  part  of  £«- 
r9pe.  So  that  Italy y  one  of  the  laft  European  regions  to 
which  the  defcendents  of  that  planter  advanced,  did  not  receive 
any  number  of  Gomeriansj  as  may  be  fairly  prefumed,  till 
dbont  600  yean  before  the  birth  of  Chrifl'.  From  whence  we. 
may  conclude,  that  no  Celtic  or  Gallic  colonies  fettled  either

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in  Vmhria  or  Etruria^  before  the^^tt/r  pafled  the  Alpsm  the 
reign  of  Tarquimus,  Prifcus  j  and  confequently  that  neither 
the  Umbrians  nor  the  Etrufcans  deduced  their  origin  from  the 
CiliesK 

The  Tartars  in  general  at  this  day  live  in  much  the  fame 
manner  as  their  progenitors  the  antient  Scythians  and  Sarma^ 
ttans.    They  rove  about  in  hordes  from  one  fruitful  fpot  to 
another,  not  unlike  the  Scenite  Arabs y  without  villages,  towns, 
or  any  fixed  habitations.  This  muft  be  underftood  of  the  bulk 
of  them  $  for  fome  cantons,  or  tribes^  of  the  Tartars  arc  not 
deftitute  of  towns,  nor  even  confiderablc  cities.  Caffa^  Pert'* 
copy  OczaioWj  Otrar  or  Farab^  Tarazy  and  Samarkand^  to 
omit  many  others  that  might  be  mentioned,  put  this  beyond 
dlfpute.     Nor  was  fuch  a  rovinp  difpofition  at  iirft  confined 
to  the  Tartars  or  Scythians.    The  defcendents  of  Gomer^  for 
many  ages,  pafled  dieir  days,  as  we  have  great  reafon  to  be- 
lieve, in  the  fame  manner.   It  is  probable,  that,  before  the  reign 
of  Mifphragmuthofis^  who  reigned  in  the  Upper  Egypt  from 
Syene  to  HilitpoUs^  feveral  pans  of  Europe  were  peopled  by 
wandering  Cimmerians^  or  Gomeriansy  from  the  backfide  of 
the  Euxine  fea,  who  lived  a  rambling  wild  fort  of  life,  like 
the  prefent  Tartars.    Few,  if  any,  of  the  cities  or  towns  to 
be  met  with  in  Tartary^  are  remarkable  for  their  antiquity,  and 
therefore  deferve  little  attention  here  ^.  ' 
Turk /A/       NolrwiTHSTANpijfG  the  Tartars  derive  the  name  they

The  Tartarsy  therefore,  look  upon  themfelves 
to  be  of  a  more  noble  extradion  than  the  neighbouring  peo- 
de,  whom  they  confider  as  defcendcd  from  the  other  ions  of 
Japhis.  In  confequencc  of  this  notion,  they  affirm  them« 
ftlvcs  firft  Xo  have  gone  under  the  appcUation  (D)  of  Turks^

Mir*  has  alfo  been  interpreted 
fenny,  nvoody,  moffrijb ;  and  was 
probably  deduced  from  the  na- 
ture of  the  country  this  people 
inhabited.  It  has  beoi  already 
observed*  that  the  primitive  name 
of  the  Tartars,  according  to  their 
own  hiftorian  MuU  Ghazi  Ba- 
hadur Khan,  was  Turks ^  which 
they  deduced  from  Turi  the  fon 
ofjaphet.  That  of  Moguls  they 
either  derived  from  one  of  their 
Khasu  called  Mogul,  or  from  their 
great  anceftor  Magog,  the  latter 
of  which  appears  to  us  the  mod 
probable.  For  MogU,  or  Mogw 
li,  ieems  to  be  only  a  corruption, 
or  abbreviation*  of  Magogii,  the 
fons  of  Magog,  As  for  that  of 
Tartars^  or  rather  Tatars,  it 
might  at  firfl  have  been  applied 
to  the  Tauri  or  Tari,  from  whence 
the  Tatsrica  Cherfanefus  received 
its  denomination,  a  particukr 
branch  of  the  antient  Tartars^ 
For,  of  -)n  ^^^  ^^  ^^y  caiiiy 
form  j>i-,nn  T'afara,  or  -jnn 
Tatar,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
of  hby  ^^^A  or  ^s  t<b:ii>:i 
Gig/a,  of  h>bp  iCczAi/.  or  bp 
Kal,  ^^^p1p  Kikla,  Sec.  And 
this  we  take  to  be  a  more  natural 
etymon  than  that  produced  by 
the  Tartar  hiftorian ;  except  it 
be  admitted*  that  the  true  name 
of  the  prince  he  takes  it  from  was 
Tar,  In  which  cafe  we  may 
fappofe  both  the  antient  Tauri 
and  Tartars  to  have  received 
their  appellation  from  one  of 
their  early  kings*  or  kham,  of 
the  fame  name  (4). 
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Khan.  But  that  prince  having  rflluced  aU  the  tribes  bearing 
tbe  name  of  Turks  nndti  his  obedience,  they,  with  re«rd 
to  their  neighbours,  gradually  loft  it,  and  were  by  them  a^r* 
wards  called  Tatars.  We  fay  with  regard  to  their  neigjh- 
bours,  (ince  the  largeft  part  of  them  have  always  denomi- 
nated themfelves  Turks^  nor  do  they  allow,  that  any  nation 
but  themfelves  have  the  leaft  title  to  that  denomination  ^ 

Th£  name  of  Tatars  was  at  firft  probably  applied  to  one 
particular  tribe  or  horde  of  the  Turkijh  nation,  wbofe  members 
feem  to  have  been  more  confiderable,  warlike,   and  better 
known  to  the  Afiatics^  on  account  of  their  military  exploits, 
than  the  reft,  till  the  time  of  Jenghix  Khan,    This  was  Suc- 
ceeded by  that  of  Moguls^  which  prevailed  but  fo  long  as  die 
dominion  of  the  people  fo  called  hfted  over  the  fouthem  pro- 
vinces of  Jfta.     When  that  expired,  the  former  appellatioii 
took  place  again.     It  is  obfervable,  that  Sharif  ai  Edrsji^  com- 
monly called  the  Nubian  geographer,  makes  no  mention  ei- 
ther of  Moguls  or  Tartars  ;  but  intimates,  that  all  the  country 
at  prefent  going  under  the  denomination  of  Eaftern  and  Weft- 
cm  Tartaryj  was  peopled  by  difiercnt  cantons  of  Turks.  Thfa 
is  the  more  remarkable,  as  that  author  wrote  but  a  littk  be- 
fore the  reign  of  Jenghi%  Khan,  about  the  year  ef  Cbrtft 
1170*     However,  we  hear  of  Tartars  in  other  parts,  as  will 
be  more  particularly  obferved,  when  we  come  to  the  modem 
hiftory  of  that  nation  m. 
Govirm-        With  regard  to.  the  government  of  the  antient  Tartars^ 
**'*'•         we  muft  fupoofe  it  to  have  been  the  fame,  or  nearly  fo,  with 
that  of  the  ocythians  already  defcribed.    It  appears  from  Hir* 
rddoius^  that,  in  his  days,  the  two  principal  tribes  of  die  Scy- 
thians were  under  monarchical  government  ;  and  that  they 
had  a  great  influence  upon,  if  tt^y  did  not  abfolutely  govern, 
all  the  other  tribes.    This  is  perfedly  agreeable  to  what  we 
find  advanced  by  the  Tartar  hiftorian,  who  informs  us,  that 
Alanza  Khan  had  two  twin-fons,  the  one  called  Tatar ^  and 
the  other  Mogul,  between  whom,  when  his  end  approached, 
be  divided  his  dominions.     The  regal  families  founded   bj 
thefe  two  khans,  according  to  the  fame  author,  ruled  the  an- 
tient Turks^  Tartars,  and  Moguls,  for  feveral  gotenoioas  ; 
and  at  length  formed  a  powerful  and  extenfive  eanpire.     This 
teftimony  adds  fome  weight  to  the  authority  of  Hgsr^d&tus^

As  the  Tartarian  or  Scythian  Nomadise  zs  far  as  can  be 

coDeded  from  the  antients,  greatly  refembied  the  Numidians 

aod  icemte  Arabs  in  their  form  of  government,  their  civil  and 

political  inftitutions,  we  need  not  expatiate  upon  this  topic 

kre.    After  this  obfervation,  our  readers  will  naturally  fup* 

pofe,  that  the  Tartarian  khans  were  originally  vefted  with  an 

iiChority  (imilar  to  that  of  the  Nurmdian  phylarchs,  and  Arab 

CUR.     This  feems  likewife  to  be  confirmed  by  Herodotus^ 

and  by  what  we  have  laid  down  in  the  hiftory  of  the  Scy^ 

tkioKs.     From  hence  it  appears,  that  feven  or  eight  Scythian 

cantons  were  governed  by  their  refpeftive  princes,  or  khans, 

before  Ac  time  of  Darius  Hyflajpis  ;  and  confequently  that 

they  hid  either  always  aflerted  their  independency,  or  (haken 

off  the  yoke  of  the  royal  Scythians  before   that  prince's  ac- 

cdEon  to  the  Perftan  throne.     Since,  therefore,  Darius  Hy* 

fi^ffis  entered  open  his  reign  after  the  declenfion  of  the  mon- 

aicoy,  or  monarchies,  ercfted  by  the  twin-brothers  Tatar  Khan 

lad  M^gul  Khan^  thofe  princes  undoubtedly  flourifhed  a  coo- 

fidenUe  time  before  the  foundation  of  the  Perftan  empire, 

though  the  particular  age  in  which  they  lived  we  cannot,  with 

anjp  tokrable  degree  of  precifion,  pretend  to  afcertain  ^. 

Some  of  the  principal  cuftoms  prevailing  among  the  Scy^  Laws. 
Aumsy  or  antient  Tartars^  not  hitherto  mentioned,  that  had 
Che  appearance  of  hws  ("£),  our  readers  will  not  be  difpleafed 
to  find  here.     i.  The  Scythian  kings  were  obliged  to  take  all 
poBbk  care  of  a  golden  plough,  yoke,  ax,  and  bowJ,  that

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fell  down  from  heaven  into  Scytiia  in  the  reign  of  Lipoxah^ 
Jpoxais^  and  Colaxais^  the  Tons  of  Targitaus  the  firft  king  of 
Scythia.     2.  The  Scythian  princes,  by  virtue  of  their  office^ 
affifted  annually  at  the  magnificent  facrifices  oiFered  to  thofe 
holy  inftruments,  which  their  fubjeds  doubtlefs  confidered  in 
the  fame  light  that  other  Sabians  did  their  images,  or  even  the 
celcftial  bodies  themfelves.     3.  The  Argippaans  were  looked 
upon  as  facred  by  all  the  other  Scythians ;  fo  that  whoever  fled 
into  their  territories,  though  on  account  of  fome  enormous 
crime,  was  allowed  to  live  under  their  protedion.    4.  The 
difFerendes  that  arofe  among  the  other  Scythian  cantons  were» 
for  the  moft  part,  referred  to  the  arbitration  of  this  people, 
who  were  fo  mild  and  pacific,  that  they  had  00  arms  of  any 
kind  among  them.     5.  It  was  a  political  maxim  in  Scytbia 
not  to  permit  any  foreigner,  who  retired  thither,  to  return  to 
his  native  country.     6.  The  jfgatbyrfians,  a  luxurious  nation 
abounding  with  gold,  had  their  women  in  common  1  which 
they  imagined  would  promote  concord,  unanimity,  and  mu- 
tual benevolence,  among  them.    There  were  probably  other 
cuftoms  in  Scythia  that  had  the'  force  of  laws,  which  we  may 
poffibly  take  notice  of,  when  we  come  to  the  modem  hiftory 
of  the  Ruffians^  Tartars^  Kalmuchy  and  Chinefi  p. 
Religion.       It*  has  been  already  obferved,  that  the  anccftors  of  theTir- 
iars  were  immerfed  in  idolatry,  and  that  they  worfliiped  fome 
of  t^e  principal  Greek  and  Roman  deities.     To  HercuUs  like- 
wife,  in  common  with  the  Greeks^  Remans^  PhcenicianSy  and 
Egyptians^  they  paid  divine  honours.    As  they  were  nearlv 
related  to  the  Germans^  they  feem  to  have  carried  about  with 
them,  in  their  covered  waggons,  thofe  fmall  images  repre- 
fenting  certain  gods  held  in  great  veneration  by  that  people. 
For,  that  they  roamed  where  thev  found  the  beft  pafture  for 
their  flocks,  as  many  of  the  moft  antient  Germans  did,  ap- 
pears from  feveral  authors.     The  celebrated  deity  Zamolxis 
was  probably  wor&iped  by  the  Scythians^  or  antient  Tartars^ 
as  well  as  the  Thracians^  on  accoux^i  of  the  falutary  bws  he 
gave  them.     For,  that  he  was  a  famous  iegiflator,  and  lived 
long  before  Pythagoras^  may  be  inferred  from  HercJptus  i 
and  that  a  confiderable  part  of  the  Scythians,  at  leaft,  bad   a 
bodv  of  laws,  to  regulate  their  condud  by,  is  attefted  by 
Epmrus.    Nor  can  it  well  be  doubted,  that  thefe  laws  were 
framed  by  Zamolxis,  when  it  is  confidered,  that  he  annexed  a 
moft  powerful  (andion  to  his  inftitutions ;   to  wit,  eternal 
felicity  in  a  future  ftate.     And  that  many  of  the  Scythians  were 
greatly  influenced  by  the  fandion  annexed  to  their  laws,   is 
exceeding  probable  ;  fince  they  have  been  highly  extoUed  for

their 
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*hcir  temperance,  juftke,  wiflom,  integrity,  and  moft  Aib- 
liflDC  friendfhjp,  both  by  Ephorus  and  Strabo.  It  (hould  feem, 
therefore,  that  this  people  had  not  only  an  excellent  fyftem 
of  civil  and  religious  inlUtutions,  but  likewife  a  nnoft  powerful 
motive  to  an  obfervance  of  them.  The  hideous  idols,  that 
(erve  at  prefent  for  obje£b  of  adoration  to  fome  of  the  pagan 
Tartars  and  Cbinefe,  feem  to  have  been  deduced  from  the 
Bionftrou3  hieroglyphic  figures  by  which  the  antient  Egyptians 
reprefeoted  their  falfe  deities.  Nor  are  thofe  of  the  Indians^ 
Japttnifiy  &c.  to  be  derived  from  a  different  fource.  But  wc 
mall  expatiate  upon  this  topic  more  largely  hereafter,  and 
coufider  more  fully  the  traces  of  the  old  Scythian  as  well  as 
Egyptian  woiihip  Hill  remaining  among  thie  pagan  Tartars^ 
Indiums^  and  Cbinefe^  when  we  treat  of  the  modern  flate  of 
thofe  liations  q; 

To  the  cuftoms  of  the  people  under  conflderation,  touched  Cufiom. 
upon  in  the  hiflory  of  the  Scythiansy  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
add  the  following,  i.  When  the  Scythians  took  a  chearful 
gla&,  they  founded  the  firings  of  their  bows,  in  order  to  rou(e 
their  minds,  and  prevent  them  from  being  difTolved  in  de- 
bauchery. 2.  If  the  perfon  who  guarded  the  holy  golden 
jnflruments  above-mentioned,  which  the  regal  Scythians  con- 
fidered  as  their  Palladium ^  happened  to  fall  afleep  upon  the 
grand  feAival  in  the  open  air,  his  death  was  expe£led  foon  ; 
and  therefore  he  had  a  prefent  made  him  of  as  much  land  as 
he  could  craverfe  on  horfeback  in  a  day.  3.  The  IJfedonians^ 
Artmafpians^  and  other  neighbouring  cantons,  were  perpe- 
tually committing  hoflilities  in  each  other's  dominions.  4.  The 
Callipidii  and  Alazons  lived  upon  wheat,  onions,  garlick,  len- 
tils, and  millet,  in  which  they  differed  from  the  neighbouring 
Scythian  tribes.  5.  Some  cantons  occupybg  a  trzSt  to  the 
eaift  of  the  Boryfihems^  applied  themfelves  to  agriculture ;  but 
behind  them,  in  an  eaflern  diredion,  lay  others  whofe  fole 
employ  confifted  in  taking  care  of  their  flocks.  6.  The  royal 
Scythians^  whofe  territories  were  fepirated  from  thofe  of  the 
laft-menuooed  tribes  by  the  river  Gerrbusy  looked  upon  all 
their  neighbours  as  flaves,  and  feem  to  have  exercifed,  at 
leaft  for  feveral  ages,  a  fort  of  fovereign  authority  over  them. 
7.  The  ThjJJagetts  and  Jyrcians  fpent  their  time  in  hunting, 
and  lived  intirciy  upon  venifon  :  the  latter,  attended  by  dogs 
and  horfes  trained  up  for  that  purpofe,  having  difcovered  their 
game  from  a  tree,  let  fly  their  arrows  at  them,  and  then  pur«

The  Argifpaam  ufcd  for  food  the  fruit 
of  a  tree  called  ponticon^  not  unlike  a  bean.     Out  of  this 
they  (queezed  a  thick  blackifh  liquor  going  among  them  under 
the  name  di  afchy^  which  they  drank  mixed  with  milk,  at 
the  fame  time  making  a  (brt  of  cakes  of  the  more  folid  part. 
9.  The  Argippaam  flept  in  winter  under  trees  covered  with 
a  ftrong  white  cloth,  and,  in  (hmmer,  under  thofe  trees  with- 
out any  covering  at  all.     lo.  The  anceftors  of  the  Tartars 
bad  fuch  an  averiion  to  fwine,   that  they  would  permit  none 
to  be  produced  among  them.     1 1.  Though  the  greateft  part 
of  the  Scythians  contemned  every  fpecies  of  wealth,  yet  the 
Agathyrftans  were  a  luxurious  tribe,  and  had  their  garments 
richly  adorned  with  gold.     12.  The  AnJrophagi  and  Melon- 
Marians  were  a  fort  of  Scythians  that  fed  upon  human  flefh  $ 
the  former  being  perfeft  favages  fo  late  as  the  age  of  Herodo- 
tus:, and  the  latter  deducing  their  name  from  the  black  cobur 
of  the  cloaths  they  always  wore.     1 3.  The  Budiansy  a  large 
and  populous  nation,  according  to  that  author,  lived  almoft 
upon  a  fifli  called  by  the  Greeks  ^«V,  which  we  apprehend 
to  be  the  pedictdus  of  Gaza,     1 4.  Some  of  the  Majfagetes 
doathed  themfelves  with  the  fkins  of  fea-calves,   and  others 
with  the  bark  of  trees.     1 5.  The  Scythians  generally  caflrated 
their  horfes,  that  they  might  manage  them  with  the  greater 
cafe.     For,  though  thcfe  beafts  were  fmall,  yet  they  were 
exceeding  headftrong,  and  full  of  fire.     16.  The  antient  Tar- 
tars  frequently  hunted  ftags  and  wild  boars  in  the  marfliy 
grounds ;  but  goats  and  wild  aflfes  in  the  fpacious  and  open 
plains.     17.  In  their  wars,  they,  for  the  moft  part,  preferred 
the  ufe  of  mares  to  that  of  horfes  ;    the  former  not    being 
obliged  to  ftand  flill,  when  they  urined,  as  we  learn  from 
Pliny  and  Solinus.     1 8.  They  fometimes,  in  an  engagement, 
held  their  bows  in  their  right-hands,  and  fometimes  in  their 
left  \  and  could  difcharge  their  arrows  upon  die  enemy,  ei- 
ther facing  them,  or  nying  from  them.     19.  When   they 
found  themfelves  obliged  to  fuftain  hunger  for  fome  time,  they 
tied  broad  girdles  round  their  waifis,  believing  that  this  ren- 
dered fafling  lefs  difagreeable  to  them.      20.  The  Scythian 
Nomades^  inhabiting  the  tra£l  between  the  7anais  and  the 
Btn-yJiheneSy  lived  for  the  moft  part  in  waggons,  the  Icffer  fort 
of  which  had  four  wheels,  and  the  larger  fix.     Thefc  con- 
tained within  them  houfes  made  of  clay,  fome  of  which  had 
one,  and  others  three  litde  rooms,  that  were  occupied  chiefly 
by  women,   the  men  riding  generally  on  horfeback.    The 
fcnalkr  waggons  were  drawn  by  four  oxen,  and  the  larger  by 
ftx.     21.  Many  of  the  lower  fort  of  Scythians  lived  upon 
horfc-ilefh  and  mares-milk,  as  do  at  prefent  a  great  part  of 
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the  vulgar  amongft  the  Tartars.  And  that  the  Moguls  ufed 
thb  fort  of  diet  in  the  time  of  Ogus  Khattj  we  learn  from  the 
Tartar  faiftorian.  22.  Many  of  the  Scythians  fo  enervated 
themfelves  by  being  perpetually  on  horfeback^  that  they  were 
incapable  of  propagating  their  fpecies  ;  and,  when  th»  hap- 
pened,  they  put  on  the  female  habit.  23.  Tbofe  perfons  who 
had  loft  their  manhood,  moft  of  whom  were  of  the  higher 
rank,  were  greatly  reverenced  by  the  common  people,  and 
acquired  great  wealth  by  their  predidions.  24.  The  Scythians 
that  were  almoft  conftantly  on  horfeback  wore  breeches  that 
reached  down  to  their  ancles,  as  many  of  the  Turks  and  Tar^ 
tars  do  at  prefect ;  and  (hoes  made  of  the  fappy  part,  or  in- 
terior bark,  of  trees  :  which  fort  of  (hoes  are  ftitl  ufed  by  the 
Ruffians  and  Lithuanians.  25.  Drunkennefs  was  a  very  fa- 
(hionable  vice  among  them,  according  to  the  Grs^Jt  writers. 
Nay,  the  Perfians  gave*  them,  from  that  vice,  the  name  of 
Saca^  or  Sakaiy  wmch  in  Ferjic  figni(ied  a  glutton  and  a 
drunkard.  26.  They  wore  exceeding  long  hair,  which  Ari^ 
JtotU  afcribes  to  the  moifture  of  their  climate  5  but  Ludan 
thinks,  that  they  coniidered  fuch  hair  as  an  ornament. 
27.  Some  of  the  Scythian  hordes,  or  cantons,  had  houfes^ 
and  even  towns,  confifting  intirely  of  wood.  This  cuftom 
has  prevailed  among  the  Ruffians^  of  which  the  city  of  Mo^ 
Jiow  their  metropolis  is  a  flagrant  inftancc,  and  feveral  of  the 
Tartarian  nations  inhabiting  the  northern  )>art8  of  Jfia^  even 
to  this  day  ^ 

The  language  of  Scythia,  or  antient  Tartary^  taken  in  its  i^^p/fruazi* 
moft  extenfwe  acceptation,  muft  have  been  fplit  into  a  vaft  ^^^^  * 
variety  of  dialedb.     Herodotus  informs  us,  that  the  trad  be- 
tween the  country  of  the  Agrifpaans  and  the  Boryfthenes^  a

finall  part  of  Tdrtary  only,  was  inhabited  by  people  that  fpok^ 
feven  different  languages  ;  and  that  the  Argippaans  had  an- 
other alfo  peculiar  to  themfelves.     Hence  we  may  imagine> 
that  there  muft  have  been  a  prodigious  number  of  fuch  dia- 
le£b  fpoken  in   fo  large  a  part  of  the  habitable  world  as  we 
are  at  prcfent  confidering.     However,  as  the  antient  Tartan 
were  quite  feparated  from  all  other  nations,  and  lived  in  a 
ftate  of  great  fimplicity,  thev  cannot  be  fuppo(ed  to  have  had 
tlie  fourth  part  of  the  words  to  be.  met  with  either  in  the 
antient  or  modern  European  tongues.     For,  having  been  flran- 
gers  to  many  thoufand  inventions,  faihions,  arts,  inftruments, 
cuftoms,  ^c,  known  both  to  the  antient  and  modern  European 
nation?,  they  could  neither  have  had  any  names  for  them, 
nor  technical  terms  relating  to  them.     Nor,  indeed,  had  they 
appellations  for  fcarce  any  thing,  but  what  nature  produced 
among  them  5  which  will  likewife  hold  true  of  their  prefent 
dependents.    If  this  be  admitted,  it  cannot  well  be  denied, 
that  the  primitive  Tartarian^  Kalmuck^  or  Mungalic  words 
muft  at  firft,  nay,  even  in  the  time  oiOgus  Khan^  have  been 
exceeding  few  ;  which  likewife  may  be  faid  of  the  primigenial 
f-adices  of  the  Chine fe.    That  there  was  a  great  affinity  be- 
tween the  antient  Turkijh^  Tartarian^  and  Gothic  languages, 
-has  been  evinced  by  M.  StrahUnberg  j  and  that  thefe  all,  as  to 
their  firft  and  original  words,  agreed  very  well  with  the  /&- 
brew^  Chalde£^  Arabic^  &c.  tongues,  or  rather  were  deduci- 
ble  from  them,  has  been  rendered  extremely  probable  by  the 
fame  ingenious  author.     Olaus  Rudbeckius^  Philippus  Majfo^ 
tiiusy  and  Ludovicm  ThomaJRnuSy  have  alfo  fet  this  point  in  the 
cleareft  light.     However,  M.  Theopb.  Sigefr.  Bayer  does  not 
come  intirely  into  their  opinion,  though  he  pretends  not  to 
have  any  thing  folid  or  fubftantial  to  urge  againft  it.     In  fine, 
nothing  can  be  a  clearer  demonftration  of  the  truth  of  this 
opinion,  than  the  furprifing  refemblance  many  of  the  GeibU 
and  Tartarian  primitive  roots,  which  were  ufed  before  any 
grammars,  or  artificial  refinements  of  language,  appeared  io 
the  world,  bear  to  the  correfponding  terms  in  the  Hebrew^ 
Chaldeey  Syriac^  and  Arabic  tongues.     But  we  (hall  not  ex- 
patiate farther  on  this  topic  here,  having  already  treated  of 
the  point  it  contains  at  large,  in  the  hiftory  of  the  Celtes  «•

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Whether  or  no  the  antient  Tartars  had  any  alphabcdci#///r/. 
charadere  in  ufe  among  them,  we  (ball  not  take  upon  us  to 
determine,  as  both  fides  of  the  quefiion  have  been  efpoufed 
by  the  learned.  But  we  cannot  help  thinking,  that  thofe 
are  in  the  right,  who  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the 
affirmative.  I^r  that  fuch  chara£lers  were  ufed  among  the 
Stythiam  in  very  early  times,  has  not  only  been  rendered 
probable  by  Francifcus  Forts  Otrokocji^  but  alfo  by  a  Very  an- 
tient tradition  ftill  prevailing  among  the  Hungarians^  accord*^ 
iiig  to  Joannes  Tfitfius.  Nay,  we  have  this  very  (F)  Scythian 
alphabet  exhibited  to  us  by  the  famous  Matthias  Beiius^  who 
has  taken  great  pains,  not  without  fuccels,  to  demonftrate 
the  antiquity  of  it.  To  omit  odier  arguments  that  occur^ 
its  letters  were  drawn  from  the  right  hand  to  the  left,  after 
the  Oriental  manner ;  which  will  not  a  little  prejudice  all  the 
learned  part  of  our  readers  in  favour  of  what  has  been  ad*^ 
vancrt  by  Ij/etfius  and  Otroheji.  Nay,  fome  mailufcripts 
written  in  the  old  Hunno-Scvthian  charader  are  faid  to  be  ftiil 
prefcrved  by  the  Szeielyi  (G),  or  original  Scythians  of  Tran-

This  gciitlcman  was  born  near 
Claufenherg  in  Tranfilntania,  and 
admitted  a  member  of  Wadbam 
CoIIege,OAr/^r</,  in  the  year  1 743. 
He  had  frequently  heard  the 
Count  talk  of /everal  manufcripts 
written  in  the  Hunno»Scytbian 
cl)araaer,  of  great  antiquity, 
llijl  prefcrved  in  'iranjihania ; 
nor,  accor4fng  to  him,  does  any 
p^on  of  learning  there  make 
the  leaft  doubt  of  the  real  exift- 
cBce  of  fuch  manufcripts.

mpng  the  iliiierate  Hungariafti, 
Nor  is  it  to  be  doubted,  out  that 
this  manner  of  writing  was  ha  7 
lural,  in^^he^earlieft  ages,  to  all. 


nations.  And  therefore  M.  Petit 
de  la  Croix  is  not  to  be  attend- 
ed to,  when  he  &Bsrts,  that  the 
Cbinefe  peopled  part  of  Tartary, 
and  at  the  lame  time  introduced 
their fymbolic characters  into  that 
<:onntry.  fieiides,  a  great  part  of 
Tartary  was  undoubtedly  peopled 
before  Cbinut  as  being  nearer  the 
land  of  Sbinar^  where  the  whole 
race  of  mankind  lived  tc^ether 
at  the  time  of  the  di^rflon;  and 
the  Cbinefe  have  always  induf- 
trioudy  avoided  an  intercourfe 
with  other  nations,  as  will  here- 
after be  clearly  proved  (8). 

It  has  been  juJH  obferved,  that 
the  zntkniHunnO'Scytbian  alpha* 
,  bet  was  of  Oriental  extradioa ; 
and  confequently  that  it  was  at 
firil  the  fame  with  the  on^jn^ 
or  primigenial  alphabetic  cha- 
raj^rof^eEaft^  IthaslikewiCe 
been  remarked,  that  the  Brab" 
manic f  Mungalic^TangutaB^Man* 
ginric,  and  in  fliort,  all  the  pre- 
fent  Indian  and  Tartarian^  alpha- 
bets were  deduced  from  ^^Eftran* 
gch  charader.  As,  therefore, 
this  lad  is  manifeflly  of  Oriental 
extraction,  as  well  as  the  Greeb 
alphabet,  with  the  Iherican  and 
Jrmenianletten  proceeding  from 
thence;  and  as  the  E/m/can, 
Latin,  Spanijb,  Arabic,  &c.  had 
one  common  origin,  we  may 
conclude,  that  all  the  antient  al- 
phabets, and  confequently  thoie 
of^  a  later  date  deduced  froa 
them,  had  manifeitly  (he  iame 
fource  (9).

do  we  find,  that  the  nations  moft 
remote  from  that  people  were 
ever  capable  of  making  fuch  a 
difcovcry,  though  acute  and  pe- 
netrating enough  in  other  mat- 
ters ;  which  amounts  to  a  fort 
of  prcfumption,     that  *  all   the 
other  nations^  who  had  the  ufe 
of  letters  communicated  to  them, 
were  of  thcmfclvcs  incapable  of 
difcoTcring  them.     So  that  all 
mankind,  except  one  particular 
people,  muft  have  been  void  of 
a  capacity  adequate  to  fuch  an 
invention.    But  how  improbable 
is  this,  efpedally  as  no  one  nation 
can  be  pitched  upon  fo  tranfcen- 
dently  fuperior  in  genius  to  the 
reft  of  mankind?  It  is  therefore 
highly  probable,  that  this  was  not 
a  human  invention,  but  proceed- 
ed originally  from  the  fource  of 
all  goodnefs,  knowlege,  and  per- 
fedlion ;  which,  indeed,ha«  been  al- 
ready proved  by  other  arguments 
almoft  to  demonftration.  Which 
notion  if  we  admit,  from  what 
has  been  advanced,  it  will  fer- 
thcr  follow,  that  God  himself 
communicated  the  ufe  of  letters 
to  mankind,  or  more  properly  to 
his  own  people,  after  the  difpcr- 
fion.    For,  had  this  been  done 
befiire  the  time  of  thai  moft  me- 
morable event,  both  the  Ameri- 
cans  and  the  Chimfe  would  pro- 
bably have  had  an  alphabet  from 
the  remoteft  antiquity  ,•  it  bdng 
almoft  impoffible  for  any  nation, 
efpedally    one    tolerably    civi- 
lized, to  have  ever  totally  and 
irrecow^bl/loft  £>  divine  and 
uiefbi  an  invention  (i).

With  regard  to  pidure-writbg, 
hieroglyphic  and  fymbolical  cha- 
ra^n,  it  cannot  well  be  denied, 
that  they  muft  have  been  pre- 
vions  to  letters.  Reafon  itfelf 
moft  clearly  points  out  this  ob- 
vious truth,  and  reafon  is  herein 
fupponed  by  the  whole  ftream 
ofantiqaity.  Now  as  all  letters 
owe  their  origin  to  one  primige- 
geaial  alphabet,  peculiar  at  firft 
to  one  particular  people  i  it  muft 
be  allowed,  that  one  nation  only 
nftd  letters  a  confiderable  time 
after  the  invention  of  pidure- 
writbg,  of  hieroglyphic  and  fym- 
bolical characters,  from  whom 
they  were  gradually  conununica- 
ted  to  many  others.  But,  not* 
withftanding  this,  fome  nations, 
fitoated  in  countries  extremely 
remote  from  the  region  where 
letters  firft  appeared^  never  made 

tiCe  of  alphabetic  charaAers ;  a- 

mong  whom  may  be  ranked  the 

Jtrntricans^  and  the  Cbim/i,  who 

were  ignorant  of  that  manner  of 

wnting  when  the  Ewrwpiam  firft 
came  amoag  them.  As,  there- 
fQTt^  all  natioiis  ieem  to  have 
underftood  either  pAurewritmg, 
or  hieroglyphic  and  fymbolical 
danders,  or  both,  but  feme 
cottkl  never  attain  to  the  know- 
lege of  letters,  it  iceaas  to  fci- 
lc^»  that  the  invention  of  letters 
was  much  more  difficult  than 
that  of  piAnre-writittg  and  hie- 
rof/yphics.  Farther,  as  all  al- 
pkabea  fpning  originally  from 
one,  only  one  peopk  conld  have 
any  joft  prettnce  to  the  difcovery 
of  alphabetic  charaders.    Nor

account  of  the  origin,  antiquity,  nature,  powers,  and  forma 
of  all  the  alphabetic  charafters  ufed  at  prefent  by  the  principal 
Tartarian  nations,  we  muft  beg  leave  to  refer  our  curious 
readers  to  the  learned  M.  Bayer^  wbofe  labours  on  this  head 
can  never  meet  with  too  great  applaufe.  It  feems  probable 
from  Herodotus^  that  neither  the  Scythtans^  nor  the  Thracians^^ 
were  unacquainted  with  the  AJyrtan  lettew ;  as  alfo  that  the 
old  Ferfic  languaze  was  nearly  allied  to,  if  it  was  not  intircly 
the  fame  with,  the  AJfyrian  *. 

Uarning.  Few  of  the  Tir/^rx  ox  Moguls  cultivated  any  branch  of 
literature  before  the  reign  of  Jenghiz  Khan  ;  but,  after  that 
period,  feveral  of  them  made  no  inconfiderable  figure  in  the 
learned  world.  This  will  be  (hewn  hereafter,  when  we  con- 
filler  the  prefent  flate  of  Kbowarazm  and  Gnat  Bukbaria^ 
which  are  now  in  the  pofTeffion  of  the  Uzbech.  However,  we 
ought  not  to  fuppofe,  that  all  the  antient  Scythians  were  totally 
void  of  even  the  leaft  fmattering  in  any  of  the  liberal  arts 
and  fciences.  Hiftory  will  by  no  means  countenance  fuch  a 
Aippofition.  For,  that  they  had  fome  knowlege  of  the  me- 
dicinal virtues  of  plants,  appears  from  PUny.  Anaeharjis^ 
Aharis^  and  other  native  Scythians^  were  famous,  even  among 
the  Greeks  tliemfelves,  for  their  temperance,  juftice,  wifdom, 
and  profound  erudition.  Nor  were  thev  wholly  unacquainted 
with  the  nature  of  poifons,  as  may  be  inferred  both  from 
Arijiotle  and  FUny^  The  former,  as  well  as  the  latter,  of 
thofe  authors  informs  us,  that  they  dipped  their  arrows  in  a 
poifon  prepared  for  that  purpofe,  before  they  came  to  a  ge* 
neral  aAion  with  the  enemy,  which  g^ve  wounds,  that  in* 
f^llibly  proved  mortal.    This  poifon  was  a  compofition  pre-

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yired    in  the  following  manner.    The  Scythians  took  fe-> 
male  vipers,  when  bringing  forth  their  young,  killed  them, 
and  let  their  bodies  corrupt  for  feveral  days.    Then  they  put 
a  certain  quantity  of  human  blood  into  a  pot,  and  buried  jt 
in  a  dunghill  for  fome  time.    Afterwards,  when  this  was  re- 
duced to  a  proper   ftate  of  corruption,  they  took  ofF   the 
watry  or  ferous  part,  and  mixed  it  with  the  liquor  drawn  from 
Che  putrefied  carcafes  of  the  vipers.    Whence  the  knowlege 
of  this  virulent  poifon  came  to  them,  we  are  not  informed  ; 
but  they  prcrfxibly  received  it  from  the  Indian  Brahmans.   The 
Scythians f  according  to  Piiny^  were  likewife  fupplied  with  an 
antidote  againft  the  venom  or  poiibn  of .  ferpents  by  thofe 
animals  themfelves.    For  he  tells  us,  thiit  they  took  ftones 
out  of  the  heads  of  fome  of  them,  which  proved  a  fovereign 
remedy  for  any  diforders  proceeding  from  thence.    Thb  we 
take  to  be  the  prefent  Pidra  di  CoWa  of  the  Portuguifej  and 
La  Piitra  £  Cobra  of  the  Italians^  fent  by  fome  of  the  mif- 
iionaries  into  Europe.    That  this  wonderful  ftone  has  the 
virtues  afcribed  to  it,  we  think,  cannot  well  be  denied  }  (ince 
fome  of  them  one  of  us  himfelf  has  been  an  eye-withels  of, 
as  well  as  Kircber.    The  natural  ftone  muft  be  undoubtedly 
the  moft  efficacious  remedy.    But  a  fo&itious  one  refembling 
k^  conpofed  only  by  the  Brahmami  is  likewife  very  famous. 
¥rom  this  incident  it  feems  to  appear,  that  the  6rabnums^ 
2nd  confcquently  the  Bgyptiau  theology  propagated  by  them 
all  over  the  £aft,  had  confiderable  influence  in  Scytbia.    For 
a  farther  account  of  the  Pedra  di  Cobra^  our  curious  readers 
may  have  recourfe  to  the  Fathers  Athanajius  Kircber^  Michael 
Boimy  and  G'mfepfe  Petrucci  i  as  well  as  to  a  minute  and 
particular  account  of  its  wonderful  virtues  printed  at  Bologna^ 
in  1732". 

With  regard  to  the  genius  and  difpofition  of  the  antient  Difiofi- 
Tartars^  after  what  has  neen  obferved  of  the  Scytbiam^  we  tfoa. 
have  not  much  to  fay.    Some  of  them  have  been  reprefemed  as 
moft  fublimely  virtuous,  whilft  others  have  been  handed  down 
to  us  in  a  quite  different  light,  by  the  Greek  htflorians.  Their 
juftice,  temperance,  contempt  of  riches,  prudence,  and  fru-

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gallty,  have  been  celebrated  by  JEfchylus^  Choerllut^  Ephcrut^ 
and  &traho ;  but  they  have  been  as  much  decried  for  their 
inhuman  cruelty  and  ferocity  by  ApolUnius^  Dicdarys  Siculut^ 
Ovidy  Melffy  Pliny^  and  Lucian.  They  have  alfo  been  ac- 
cufed  of  the  greateft  infolence,  and  a  variety  of  the  blackeft 
crimes,  by  Herodotus ^  CUarchus^  Lycifcus^  and  others.  But 
fuch  contradidory  relations  may  be  accounted  for,  if  we  con- 
fider  how  vaft  a  tra£^  was  comprehended  under  the  name  of 
Scythia^  and  what  a  number  of  nations  or  tribes,  differing  in 
many  particulars  from  one  another,  inhabited  it.  Befides, 
they  might  have  been  of  different  difpofitions  in  different  pe* 
riods  of  time  ;  and  that  this  was  really  the  cafe,  has  been  in* 
timated  by  Strabo.  That  author  infinuates,  that  they  had  an- 
tiently  been  famous  for  their  juflice,  continence,  and  fruga^ 
lity ;  but  had  been  debauched  a  little  before  his  time  by  the 
Greeks  and  Romans.  Be  this  as  it  will,  the  progenitors  of  the 
Tartars  in  the  remoter  ages  were  fo  extremely  rude  and  bar* 
barous,  that  by  the  term  Tartarus  the  Romans  feem  to  have 
alluded  to  them.  The  northern  part  of  Scythia  has  been 
confidered  by  Pliny  and  Solinus  as  the  mofl  forlorn,  dark, 
and  difmal  part  of  the  terraqueous  globe  ;  which  amounts  to 
an  evident  proof,  that  the  anticnts  conceived  a  moft  melan- 
choly idea  of  it.  The  Nubian  geographer  reprefents  the  land 
of  JagQg  and  Magogs  as  well  as  the  fea  bordering  upon  it, 
as  covered  with  eternal  darknefs ;  which  exa£lly  correfponds 
with  the  notion  that  has  ever  been  entertained  of  hell.  Nor 
do  the  antients  feem  to  have  underfiood  any  thing  elfe  pri- 
marily by  the  word  TartaruSy  than  the  thick,  dark,  caliginous 
air  about  the  poles,  though  they  afterwards  applied  it  to  the 
country  itfelf  that  was  covered  with  fo  grofs  and  noifome  an 
atmofphere.  Some  authors  have  not  fcrupled  to  charge  the 
Scythians  with  atheifm.  But  no  one  will  believe  this,  who  ma- 
turely weighs  what  has  been  here  advanced,  or  pays  the  leaft

Tbe  Hiftory  of  the  Turks,  Tarurs,  and  Moguls,  from 
their  Origin^  to  the  Time  of  Jcnghiz  Khan, 

TH  AT  Japhet  was  the  great  progenitor  of  thcTVix,  Tar-  The 
tars^  and  Mogul^.^  feems  to  be  a  point  almoft  univerfally  Turks, 
9greed  upon  by  the  learned.     Thofe  who  fuppofe  the  antient  Tartars, 
Scythians  to  have  been  originally  a  colony  detached  from  Arr  ond   Mo- 
nuniay  muil  neceflarily  aflent  to  that  notion,  as  has  been  al-  guls,^//^/ 
ready  obferved  ;  and  yet  tbefe  are  the  only  pcrfons  who  ap-  ^^f'  ^f 
pear  in  the  leaft  to  difFcr  from  the  moft  generally  receive^- J*P^^^* 
opinion.     M.  Bayer  fuppofes  Gog  to  have  been  the  father  of 
the  ScythianSy  and  Magog  the  progenitor  of  a  people  expelled 
by  the  Scythians  from  the  country  they  afterwards  pofTcfled, 
But  no  regard,  as  we  apprehend,  is  due  to  fuch  a  fuppofition* 
For,  in  the  firft  place,  Gog  and  Magog  are  words  that  fecn^ 
nearly  allied ;  and  in  the  next,  Gog  is  reprefcnted  as  the  prince 
of  Mefbech  and  TubaU  brothers  to  Magog.     From  whence 
we  may  infer,  that  Gog  was  either  fome  king  or  people  of  the 
defcendents  of  Mefhech  and  Tubals  bordering  upon,  or  rathcc 
intermixed  with,  the  fons  of  Magog,     FsLihtt  Calmet  fcts  thia 
point  in  a  very  clear  light.    Be  that  as  it  will,  M.  Bayer  muft    ' 
allow,  that  the  Scythians^  or  antient  Tartars^  are  dcfcended 
from  Japhet^  fuch  a  conceffion  being  the  natural  confequence 
of  his  (A)  favouiite  hypothefis*.

Thefe  laws,  goine  under  the  appellation  of  Jt^ffa  zvAJaJfak 
among  the  MoguUy  were  renewed  and  augmented  by  jenghiz 
Kbam.  We  are  informed  by  the  Tartars^  that  Turk  had  four 
ions,  to  wit,  Taunaky  ZakaUy  Birfaxar^  and  Amlak\  but  fome 
Oriental  writers  mention  thefe  five,  Ilmingtb^  Touieky  Jinghel^ 
Bafegia  or  Barfegiaj  Pir  SchihiTy  and  llak  or  Imlak.  From 
him  the  country  in  which  he  fixed  himfelf  was  named  Turke^ 
Jlauy  and  his  fubjefis  Turks.  The  Tartar  hiflorian  gives  us 
no  account  of  his  age  when  he  died  ;  but  other  Eaftern  au- 
thors fay,  that  he  lived  two  hundred  and  forty  years,  and  was 
cotemporary  with  Kejomaras  or  Cajoumaras^  the  firft  king  of 
Pirfia^  of  ibe  iynaAy  of  the  Pifchiladians^. 

1'aukak,  who  fucceeded  his  father  Turkj  became  a  very  Taonak. 
rich  and  ingenious  prince.  Befides  many  other  inventions, 
highly  advantageous  to  fociety,  he  difcovered  the  ufe  of  fait. 
jtiu'I  Gbazi  Bahadur  Khan  makes  him  alfo  cotemporary  with 
Kijfmarasy  and  affirms  him  to  have  lived  two  hundred  and 
forty  years.  According  to  the  later  Eiftern  writers,  this 
prince  could  have  had  only  three  brothers,  the  whole  pofterity 
pf  Turk  being  divided  into  four  large  tribes,  denominated  the 
ordd's  of  Erlatj  Gialatry  Kaugin^  and  Berlas  or  Perlas ;  of 
the  laft  of  which  was  the  famous  Timur  Big,  This  divifion, 
however,  remained  only  till  the  time  of  Ogus  Kban^  when  a 
new  one  was  introduced.  But  this  laft  feems  to  have  been 
pothing  more  than  a  fubdivifion  of  every  orda  or  horde  into 
Ibur  Je/Ter  tribes.  For,  if  this  had  not  been  the  cafe,  how 
could  any  Eaftern  hiftorian,  with  any  colour  of  reafon  pre- 
tend to  deduce  the  family  of  Ttmur  Beg  from  the  tribe  or 
orda  of  Berlas  **  ? 

Jelza  Khak  afcended  the  throne  after  his  father  Taunak^  Jdza^ 
who  2q>pointed  him  hb  fucceflbr.

Dibbakui      DiBBAKUi  Khan,  after  his  fiither  Jdxa  Khan*s  deceafe^ 
Khan.       was  recognized  king  of  the  Turks.     He  had  been  declared 
prefumptivc  heir  to  the  crown,  before  the  death  of  Jdza 
Khan  \  and  after  a  long  reign,  difpofed  of  the  fucceffion  to 
bis  fon  Kajki  Khan  \ 
Kajuk  Kajuk  Khan  had  a  long  and  prbfpcrous  re>gn.    He  feems 

Xhan.  to  have  gone  under  the  name  of  Gaiuk  Khan  amongft  fome 
of  the  Oriental  hiftorians.  The  fame  writers  likewife  call  his 
father  Uminge  Khan^  and  intimate  that  he  governed  his  peo« 
pfe  by  the  laws,  or  political  invitations,  framed  by  Turk. 
Kajuk  Khan  arrived  at  an  extreme  old  age,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  his  fon  Alanza  Khan  g. 
Alanza  Some  of  the  Eaftern  authors  gire  Alanza  ISjon  the  nam^ 

Kiuui.  of  Alingeh  Khan^  or  Ilingeh  Khan.  His  fubje£b,  whilft  he 
reigned,  wallowed  in  luxury,  and  a  profufton  of  all  kinds  of 
delights.  This  enervated  and  debauched  their  minds,  drew 
them  into  a  variety  of  vices,  and  at  laft  fixed  them  in  idolatry. 
Alanza  Khan^  having  two  twin-fons,  Tatar  and  Moguls  or 
more  properly  Mung'l^  divided  his  dominions  between  them^ 
a  little  before  his  deceafe. 
Tartars  From  Tatar  Khan  the  Tatars  or  Tartars  derived  their 

dtfetnitd  name,  as  the  Moguls  did  theirs  from  Mogul  or  MungH  Khan, 
from  Ta-  Thefc  two  branches  of  Turks^  being  thus  rendered  independ- 
tar  Khan,  cnt  on  one  another,  formed  two  confiderable  empires,  which,

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After  the  death  of  Buka  KhaUy  his  Ton  Julanza  Khan^  Jalanza« 
took  into  his  hands  the  reins  of  government  \  but  we  find  Khan, 
nothing  memorable  related  of  him "". 

ETTALA,or  according  ioMirkbond^  IffaHj  Khan  fucce^ed  EttlJ* 
hb  father  Jalanza  Khan.     Mirkbond  calls  this  laft  prmce  Bi-  Kham    - 
lingheh  Khan  \  but  has  tranfmitted  to  us  nothing  remarkable, 
'  cither  of  him  or  hb  Ton  ^. 

At  T  A 181 R,  or  Jkfufy  Khan  came  after  Ettata  Khan^  and  Attaifir 
was  engaged  in  bloodjf  wars  i  but  what  fuccefs  attended  him  Khan. 
therein  Is  not  known'-*. 

After  the  death  of  Attaifir  Khan^  hb  fon  Orda^  orOrda 
Ordu^  Khan  came  to  the  Tartar  throne  :  he  had  a  long  pacific  Khan. 
reign,  and  died  regretted  by  his  fubjefis  P. 

Batdu  Khan  entered  upon  the  government  after  hb  fa*  gayda 
ther  Orda  Khan^  and  pofleflfed  hb  dominions  many  years  in  k;^^^ 
peace ;  but,  towards  the  clofe  of  hb  reign,  he  engaged  in  a 
war  with  the  Moguls  or  Mungals,  This  war  he  did  not  finifh; 
but  left  the  conclufion  of  it  to  hb  fon  SiuntzKhanH. 

SiUNTZ  Khan  met  with  bud  fucceft  in  the  beginning  of  Siuntz 
hb  reign,  being  frequently  defeated  by  II  Khan^  emperor  of  Khan* 
the  Moguls.  This  induced  him  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with 
the  khan  of  the  Kergis^  a  potent  prince,  by  virtue  of  which  h6 
had  a  large  body  of  auxiliary  troops  lent  him.  However,  not^ 
withftanding  this  acceffion  of  (hength,  he  found  himfelf  incapa* 
ble  of  making  head  againft  //  Khan^  who  commanded  a  very 
formidable  well-difcipiined  army.  Siuntz  Khan  therefore,  by 
infpiring  all  the  neighbouring  princes  with  a  jealoufy  of  the 
overgrown  power  of  II  Khan^  which  threatened  them  with 
/peetly  deftrudion,  prevailed  upon  them  to  unite  their  forces 
with  thofe  of  the  Tartars  againfl  him.  When  they  had  af- 
fcmhkd  aiJ  their  troops,  they  attacked  II  Khan  in  his  intrench-* 
menti  i  but  were  vigoroufly  repulfed.  They,  therefore,  aftef 
fome  repeated  attacks,  that  proved  inefFedua!,  threw  awajr 
their  arms,  and  feigned  a  precipitate  flight.  This  gave  them 
sn  opportunity  of  drawing  the  Moguls  out  of  their  intrench- 
ments  into  an  ambufcade  which  (C)  SiantzKhan  had  before  pre*

Mqgul  2.  Mogul,  or  Mvn^U  Khan  was  the  firft  monarch  of  the 

Kluui.  MaguU^  who  received  their  denomination  from  him.  He  was  a 
prince  of  a  very  melancholy  difpofition,  from  which  circum- 
ftance  hededuced  his  name,  Mung  in  ^Tartarian  language  fig- 
nlfying  milancboh.  He  reigned  a  long  time,  and  at  his  death  left 
four  fons,  Kara  Khan^  Awwas  or  A%gr  Khan^  Khauwas  or  Gbex 
Kbauj  and  Khavar  orOrKban.  We  are  told,  that  in  a  dired  line 
from  the  eldeft  of  thefe  fons  defcended  the  htnousJengbiTJChaft. 
^ara  Kara  Khan,  after  his  father's  death,  by  the  ri^t  of 

^'^^^  primogeniture,  came  to  the  empire,  and  was  a  very  powoful 
prince.  Durins  the  fummer,  he  made  his  abode  about  the 
mountains  of  jS'-tag  and  Car-tag^  called  at  prefent  Utuk-tag 
and  Kitzii'tag.  In  the  winter  he  held  his  refidcnce  upon  the 
banks  of  the  river  Sirrj  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  which 
are  to  the  north  of  that  river.  The  Tartars  tells  us,  that  in 
his  time  the  true  religion  was  banifhed  out  of  the  world,  and 
idolatry  fubftitu ted  in  its  place.  However,  hb  (on  Ogus  or 
Oguz  Kban  worihiped  the  true  God,  abandoned  two  wives, 
becaufe  he  could  not  prevail  upon  them  to  depart  from  idola- 
try, and  married  a  third,  that  embraced  his  own  religion.  Kara 
Aban,  being  informed  of  this,  by  the  advice  of  feveral  Mogul 
lords,  affembled  a  body  of  troops,  in  order  to  furprife  Qgus^ 
and  put  him  to  death  as  he  was  hunting,  without  any  noife. 
But  Ogus*%  beloved  wife  being  apprifed  of  this  refolution, 
found  an  opportunity  of  acquainting  her  hufband  with  his 
father's  defign.  Upon  which  Ogus  drew  together  fome  forces, 
amongft  which  were  feveral  of  his  relations,  who  were  fallen 
much  below  the  grandeur  of  their  birth.  To  thefe  he  gave 
the  furname  of  rigurs^  or  auxiliaries.  In  the  mean  time, 
KaraKbaUy  being  advanced  with  a  powerful  army,  ei^ged  his 
fon  Ogus ;  but  was  overthrown,  notwithftanding  the  fuperior 
number  of  his  troops.  The  khan  had  his  head  pierced  by  aa 
arrow  in  the  adion,  of  which  wound  he  foon  after  died  ^ 
Ogus  Ogus,  or  Oguzy  Kban^  being  advanced  to  the  throne,  caufed 

Khan,  an  order  to  be  publiflied,  that  every  one  (hould  embrace  the 
true  religion.  Thofe,  who  readily  obeyed  this  order,  he  heaped 
fevours  upon ;  but  as  many  of  the  idolaters  as  could  be  met 
with,  he  put  to  the  fword.  However,  fome  of  them  retired 
into  the  dominions  of  the  khan  of  the  Tartars^  who  then  re- 
fidcd  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dfurdfut^  fituated  tow^irds  the 
frontiers  of  Kbathai  or  Kitay.     The  Tartar  khan,  Uking

aAion  by  Ogta  Kbaru  who  took  fuch  an  immenfe  quantitjr 
of  plunder  in  the  Tartarian  territories,  that  it  would  not 
have  been  poflSble  to  have  carried  it  off,  had  not  one  of  hi» 
Ibldtere  on  this  occafion  invented  dnriots.  Thefe  chariots 
or  carriages  the  Aiogub  at  that  time  called  Kumuckj  and  the 
author  of  the  invention  KankU ;  firom  whence  the  whole  tribe 
known  by  the  'name  of  Karikli^  or  Kangbeli,  is  faid  to  be 
ijpmng  **• 

According  to  the  7tff/tfr  hifloriant  O^  Khan^  after  aA/k^- 
war,  which  lafled  feventy-two  years,  obl^ed  all  his  ndghbours  ^'  ih 
to  fubmit  to  Yam  J  and  to  refume  the  true  religion,    llien  htfl^^  *f 
reduced  the  whole  empire  of  Kitaj  or  Katbay^  the  city  of     ?^V 
Dfurifut^  the  kingdom  of  Tangut^  and  Cora  Kitay.   But  upon  ^^^^n 
tbefea-coafts,  among  the  mountains  behind  Katbay^  he  was^'^'^*'* 
repuUed  by  Itburak  or  Jthorak  Khan^  and  forced  to  poft  him- 
felf  in  an  advantageous  camp  between  two  vaft  rivers,  in  order 
to  fecure  himfelf  againft  a  furprize.    As  O^us  Khan,  and  his 
chief  officers,  were  attended  by  their  wives  m  this  expedition^ 
one  of  thofe  ladies,  whofe  husband  was  killed  in  the  late  aAion, 
being  big  with  child,  found  herfelf  obliged  to  retire  into  an 
old  hollow  tree,  when  her  pains  came  upon  her,  and  was  there 
delivered  of  a  fon.   The  kinn,  being  informed  of  this,  gave  the 
child  the  name  of  Kipzak^  which  in  the  antient  Tark^  figni- 
fied  a  boOow  tree.    When  thb  boy  arrived  at  a  proper  age, 
Ogus  Khan  fent  him  with  a  conuderable  army  againft  Sie 
Vruftis^  Vlaks^  MadfabrSy   and  Bajhkirs^  who  inhabited  the 
bama  of  the  rivers  7i«,  Jtelly  and  Jaigick^    Thefe  people 
he  fubdued,  and  reigned  thirty  years  in  that  country.   From 
(D)  this  Kipzak  is  defcended  that  tribe,  which  has  all  along 
gone  under  the  denomioarion  of  Kipzaksy  Cabgiaks^  Kipt^ 
cbaisy  or  Kipjabs  ''. 

Sevckt££N  years  after,  Ogus  Khan  attacked  Itburak^  oiHt  far- 
Itharak  Khan  a  fecond  time,  intirely  defeated  him,  put  him  ^^^  '^'

and  Andidfan  ;  which  having  cflS-Acd,  be  rejoined  his  father, 
after  having  fpent  fix  months  in  the  expedition.  After  this 
J4in6iion,  Ogus  Khan  reduced  Samaritand  and  Great  Bukha^ 
ffia.  Then  he  pofleflcd  himfelf  of  Balk  or  Balihij  and  about 
Ac  middle  of  winter  advanced  to  the  town  of  Khor.  But 
k  being  txtreoiely  cold  here,  and  a  vaft  quantity  of  fnow 
kavifig  &llen,  his  troops  fuflained  infinite  fatigues.  However^ 
after  the  redui^on  of  Khor^  he  continued  his  march,  giving 
the  ftri&eft  orders,  that  none  of  his  men  fliould  ftay  behind 
upon  any  pretence  whatfoever.  But,  at  the  approach  of  the 
fpring,  making  a  review  of  hb  army,  he  found  feveral  of  his 
men  DMfingv  who  yet  arrived  Come  days  after  this  review. 
Upon  their  arrfa^al,  he  demanded  of  them  the  reafon  why  they 
hadnot  Igept  up.  with  the  reft  of  hb  troops.  To  which  they 
anfwered,  that  having  marched  at  firft  a  little  more  leifurely 
tfaan  his  other  men,  there  fell  fo  much  fnow  in  one  nighr, 
that  they  could  not  poffiUy  rejoin  them.  To  which  they 
abided,  that  as  all  their  horfiu  and  cameb  had  burft,  they  could 
npt  poffibly  till  that  time  appear  before  him.  Whereupon  the 
Khan^  in  memory  of  tfab  accident,  gave  them  the  furname  of 
KarRiy  that  wprd  in  the  old  Turkijh  or  Tartarian  language 
fignifying  (how^  And  from  tfaefe  people  it  is,  that  the  Kar^ 
liks  deduce  their  origmal  '. 
He  takes  Ocus  Khan,  arriving  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cajbmir,  9 
Caihmir.  famous  city  to  the  north  of  Ind^ian^  found  Jagma^  the 
khan  of  that  town,  prepared  to  give  him  a  proper  reception. 
That  prince  having  received  intelligence  of  the  khan's  march, 
had  podefied  the  avenues  of  the  mountains,  and  the  banks 
of  the  rivers  which  are  about  Cajhmr  \  bv  which  means  he 
gave  a  check  to  the  progrefs  of  the  Mpgul  ^ms  for  a  whole 
year.  But  at  laft  Ogus  Khan  furmounted  all  difficulties,  de- 
feated Jagma*9  troops,  took  Cafl)mir^  and  put  the  greateil 
part  c/  the  inhabitants,  together  with  the  khan  himfelf,  to 
the  fword.  After  which  the  Mogul  monarch  returned  by  the 
vrav  of  Badag/han  and  Samarkand  into  hb  own  dominions  y. 
He  wier-  ^OMB  time  after,  taking  a  refolution  to  invade  Iran<^  he 
takes  an  com^ianded  hb  men  to  ama&  a  larg^  quantiry  of  proviiions, 
exf edition  and  make  all  the  proper  difpofitions  for  a  long  march.  Then 
againft  fetting  forward  with  hb  numerous  forces,  he  was  joined  at 
Iran.  the  town  of  Takfi>  by  fome  ftrag^ers,  who  had  ftaid  behind  in 
the  late  Indian  expedition.  Having  aiked  one  of  thefr,  bow^ 
it  came  to  pafs  th«t  they  did  not  arrive  fooncr  ;  he  anfwered, 
Thjit  their  hoffes  in  general,  and  his  own  in  particular,  h^d

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been  cfuitc  fpent.  To  which  be  added,  that  his  wife  being  deli- 
vered on  the  road,  and  fo  reduced  with  hunger,  thatibe  had  no 
milk  wherewith  to  nouri(h  her  child,  be  killed  fome  game  for 
her  fupport,  Ihat  (he  might  be  capable  of  giving  her  infant 
fuck.  Whereupon  the  khan  furnifbed  him  with  a  borfe  and 
provifiocs,  permitted  him  to  return  home,  and  in  memory  of 
that  event  gave  him  the  name  of  KalUatZj  kail  in  antient 
Turii/b  fignifying  to  Jit  or  Jfay  behind^  and  at%  denoting 
bmngrj.  The  poftcrity  of  Kall-atz  (E)  have  fince  that  time 
jocreafed  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  there  are  at  prefent  feveral 
very  numerous  branches  of  them  *• 

Ocus  Khan,  entering  Iran^  found  that  country  greatly  ^^  ^^^/' 
embroiled.  Kejomaras^  the  firft  king  of  Iran^  being  dead,  and  nanycUiu 
his  fucceflbr  Hujhang  then  under  age,  the  nobles  of  the  king-  ^f  ^^"» 
<k>m  (taking  advantage  of  this  prince's  minority)  waged  war  -Armenia, 
among  thcmfclves.  This  greatly  facilitated  the  redudion  of  ^^ 
Kborajfan  to  Ogui  Kban,  From  thence  he  moved  towards  the 
cities  of  Iraky  Aderhayagjan^  and  Jntunia  ;  fome  of  which 
he  took  by  force,  and  others  by  capitulation.  Being,  in  this 
expedition,  at  the  city  of  8hamj  he  ordered  one  of  his  moft 
fa^ful  attendants  to  bury  privately  a  golden  bow  in  the  eafi- 
crn  part  of  the  neighbouring  foreft ;  but  in  fuch  a  manner, 
that  only  an  exceeding  fimU  bit  of  it  could  be  feen.  Which 
being  done,  he  commanded  the  fame  perfon  to  bury  fo  likewife 
three  golden  arrows,  on  the  weft- fide  of  the  fame  foreft.  A 
year  after,  he  fent  his  three  eUeft  fons,  Kiuriy  or  the  fun,  Jjj 
or  the  moon,  and  JulduSj  or  the  ftar,  to  hunt  on  the  eaft-fide 
of  tbeafore&id  foreft,  with  orders  to  briiig  him  whatever  they 
found  therein.  Then  he  difpatched  his  three  younger  fons, 
with  orders  to  repair  to  the  chace,  but  on  the  weft-Ude  only. 
The  firft  of  thefe  had  the  appellation  of  Kucky  or  the  heaven  ; 
the  fccond  that  of  Tagy  or  the  mountain  ;  and  the  third  that 
of  Zengbixy  or  the  fea.  The  former,  befides  a  large  quantity 
of  game,  brought  with  them,  at  their  return,  the  golden 
bow  they  had  found  ;  and  the  latter  the  three  gplden  arrovrs, 
likewife  with  much  game.  The  khan,  having  caufed  the 
game  to  be  drefled,  ami  added  many  other  diflies  to  it,  made 
a  great  feaft  on  this  occafion  ;  after  the  conclufion  of  which, 
he  divided  the  golden  bow  among  his  three  eldeft  fons,  and 
permiucd  alfo  the  three  others  to  keep  each  of  them  a  golden

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anfow.     He  refided  fome  years  in  the  principal  towns  he  had 
conquered ;  and,  having  left  ftrong  garifon.  in  thofe  of  them 
that  were  defienfible,  he  led  back  his  army  intp  his  hereditary 
dominions  >. 
Hi  Of''  At  his  return,  he  ereded  a  magnificent  tent,  adorned  with 

fmntsbis   golden  applesj  curioufly  enriched  with  all   forts  of  precious 
y^Kion    ftones  }  and  invited  to  a  grand  entertainment  his  fons,  the 
^«*^&V   iioblefle,  and  all  the  officers  of  diftinftion  in  the  empire*     He 
fiuciffhr.    ordered  nine  hundred  horfes,  and  nine  thoufand  (beep,  to  be 
killed  on  this  occafion  ;  and  provided  nine  leathern  bottles 
filled  with  brandy,  and  ninety  with  kumlffi  or  mares-milk,  for 
the  ufe  of  his  illuftrious  guefis»     Then,  having  thanked  his 
fons  for  their  inviolable  fidelity  to  him,  be  made  them  fove- 
reign  princes,  giving  them  fubje^  of  their  own*     As  for  the 
lords  of  his  court,  and  his  principal  officers,  he  rewarded  each 
of  them  according  to  his  refpedive  merit.    His  three  eldeft 
fons  received  from  him  the  name  of  Bujfuk^  that  is,  brok§n^ 
m  memory  of  the  golden  bow,  which  they  had  found,  ^and 
parted  among  them(e)ves.     And  to  the  three  youngeft  he  gave 
the  furname  of  Utzcck^  or  ihne  arrows^  in  remembrance  of 
the  adventure  above-mentioned.    Then,  telling  them,  that, 
among  their  anccftors,  a  bow  was  the  fymbol  of  dominion, 
and  thM;  arrows  that  of  embafladors,  he  appointed  Kiun  his 
fuccefibr,  and  declared  the  dependents  of  the  BuJ/hks  only 
to  have  a  right  to  the  crown.    As  for  the  Utz-ocks^  and  their 
pofterity,  they  were  to  remain  in  a  ftate  of  fubjediion  to  theii 
brethren  for  ever  K 
Bi  tntois     In  fine,  this  great  conqueror  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Ka* 
governors  thay^  and  fubdued  all  the  Turkijh  tribes  or  nations  of  the 
in  all  his    Eaft.     He  alfo  reduced  Perfta^  Khorajfan,  Mi£a  o€  Jdar- 
tmiptsfts,    bayagjan^  and  Arrmnia  ;   and  planted,  in   the  countries  he 
poflcifed  himfelf  of,  the  true  religion.    Thofe,  who  embraced 
it,  he  treated  with  great  lenity,  and  even  heaped  many  fa- 
vours upon  them  ;  but  the  idolaters  he  cut  off  without  mer*- 
cy.    He  likewife  left  governors  in  all  his  conquefts,  command- 
ing them  to  govern  according  to  xYitOguxian  laws,  which  he 
had  caufed  to  be  promulged  for  the  good  of  all  his  fubje£b.

7«rix,  fo  called  io  contradiftindioa  to  the  Turkijh  or  ^arta^ 
rian  tribes  fettled  in  Great  and  Z./////  Tartary^  from  hioi, 
afTiinie  the  name  of  Ogusuans}  and  pretend^  that  thtOthman 
or  Ottoman  family  is  defcended  ki  a  direct  line  from  Ogus 
Khan.  But  we  fliaU>  perha(^s,  have  an  opportunity  of  ex- 
pau'ating  more  hrgeiy  upon  this  point  hereafter  ^. 

Ogus  Khan,  having  rdgned,  according  to  the  Tartar  ^^  ti  frc- 
hiftorian,  an  hundred  and  fixteen  years,  departed  this  \\i^y^'^dtd  hy 
and  was  fucceedcd  by  his  fon  Kiun  or  Ghun  Khan,  That  ^*fi^  K»- 
prince,  being  advifed  thereto  by  one  of  his  father's  old  coun-  "**  Khan* 
fellers  oi  the  tribe  of  the  Viguriy  made  a  partition  of  the  em* 
pire.  He  divided  Ogus  Khan\  immenfe  dominions  among  the 
fix  brothers  already  mentioned,  aad  all  their  fons.  As  each 
of  them,  therefore,  had  four  fons  born  in  lawful  wedlock, 
and  four  by  his  concubines,  Kiun  Khan's  dominions  were 
greatly  difmembered,  and,  after  this  event,  aiTumed  quite  a 
different  form.  This  we  learq  fxprn/fbu'I  Ghazi  Bahadur^  the 
Ichan  of  Khowarazm ;  but,  according  to  Mohammed  Ebn  Emir 
Kboandfcbahy  commonly  called  Mirkhond^  the  Perjian  hi  do- 
rian, the  diviiion  of  the  Turkijh  nation  into  tribes,  which 
this  feems  to  allude  to,  happened  in  the  time  of  Ogus  Khan. 
That  prince,  fkys  this  author,  divided  the  Oriental  Turks^  that 
is  to  fay,  all  thofe  remote  Turkijh^  or  Tartar^  nations  feated 
beyond  the  Gihcn^  or  the  Oxus^  into  twenty-four  different 
tribes.  As  many  of  them  are  Itill  in  being,  our  readers  will 
cxped  an  ample  account  of  theni^  wlnm  we  come  to  the 
modern  hiftory  of  the  Tartars  *• 

The  throne  becoming  vacant  by  the  death  of  Kiun  Khan^  Ay  ^haifl. 
who  retgncd  fevcnty  years,  hb  brother  Jy  or  jii  Khan  fuc- 
ceeded  him.    This  prince  feems  to  have  had  a  long  reign,  but 
we  find  nothing  remarkable  related  of  him  by  any  of  the  £afi^ 
crn  ^  hiftorians. 

After  Ay  Khan  came  Juldus  or   tlduz  Khan^  who  was  Juldos 
not  the  brother  of  the  former  prince  already  mentioned,    but  Khan* 
another  of  the  fame  houfe*     Juldus  Khan  held  the  reins  of 
the  empire  with  great  conduct  and  prudence  ;  but  did  not  live 
long  after  hb  acceffion  to  the  tbrone  *. 

ISIbnoli  Khan  fucceeded  his  father  Juldus  Khan*     He  Meogli 
fwayed  the  fceptre  very  worthily,  died  in  peace  at  a  great  age^  Khan. 
and  left  thq  empire  to  bis  fon  Tinjis  or  Tengis  Khan  ^

fsvoiXT  of  his  fon  //  Khafty  that  he  might  empby  the  remainder 
of  his  days  in  exerctfes  of  devotion.    He  is  called  by  AUri- 
hnd  Tonghttr  Khan  «. 
n  Khan.       It  Khan,  and  Siunix  JT^tf >r,  a defcendent  oi Tatar  Kban^ 
^ttt  cotemporaries.     Thefe  two  princes  were  continually  at 
war  together :  but  //  Kh(;^  always  proved  vidorious  ;  which 
obliged  Siutttx  Kban  to  procure  the  affiftance  of  the  khan  of 
the  KergiSf  a  potent  prince,  with  magnificeiit  preients.     He 
likewife  found  means  to  unite  all  the  neighbonring  priotes 
againft  H  Khdfty  and  put  a  period  to  the  Mogul  eflipire,  as  wt 
have  alteady  related  in  the  hiftory  of  Simntz  Khan  ^. 
Kajan  and     Of  li  Khan*s  family  only  two  furvived  the  intire  defieat 
Nagos  r#-  given  that  prince  by  Sitmtz  iChan.     Thefe  were  the  young^ 
tin  inf    of  his  fons,  called  KajOHy  and  his  nephew  Nagn^  his  bro- 
thi  msMn-  ther's  fon.  Who  were  both  of  an  age,  and  both  married  the 
tmini.        ji^ine  ytar.    Thefe  two  princes,  with  their  wives,  had  been 
taken  prifone^s  by  Siwrtx  Khan ;  but  found  means  to  mak* 
their  efcape.   Being  arrived  in  their  own  country,  they  feised 
irpon  all  the  cavhels,  horfes,  cows,  and  (heep,  that  had  not 
%ccn  carried  off  by  the  Tartars  ;  which  they  eafUv  did,  hav- 
ing no  one  to  dtfpute  that  property  with  them,  all  the  other 
mogub  having  either  perifbed  in  the  battle,  or  been  put  to 
the  fword  by  Siuniz  Khan  after  that  unfortunate  adion.  Then 
ftrtpping  fbme  of  the  (lain,  Iving  on  the  field  of  battle,  they 
took  their  doaths,  and  retired  intb  the  mountains  >. 
fh^y  ^r*        Several  of  thefe  they  traverfed  without  much  difficulty, 
rwi  in  Ir-  and  at  laft  advanced  to  the  foot  of  an  exceeding  high  oraun* 
gana  Kon.  tain,  wliich  had  no  wav  over  it,  bat  a  very  fihall  path  made 
by  certain  animals  called  in   the  Tartar  language  arcbara. 
This  path  they  found  themfelves  obliged  to  make  ufe  of, 
though  it  was  fb  ftreight,  that  only  one  could  pafs  at  a  time, 
and  he  in  the  moft  imminent  danger  of  breaking  his  neck  at 
the  leaft  falfe  ftep.     Having  afcended  the  mountain  on  one 
fide  by  this  path,  they  defcended  it  alfo  on  the  other  by  the 
tame,  and  were  agreeably  furprifed  to  fee  themfelves  in  a 
moft  delightful  trad,  inter fper fed 'widi  rivulets,  and  charming 
meadows,  abounding  with  a  vaft  variety  of  delicious  fruits, 
and  indofed  on  all  udes  by  inacoeffiUA  mountains,  in  fuch  a

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manner  as  to  (belter  them  from  aU  future  purfuits  of  the  Tar^- 
tars^. 

Herb  thej  lived  fbme  time,  and  eave  this  beautiful  coun-  ffhmtihai 
txj  the  name  of  Irgana'Kon^  in  alluton  to  its  Atuation  |  /r-  «m#  Jig' 
gana  fignifying  in  the  old  language  of  the  Moguls  a  vaHey,  «(^* 
and  Kon  a  fteep  height.    In  procefi  of  time,  thefe  two  fami* 
lies  very  much  increafed.     Kajan^  whofe  pofierity  was  the 
moft  numerous,  caUed  hb  defcendefits  Kajath ;  but  the  peo- 
ple fpringing  from  Nagos  were  divided  into  two  tribes,  one  of 
which  received  the  appellation  of  Nagojler^  and  the  other  that 
of  Dwrhgan.    KajoHy  being  a  ftrong  and  robuft  man,  had  re- 
ceived die  name  which  he  bore  from  his  fother  //  Khan ;  Ka-- 
jan  fi^ifying  a  torrent  that  fells  with  great  nipiditf  from  the 
fopofarock*. 

These  two  Mogul  princes,  and  their  defcendents,  lived  Tbiyti'vii 
in  this  place  above  four  hundred  years.     But  the  latter  then  biriahv€ 
finding  it  too  narrow  for  them,  meditated  a  return  to  the  fine^^*^  ^**-  1 
country  their  ancefiors  had  been  obliged  to  abandon  by  Siuntz  drodjiort^ 
Khan,    However,  for  fome  time,  they  found  this  extremely 
difficult,  the  path  that  conduced  their  forefathers  into  Irgana* 
Kon  having  been  long  deftroyed.     At  laft  they  difcovered, 
that  one  part  of  the  high  mountain  above-mentioned  was  not 
very  thick  in  a  certain  place,  and  alfo  that  it  intirely  confifted 
of  iron  ore.   To  this,  having  before  fet  fire  to  a  layer  of  woody 
and  another  of  charcoal,  laid  round  the  foot  of  the  mountain, 
they  applied  feventy  leathern  belbws  ,  and  at  laft  melted  the  - 
mounuin  here  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  an  opening  was  left 
largs  cnou^  for  a  loaded  camel  to  pafs.    And  through  this 
jH&ge  they  all  marched  out  with  great  joy  ^. 

At  that  time  the  Moguls  had  a  khan  of  the  family  of  fierteaena 
Cttrlafsy  of  the  pofterity  of  Kajan^  whofe  name  was  BerU-  khan  of 
xendm    This  prince,  by  his  embaifadors,  immediate!  v  acquainted  *hi  Mo- 
the  neighbouring  tribes  with  the  fally  the  ^tf^ii  had  madeg"l>»***^ 
out  of  Irgana-Kon  ;  and  commanded  thofe  who  had  formerly  *t,'^/    f^ 
been  dependent  on  the  Mogul  khans,  to  mafec  their  fubmiffion  ^^^doui  of 
to  him.     As  this  was  attended  with  menaces  of  purfuing  with  J**"*" 
fire  and  fword  thofe  who  refufed  fuch  fubmiffion,  fome  of    ^  ^ 
tbem,  without  hefitation,  put  themfelves  under  his  govern- 
ment ■.

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^bi  Mo-       In  the  mean  time  the  Tartars^  being  informed  of  what  bad 
guls  ©*i;/r- happened,  advanced  with  a  poweiful  army  to  attack   Berti- 
throw  tbt  %ena  Khan.     Birt  he  gave  them  a  total  overthrow,  put  to  the 
Tartars,    f^ord  ail  the  Tir/arj  capable  of  bearing  arms  that   fell  into 
hi^  hands,  and  fpared  none  but  the  young  people,  whom  he 
divided  among  his  Moguls.

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parallel  inftances  wanting  in  the  biftories  of  other  nations,  it 
having  been  a  common  pra£lice  to  deduce  the  founders  of 
great  empires  origihally  from  fome  deity,  or  being  fuperior  to 
man.  So,  to  omit  others  that  occur,  the  Romans^  in  tb« 
Augujlan  age,  made  Julius  Cafar  to  be  defcended  from  £nea$ 
the  ion  of  Vtnus^  and  it^mtf/Etf  ultimately  from  the  fame  god- 
defi,  though  immediately  from  Mars^  This  foems  to  havt 
been  done  by  different  nations,  either  in  order  to  ft>Qth  th« 
vanity  of  their  princes,  many  of  whom  afieded  a  divine  ori- 
gin, or  to  refled  an  honour  upon  themfelves,  or,  laftly,  to 
difpoie  the  vulgar,  by  the  falfe  luftre  of  feigned  miracles,  to 
a  more  implicit  obedience  to  the  arbitrary  commands  of  the 
author  of  fome  furprifing  revolution.

Srood  reception  in  the  learned  world,  have  difcovered  the 
iune  inacctiracy,  the  fame  fondnefs  for  fabulous  narrations,' 
and,  in  fine,  the  very  (ame  genius,  as  the  later  Per/tan  hifto- 
rians,  and  the  khan  of  Khowarazm.  The  Turktjh  annaliib 
and  hiftorians,  in  their  accounts  of  fa6ts,  many  of  which  are 
recent  and  indifptttable,  have  (hewn  the  fame  turn  and  difpo-' 
fition.  In  fine,  the  Oritntats  have  ever  delighted  in  the  mar- 
velousy  and  their  writers  have  ever  been  pleafed  with  wonders 
and  incredibilities,  in  order  to  fuit  their  works  to  the  public 
tafte.  The  warm  glowing  imagination  peculiar  to  the  £^ 
will  eafily  account  for  this.  And  yet  no  man  of  fen(e  ever 
pretended,  for  this  reafon,  intirely  to  rqeft  the  authority  of 
thofe  writers  j  fincc  nothing  can  be  more  apparent,  than  that 
many  valuable  biftorical  truths  are  to  be  met  with  in  them.  So 
that  it  b  not  to  be  doubted  but  feveral  curious  fragments  of 
true  hiflory»  however  intermixed  with  fabulous  relations,  at 
the  drawing  up  of  which  the  Orientals  had  an  exceeding  good 
talent,  may  be  found  in  the  writers  now  before  us,  aind  par- 
ticularly in  Aht^l  Gbazi  Bahadwr  Khan  *».

He  is  alio 
guilty  of  a  gveat  miftake,  when 
he  makes  Herodotus  to  aflbrt, 
that  Diiooos  was  eleded  kii^  of 
the  ferfians  by  that  nation ;  and 
that,  before  this  event  happened, 
he  lived  in  ?erJU.  For,  accord- 
ing to  that  venerable  hiilorian, 
Peioees  was  a  Meie^  lived  from 
the  beginning  in  Media,  and  was 
at  lafl  elevated  to  the  Median 
throne  by  the  faffrages  of  his 
countrymen.  And  that  the  Per- 
fiasu  were  a  nation  diftind  from, 
and  independent  upon,  the  Medes^ 
during  the  whole  reign  of  Deio- 
f //,  appears  moft  clearly  from  the 
fame  excellent  author.  For  he 
jpforms  OS,  that  Pbraortet^  Deio- 
f^t*%  fon,  brought  the  Ferfians 
lender  fubjedlion  to  the  Medes ; 
which  amounts  to  a  plain  impli- 
cation, that  the  Medes  and  Per- 
fians  were  two  independent  na- 
tions at  that  prince's  acceflion. 
Nay,  we  have  already  proved, 
that  the  conqoeft  ofPerfiu  ought 
not  to  be  afcribcd  to  Phraortesy 
bat  to  his  fon  and  Aiccciror  C}'a^ 


xeuris.  Nor  is  Dr.  Hydo  oonteat 
here  with  (at  leaft)  feetning  in* 
coafifteot  with  himfel^  and  hrii^ 
guilty  of  a  dircd  Bdfliood  in  re- 
lation to  Hirod^tuSf  but  he  liker 
wife,  without  reafoa,  and  (in  our 
opinion)  without  jud^ent,  moft 
virulently  afperfes  that  excellent 
biflor  i^n .  Herodotus,  &y  s  he,  oui 
nunquam  in  i/eritatis  fcbola  iiw 
catus,  &c.  Herodotus,  ^who  was 
ne<oer  educated  in  the  fchool  rf 
truth,  &c.  though  immediately 
after  he  affents  to  what  that  au- 
thor has  advanced  conconung 
F/^«frr#/,andthi8  in  oppofitionio 
an  eaftem  writer.  In  ine,  dio^ 
Dr.  Hydi  was  moft  certaiaiy  s 
man  of  profound  erodition,  yet 
his  worjcs  afe  not  fo  fini^ed  and 
correft  as  could  ^  d^red^ 
Several  of  his  obiervs^ions  ar^ 
but  indifferently  put  together  s 
many  inaccuracies,  and  even  fome 
£rofs  errors,  appear  in  moft  of 
his  performances,  particularly 
that  at  prefent  under  confidera- 
tfon  ;  feveral  points  laid  down  bjr 
him  there  with  not  fufHcient  per- 
fpicuity  fhnd  in  need  of  a  proper 
explication  ;  and  a  new  arrango- 
ment  of  the  parts  of  this  treatUe 
is  very  much  wanted.  A  new 
edition,  therefore^of  his^^^^rMi 
religiouis  meterum  Pirfurum,  ren- 
dered more  complete  by  f^me  al- 
terations in  the  original  plan,  by 
clearing  up  or  expunging  all  ap- 
parent or  real  contradi^lipns  and 
errors,  and  by  the  addition  of 
tytry  thing  curious  relating  to 
the  religion  of  the  antient  Per^ 
fians  omitted  in  this  piece,  would 
doubtlefs  be  highly  efteemed  hj 
all  admirers  ©f  antient  hiflorjr. 

Bat 
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ftAmUus  pnyoJ^  after  whkh  commenced  the  UJlorkal  petimi 
of  time.  What  wonder  (ben  that  fuch  barbarians  ^  tho 
Turis^  Tartars^  and  MoguU^  tbfi  greaieft  part  of  wbofe  vaft 
dominiQnf  fc^m  not  to  have  been  peopled  till  long  after  Cruet 
made  (bme  fort  of  figure,  ihould  have  propagated  man^r  ab« 
furdides  io  their  accounts  of  the  origin  smd  earlieft  tran&diont 
of  their  nation  ?  That  they  never  made  any  confideraU* 
Agnre  till  the  Scytbiont  paflfKl  the  Tt/i^iit^  under  the  conduft 
of  Maiyts^  appears  from  hence,  that  the  Scripture  takes  not 
the  Je^  notice  of  them,  though  it  does  of  the  principal  neigh* 
iiouring  natione,  before  the  time  Qf  the  prophet  EziiUL  If 
we  admit  tfais^  it  will  follow,  that  neither  they  nor  the  Cbi*' 
nife  could  poffibly  have  m^e  a  figure  near  fo  early  as  the 
Gruhs^  {uid  much  lefs  9s  the  more  antient  nations.  Not* 
withftsMing,  therefore^  the  chronological  blunders,  in 
the  accounts  they  give  us  of  the  remoter  periods  of  the» 
naitton,  we  ought  to  pay  fome  regard  to  thofe  accounts.  For, 
accept  this  be  adniitted,  we  muft  afTert,  that  none  of  tho 
carUeft  biftori^  mmnoir^  of  the  Gntks  merit  the  leaft  atten* 
uoo ;  nay,  that  tboie  of  all  other  nations,  exeept  the  JiWi^ 
are  to  he  intirely  exploded,  fince  the  fame  objeftion  may  b« 
offe»Mtto  them  <ba(  we  have  here  urged  againft  diofe  of  tho 
J'fO'is^  Tartars^  and  Moguls^. 

J,  Thbsk  things  being  premifed,  we  iball  now  beg  leavo 
to  confider  fome  of  thofe  articles  in  JiuU  Gbaxi  Bahadur 
Khan^  that  feem  the  moft  liable  to  exception  ;  for,  with  re- 

Eud  to  the  antient  records  of  the  Perjians^  and  the  fiiil 
iftories  of  that  nation,  we  have  already  fpoken  fully  and 
amply  of  them,  in  another  part  of  this  work.  When  thofe 
that  feem  to  be  the  moft  glaring  abfurdittes  in  the  Tartar  hi- 
ftoma  are  /hewn  to  be  foundol  upon  ibme  truth,  thoi^h 
grvarly'di^uifed  by  the  propenfity  of  the  Orintals  to  fable, 
aad  their  ignorance  in  chronology,  the  rational  part  of  our 
readers  will,  perhaps,  not  be  fo  ftrongly  difpoied  to  carp  at

Omt  OB'        4-  Our  author  makes  Ogus  Khan  to  ha^  lived  in  the  ninth 
ib§r  mif'   generation  from  Japhet^  the  fon  of  Noab ;  which  muft  be 
taken  in     abfolutely  impoffibk,  fincc  the  empire  of  Kkay  was  in  the 
ibi  age  d/ time  of  that  conqueror  pretty  powerful,  and  confequentljr 
^pw        muft  have  been  formed  a  conftderable  number  of  years  before. 
^^"-       Iran^  or  Ptrfia^  India ,  and  Great  Bukharia^  were  then  well 
peopled,  and  made  a  pretty  eminent  figure.     The  cities  of 
Samarkand^  Balkh^   Cahulj   Cajhmir^   suid  Badagjbany  were 
then  in  a  flouriihing  ftate  ;  nay,  Turkijian^  Andidfatty  Kho^^ 
rajfan  or  Kbowarazmy    Iraky  Armenia^   and  Aderbayagjan^ 
were  then  full  of  cities  and  towns.     At  firft  ftght,  therefore, 
it  feems  to  appear,  that  this  part  of  the  Tartar  hiftorr  is 
abfolutely  falfe,  and  confequently  muft,  without  hefitation, 
be  exploded  by  the  learned  >. 
Sme         ,   But,  we  own,  it  ai^>ears  to  us  in  another  light.    For  tho' 
irutb,       we  are  fully  perfuaded,  that  the  empires  of  Kitay  and  Perfia^ 
ibewever,  the  cities  of  Ailkby  Cabuly  Cafimiry  Badag/haUy  and  Samar- 
in  tbe       kandy  had  not  a  beginning  till  long  after  the  times  we  are  now 
Tartar  ^/-ujl^n  ;  yet  we  cannot  help  believing,  that  the  Tartar  hiftorjr 
/W  ^f      of  Ogus  Khan  has  fomething  of  truth  in  it,  and  fomething  too 
^***        that  has  been  taken  notice  of  by  Herodetus.    Tbe  accounts 
^^^^*       given  us  of  diat  prince's  great  exploits  by  the  khan  of  JBtf- 
waraxMy  and  Mabammed  EbnEmir  Kboandfcbaby  in  the  mafn 
agree  ;  and  the  memory  of  that  conqueror  has  been  held  in 
the  higheft  veneration  over  a  great  part  of  the  Eaft  for  a  long 
feries  of  ages  ;  which  confiderations  leave  us  no   room    to 
doubt  of  the  reality  of  his  exiftence.    ThzxOgus  Khan^  there* 
fore,  was  at  the  head  of  a  powerful  nation  in  the  Eaft,  the 
progenitors  of  the  prefcnt  Tir/iirx,  and  rendered  himfelf  fii- 
pious  by  his  conquefts,  is  a  point  that  cannot  be  'difputed, 
without  incurring  the  imputation  of  hiftorical  fcepticifm. 
However,  it  muft  be  owned,  that  tbe  real  atchievements  of 
this  monarch  have  been  fo  magnified,  and  the  age  in  which  he 
lived  puftied  up  fo  high,  by  the  Tartars  of  later  times,  that 
part  of  tbe  biftory  they  have  given  us  of  him  exceeds  the  ut- 
H^oft  limits  of  probability.    But  then  fome  allowance  may 
be  made  for  this,  if  we  clofely  attend  to  what  has  been  juft  ad- 
vanced. The  difpofition  of  ihtTartarsy  always  extremely  prone 
,  to  fiable  and  romance,  their  invincible. inclination  to  extol  above 

ineafure;  and  even  deify,  their  nioft  celebrated  heroes,  a  foible

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by  no  means  peculiar  to  them,  and  their  furprifing  ignorance 
in  cbronology,  muft  be  allowed^in  the  pref^ent  cafe,  co  plead 
very  ftronglv  for  them  °>, 

That-  Ogus  Khan  was  the  Madyes  of  Herodotus^  and  Pgu$ 
therefore  that  the  conquefts  of  this  prince  terminated  in  the  £han/i# 
redudion  of  the  Upper  Afia^  appears  to  us  by  no  means  im-  Madyct^ 
probable.     Ogus  Khany  according  to  our  hiftorian,  made  him-  Herodo- 
felf  mafter  of  the  cities  of  Armenia^  which  belongs  to  the  '*"• 
Upper  Afiuy  as  well  as  thofe  of  the    neighbouring  provinces. 
Now  we  read  of  no  Scythian  prince  who  ever  poikilbd  himfelf 
of  that  country,  but  the  Madyes  of  Herodotus.     The  fame 
conqueror,  according  to  Abu* I  Gbazi  Bahadur  Khartj  took 
fcveral  cities  in  Aderbayagjan^  fome  by  force,  and  others  by 
capitulation.    Now  Aderbayagjan  is  known  to  be  the  anticnc 
Media y  and.no  Scythian  prince  ever  made  an  irruption  into  Me'" 
diay  but  the  Madyes  of  Herodotus,     The  Tartar  hero  pene- 
trated into  £^<7;7i,  orSyridy  and  even  to  the  borders  of  J/r^,  or 
Egypt :  but  no  Scythian  king,  except  Madj  «,  ever  entered  Syria ^ 
or  approached  Egypt ;  and,  that  he  did  fo,  we  learn  from 
Herodotus.     This  was  the  laft  expedition  of  Ogus  Khan^  ac- 
cording to  our  author ;  and  it  appears  from  Herodotus^  that, 
after  Madyes  had  advanced  towards  the  borders  of  Egypt y  he 
grew  quite  obfcure.     That  the  Scythians  are  to  be  underfiood 
by  the  words  Gog  and  Magogs  and  particularly  Gogy  in  the 
pr<^het  Ezekiely  is  allowed  by  the  learned.    Now  we  find  the 
inrords  Gog  and  Magogy  and  particularly  Gogy  as  proper  names 
of  nations,  never  ufcd  in  Scripture  before  the  time  of  £%£- 
kiel  \  and  therefore  we  may  reafonably  fuppofe,  that  the  Scy 
tbiam  did  not  make  any  figure  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ifrael 
long  before  the  days  of  that  prophet :  which  if  we  admit,  the 
expedition  of  Ogui  Khan   into  Armenia  and  Aderbayagjan^ 
Shanty  2nd  Mefry  muil  have  been  the  fame  with  that  of  Madyes 
into   Syria.     Mitt  Ogus  Khan^s  death,  his  conquefts  did  not 
long  remain  annexed  to  his  hereditary  dominions,  fmce  none 
of  his  fuccelTors  made  any  confiderable  figure  \  and  the  Scy-* 
thians  under   Madyes   maintained    themfelves    but    a    (liort 
time  in  their  new  acquifitions,  having  been  driven  from  thence 
by  the  Medes^  after  they  had  kept  poffeffion  of  them   only 
twenty-eight  years.     Laitly,  as  Dr,  Hyde  renders  it  probable, 
that  KfjomaraSy  the  firft  king  of  Ferjia  of  the  Pifcbdadian 
dynafty,  was  that    perfon  under   whofe.  conduct  the  Medes

Abal  If  tjjjj  j,g  admitted,  it  will  follow,  that  O^us  Khan  put  an

Aflrange      5.  That  a  prince  (hould  d-.vidc  a  large  extenfive  empire 
narration  among  forty-eight  pcrfons,  when  without  the  leaft  obftruAion 
•fthtTzx*  he  might  have  kept  poffcflion  of  the  whole,  in  order  to  avoid 
tar  hlfi9'    difficulties  which  he  would  neceffarily  run  himfelf  into  by  fuch 
rlan^         a  divifion,  is  ceruinly  very  improbable,   and  has  the  manifeft 
^hich       j^j^  ^f  ^  fiflion.     In  this  light,  therefore,  wc  muft  view  what

to  appear.  We  may  from  hence  infer,  that  the  divifion  of 
the  Turiijbf  Tartar ^  or  Mogul  nation  into  forty-eight  tribes 
ig  of  a  very  high  antiquity  ;  fo  high,  that,  when  Kh$ja  Ra^, 
Jhid^  KbJfa  Rojbidt^  or  Pailfaliab^  finifbed  bis  Tartar  hi^ 
itory^  at  the  coaunand  of  Gazan  Khan^  in  the  year  df  Chrift 
1302*  if  not  in  the  reign  of  JeHghiz  Khan  himfeif,  diere  Was 
AO  clMf  tradition  concerning  the  author  of  it.  A  truth 
which  canjiet  be  fo  fairly  coUe£ied  from  Mohammed  Ebn  Emir 
Kbcandfcbah^  the  Pirfiam  hiftorian,  though  he  relaGet  fome-* 
tfaiiig  umilar  of  the  father  of  this  prince^  that  is  thb  great 
and  piuflant  conqueror  Ogus  Khan  P. 

6.  According  to  our  hiftorian,  the  Tartars  under  Siuut%  Another 
Khan  overthrew  the  empire  of  the  Moguls^  whoTe  very  naocie  rf^htfami 
was  lofk  for  450  yeats  ui  Irgana  Koa.    But  at  laft  they  melted  ^^^ . 
their  way  with  feventy  bellows  out  of  the  mounuins  Whicb 
iurrounded  that  delicious  trad.    And  though  there  Were  only 
two  Atfgul  families,  who  at  firft  cfcaped  thither,  yet  in  fa 
ihorC  a  fpace  of  time  as  4$o  years,  they  became  To  numerous, 
that,  after  their  (ally  out  of  Irgana  Kon^  without  the  know- 
lege  of  arms,  they  defeated  the  Tartars^  a  very  warlike  na- 
tion, overturned  their  empire,  and  a  fecond  timt  ereded  their 
own.    Now,  that  this  Aarradon  is  clogged  with  infurmount- 
able  difficulties,  if  not  apparent  abfurdities,  mud  be  readily 
owned  ;  and  yet,  extravagant  as  it  b,  it  feems  to  be  founded 
upon  fome  real  event ;  and  from  it,  without  doubt,  fome  hi** 
ftorical  truth  is  deducihle.     That  it  is  founded  upon  fome  real 
event,  b  apparent  from  hence,  that  the  memory  of  the  afore- 
iaid  fsiUy  has  been  perpetuated  even  to  this  day,  by  the  cele- 
bration of  the  aluiiveriary  of  it,  which  is  f^iU  obferved  thro' 
tlie  whole  extent  of  the  empire  of  the  Moguls.    They  make 
upon  that  day  a  piece  of  iron  red  hot ;  then  the  khan  with  a 
faamroergives  the  firft  firoke  upon  it ;  after  him  the headsof  tribes 
an^officersof  dtftindiondothelike;  and,  laft  of  all,  the  common 
people  of  every  tribe.    M.  f^on  Strahlenberg  thinks,  that  the  fa-*. 
ble  of  Prametheui^s  being  fattened  to  mount  Caucafus^  and  deli- 
vered ftoAi  thence  by  nilcAnj  alludes  to  this  ftiembrable  ^velit. 
The  fame  ingenious  author,  not  without  an  appearance  of  truth, 
imagines,  tJ^t  the  defeat  of  the  Moguls  by  Siwnlz  Khan^  the 
abode  of  the  few  Moguls  who  furvived  that  defeat  ih  Irgana 
Kon  for  450  years,  their  fally  from  thence,  and  the  total  over- 
throw they  gave  the  Tartars^  after  that  fally,  under  the  con- 
duit ofBertezena  Khan^  xelate  to  the  war  between  the  Pygmai

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and  the  cranes.   He  obferves,  that  Pliny  calls  the  Pygmai  Cat- 
tuGt  or  JT^j/i/zi,  which  in  found  pretty  nearly  approaches  ftf/df,tbe 
name  odht  Af$guls  whilft  they  lived  in  Irgana  Kon  ;  and  that, 
after  their  fally  from  thence,  they  made  war  upon  the  Tar-^ 
tars  J  who  had    annually  their  fummer  and  winter-quarter9, 
as  they  have  at  this  very  dav,  in  the  fame  manner  as  cranes 
and  ftorks.     For,  in  the  lummer-timc,   they  lived  on  the 
l3anks  of  rivers,  lakes,  or  feas,  where  fi(h  was  to  be  met  with 
in  plenty  i  and,  during  the  winter,  in  woods,  where  game 
abounded,  for  the  convenience  of  hunting.     Pliny  therefore 
and  SoUnus  covn^tA  the  Scythians  to  ftorks  and  cranes,  and 
by  the  Pygmai  they  underftood  a  warlike  people,  as  may  be 
evinced  from  feveral  authors.     The  fame  Uitin  writer«  call 
the  habitations,  or  rather  the  capital  city,  of  the  Pygnuti 
Girania  and   Gironia  ;    which  may  poffibly  be  corruptions^ 
of  Girgoniay  a  word  that  differs  but  little  from  Irgania  or 
Irgana- Kon  j    nay,   they   have  both   the  very   fame  figni- 
fication,    as    has   been    fully   proved    by   M.  StrahUnberg^ 
This  will  appear  ftill  the  more  probable,  as  the  <ountry  of 
the  Pygmaiy  according  to  Pliny^  and  that  of  the  Motuis  and 
Tartars y  had  nearly  the  fame  fituation.     Farther,  z^  Pliny  tells 
us,  that  the  Pygmai  were  put  to  flight  by  the  cranes,  fo« 
according  to  our  royal  author,  the  Moguls  were  firtt  defeated 
by  the  Tartars  under  Siuntz  Khan  <i, 

Bbforb  we  difmifs  this  point,  it  ought  to  be  obfcrved^ 
that  M.  Strahlenberg  has  difcovered  a  Airprifing  agreen»enc 
between  AbuU  Ghazi  Bahadur  Khan  and  Jnnius  of  yittrho  j 
which  feems  to  demonftrate,  that  the  laft  author  had  fome 
very  valuable  materials  for  compiling  antient  hiftory  in  bis 
hands,  though  he  made  a  very  wrong  and  moft  (hamefui  app4i* 
cation  of  them.  But  it  is  fufficient  juft  to  have  hinted  this  here* 
If  any  of  our  curious  readers  is  defirous  of  purfuing  this  hint, 
he  may  confute  the  ingenious  writer  we  are  obliged  to  for  it« 
who,  we  doubt  not,  will  give  him  full  and  ample  f^tif* 
ftdionr.

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From  thefe  creots  we  may  infer,  that  the  Tartars  cannot 
carfy  back  even  the.  gi:neral  and  traditional  knowlege  of 
their  hiftory,  with  any  appearance  of  regularity,  farther  than 
tbeir  famous  (ally  out  of  Irgana  Km.  Nor,  indeed,  ought 
their  biftory  to  be  looked  upon  as  genuine,  even  fo  hrgh  as 
that  memorable  event.  For  the  number  of  years  intervening 
between  BtrHzena  Khan  and  Cabul  Khan^  the  great-grandfa- 
ther of  jinghi%  Kban^  aoiount  to  2550,  though  our  hiftory 
places  between  them  only  feventeen  khans  in  continual  fuc-r 
ceffion  s  which  is  at  leaft  2000  years  too  much,  even  allow* 
ing  each  of  them  thirty  years  to  his  reign.  In  fine,  the  pro- 
per hiSorical  period  of  the  Tartenrs  commences  at  the  reign  of 
Jinghiz  Kbariy  as  that  of  the  KomanS  does  at  Romulus^  and 
that  of  the  Arabs  at  Mohammed  ;  the  reign  of  that  conqueror 
feparates  the  hiftorical  from  the  mythic  or  fabulous  times^ 
nor  can  we,  before  this,  be  fure  of  attaining  the  truth  '• 

7.  Oi^R  author  AbuH  Gbazi  Bahadur  IU)an  differs  greatly  TbtTzx- 
10  fome  points  firom  the  Perjian  hiftorians,  of  which  the  li-  tar^//^/- 
mits  we  have  here  prefcribed  ourfelves  will  not  permit  ixs^'^^ differ 
to  give  many  inftances.  The  Perjian  hiftorians  make  Tar,  thcA^*  ^hofi 
founder  of  the  Turkijb  nation,  to  have  been  a  fon  of  one  of^/^heFtx^ 
their  firft  monarchs,  and  rcprefent  the  Tartar  princes  as  often  "**^•• 
overcome  and  made  tributary  by  their  heroes ;  which  runs 
counter  to  what  has  been  advanced  by  our  Tartar  hiftorian. 
The  Perfian  writers'  confider  Afrafiab  king   of    Turkejian 
as  a  great  hero,  and  conqueror  of  Perfia  ;  whereas,  according 
to  the  Khan  of  Khowarazm^  Afrafiap  Khan  was  at  the  head 
only  of  an  inferior  monarchy,  and  is  not  placed  in  the  line  of 
Alcgul  or  Tartarian  emperors.     But  all  fuch  differences  as 
thefe  muft  be  afcribed  to  the  enmity,  the  fptrit  of  jealoufy 
and  emubtion,  alwavs  fubfifting  between  the  Perfian  and  Tar^ 
tar  nations,  which  determined  their  hiftorians  to  endeavour 
canfiantly  to  raife  the  glory  of  the  one  at  the  difadvantage  of 
the  other.    Nor  is  any  thing  more  common  than  fuch  a  con- 
duA  among  the  hiftorians  of  rival  nations  in  other  and  politer 
parts  of  the  world.     For  which  reafon  we  have  here  taken 
little  notice  of  what  the  Perfian  writers  have  related  concern- 
ing the  Tartarian  affairs,  except  when  they  confirm  what  has 
been  related  by  our  royal  author.     Befides,  had  we  done  this^ 
we  (bould  have  been  guilty  of  a  repetition,  fince  every  thing 
of  moment,  delivered  by  thebefiPrr/r<70  hiftoriansof  theantient

We  have  here  likewife  omitted  a  few  atchierements  of 
fome  princes  or  heads  of  particular  tribes,  who  lived  a  little 
before  the  birth  of  Jengbiz' Khan^  as  judging  them  not  fo 
naturally  to  come  in  here,  as  in  the  reign  of  that  prince.  For 
when  hereafter^we  (hall  write  his  life,  it  will  be  expeded  of 
us  to  give  an  biiftorical  account  of  every  tribe  he  reduced. 
We  fhall  there  likewife  endeavour  to  fupply  all  material  omif- 
fions,  if  any  fuch  are  to  be  found,  which  we  have  been 
guilty  of  in  this  hiftory  of  the  antient  Turks j  Tartars^  and 
Moguls  J  from  their  origin  to  the  birth  of  J$nghiz  Kham  u. 

Thus  have  we  obliged  our  readers  with  the  hiflory  of  the 
(K)  antient  Turks ^  Tartars^  and  Moguls^  drawn  chiefly  from

(K)  We  have  not  here  touched 
upon  the  migrattooi  of  .the  Scy- 
tbiattf  Tmrki^,  or  Tartar  colo- 
niesyfrom  various  parts  ofScjthia 
trTartary  intft  diiEerent  parts  of 
Europe^  as  not  (6  naturallv  fell- 
ing in  with  oar  prcfent  defign. 
However,  feveral  fach  migra- 
tions really  happened.  The  Cha- 
xari,  zTurkiJboT  Tartar  colo- 
ny, came  from  Turkiftan  into 
the  Taurica  Cber/om/us,  and  the 
upper  regions  extending  to  the 
heads  of  the  Tanais,  many  ages 
before  the  birth  of  Conflantine 
Porphyrogenneta.  Above  the  Cba» 
izari  another  tribe  of  Turks  (eated 
themfelvesy  about  the  lame  time, 
ftnd  occupied  all  the  tra^  ex- 
tending from  the  fprings  of  the 
Tanais  to  the  Ifltr.  Thefe,  being 
expelled  by  the  Paxhacit*  about 
the  year  of  Chrift  893.  took  up 
their  habitations  near  the  Jjfir  or 
Danube^  and  in  Parmonia,  Nay, 
that  fome  hordes  or  tribes  of 
Geta  and  Scytbians  inhabited  the 
whole  extent  of  this  trad  in  the 


time  of  the  famous  OMn^  or  the 
age  of  Pompiy  tbe  Great ^  may  be 
inferred  from  the  learned  Stiem* 
bielm  and  Snorro  SturUtu.  That 
the  Getd  alfo  about  this  time 
broke,  with  the  greateft  part  of 
their  ftrength,  into  Seytbia  Pro- 
fria,  and,  under  the  condud  of 
OJiti,  forced  the  Nemri,  Gehm, 
ice.  to  attend  thtm  in  their  mi- 
grations into  the  nortbera  and 
wefiera  regrons  of  Emrtpe^  hat 
been  rendered  extremely  proba- 
ble by  M.  Bayer.  And  that  the 
Nenri  were  the  iame  people  with 
the  Varni  of  Sitorro  SturLeus^  and 
the  prefent  Fefmi  or  Finlaniers^ 
feems  to  be  clearly  evinced  by 
that  learned  and  ingenious  au- 
thor. This  is  likewile  confirmed 
by  Tacitus^  who  makes  the  A»* 
ni  in  his  time  to  have  roved  about 
P eland ^  and  particuUirly  thattraft 
near  the  banks  of  the  Fifieda^ 
after  the  SeytbuM  or  Tartar  man- 
ner. From  whence  we  may 
conclude,  that  in  the  age  pre- 
ceding Pempey,  Finland^  Swe^ 
den. 
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thtir  own  authors,  io  oonformity  to  our  original  plan.  We 
jnigbt,  indeed,  have  fnFelled  it  to  a  larger  bulk,  had  we  in- 
fartod  a  minute  account  of  the  wars  between  the  PerJians%xA 
the  khakhan,  or  king  of  a  conitderaUe  branch  of  the  Tartars 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Perfiay  and  the  people  of  Abula^ 
who  were  undoubtedly  theiSj^i^^^xand  EuthalittSy  Nephtha- 
litiSf  or  EfhtbaliteSy  of  the  Oraks.  But  as  this  has  been 
ahneady  done  in  the  hiflory  of  the  Pivjians-^  and  as  we  have 
confidered  thefe  Epbtbaiites  as  the  fame  people  with  the 
ttpinsj  who  though  thejr  may  be  deemed  of  Tartar  ex- 
tra£lion,  yet  formed  a  nation  afterwards  diftind  from  the  ori« 
einal  Turksy  it  would  not  only  have  been  fuperfluous,  but 
likewife  highly  improper,  to  have  inferted  any  memoirs  re- 
lating to  them  here.  Bef^des,  as  we  propofed  to  confider  the 
origin  and  atchievements  of  the  true  original  Turks^  Tartars^^ 
and  il/tf^  only,  to  the  birth  of  Jengbiz  Kbaftyin  theconcifeft 
manner  tK>fibIe,  it  would  have  been  incongruous  with  our 
preient  defign.  The  wars  that  happened  between  a  branch' 
of  the  Hmms  and  the  Perfians,  are  properly  the  objed  either 
of  the  Uftory  of  the  Ptrjians^  or  that  of  the  Hwms  '■'• 

Thb  lame  thing  may  be  faid  of  the  migration  of  the  Getie 
into  the  northern  parts  of  Europtj  towards  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Raman  empire,  of  which  we  have  been  ^voured 
widia  very  learned  and  accurate  account  by  M.  Theoph.  Sige- 
fridBajiTj  in  the  commentaries  of  the  Imperial  Academy  of 
Petirfbwrgy  a  gentleman  of  moft  profound  erudition.  For  thefe 
Giim^  though  originally  a  brancfiof  the  Scytbians  or  Tartars^ 
leaving  their  parental  country,  formed  a  particular  nation^  that 
greatly  4ifiin^iflied  themfelvet.  They  were  the  anceflors  of,  or 
rather  the  fame  people  with,  thcGotbsy  who  fpread  terror  over 
fo  large  a  part  oftbe  world,  and  to  whom  we  have  affigned  a  pl^ce 
in  this  hiftory.    However,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve, 
that  the  antiquities  of  the  northern  nations  are  in  all  refpe^  as 
fabulous  as  thofe  of  the  Tartars.    Nor  does  their  great  hero 
d^Vf,  Otbifij  or  Fodin^  rife  higher  in  his  antiquity  than  the 
age  of  Pompij^  notwithftanding  fome  of  the  northern  anti- 
quaries pufli  tma  up  almofl  as  high  as  the  remoteft  ages.  This 
muft  be  admitted  a  plain  proof,  that  the  moft  northern  parta

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tiooed  as  lying  to  the  weft  of  that  river,  and  confequently 
the  weftem  one  of  InMa^  yet  Jie  appears  bimfelf  to  reader  a 
little  doubtful  fuch  a  notion ;  fince  he  calls  the  trafi  including 
tiie  weftern  bank  of  the  Iftdus  ImUfcythia^  which  amounts  to 
an  mfinuation,  that  it  appertained  to  InSa.    But  this  only 
iaipUeSy  that  the  Indians  and  Scythians  bordering  upon  the 
frontiers  were  intermixed  One  with  another,  as  we  have  al- 
ready obferved  the  neighbourii^  Libyans  and  Cartbapnians^ 
Syrians  and  Pbcenicians^  who  from  this  circumftance  received 
the  names  of  Libypbanicians  and  Syropbeenicians^  were.    It 
will  not,  therefore,  foUow  from  Pulemfz  denominating  the 
people  on  the  immediate  ea^ern  and  weftern  banks  of  the  /«- 
duty  Indofcytbians^  either  that  the  latter  were  fubje^  to  the 
Indians^  or  the  former  to  the  Scythians  i  but  only,  that  thofe 
people  were   a  mixture  or  compofition  of  both  nations. 
We  may,  dierefore,  reafonabl^  prefume,  that  Ptolemy  took 
the  Indus  to  be  the  weftern  limit  of  India  Propria ;  efpecially 
as  we  find  this  afTerted  by  Diodorus  Sieulusj   Arrian^  and 
Strai§.    Nay,  Pliny,  though  this  renders  him  a  little  incon- 
fiftent  with  himlelf,  comes  into  the  fame  opinion.     With  re- 
ord  to  the  extent  of  this  country,  authors  are  not  agreed. 
It  formed  a  fort  of  rbcmbosdes,  according  to  Straboj  two  of 
whofe  fides  exceeded  thofe  oppofite  to  them  three  thoufand 
fiadia.    One  of  the  former  was  thirteen  thoufand,  and  the 
other  Cxteen  thoufand,  of  thofe  ftadia ;  befides  which,  there 
were  two  capes  or  promonttries  bebnging  to  the  country  now 
under  coo&deration,  that  prdeded  three  thoufand  ftadia  into 
the  Indian  ocean.    In  thb  Eratofthems  and  Megafthenes^  two 
of  Strah9^%  authors,*  agreed  \  but  Patrocks^  another  of  them, 
W9f  of  a  different  opinion.    India  equaled  in  extent  all  the 
other  kingdoms  of  Jljia^  if  we  may  give  any  credit  to  Cti- 
Jsas.     Nearcbus  fap,  that  it  couM  not  be  traverfed  under  four 
months,  and  Omfimtus  afTerts  it  to  have  been  a  third  part  of  . 
the  habitable  world.    J>i9dorus  Sicubis  affirms  India  to  have 
been  thirty  thoufand  ftadia  jbroad,  and  tw^nty-eisht  thoufand 
fbdia  long  ^  Init  all  thefe  cpn^putations  not  a  little  exceed 
ti^  truths

Some  place  in  the  northern  part  of  this  traft  the  JJ^H^ 
Thyraiy  and  Arafaciy  not  far  from  the  river  Cboafpesj  whom 
Alexander  fubdued  in  his  march  to  that  river.  The  chief 
towns  here  were  Plegerium  and  G«ry^tf/rx,  according  to  Strah. 
The  Gurai  were  a  neighbouring  people,  through  whofe  ter- 
ritories Alexander  paflM,  in  order  to  attack  the  AJfaeeni. 
The  former  of  thefe  had  a  town  near  the  confluence  of  the 
Cophen  and  the  CheaJpeSj  that  went  under  the  names  of  Na^ 
gara  and  Dionyjiopolts  \  but  this  was  not  a  jplace  of  fuch  note 
as  Malaga  or  Adazagay  the  capital  of  the  AJaceniy  which, 
after  a  brave  defence,  furrendred  to  the  Macedonians.  Ora 
and  Bazira  likewife  were  t^o  fortrefles  in  this  diftrift  uken 
by  Alexander  J  ytho  obliged  the  garifon  of  the  latter,  that  had 
a  very  high  fituatioa,  to  abandon  the  place,  and  retire  to  a 
fteep  rock  called  Aonws.  This  rock  was  two  hundred  ftadta 
in  circumference,  and  eleven  ftadia  high,  according  to  Ar^ 
rianj  and  a  poft  of  fuch  ftreneth,  that  the  Indians  confidercd 
it  as  impr^nable.  For  it  coiild  only  be  afcended  by  one  nar«> 
row  path,  which  had  been  made  with  great  difficulty,  and  had 
on  its  fummit  a  fountain  of  pure  water,  with  as  much  arable 
ground  as  would  produce  corn  fufficient  to  fupport  a^houfand 
men  ;  infomuch  that  it  had  baffled  aH  the  efforts  of  HercuUs 
bimfelR  However,  Alexander  at  laft  poiTefled  himfelf  of  it 
with  incoofiderable  lois,  after  he  had  forced  PeuceUs  or 
Peucelaotisy  Bmbotima%  and  (everal  other  towns  near  the 
weftern  bai^k  of  the  bdus^  to  furrender  at  difcretbn.     We

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rauft  not  omit  obfervii^  here>  that  the  famous  city  of  Nyfa^ 
fuppoTed  to  be  built  by  Bacchus^  according  to  Straboy  ftood  in 
the  tra^t  between  the  Cophtn  and  the  Indus.  Mount  Mtros^ 
or  Mirusy  flood  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Nyja^  which  was 
famous  for  Ba<chus\  prefervation,  with  his  army,  upon  it^ 
when  the  plague,  and  other  diftempers,  made  a  dreadful  ha- 
vock  in  the  circumjacent  plains.  This  occafioned  the  fable 
infinuating  Bacchus  to  have  been  twice  born,  and  talcen  out 
of  Jupiter's  thigh,  if  we  will  believe  Dloiarus  Siculus^  /^wp^  ^ 

in  Gnek  fignifying  a  thigh.    The  towns  and  petty   nations,  ' 

or  cantons,  mentioned  here,  we  could  not  prevail  upon  our- 
felves  to  omit,  as  fome  authors  of  credit  ieem  to  annex  them 
to  iTtdia^  though  others,  with  more  reafon,  fcparate  them  from 
India  Propria^  as  being  fituated  to  the  weft  of  the  Indus  •. 

TAXit  A  was  a  large  and  opulent  city  not  (ar  from-  the 
eaftern  bank  of  the  Iniusj  and  the  moft  confiderable  of  M 
tbof^  feated  between  xhe  Indus  and  the  Hydafpes.  It  wa^  ce- 
i^rated  for  the  wiidom  of  its  laws,  and  political  inftttutions. 
It  is  probable,  that  the  SamarabriiSy  Sambruceniy  BifaTnbritse, 
Ofiif  jfntixtnif  and  others,  inhabited  part  of  the  country 
where  Taxi/a  ftood.  The  whole  trad,  according  to  Pliny^ 
went  under  the  name  of  Amanda.  It  appears  from  fome  good 
authors,  that  Alixandcr  the  Greats  to  perpetuate  the  memory 
oli  the  vidory  he  gained  over  Porms^  and  of  his  borfe  Bucepha^ 
ba^  built  two  cities,  which  he  called  Nicaa  and  Bucephala  \ 
the  former  of  which  probably  ftood  upon  the  eaftern,  and  the 
latter  upon  the  wcftern,  bank  of  Ae  Hydafpes  ^ , 

ThB  kingdom  of  Porus^  who  was  defeated  by  Alexander^ 
lay  between  the  Hydafpes  and  the  AcefimSy  and  was  one  of  the 
moft  flouriibing  kingdooos  of  India^  when  that  conqueror 
carried  his  Vidorious  arms  into  this  region.  It  was  then  ex- 
tre0iely  rich,  and  contained  three  hundred  towns,  according 
Co  Strabo.  But  the  names  of  few  of  them  have  been  handcS 
down  to  us  by  any  of  the  antient  geographers  8. 

Th£  Adraijia^  an  ImUan  canton,  poflefied  a  diftrid  to 
the  tdSk  of  the  Acejines  and  the  Hydraotes^  near  the  eaftern 
bank  of  which  laft  river  ftood  a  city,  which  Alexander  forced 
to  a  capltulatbn.  The  name  of  this  city,  according  to  Arriau 
and  Curtius^  was  Pimprtfrna.     After   the  redudion  of  it»

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JUxandit  penetrated  into  the  territories  of  tbe  Catbai^  as 
Arrian  calls  them,  or  the  Cathei^  as  we  find  them  namrd  bf 
Strah.    That  prince  Toon  made  himfelf  mafter  of  Sangala^ 
their  metropolis,  feated  near  the  weftern  bank,ofthe/i^i£i6^r- 
fis^  the  lad  river  he  pafled  in  his  Indian  expedicion.     The 
word  Cathai  here  feems  to  be  of  Tartarian  extradion,  and 
amounts  to  a  fort  of  proof,  that  the  Tartars  had  extended 
their  frontiers  on  that  fide  as  far  as  the  Hyphajis^  at  the  time 
of  this  expedition  ;  unlefs  we  will  fuppofe,  that  Alexandir^% 
foldiers  applied  the  name  of  a  neighbouring  nation   to  the 
trad   between  the  Hydraotes  and  the  Hyphajis  by  miftake. 
And  that  there  is  nothing  abfurd  in  fuch  a  luppofition,  appears 
from  hence,  that  the  Macedonians  called  the  (A)  laxartes  the 
Tanais ;  which  made  Curtius  and  Arrian  to  confound  thoft 
two  rivers,  according  to  Pliny.    In  fine,  as  tbe  Graks  muft 
have  had  very  imp;rfe£l  and  inadequate  ideas  of  the  parts  of 
Tartary  and  India  which  they  traverfed,  we  muft  exptSi  to 
meet  with  many  inaccuracies  and  miftakes  in  their  authors, 
yrho  have  tranfmitted  down  to  us  relations  of  Alixander*% 
military  exploits  in  thofe  countries.     Nor  did  the  ignorance 
pf  the  Greeks  in  the  Scythian^  or  Tartarian^  and  Indian  lan- 
guages, a  little  contribute  hereto  ;  it  being  almoft  impoffible 
for  the  Macedonian  conqueror  to  find  any  perfon  thoroughly 
verfed  both  in  thofe  languages  and  the  Greek.     But,  not  to 
infift  longer  upon  this,  Alexander  ereded  twelve  altars  on 
the  eadern  bank  of  the  Hyphajis^  for  a  memorial,  that  the 
fpot  on  which  they  ilood  was  the  limit  of  hb  conquefts, 
^is  troops  refufing  to  follow  him  to  the  Ganges*     Havings 
therefore,   repafled    the  H^phafisy    be  made   tbe   necefla^ 
difpofitions  for  a  march  towards  the  Hydafpes  \ 

Near  the  confluence  of  the  Hydraites  and  the  AeefineSf 
the  Oxydraca  had  their  habitations.  Tbey  were  a  fierce  and 
valiant  nation,  as  were  alfo  their  neighbours  the  Malli^  wboTe 
territories  bordered  upon  the  Hydraotes.  Both  thefe  nations 
Alexander  reduced  by  the  fuperiority  of  his  arms  \  but  was  in  great

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danger  of  his  life,  in  an  aflault  he  made  upon  a  city  of  the  Oa^- 
Jrac^f  if  we  will  believe  Curiius  and  Arrion^  though  that  city 
belonged  to  the  MaUi^  according  to  Strabo.  In  the  neigh* 
bouring  diftrifl  he  is  faid  to  have  built  a  new  city,  to 
which,  as  Cellarm  imagines^  he  gave  the  name  of  AUxan- 
driaK 

To  the  foutb  of  the  MalK  were  fituated  the  Sahraca^  a 
powerful  nation,  according  to  Curtius  ;  near  whom,  in  a 
foutberly  diredion»  we  may  place  the  S9gdn^  in  whofe  coun- 
try Alexander  built  another  city,  which  he  likewife  probably 
called  Alexandria.  The  Mnftcani^  whofe  kingdom  or  dy- 
nafty  we  find  mentioned  by  Unejicritus  iii  Strata^  had  ftill  a 
more  foutherlv  fituation  ;  and,  to  the  fouth  of  them,  Curtius 
\m  fixed  the  ieat  of  the  Pra;ftL  The  kingdom  of  Sahus^  or, 
at  Difiderus  Siculus  will  have  it,  Sambus^  approached  ftill 
Bearer  the  Indian  ocean.  All  the  nations,  or  tribei,  and 
placet  here  mentioned,  bordered  upon  the  eaftern  bank  of  the 
Jndus^  as  did  likewife  the  town  and  ifland  of  Patala^  the  hSt 
eJl  which  was  formed  by  the  mouths  of  that  river*  Some  of 
the  antientt  have  denominated  the  ifland  Patalena^  Pattalena^ 
and  Patalia^Mnd  the  city  Patala  or  Pattala  \  this  was  built 
jn  the  upper  part  of  the  ifland,  and  defended  by  a  very  ftrong 
citadel.  The  Perticam^  another  Indian  tribe,  feem  to  have 
been  placed  between  the  Mujicam  and  Patalena^  both  by 
J^iedarm  Siculus  9ik1  Straho  K 

Besides  the  nations  and  places  above-mentioned,  we  find 
many  more  fituated  on  the  fea-coaft  between  the  mouths  of  the 
Indtu  and  the  Ganges y  enumerated  by  Ptelemy.  But  as  thefe  were, 
for  the  moft  part,  infignificant  and  obfcure  in  the  days  of  that 
ceographer,  we  fliall  only  touch  upon  a  few  of  the  moft  con- 
jsdcfable  of  them  here.  For,  it  would  be  of  no  advantage 
to  the  bulk  of  our  readers,  nor  even  prove  dieleaft  amufement 
to  the  more  curious  part  of  them,  fliould  we  take  any  notice  of 
^reft^ 

The  three  firft  places  diat  prefect  themfelves  to  our  view 
are  BarygazOj  Supara^  and  Sin^Ua.  Barygaza^  or  Burygaza 
Emperium^  was  a  maritim  city,  and  pore,  upon  the  river 
NamaduSj  in  a  fouthern  direflion  from  the  mouths  of  the  Indus^ 
The  neighbouring  gulph,  from  it,  received  the  denomination 
of  Sinus  Barygazenus.    The  true  name  of  this  townfeems

to  bave  been  Gaza^  the  word  Bar  or  Bary  having  been  added 
CO  It  on  account  of  its  iicuation  ;  that  word  fignifying,  in 
the  ancient  Indiariy  Perjic^  and  Tartarian  tongues,  watir^  or 
tkcfia.  And  we  are  informed  by  P/i^ff,  chat  there  was  a 
remote  town  in  Ethiopia  called  Gazay  and  another  on  the 
SBA-coAST,  at  fome  diftance  from  it,  which  went  by  the 
name  of  Baragaza.  Nay,  in  confirmaftion  of  this  notion, 
we  find  a  mediterranean  town  mentioned  by  Jrriam  as  iitu- 
ated  in  Sogdiaru^  not  far  from  the  confines  of  India  intra 
Gangem^  the  very  region  we  are  confidering,  called  Gaza  ; 
which  amounts  to  an  evident  proof,  that  Gaxa  may  be  natu- 
rally fuppofed  to  have  been  the  name  of  a  town,  and  Bary^ 
gaza  that  of  a  maritim  town  in  ItkCa  intrji  Gangim,  Many 
traces  of  AlexaruUr^^  expedition,  fuch  as  ancient  faceUa  or 
chapels,  altars,  the  vefliges  of  camps,  large  wells,  and  the 
like,  were  ftill  remaining  in  the  adjacent  territory,  when  Ar^' 
rian  wrote  his  Periplus  Maris  Erytbrai.  This  author  allb 
relates,  that  even  to  his  time  many  antient  drachms,  wich 
Greek  legends,  and  the  effigies  of  Menander  and  Ap^U^dotus^ 
two  princes  who  reigned  cbere  after  JJexander*s  departure, 
were  found  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Barygaza.  The  mo- 
dem Bargantj  both  by  its  name  and  fituation,  feemff  toanfwer 
to  the  Barygaza  of  the  antients  '^i 

SuPARA,  or  Supara  En^iuniy  was  likewife  feated  on 
the  Sinus  BarygazenuSy  a  little  fouth  of  Barygensa,  Poffibly 
the  modern  CbitpouTy  or  ShitpuTy  may  be  fuppofed  to  corre* 
fpond  with  Supara^  both  the  name  and  fituation  of  the  latter 
agreeing  tolerably  well  widi  thofe  of  the  former.  Be  that  as 
it  will,  Supara  has  been  taken  for  the  Opbir  of  Scripture  bjr 
the  learned  Lucas  Holjiemus  ^. 

SiMYLLA  was  the  name  both  of  a  town,  and  of  a  cape  or 
promontory.  The  former,  by  way  of  diftindion,  had  the 
(kncunination  of  Simylla  Emporium^  and  flood  at  a  confider-* 
able  diftance  in  a  fouthern  diredion  from  Supara ;  but  nei- 
ther of  them  has  been  gfeatly  celebrated  by  the  aotteats. 
Seuali  on  the  river  Tapi^  oppofite  to  Suraty  probably  occupies 
the  fpot  on  which  flood  the  Simylla  of  the  antients  ^. 

HippocuRA,  Balipatnaj  and  fome  other  places  in  this 
UzSty  are  mentioned,  but  not  with  any  marks  of  diftinflion^ 
by  the  old  geographers.  MuTuris  was  not  a  town  of  any 
repute  when  Pliny  wrote  his  natural  hiflory  ;  but  it  made  a 
confiderable  figure  in  the  time  of  Arrian  and  Ptolemy.    Cal^

by  the  antients,  defcrvc  not  the  kaft  attention  P. 

Towards  the  fouthern  extremity  of  this  traft,  we  find 
the  r^on  of  the  Ail^  Elancon  Emporium^  Cottiara  Metropo* 
Jity  and  the  town  and  promontory  of  Comar  or  Comariay  to 
the  laft  of  which  anfwers  €he  cape  Comortn  of  the  moderns. 
All  thefe  places  were  to  the  fouth  of  the  rrver  Baris^  whofc 
name  denotes  water  in  the  languages  above-mentioned.  We 
meet  with  other  obicure  nations,  or  rather  tribes,  and  mari- 
tHD  places,  between  cape  Comar  or  Comoriny  and  the  mouths 
of  the  GangiSy  uken  notice  of  by  the  antients ;  but  they 
merit  not  the  leaft  regard  <. 

OzENB,  B^gtanay  HippHuray  Camray  Sora^  Othura^ 
and  other  mediterranean  towns  in  the  fouthern  part  of  IniUa 
intra  Gangemy  by  reafon  of  their  infignificancy  and  obfcurtty, 
€^r  readei^  will  excufe  us  from  expatiating  upon.  But  Pali^  . 
htbray  upon  the  confluence  of  the  EranneboOy  and  the  Ganges^ 
has  been  reprefented  as  fo  confiderable  a  place  by  Pliny ^  Pta- 
Itmjy  and  Straboy  that  we  muft  not  pafs  it  over  in  filence* 
It  was  the  capital  of  the  Proftiy  who  were  one  of  the  moft 
illuftrious  and  potent  nations  of  India.  Palibotbra  made  fuch 
a  figure  in  the  fouthern  part  of  the  country  we  are  confider- 
ing,  that,  according  to  fome,  from  it  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  tnSt  in  which  it  ftood  received  the  denomination  of  PaU^ 
htbri.  Their  king  was  fo  powerful,  that  he  could  bring  in* 
to  the  field  an  army  of  600,000  foot,  and  ^0,000  horfe.  P/^ 
lemy  places  the  Prajiiy  whom  be  calls  rrajiatay  near  the 
GangiSy  but  above  the  Palibothri  ^. 

The  Indian  fages,  or  philofophers,  ft  fled  by  the  Greeh 
Gymn§fophifl$y  have  had  a  feat  afligncd  them  by  Ptolemy  in 
the  north-eaftern  part  of  India  y  between  the  Hyphajis  and 
the  Ganges.  The  BrachmanSy  or  Brabmansy  a  branch  of  the 
Gymnofepbijlty  according  to  dHarius^  have  alfo  been  fixed 
in  the  fouthern  part  of  this  region,  between  the  Solenus  and 
the  CbaberuSy  two  rivers  not  far  from  the  fea-coaft,  by  the 
fame  geographer  ;  who,  by  thefe  different  fituations,  feems 
to  have  confidered  the  latter  as  feparate  and  diflmd  from  the 
former.  PHny  fays,  that  many  Indian  nations  had  the  fur- 
name  of  BrachmanSy  one  of  which  were  the  Maccocalingge. 
Akxaudir  took  a  city  inhabited  by  the  Brachmans  in  the 
Cerricories  of  the  Malliy  according  to  Arrian ;  and  that  the

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fame  people  had  fome  towns  near  the  Muficani  and  Samhms  or 
Sabus^s  dominions,  at  a  fmali  diftance  from  the  Indms^  we  are 
informed  by  Diidorus  Siculus.  The  laft  of  thefe^  according 
to  that  author,  furrendred  to  Ahxander^  after  a  brave  dc* 
fence.  Porphyry  afierts  fome  of  the  Bracbmam  to  have  taken 
up  their  habitations  in  the  mountainous  diftri£b  of  India^  and 
others  on  the  banks  of  the  Ganfis.  The  CaUngm  occupied 
the  trad  contiguous  to  the  mourns  of  the  Gangis  io  the  days 
of  Pliny ^  who  feems  to  have  called  them  likewife  Maccua-- 
linga.  The  Gangarida^  lb  denominated  from  their  proxi- 
mity to  the  GangiSy  were  intermixed  with  the  Cating^f  from 
whence  arofe  the  appellation  of  Gangarida  Calinga.  dlla^ 
rius  has  placed  the  Pad^^  Panda^  or  Pandai^  in  In£a  intra 
Gangemy  though  that  fuch  was  their  fituation,  docs  not  ap« 
pear  from  the  antients.  On  the  contrary,  from  HiruUtus^ 
TibuIluSy  and  others,  it  rather  feems  probable,  that  they 
were  fituated  to  the  ti&  of  the  Gangis^  and  even  at  a  conu- 
derable  diftance  from  that  river  K 
India  ex-  India  sxti^a  GANaxM  was  terminated  on  the  weft  by 
tra  Gaa-  ^^^  GangfSy  on  the  north  by  Scytbia^  on  the  caft  by  the 
pern.  country  of  the  Sina^  and  on  the  fouth  by  the  Indian  ocean* 
Not  far  from  the  mouths  of  the  Ganges^  from  whence  they 
deduced  their  name,  were  feated  the  Gangarida^  of  which 
that  branch  furnamed  Calinga  inhabited  the  weftern  bank* 
In  all  the  manufcripts  and  printed  copies  of  Diodorus  Sicu* 
Jus  and  Straboy  we  find  them  called  Gandarida ;  but  that 
this  name  muft  have  been  a  corruption  of  Gat^arida^  the 
word  Ganges  itfelf,  from  which  that  was  derived,  puts  bcr 
yond  all  manner  of  doubt  <• 

Irr  the  maritim  part  of  this  country  were  fituated,  according 
to  Ptolemy^  a  city  denominated  Pentafolis^  Baracura  Emp0^ 
riumj  and  the  mouth  of  the  river  Tocofanna.  The  A'^mt 
Region^  in  which  we  find  the  towns  of  Sambra  and  Sada% 
with  the  river  Sadus^  came  next ;  and  after  them  BtrabMna 
Emporium^  Timala^  and  the  river  of  the  fame  name.  To 
tbeiie  fucceeded  the  country  of  the  Bifyngiti^  who  were  man* 
caters,  and  the  town  of  Saraba^  from  whence  the  Sinus  At* 
rabacus  received  its  name*    Befides  which,  in  a  fouthern  di-i

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reAion,   we  meet  with  Bijfynga^   or  Bahjftnga^  Emfmum^ 
and  Berata,  two  towns  of  fome  note,  mentioned  by  Pta^ 

'The  Aurea  Cherfonefus  projeded  into  the  Sinus  Gangiticus 
and  Sinus  Magnus^  having  on  its  weftern  fide  Tacola  En^$'' 
rium  and  the  river  Cbryfoana.  In  the  fouthern  angle  the  an- 
tienCi  placed  the  promontory  called  Malai  Cohn^  toeetber 
with  the  towns  of  CoU  and  Perimula.  Many  take  this  An* 
na  Cberfonifus  to  be  the  Ophir  of  Scripture,  becaufe  there  it 
a  great  abundance  of  all  tbofe  conmiodities  here,  which  Sok'- 
jVMii  received  from  Ophir.  This  opinion  feems  to  be  fupported 
by  Jffipbus  and  Ptilemy^  though  it  is  oppofed  by  Lucas  Hot'- 
jtemus^  as  has  been  already  obferved.  Nor  ought  St,  Jirom 
to  be  deemed  of  difierent  fentiments,  When  he  uippofes  Ophir 
to  be  an  Indian  ifland,  fince  both  in  that  paflage,  and  others  be 
caihtbits,  die  word  infuta  or  ijlandmiy  very  well  be  underftood 
of  a  peninfula.  M.  Bochart  believes  the  ifland  of  Taprobam  to 
have  been  S§bmon*s  Ophir  ;  but,  as  he  founds  his  notion  upon 
con^edures  only,  no  great  ftrefs  can  be  laid  upon  it.  The 
rcgioa  of  the  Lifia^  or  pirates,  was  contiguous  in  a  north* 
ern  diredion  to  the  Anna  Cherfonefus  \  through  which  ran  the 
Sobenmus.  That  river,  acccft-ding  to  Ptolemy^  divided  the 
country  we  are  confidering  into  two  parts,  in  one  of  which 
ftood  the  town  of  Samarandi  and  Pagrafa^  and  in  the  other 
PHbemabafte  Emporium  and  Zaba.  Balonga  and  Corgatha^ 
cadi  of  which  ieems  to  have  been  the  capital  of  a  particular 
difirift,  were  fituated  upon  the  Sinus  Magnus  of  Ptolemy^ 
who  pkces  the  mouths  of  the  Doana^  as  well  as  the  town  of 
Tbroana^  between  them.  Tliat  geographer  likewife  takes  no« 
face  of  S'mda^  and  another  Pagrafa^  in  this  tra£t,  with  which, 
juid  the  two  rivers  Dorius  and  Serus^  he  terminates  the  mari- 
iimvsLTt  of  ImHa  extra  Gangem  ^* 

Is  BAR  the  foot  of  mount  Maander^  or  Maandrus^  were 
feated  Trigfyptouy  Tofole^  and  Tugma^  mediterranean  cities  of 
codfiderabie  note,  according  to  Ptolemy.  Above  the  Siher 
Region  was  fituated  a  ix^€t  that  was  ftiied  the  Golden  Region^ 
between  the  Sinus  Gangeticus  and  the  Sinus  Magnus.  Between 
the  Dorius  and  the  Serus  we  meet  with  a  province  called  ChaU 
diis  by  Ptolemy^  from  the  metals  it  produced.  The  Tacorsei^ 
Corancalt^  Indapratha^  and  Caeobit^  had  their  habitadons 
in  the  northern  pare  of  India  extra  Gangem  ;  and  in  the  mid- 
dle of  that  country  we  find  the  Iberinga  and  Dabafa.  But 
as  tbcfe,  and  other  obfcure  cantons  inhabiting  the  remote

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part  of  the  globe  now  \vi  view,  were  almoft  incirely  unknown 
to  the  ancients,  our  readers  will  not  expert  any  further  ac* 
count  of  them  here  >• 
Kvtrs.         Thb  moft  celebrated  rivers  of  India  were  th^  Indus  and 
the  Ganges^  both  of  which  were  larger  than  the  Uiliy  ac- 
cording to  Sirabo.    Pliny  tells  us,  that  the  Indus  (B)  had  its 
fource  in  mount  Paropamifus  ;  and  that  nineteen  rivers  dis- 
charged themfelves  into  it  ;  the  moft  famous  of  which  were 
the  Cophesy  the  ChoafpeSy  d)e  SinaruSy  the  HydafpiSy  the  Aci^ 
fmeSy  the  Hyarotis  or  HydraoteSy '  and  the  Hyphajis.    The 
Cophes  carried  along  with  it  into  the  Indus  the  Malamantus^ 
the  Soajiusy  and  the  Garaas  ;  as  the  Aajims  did  the  Tutapus. 
As  for  the  Gangesy  it  was  taken  to  be  the  largeft  river  in  the 
world  by  &traho ;  and  iflued  from  mount  Imausy  the  Mm  Tag 
of  the  moderns,  or  from  an  afcent  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
it.    Pliny  tells  us,  that  nineteen  rivers  emptied  themfelves 
into  the  GangtSy  of  which  the  principal  were  the  lomamsp 
the  Erannobooy  the  CondochateSy  the  C$foagusy  the  SenuSy  the 
Cainay  the  CoJfoanuSy  the  Situcatisy  the  Solomatisj  the  Asm- 
lusy  the  Magoniy  the  Agoranisy  and  the  Omalis.    The  Na* 
madusy  the  NanagunOy  the  PfeudoftomuSy  the  fi^m,  the  5^ 
i>;7»x,  the  ChaberuSy  the  73^fftf,  the  Monday  and  other  obfcure 
rivers  appertaining  to  ///ir^,  mentioned  by  PtoUmyy  we  fluU 
not  here  expatiate  upon,  as  nothing  remarkable  of  them  has 
been  handed  down  to  us  by  any  of  the  antient  geographers  or 
hiftorians  ^

They  may  there* 
fore  be  confidered  as  bearing  (bme  relation  both  to  Indim  and 
Scytbia.  This  vaft  chaio  of  mountains^  which  feparated  the 
hitter  from  the  former,  was  the  fame  as  the  mount  Panur  • 
and  the  Mus  Tag^  or  Imus  Tagy  of  the  prefent  Tartars.  By 
the  hft  of  thefe  Ptolemy  underftands  a  large  ridge  of  moun- 
tains running  from  fouth  to  north,  which  he  calls  the  8$^ 
mantbini ;  but  for  this  he  has  not  a  proper  foundation.  For 
the  true  Inums^  or  Imus  Tag  hends  chiefly  from  eaft  to  weft, 
and  (eparates  a  great  part  of  Kalmuk  Tartary  from  LittU  Buk^ 
baria^  or  the  kingdom  of  Kajbgar.  Ptolemy  likewife  men- 
tions as  belonging  to  this  country  the  mountains  called  Mon» 
Us  Apoeopiy  Sardonicbesy  Bettigus^  VindiuSy  Adifathrusj  and 
l/x^ftfttT,  towards  theG/7^/x.  He  alfo  takes  notice  of  mount  ^(£0- 
andntSj  nount  SepyrruSy  and  mount  DamafuSy  in  India  extra 
Cangem ;  but  none  of  thefe  was  famous  on  account  of  any  re- 
oiarkable  event  that  happened  in  their  neighbourhood.  It 
tnay  not  be  improper  to  obferve  here,  that  in  the  Tartarian 
language  Musy  or  MauSy  to  which  the  Tartars  in  common 
proauncmtion  prefix  the  vowel  I,  fignifies  u*/,  and  Tag  a 
mountain.  Imujiagy  therefore,  denotes  the  icy  or  fnovjy 
mountain  \  and  from  hence  the  corrupt  word  Imaus  deduces 
its  origin.  T1)e  antient  term  fignifying  mountaui  was  Tauy 
or  Taui ;  md  this  is  ftill  added  to  the  proper  names  of  their 
mountains  by  the  Tartars  of  Siberia.  Some  of  the  modern 
Tartars  pronounce  this  Dagy  Daky  Dauy  and  Daui ;  from 
whence  we  may  derive  the  name  of  the  Daciy  a  nation  of 
Scythian  extradion,  who  were  antiently  denominated  not 
only  Daciy  but  Dauiy  as  we  learn  from  Strabo.  In  like  man- 
ner, the  denomination  of  CaucafuSy  that  is,  Cafy  GacOy  or 
Coboy  in  Perjicy  denotes  mountainsy  or  a  mountainous  tra£fy 
as  may  be  evinced  from  feveral  authors  ^. 

We  find  /everal  iflands  in  the  Indian  ocean  taken  notice  of  IJlauds. 
by  the  antients,  which  we  (haO  here  b^  leave  lightly  to  touch 
upon.  Barace  lay  in  the  Sinus  Canthicusy  according  to  Ptolemy  $ 
AClizigerisy  Hepianefioy  Peperinay  Tricadiray  Trinefiay  Leucey 
and  Panigerisy  extended  themfelves  from  thence  to  the  Sinus 
Colchicus  ;  Cory  was  in  the  Simis  Argaricusy  and  under  the 
mouths  of  the  Tyna  Sufuara.  Befides  which,  Arrian  men«- 
tions  aaotber  caUed  Ciuutay  that  feems  to  hzvt  been  fituated

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in  the  principal  mouth  of  the  Indus^  had  feveral  commodious 
ports,  and  was  of  a  very  cooiiderable  extent  *. 

But  the  moft  famous  of  the  Indian  iflands  was  the  Tapro* 
hanit  orTaprobana^  of  theantients,  and  rheCeyUn  of  the 
moderns^  faid  to  be  as  large  as  Britain  bv  Strabo.  Mi* 
la  doubted  whether  it  Was  an  ifland,  or  tne  firft  part  of 
another  world,  the  latter  opinion  having  been  embraced  b/ 
Hipparcbus.  It  was,  however,  confidered  as  an  ifland  hf 
manyr  writers  who  lived  before  Mila^  and  iuiown  to  be  fo  in 
the  time  of  AUxander  the  Great.  The  king  of  this  ifland 
fent  four  embaffadors  to  Claudius^  the  principd  of  which  was 
'  called  Raehia^  who  informed  the  Romans^  that  there  were 
five  hundred  towns  in  Taprobam  $ ,  that  Palafimundus  the  me- 
tropolis had  a  fine  haven,  and  contained  200,000  fouls ;  and 
that  there  was  in  the  ifland  a  lake  375  miles  in  circumference. 
Thev  alfo  related,  that  this  lake  wns  interfperfed  with  feveral 
fmall  iflands,  whofe  foil  was  extremely  fertile  $  and  that  out 
of  it  there  ifliied  two  riven,  one  of  which  named  Palaftmun^ 
dus  difcharged  itfelf  into  the  port  belonging  to  the  city  of  the 
fame  name,  by  three  cbands,  the  largeft  of  which  was  fif- 
teen ftadia  broad,  and  the  fmalleft  five.  The  other  river, 
according  to  them,  had  the  name  of  Cidar  or  Cidara^  and 
moved  in  a  northern  diredion.  They  likewife  affirmed, 
that  the  PremonUrium  Coliacum^  the  nearefl;  part  of  India^ 
^  was  four  days  fail  from  the  coaft  of  Taprobane^  the  ifland  of 
the  Sun  lying  in  the  middle  of  the  pafiage.  h\xt  Ptolemy^  who 
has  given  us  a  prolix  defcription  of  Taprobam^  differs  in  many 
particulars  from  thefe  embafladors.  He  makes  it  to  be  nearer 
,the  coaft  of  India  ;  and  does  not  enumerate  above  thirty 
towns.  He  fays  not  a  word  of  the  lake  Megifia^  nor  of  the 
two  rivers  whofe  courfes  were  defcribed  by  ^zTaprobantan 
minifters.  Nav,  he  pafles  over  in  filence  both  the  town  and 
harbour,  as  well  as  the  river,  called  Palaftmundus.  Such  dif- 
ferent defcrtptions  have  made  fome  learned  men  fufped,  that 
the  Taprobam  of  the  embafladors  and  that  of  PtoUmy  muft 
have  been  different  iflands.  Several  perfons  of  great  erudition 
have  tdken  Sumatra  to  anfwer  to  the  Taprobane  of  the  antients 
better  than  dylon ;  but  the  generality  of  learned  nien  have 
been  of  another  opinion.  Nor  is  it  fo  probable,  that  the  R^^ 
man  and  JUxandrian  merchants  undertook  fo  long  a  voyage 
as  to  the  ifland  of  Sumatra^  for  the  fake  of  commerce,  as 
that  they  failed  to  Ceylon  on  that  account.  But  the  fituation 
of  Taprobane^  as  laid  down  by  Ptolemy ^  fo  nearly  correfponds 
with  that  of  Ceylon^  that  we  cannot  well  doubt  of  the  identity 
of  thofe  iflands  ;  though  that  the  aforeCiid  geographer  has

The  principal  towns  in  this  ifland,  according  to  PuUmj% 
were  Margana  and  J^iafid^  oil  the  weftem  more  \  Odom^ 
Dagana^  a  place  facrtd  to  the  moon,  arid  DUnidHs  in  th« 
fouthem  part ;  Procttrus  oft  the  eafterii  coaft  i  Moduti  Em^ 
f$rittm  and  Talacori  Empormm  on  the  northern  fide  \  and» 
among  the  mediterranean  places,  Anttrcgrdmmum  and  idaa* 
gnmmmm^  two  titles  of  cotinderable  note.  The  mdft  ro* 
fkiarkable  pfomontories  Wer^  the  PrMontvrium  Andrafimundi^ 
the  y^is  PrcfmntbriuMf  the  Avium  Promontormmj  the  Z)f#« 
fnfi  rrtmontmum^  the  Oitaum  PromwUrium^  and  the  JSonum 
jrrotnontorittm  oppofite  to  India.  The  chief  rivers- were  the 
S^ana^  the  Atanusy  and  the  Gakgei.  The  moll  noted  havens 
feem  to  have  been  the  Pridpius  Portus^  the  Mordi  Portus^ 
the  S$lis  PortkSy  the  Rbizola  Portnsy  and  the  Spatana  Portus. 
Amon^  the  principal  bays  or  eulphs,  we  may  rank  the  Pra- 
fodii  StnuSi  which  has  h^ti  placed  by  Ptolemy  on  the  wefterzt 
coafts  of  the  ifland  «. 

Cbllarius  believes^  that  the  tnfula  Solit  of  Pimy  may 
be  confidered  as  the  fame  ifland  with  the  Cory  of  Piolemy  i 
whkh)  if  thofe  authors  are  reconcileiible  with  each  other^ 
nay  poflibly  not  be  very  remote  from  truth.  The  latter  has 
£xed  Bazacata^  a  fmall  ifland,  in  the  Sinus  Gangeticus^  at 
prefent  the  bay  of  Bengali ;  and,  at  a  good  diftance  from  it^ 
10  t  fouthern  diredion,  the  ifland  of  the  Good  Damon.  In 
the  Sinui  Magnus^  now  the  bay  of  Siam^  oppofite  to  the 
country  of  the  Sina^  were  fituated  the  tbreo  IJIaHds  of 
tbi  Satyrs^  and  farther  to  the  fouth  the  auriferous  ifland 
of  labadiusy  whofe  metropolis  was  denominated  Arggntea^ 
or  Tbi  fiher  city.  Some  of  the  old  geographers  mention 
two  iizndM  called  Chfyfi  and  Argyn^  as  lying  between  thtf 
mouths  of  the  Indus  and  the  Ganges  \  but  their  accounts  of  them 
are  lb  confufed  and  indiftinA,  that  they  cannot  be  depended 
upon.  In  fine,  thofe  pietended  iflands  feem  to  bethe  Silver 
ReponmA  Gulden  Region j  otGoldinPeninfula^  above-mentioned^ 
as  has  been  long  fince  hinted  by  the  excellent  Salmajius  ^. 

The  SinJSy  according  to  Ptolemy^  inhabited  a  trad  to  xhtThei^un^ 
caft  of  India ^  behind  we  Sinus  Magnus  \  (b  that^  p/operly /i7^A^

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{peaking^  they  did  not  belong  to  India^  though  they  feem  to 
liave  been  confidered  as  appertaining  to  that  country  by  Cet' 
tarsus.  The  tra£l  they  occupied  was  bounded  on  the  eaft  and 
fouth  by  the  Terra  incognita^    on  the  north  by  Serica^  and  on 
.the  wen  by  India  extra  Gangem*    The  town  of  j/pitbra^ 
near  which  ran  a  river  of  the  fame  name  iiTuing  from  the  5#- 
manthine  mountains,  was  fituated  at  a  finall  diftance  from  the 
confines  of  India.    The  towns  of  Bramma  and  Rabana  ftood 
-near  the  mouths  of  the  rivers  AmbaAm  and  ^enm^  which  dif- 
•charged  themfeWcs  into  the  Sinus  Magnus.    The  Ichthyopba^ 
giy  or  the  Ichthyophagi  £thiopesy  bad  a  diftri^l  affigned  them 
near  the  Line^  and  to  the  fouth  of  them^an  the  river  Cotiares. 
In  a  fouthern  direAion  from  the  Line^  we  likewifemeet  with 
C9€coranagoray  Thime^  Tbina^  or  Sina  Mitropclis^  Catigara^ 
,  and  the  town  of  Saraga.     Acadra^  or  /catbra^  a  mediter- 
ranean town,  had  a  northern  fituation,  andfeems  to  havt 
been  a  place  of  fome  importance.    In  fine,  the  country  of 
the  Sin^  feems  to  have  anfwered  to  the  traft  comprehending 
the  kingdoms  of  Siam^  Laos^  Camhoya^  or  Camiedia^  Tonquin^ 
and  Cocbincbina^  or  at  ieaft  the  moQ  confiderable  part  of  that  tra£(* 
It  is  probable,  that  thb  region  was  antiently called  Sin^  Sim^  and 
SiamyveVxch  feem  to  be  names  very  nearly  related  ;  for,  as  Sina 
was  the  antient  name  of  the  people,  5/Vr,  or  Sim^  was  un-^ 
doubtedly  that  of  the  country ;  and  Siam^  the  prefent  name 
of  a  pretty  laree  part  of  it,  in  found  approaches  vtvf  near  to 
Sim^  or  Stn.    Nor  can  any  thing  material  be  objeded  to  this, 
except  the  fituation  of  Serica^  bounding  the  country  of  the 
Sina  on  the  north,  which  feme  may  poffibly  place  at  a  very 
confiderable  diftance  from  the  eaftern  extremity  of  India  tx* 
tra  Gangem.      However,   we  cannot  bdieve,  that  there  is 
^  the  Ieaft  foundation  for  fuch  an  opinion.     M.  Bayer ^  indeed, 

aflerts  the  Seres  to  have  been  feated  in  the  interior  part  of 
India  intra  Gangem^  and  confequently  nearer  the  frontieri  of 
ferfia^  than  thofe  of  Cbina.  But  this  notion,  in  fupport  of 
which  he  has  not  offered  fo  much  as  a  fingle  argument,  our 
leaders  will  find  overthrown  in  the  hifiory  of  the  Cbinefe: 
.  Most  of  the  mountains  of  India  were  covered  with  trees 
that  bore  a  vaft  quantity  and  variety  of  fruits.  The  delightful 
^  plains,  with  which  thiscountryaboundedy  were  vetyfpacious  and 

fhiitfuk.Thericbnefs  of  their  Ibil  wasincredible,theiratmo(jphere 
pure  and  balfamic,  and  the  rivers  with  vi^hich  they  were  inter* 
fe&ed  inexpr^bly  picafant  and  fertilming.  h  is  no  wonder, 
therefore,  that  the  Indians  bad  two  harvcfis  in  a  year  ;  that

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the  region  they  inhabiced  produced  a  vanety  oY  animals  of  uh« 
conuncm  ftiengtb  and  beauty ;  and  that  their  country  (being 
animated  by  a  proper  quantity  of  the  folar  rays)  (hould  have 
beoi  in  reality  a  fecond  paradife.  The  elephants  of  India  ex- 
celled all  others,  and  particularly  thofe  of  Africa,  Some  of 
them  were  immenfely  large^  and,  after  being  trained  up  in  a 
proper  manner^  behaved  with  inconceivable  dexterity  in  an 
^  engagement.  The  woods  abounded  with  great  pleAty  and 
variety  of  game ;  as  alfo  with  animals  that  were  hot  elfewhere 
to  be  found.  As  for  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  they  were  well 
Aored  with  gold,  filver,  and  precious  ftones.  The  men  and 
animala  are  fiiid  to  have  been  of  a  larger  fize  than  in  other 
countries,  nature  feeming  here  to  be  in  her  bloom^  and  utmoft 
vigour.  But  of  aO  diefe  particulars,  and  many  more,  our 
readers  onay  expefi  a  fall  and  minute  account,  when  we  come 
to  the  modem  hiftory  of  the  Indians '. 

As  the  Imrits  here  prefcribed  will  not  permit  us  to  expa-  CMri^fi- 
tiate  largely  upon  the  curiofities  of  this  country,  a  defcription  *i*s. 
of  which  woiHd  form  a  confiderab]e  volume.  We  (hall  only 
exhibit  to  our  readers  the  following,  which  are  fome  of  the 
principal  of  them.     i.  A  fpecies  of  amphibious  animals  pro- 
duced on  the  coaft  of  Taprobane,  fome  of  Which  refembled 
an  horfe,  others  an  ox,  and  others  other  creatures  ftrangers 
to  the  watry  element^  called  whales  by  Strabo.     2.  The  fiir- 
prifing  inundations  of  the  Acefmes^  and  other  rivers,  whofc 
waters,  about  the  time  of  the  fummer  folftice,  rofe  forty  cu- 
bits hi^,  and  overflowed  all  the  neighbouring  plains,  according 
to  fever  J  authors.     3.  The  northern  rains  fwelling  the  rivers 
of  India  in  the  &me  manner  that  the  fouthern  (bowers  do  the 
Nile.     4*  A  defert  of  vaft  extent,  containing  above  a  thou* 
fand  cities,  villages,  and  towns,  which  had  been  abandoned 
by  their  inhabitants,  upon  the  Indus'^  changing  its  chaneK 
5.  The  fine  linen  and  (3k  made  in  this  country,  which  were 
highly  valued  by  the  antients.    6.  The  reed  or  cane  producing 
a  fort  of  natural  honey,  which  was  endued  with  an  intoxi- 
cating quality.     7.  A  tree,  defcribed  by  Onejicritm^  growing 
in  the  territories^  of  the  Muficani^  one  of  the  fouthern  parts 
of  India  J    Whofe  boughs,   after  they  had  afcended  to  the 
height  of  tvvelve  cubits,  grew  downwards,  and  took  root  in 
the  earth  ;  whf ch  courfe  they  continued  till  they  had  formed 
a  fort  of  long  booth  or  arbour  refembling  a  tent  or  pavilion 
Supported  by  pillars,    i*  Some  Indian  trees  of  a  moft  enor- 
mous fize;  every  one  of  which  afforded  (belter  to  four  hun- 
dred horfcmcn.    9.  A  fmall  tree,  or(hrub,  that  had  cods  like

ground  that  required  not  the  Icaft  cultivation*  ii«  The  great 
number  of  medicinal  plants,  of  various  qualities  and  coloun» 
many  of  which  were  not  to  be  found  in  any  other  re- 
gion. 12.  The  cinnamon-tree,  ihrub  bearing  variety  of  fpike-* 
nard,  herbs,  flowers,  dru^,  &c.  the  produce  of  the  fouth- 
em  parts  of  India.  13.  The  vaft  number  of  apes  or  mon* 
kies,  in  a  wood  near  the  city  of  Nscaa^  which  upon  Alixan* 
der^s  approach  drew  up  in  order  of  battle,  infomuch  that  the 
Macedonians  took  them  for  a  body  of  regular  troops,  and  be- 

¥m  to  make  the  proper  difpofitions  for  an  engagement.    But 
axilusy  who  aff  that  time  attended  Alexander^  by  difcovering 
to  them  what  (brt  of  an  enemy  this  was,  put  an  end  to  the 
alarm.    Thefe  apes  were  taken  two  ways.    Firft,  the  hunters 
cf  diem  filled  large  difiies  with  water,  and  placed  them  near 
the  trees  the  apes  had  pofted  themfelves  upon,  and,  in  the 
fight  of  thofe  animals,  waded  their  eyes  \  afterwards  they 
put  fome  vifcous  matter  into  the  diflies,  inftead  of  the  water, 
and  then  retired.    As  thefe  animals,  therefore,  are  great  mi* 
mics,  they  no  fooner  obferved  the  coaft  to  be  clear,  than 
they  came  down  from  the  trees,  and,  attempting  to  wafh 
their  eyes  as  the  hunters  before  had  done,  they  blinded  them- 
felves, and  were  eafily  taken.    Secondly,   the  fame  hunteia 
at  other  times  put  on  a  fort  of  fackorbudget,fomewhatre(em« 
bling  trowfes,  in  the  fight  of  the  apes,  and  left  others  for  thofe 
animab,  hairy  within,  and  befineared  with  fuch  vifcous  mat- 
tor  as  that  already  mentioned,  which  they  putting  on,  were 
thereby  rendered  incapable  of  making  their  efcape.     14.  The 
prodigious  quantitv  of  foi&Ie  fait,  dug  out  of  a  mountain  m 
the  kingdom  of  Sopithes^  fufficient  to  fupplv  all  India  with 
that  commodity.     15.  The  rich  gold  and  filver  mines  men- 
tioned by  Strabo.     16.  The  famous  breed  of  dogs  in  the  kins* 
dom  of  Sopithes^  of  which  that  prince  gave  150  to  Alixandgr 
the  Great.    Four  of  thefe,  in  the  fight  of  Alexander  and  &- 
pitbesj  were  fet  upon  a  lion,  and  proved  a  match  for  him. 
In  the  middle  of  the  conflid,  Sopitbes  commanded  one  of 
them  to  have  a  thigh  cut  off  gradually,  in  order  to  force  him 
to  leave  the  lion  ;  but  this  did  not  oblige  him  to  quit  his 
hold.     17;  The  numerous  inftances  of  longevity  among  the 
Indians  and  the  Seres^  many  of  them  attaining  to  an  hundred 
and  thirty,  and  feveral  to  two  hundred  yean  of  agf.     i8.  The 
tigers  in  the  country  of  the  Prafii^  as  big  again  as  a  lion» 
aro  of  fuch  ftrength,  that  one  of  them,  with  his  hinder  paw, 
could  eafily  feize  upon,  and  drag  to  him,  a  large  mule.    19.  A 
fpedei  of  monkies  bigger  than  dogs  of  the  largeft  fixe,  all 
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over  white,  except  the  fiice,  which  ^as  black  ;  though  fome* 
times  the  face  wai  white,  and  every  other  part  black.  Their 
taib  were  above  two  cubits  long.  They  were  extremely  mild 
and  barmlefe,  never  playing  any  mtfcbievpus  tricks.  20.  The 
foiEle  fiones  of  the  colour  of  frankincenfe,  fweeter  than  ho«-  a 

jiey  itfclf.  21.  The  ferpents  two  CMbiis  long,  with  wings 
like  bats,  that  flew  about  in  the  night,  and  emitted  fomd 
poifonous  drops,  which  made  the  bodies  of  thofe  animals  theylell 
upon  to  putrify.  22.  An  uncommon  and  furprifing  fpecies 
of  very  large  flying  fcorpions,  that  greatly  infefted  Tome  part* 
oi  India.  23.  A  monftrous  and  incredibly  ftrong  breed  of 
dogs,  that  could  hold  faft  even  a  bull  or  a  lion,  aini  were  fo 
fierce,  that  their  eyes  fometimes  fell  out  of  their  heads,  after 
they  had  fattened  upon  thofe  animals.  Thefe  creatures  would' 
bive  been  cut  to  pieces,  rather  than  let  go  their  bold,  as  will 
the  true  bull-dogs  here  in  England.  However,  the  Indians 
could  difengage  them,  by  pouring  water  into  their  noftrils, 
as  we  learn  from  Strabo.  24.  The  water  of  the  river  Silia^ 
or  Sllias^  which  was  of  fuch  a  nature,  that  nothing  could 
fwim  upon  it.  25.  The  natural  honev  flowing  from  reeds 
or  canes,    called  f^iKt  rUtudiMtm  znd  (rAKx<ta  by  Arrian. 

26.  A  fpecies  of  ferpents  that  were  fliort,  black,  had  beads 
like  thofe  of   dragons,   and    eyes  of  the  colour  of  blood, 

27.  The  pearl-fi(bery  in  the  fouthem  part  of  India^  not  far 
from  the  promontory  at  prefent  going  under  the  denomination 
of  cape  Comorin.    28.  The  diamonds,  pearls,  carbuncles,  and

The  lions,  panthers,  rhinoceros's,  c^« 
melopardales  or  camel-pandiers,  fphinges  or  marmofets,  cy« 
nocephali  or  larger  kind  of  baboons,  crocotta  or  lion-wolves, 
and  the  dragons  of  an  immenfe  fize  taken  notice  of  by  Strabo. 
34.  Irbe  borfes  with  a  fingte  horn  in  their  foreheads,  or  uni« 
corns,  with  the  heads  of  ftags.    35.  The  rivers  that  abounded 
with  particles  of  gold,  and  enabled  the  neighbouring  Zrt« 
dians   to  pay  the    taxes  and  duties  impofed   upon   thcm«

J^tiquity.  'TP  HOUGH  the  Indi(ms  have  been  already  deduced  from 
-^  Japhet  in  a  former  part  of  this  work,  yet  we  would  there 
be  underftood  of  only  a  part  of  that  nation.  For,  though  it 
may  be  allowed,  that  fome  of  them  were  defcended  from  Ma- 
gog  the  fon  of  Jafhit^  in  conjunction  with  the  Tartars  anci 
Ckinife^  yet  it  is  likewife  probable,  that  many  of  themfprung 
from  the  other -fons  of  Noah.  That  Elam  fettled  in  the  coun- 
try afterwards  called  Pirfia^  has  been  fully  proved  ;  fo  that 
many  of  his  defcendents  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  pufhed  far- 
ther eaftwards,  and  particularly  into  the  nearer  eaftern  regions,  ' 
of  which  India  was  one^  Some  of  the  pofterity  of  Cujhy  if 
not  their  great  progenitor  himfelf,  feat^d  themfelves  in  that

We  may,  thermre,  reafonably  enough 
prtfiffiie,  that  tbo  deieeadema  of  Sbsm  and  Ham^  as  well  as 
tbofe  of  yapbii^  contribnttd  towards  peopling  the  vaft  conti- 
nent of  iniia  K 

Thji  Miam^  like  other  nations,  boafted  of  too  high  an 
aBticmily»  as  wc  learn  from  PHny.  They  pretended,  according^ 
to  that  aotbois  tohave.hsd  a  feries  of  an  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  king^  betwera  Bacchus  and  AkxanJir  fbi  Great ^  who- 
rei^aed  fSovc  five  tboufimd  four  hundred  years.  But  neither' 
iV/iTf ,  Dor  any  other  aniient  writer,  has  ventured  to  give  us 
a  lift  or  catalogue  of  thofe  kings.  Such  a  notion  as  this 
muft  be  allowwl  to  be  not  only  repugnant  to  facred  writ,  but 
to  the  whole  flream  of  genuine  profane  antiquity,  and  par* 
ticularly  so  Heredeitts  the  fkther  of  hiftory  b. 

BuTy  whoever  were  the  firft  planters  of  this  region,  it 
could  not  have  been  peopled  till  long  after  Perfia^  or  Elam^ 
had  been  fiificteatly  cultii^ated,  and  a  confiderable  number  of 
agps  after  AJfyria^  and.the  other  countries  ad^ning  to  Ararat^ 
h^  been  planted.  This,  h  To  apparent  both  from  Scripture, 
and  die  nature  of  things,  th^  it  will  not  admit  of  a  difpute* 
For,  according  to  Scripture,  the  Indians  were  fo  obfture  a 
nation,  that  tSc^  were  not  known  to  the  7>c«r  before  the^ 
captivity,  though  tbePerfians  not  kmg  after  mat  event  ereAed* 
a  moA  puiflant  empire  ;  and,  according  to  the  courfe  of  na*- 
tiir^  the  different  parts  jof  the  earth  muft  have  been  peopled 
foone^  or  later  in  proportion  to  their  diftances  from  that  fpot 
on  which  the  firft  men  fettled.  Nothing,  therefore,  in  ab« 
furdity  can  equal  the'  fyftem  of  Cufias^  who  firft  makes  the 
monarchy  of  AJJyria  ta  have  had  a  greaternumber  of  fubjeds 
than  almoft  any  that  has  ever  yet  b^n  formed,  at  a  time  when 
that  regbn  muft  have  been  very  thinly  peopled;  and  then  re- 
pieGmts  India  as  more  formidaUe  »id  populous  at  the  fame  time 
than  that  monardiy.  It  is,  therefore,  to  us  matter  of  wonder, 
that  the  bulk  of  the  learned,  till  of  late,  fliould  have  come 
into  that  ridiculous  fyftem ;  though  we  are  not  at  all  fur-

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prifed,  that  it  ffaouM  have  t>een  ^lodcd  by  (b  (etraed^  'nor 
partial,  and  judicious  a  writer  as  Str4ib$  ^* 
Qivtru'        With  regard  to  the  government  of  the  IiuBimfj  wt  Iball 
1^^*         not  be  here  prolix.    That  it  was  of  the  fame  kind  with  that 
of  the  moA  antient  Numidians^  Arahsj  TarUPs^  and  CUmfi^ 
we  have  no  reafon  to  doubt.    The  Iniiam^  for  feveralagett 
*     like  tbofe  nations,  bad  many  petty  princes  among  them,  who 
c^rcired  a  ibvereign  authority,  till  at  laft  they  found  tbemfelvcs 
cUiged  tofubmittoothers  that  were  more  powerful,orelfevoliin* 
tafily  united  themrdves  under  fudi  beads,  to  Fepel  all  foreign 
invaders.  So  feveral  little  fovereigns  feem  to  haveeleAed  Cht^ 
4^laomet  to  prefide  over  them,  though  fome  of  thefe  aftcr^ 
wards,  without  any  juft  caufe,  withdrew  their  allegiance  from 
him ;  for  which  reafon,  the  Scripture  fays  they  rebelled.    In 
like  manner  the  Etrufcans  had  twelve  lucumo's }  but  over 
them  prefided  a  chief,  whofe  orden  they  obeyed  on  aU  extra- 
ordinary  occafions.    Nay,  that  this  kind  of  government  pre- 
vailed in  Indta^  wlien  AUxander  thi  Grtai  invaded  that  cdnntry, 
miy  be  inferred  from  Arrian^  Cwrtius^  and  Strata.    NqT)  if 
we  remember  right,  was  the  greateft  part  of  this  vaft  regtoii 
ever  reduced  under  the  obedience  of  one  prince,  till  the  reign 
of  SandrocoituSf   However,  the  princes  or  kings,  among  wboni 
India  was  antiently  divided,  feem  to  have  ruled  with  an 
abfolute  fway,  fince  they  were  the  fole  proprietors  of  all 
the  lands  under  their  refpeAive  jurifdidions,   as  we  are  in- 
formed by  DiodoTMf  and  Strabo.    Hiere  wereieveral  republics 
Ijkewife  in  this  country^  at  the  time  of  Akxandtr^t  invaAon. 
The  Indians^  as  well  as  the  Chimje^  confined  thcmfelvea  to 
their  own  country,  and  always  kept  tbemMves  unmixed  with 
foreigners ;  fo  that  it  is  no  wonder  they  (hould  have  been  go- 
verned by  Indian  princes,  for  the  moft  part,  till  the  timeof  Sarn 
df^cottus.  For,  even  fuppofing  Bacehns^  or  &/2rr,  to  have  made 
fo  rapid  a  progrels  in  the  reduSion  of  If^a^  asyve  are  told  he  did 
by  Diodorus  Siculus ;  yet  it  does  not  appear  from  hiftory,  that  any 
confiderablepart  of  tbatreeion  was  ever  thoroughly  fubdued  by, 
and  much  lefi  contimied  k>r  any  time  in  a  ftate  of  fervitude 
to,  the  Egyptians.    Several  kings  reigned  here  in  the  time  of 
Mexandir  the  Quat^  though  fome  of  thofe  princes  were  then 
very  powerful,  and  made  a  noble  (bnd  againft  that  conqueror. 
Nor  have  all  the  moft  confiderable  Rajahs  of  this-  vaft  trad 
been  fubjugated  by  the  Moguls  themlelves  till  within  thefe  few 
years,  as  will  b^  feen  in  the  modem  hiftory  of  the  Indians  <

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That  the  antient //lifaffi  had  feveral  falutary  laws,  zf-lmos. 
pears  from  what  we  have  obferved  of  the  Catheansy  in  the 
biftofy  of  the  Tartars^  and  may  be  fiirthcr  evinced  from  fome 
good  authors.  But  as  the  limits  here  prefcribed  will  not  per* 
rait  us  to  be  very  copious  on  this  head,  we  diall  at  prefent 
only  mention  the  following^  which  are  fome  of  the  principal 
of  them.  I.  The  Indians  vrere^  by  a  particular  law,  divided 
fato  feven  dafles,  or  orders  of  men,  as  we  learn  from  Diodi^ 
TMs  and  Strah$.  The  firft  of  thcfe  were  the  philofopbcrs,  who 
were  but  few,  in  comparifon  of  the  reft.  TTjey  admitted 
thoTe  wbo  aflUled  in  offering  the  facrifices  into  their  private 
aflemUies,  and  the  kings  themfeKes  feem  to  have  prefided  in 
dieir  great  convention,  as  we  (hall  prefently  have  occafion  to 
obferve*  The  fecond  were  the  bufbandmen,  a  very  numerous 
and  upright  body  of  men.  The  fhephcrds  and  hunters  formed 
^e  third  dafi,  and  were  Ukewife  pretty  confidcrablc.  Arti- 
ficers and  mechanics,  and  particularly  thofe  who  fabricated 
arms,  conftruAed  ibips,  &r.  made  up  the  fourth.  The  fifth 
diTifion  was  compofed  of  niilitary  men,  who  i|i  time  of  peace 
bad  a  place  affigned  them  to  rcfid^  in,  and  a  proper  allowance 
granted  tfaem^  by  the  prince  they  fcrvcd.  The  fixth  order 
^onfiAed  of  officen  who  were  employed  by  the  king,  or  his 
inioiftry,  to  infpeA  the  aAions  and  conduA  of  the  people, 
;ind  maike  a  private  report  to  him  of  their  di(boveries.  The 
leventh  divifion  was  fomied  by  the  king's  prfvy-council,  from 
whence  juftice  was  diftributed  throughout  the  whole  commu- 
nity,  and  that  in  the  moft  equitable  manner.  2.  By  2l  par- 
tieular  taw,  the  philofophers  were  injoined  to  repair  to  the 
lung's  palace  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  there  to  pro- 
duce all  their  compofitioRs,  obfervations,  and  predi^ions,  re- 
lating either  to  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  animals,  or  the  com- 
aipnwealtb.  After  any  one  of  them  had  been  proved  guilty 
of  faUhood  or  ignorance,  three  times,  he  was  filenced  for 
life  ;  but  the  others  were  exempted  from  taxes,  and  held  in 
the   higheft  veneration.  -  3.  The  huibandmen  were  never  ' 

prefled,  or  obliged  to  uke  on  in  the  king's  fervice  i  which 
was  but  reafonable,  as  they  tilled  the  ground  for  the  king^ 
who  was  the  fole  proprietor  of  it,  and  who  received  from 
tbem  the  fourth  part  of  the  prodMce  of  it.  4.  No  private 
perfon  was  permitted  to  bripg  up  either  an  horfe,  or  an  ele- 
pfaant  5.  All  tbofe  animals  belonged  to  the  king  of  the  coun* 
try  in  which  they  were  produced.  6.  The  privy-counfejiors 
were  not  permitted  to  marry  in  a  lower  family,  nor  to  apply 
tliemfelves  to  more  branches  of  bufineis  at  once,  except  they 
were  philofophers.  7.  Every  Indian  convided  of  giving  in 
^  eraleace  was  punilhcd  in  the  extregie  parts  of  the  body.

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8.  If  anj  perfon  deprived  another  of  a  limb,  he  did  ftot  only 
forfeit  the  fame  part  hinfifelF,  but  had  likewife  hb  hand  cut  off*  | 
and  to  render  ufelefs  either  the  hand  or  eye  of  an  artificery 
was  confidered  as  a  capital  crime.     9.  Tlie  woman  that  killed 
a  drunken  Jcing,  was  married  to  his  fuccefTor  ;  from  whence 
we  may  conclude,  (hat  drunkennefs  was  looked  upon  as  an 
enormous  vice  among  them.

JUUgion.     '  The  prinptpal  objeAs  of  religious  woribip  among  the  /»• 
d^ns^  in  the  easier  ages,  were  Jupitit^  otjvpiur  Amnun^ 
a|id  Bacchta'ijfi  which  they  agreed  with  thtifgyfuansy  Jrais^, 
and  other  natlbns*    HercuUs  and  Pluhi  had  likewiie  divine^ 
honours  paid  them.    The  Indians  alfo  worfbipied  a  deity  re*

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prefenting  Ju^ter  iPluviaUs^  Pan^  the  river  Ganga^  and  a 
fort  of  gods  anfwering  to  itkc  J)ii  IndigeUs  of  the  Romans* 
Tbefe  were  a  kind  of  Geniif  or  inferior  deities,  that  were  in 
lygh  rqnite  all  over  India.    Their  power  was  fuppofed  to 
cxtefid  over  this  lower  world,  and  in  particular  over  man.   A 
belief  of  die  exiftenceof  thefe  fpirjts  is  of  great  antiquity,  and 
feems  Id  have  bad  itsfource  from  a  difguifed  and  (£}  corrupted 
todition  of  the  rebellion  of  the  fallen  angels,  fmce  many  of 
the  Ginii  were  reprefented  as  ludicrous,  imprudent,  and  wicked 
beingi.     Some  of  the  later  Platcnijis  have  allotted  two  Genii^ 
a  good  and  a  bad  one,  to  every  perfon,  whofe  condu^  they 
thought  was  influenced  by  them.    The  good  Genius  had  the 
dencunination  of  Lar  among  the  Romans^  and  the  evil  one 
Aat  of  Larva,  according  to  Servius.    They  were  fuppofed 
to  have  their  r^ence  in  the  atmofphere  that  furroUnds  this 
temupieous  globe,  and  even  fome  of  them  upon  the  earth 
itieif.    Be  diSit  as  it  will,  the  notion  of  good  and.  evil  Ginii 
if  of  (b  great  antiquity,  that  it  will  be  extremely  difficult  to 
tcace  out  its  original  ^« 

Whatever,  fpecies  of  idolatry  might  at  firft  have  pre-  . 
vailed  among  the  Indians j  it  is  probable,  that,  after  Cambyfcs 
conquered  JSgyPh  ^  pnefls,  being  obliged  to  abandon  that 
country,  fiMind  their  way  into  //i^/a,  where  they  planted  and 
propagated  the  Egyptian  fuperftition.  This  has  been  fet  in  a 
clear  light  by  Kircber,  who  extends  the  obfervation  even  tot 
Tartary  and  China.  The  hieroglyphic  reprefentations  of  the 
Egyptian  deities,  which  the  afore&id  priefta  introduced  ipto 
this  vaft  region,  undoubtedly  gave  birth  to  thofe  monftrous 
figures,  or  images,  of  their  falfe  gods,  that  ftill  in  India  are 
the  objeds  of  suloration.  As  a  farther  demonftration  of  what 
is  here  advanced,  it  may  be  obferved,  that  the  Indians  ftill 
preserve  fome  traces  of  the  worfhip  of  IJis  and  Ofirisj  that  an* 
tieotly  prevailed  among  the  Egyptians  8.

Thb  Brahmansy  Braebmans^  or  phtlofoptMrsy  weie  not  onlr 
the  priefts  of  the  Indians^  but  likewife  the  principal  coiuilidf- 
lors  and  direfiors  of  their  kings,  ts  we  learn  from  Diodorut 
and  Strabo.  They,  therefore,  ferved  their  country  both  in  a 
civil  and  religious  capacity,  as  did  the  Magi  among  the  Pir^- 
flans.  Diodirus  fays,  that  the  Indians  looked  upon  tbeie 
Brahnums  as  the  ereateft  favourites  of  heaven,  and  as  men 
who  were  perfeAfy  acquainted  with  every  thing  that  pofled 
in  the  infernal  regions,  or  related  to  the  kingdom  of  rha§. 
That  they  bore  the  principal  fway  in  everv  part  of  InJsa 
where  they  were  fettled,  appean  from  the  beft  writers  among 
the  antients,  who  have  taken  any  notice  of  them  ^. 

However,  the  Gretk  and  Latin  audiors  have  not  all 
entertained  the  fame  fentiments  of  tbefe  Indian  fages«  Tbef 
Inve  been  confidered  as  diftind  from  the  Gymnafiphifts  by 
Ptolemy^  who  places  the  Brachmans^  whom  he  calls  A^gi^  in 
a  fouthern  diftrid  of  India^  between  the  rivers  Sclmus  and 
Chaberusy  not  far  from  the  fea ;  whereas  he  afigns  the 
Gymmfiphijis  a  fituation  in  the  oortb-eaftern  part  of  that 
country,  near  the  weftern  bank  of  the  Ganges.  On  the 
contrary,  that  the  Gyrnnofopbijls  were  divided  into  two 
branches  or  feds,  the  Brachmans  and  the  Germana^  we  find 
aflerted  by  Megafthgms  in  Strah.  DisdoruSf  in  one  place, 
Iriakes  die  Phmfopbers  of  India^  who  were  the  Brachmans  of 
Megafthmis^  to  have  correfponded,  in  a  ^reat  meafure,  with 
the  priefts  of  other  nations.  Whereas,  m  another  paflage, 
be  confiders  them  as  a  feparate  nation,  feA,  or  body  of 
men,  fettled  in  one  particular  part  of  India.  Arrian  fixes 
the  Brachmans  among  the  Malli  and  the  Muficani  \  and  PUmy 
oiakes  the  word  Brachman  to  have  been  the  furname  of  many 
nations.  Porphyry  affirms  the  Gymnofopbifts  to  have  been  di- 
vided into  two  feds,  the  Brachmans  and  the  Samanai ;  and 
that,  of  the  Brachmans^  fome  lived  in  a  mountainous  trad^ 
and  others  about  the  Ganges.  Arrian^  JpnUins,  Clemens  Alex^ 
andrinus^  and  Plutarch^  difier  in  feveral  particulars  relating  to 
thefe  Indian  (ages  \  though  they  all  feem  to  agree  in  cele- 
brating their  love  of  divine  wifdom,  their  knowlege,  their 
abfteaiiou3  way  of  life,  and  fingular  temperance,  in  fine,  their 
contempt  of  all  the  good,  as  well  as  bad,  things  of  thia

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world,  £>  much  defired,  or  dreaded,  by  the  bulk  of  oian* 
kifidi. 

We  btve  neither  time  nor  indinatioo  to  tranfcribe  ererf 
thing  that  has  been  related  of  the  Brahmans  by  die  antientt  ; 
oor  would  thi8,  if  tranfcribedt  be  of  any  real  adraintage  to 
our  readers.  For,  as  has  been  obferved,  the  Greek  and  i^ 
mam  writers,  when  fpeaking  of  then),  differ  in  feveral  parti« 
culars ;  which  rather  tends  to  confound  and  perplex,  thaa 
inform  and  inftrud»  thofe  that  perufe  them.  What,  there- 
fore, we  have  to  (ay  farther  of  them,  fhall  be  comprifed  in 
few  words.  They  were  not  fo  much  a  diftinA  nation,  or 
particular  da(s  of  philofophen,  as  a  tribe  or  fet  of  men,  or 
rather  a  numerous  family,  descended  from  one  common  an- 
oeftor,  different  from  the  progenitors  of  the  people  among 
whom  thejr  lived.  They  were  a  body  of  men  that  we  may 
confider  as  fimikur  to  the  Fabian^  Cermlian^  Ctaudian^  &c. 
fimilies  in  antient  Romey  deducing  their  origin  from  Brahma^ 
the  firft  of  die  diree  beings  whom  God  created,  and  by  whofe 
means  he  afterwards  formed  the  world,  according  to  the  mo- 
dem Brabmansy  but  in  reality  the  patriarch  Abraham.  For, 
Aat  Brahma  (iKiuld  be  the  oupreme  Being,  as  M.  Baytr  af* 
fens,  lis  too  abfurd  to  be  fuppofed  ;  and  that  be  "992%  Abraham^ 
has  beoi  allowed  by  fome  of  the  beft  JevAjh  writers,  as  well 
as  Sbahreftaniy  an  Arab  author  of  good  repute.  Dr.  Hyd4 
likewtfe  offers  fuch  reafom  in  defence  of  this  notion,  as  can* 
not  eaiily  be  overturned  K 

PosTBLLUs  takes  thefe  Brahmans  to  have  been  dercended 
from  Abraham  by  his  wife  Keturahy  and  believes  that  ^ 
true  religion  prevailed  long  among  them;  and,  indeed,  from 
the  accounts  ^en  us  of  them  by  the  antients,  it  feems  to 
appear,  that  tbey  acknowleged  one  Supreme  Being,  and  a 
hiturc  ttsLtt  of  rewards  and  puniihments.  Nays  it  farther 
appears  from  thofe  accounts,  that  fome  of  them  wor(hiped 
this  Supreme  Being  with  great  fervency  and  devotion,  prayed

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ooiiftantly  to'him,  and  defpifed  every  thing  in  this  worid  for 
his  fake4  Be  that  as  it  will,  they  were  celebrated  all  over  the 
antient  world  for  their  wifdom  and  aufterity  of  life^  and  pro- 
pofed  as  a  pattern  for  imitation  to  nations  of  greater  politeneft 
than  the  Indium.  Pythagoras  ftudied  their  dodrine  aiid  man- 
ners, and  received  bis  notion  of  the  tranfmigration  of  fouls, 
or  metempfychofis,  from  them.  If  what  b  here  advanced  be 
admitted,  it  will  be  an  additional  argument  in  favour  of  the 
'migration  of  foniie  ofShem's  defcendents  into  India  ;  and  like- 
wife  prove,  that  the  Abrahamic  religion  prevailed,  at  leaft  for 
many  ages,  in  that  remote  country.  A  famous  BrahmaHjlnsLmed 
Behergtr^  communicated  to  the  Mohammedans^  whofe  religton 
he  embraced,  the  Jmberthkendy  which  contains  the  dodnnes 
of  the  Indians.  The  modern  Brahmans  fay,  that  Brahma 
left  to  the  Indians  the  four  books  which  they  call  Bithy  or 
Bed^  in  which  all  the  fciences,  and  all  the  ceremonies  of  re- 
ligion, are  comprifed ;  and  for  this  reafon  they  reprefent  that 
fuppofed  deity  with  four  heads.  Some  of  the  antients  in<^ 
timatc,  that  they  thought  it  highly  criminal  to  deprive 
any,  even  the  moft  inconflderable,  animal  of  life  ;  in  which 
*  they  are  followed  by  the  modern  Brahmans,  They  formerly 
affumed  to  themfelves  the  prerogative  of  teaching  and  in- 
ftrudling  others  ;  they  differed  from  the  Gymnofopmjisj  and 
Jpartlcularly  the  Samanai,  in  this,  that  they  were  all  of  the 
fame  family  (a  Brahman  muft  have  been  born  a  Brahman)^ 
whereas  the  others  might  have  belonged  to  any  family,  or 
Indian  tribe.  But,  as  this  family  ftill  exifts,  we  flnll  expatiate 
more  largely  upon  the  prefent  topig  in  the  modern  hiftory  of 
the  Indians  *.  "  , 

Cufiom.  Some  of  the  moft  remarkable  iuftoms  of  the  Indians  will 
tnerit  a  place  here ;  and  fuch  were  the  following,  i.  The 
Indians,  and  particularly  the  Oxydraca^  celebrated  the  fcafts 
of  Bacchus  in  a  pompous  manner  j  and  their  princei  imitated 
the  order  of  that  conqueror's  march  into  India^  till  Alex* 
ander*%  invaflon  of  that  country.  2.  According  to  Diodorus 
SiculuSy  the  Indians  had  their  firft  harveft  about  the  fummer 
folftice,  and  their  fecond  a  little  before  the  beginning  of  the 
winter.  3.  They  extracted  vaft  quantities  of  a  fweet  fubftancc 
from  a  cane,  probably  the  fame  as  the  modern  fugar-cane^ 
which  Arrian  calls  the  honey  of  reeds y  and  fugar.  4.  The 
Catbeans  always  chofe  the  mofl  handfome  perfon  among  them

t>f  the  Iniiani  painted  their  beards  with  a  rarietj  of  vivid 
cdonrt,  wbidi  they  took  to  be  very  graceful  and  omamental* 
*6.  The  Muficam^  in  their  frugality,  manner  of  eating,  and 
other  points,  'refembled  the  Lacedammians.    7,  Many  of  the 
Indtam  made  no  ufe  of  gold  and  iihrer,  though  their  country 
abounded  wkh  them*    8.  They  did  not  apply  themfdves  to 
the  nulftary  art,  which  they  confidered  as  unlawful,  ift  de* 
ftmfiive  of^  the  repofe  and  tranquillity  of  mankind.    ^.  The 
ihepherde  and  inters  lived  in   tents,  not  approaching  the 
dries  and  towAlii,  and  were  maintained  at  the  king's  expence. 
10.    They  had  a  particular  mediod  of  hunting  elephants, 
which  has  been  described  at  large  by  Strabo.    lu  Though 
fome  writers  make  the  Indian  kings  the  fole  proprietors  of  all 
the  horfes  and  elephants  in  their  dominions,  yet  others  are  of 
a  dtferent  opinion,  and  aflert  the  Indians  to  have  yoked  them 
as  they  did  camels,  and  that  a  ^  lover  could  not  have  made  hi^ 
miftrefs  a  more  acceptable  prefent  than  an  elephant.    12.  The 
£phori^  or  officers  who  iofpefled  the  people's  condu^,  ar- 
rived at  the  knowlege  of  many  fecret  tranlkaions  by  the 
affiftance  of  feveral  ftrumpets,  whom  they  employed  to  get 
tfaem  intelligence,  both  in  tities  and  camps.     13.  They  kept 
the  highways  in  good  repair,  and  at  the  end  of  every  ten  fla^ 
dia  eroded  a  fort  of  pillar,  which  pointed  out  to  travelers  the 
dt£Fcrent  roads,  and  the  diftances  of  places  from  one  another* 
14.  They  had  officers,  whofe  bufinefs  it  was  to  take  care, 
diat  the  rivers  were  kept  clean,  and  confined  within  their 
banks  \  that  the  people  were  duly  fupplied  with  water,  and 
had  the  lands  properly  divided  amongft  them,  as  in  Egypt  ; 
that  the  hunters,  farmers,  and  artificers,  did  their  duty ;  and 
that  the  king's  revenue  was  regularly  collefted.  15.  They  paid 
a  gre^t  r^ard  to  (Irangers,  and  had  perfons  whofe  fole  em^- 
ployment  was  to  fupply  them  with  every  thing  they  wanted, 
bodi  in  fickntfs  and  in  health.    i6«  The  officers  appointed  to 
regulate  every  thing  relating  to  the  government  of  their  ci* 
ties,  were  divided  into  fix  dafles,  every  one  of  which  con- 
fided of  five  members ;  as  were  alfo  thofe  to  whom  was  com- 
mitted the  management  and  direction   of  military  affairs* 
17.  They  rode  tlwir  elephants  without  bridles,  and  had  their 
carts,  waggons,  bfc.  drawn  by  oxen.     18.  As  their  country 
produced  no  grapes,  except  a  few  that  were  wild,  and  unfit  for 
ufe,  in  the  territories  of  the  Muficani^  they  never  drank  any 
wioe,  except  at  their  (acrifices,  and  that  came  from  rice;. 
19.  Many  of  them  lived  chiefly  upon  a  fort  of  liquid  food 
nude  of  rice,  and  Ibme  of  th^  upofi  the  herba  of  the  fieM, 
and  water  only,  particularly  the  Gyr^ofophiftt*    ao<  Some  of 

the 
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the  indlant  ilid  not  dine  and  fup  together,  nor  at  any  ftated 
hour ;  which  pra^ice  we  find  cenfured  hyStrah.    ai.  They 
took  great  pleafure  in  nibbing  their  naked  bodies  whh  fleffa* 
In^es  I  which  likewire  itiight  probably  be  confidel-cd  by 
then!  as  a  very  falubrious  exercife.    22.  They  had  few  pomp* 
ous  funerals,  dr  fpiendid  fepukral  monuments  ercSed,  among 
them.    23.  Their  attire  was  very  rich^  being  adorned  with 
gold,  (liver,  and  a  great  variety  of  precious  flones^    14^  Thej 
did  not  honour  old  men»  except  they  were  prtident  and  vir- 
tuous^ thinking  that  fucb  only  ought  to  be  treated  with  any 
oiarks  of  diftindiom    25.  Many  of  the  Indians  bou^t  young 
womc^  of  their  parents,  for  a  pair  of  oxen  apiece^  in  order 
to  marry  them,  fome  for  eonveniencyi  and  others  for  the  fake 
of  iiTue.     26.  They  did  not  cut  the  throats  of  their  viftims^ 
but  ftifled  or  fuflFocated  them,  that  they  might  be  o^ered  whole 
to  the  deity  for  whom  they  were  intendeds     27*  When  the 
king  went  a  hunting,  he  was  furrounded  by  a  large  body  c£ 
women,  fome  of  whom  were  mounted  on  elephants,  others 
on  horfes,  and  others  rode  in  chariots.    28.  Some  of  the  /«- 
Mans  bordering  on  mount  Caucafus  are  (aid  to  have  ufed  their 
women  in  the  open  ftreets  without  (hame,  and  to  have  fed 
upon  the  flc(h  of  their  relations  j  but*  that  thefe  were  Scy- 
thian cuftoms,  we  learn  from  Hiredetus*    20.  Several  of  the 
Indians  hunted  monkies,  ormarmofct?^  and  drove  them  down 
precipices }  but  fometimes  thofe  aninuds  made  head  againfl^ 
and  threw  large  (tones  at,  their  purfuers.     30.  The  poorer 
fort  of  people  among  the  Taxillst^  or  Taxili^  an  Indian  tribe* 
expofed  their  daughters  naked  to  public  view,  in  order  to  get 
them  hufband^,  according  to  Stfabo.     31.    In  fome  parts  of 
Indiay  moft  of  the  women  volunurily  burnt  themfelves  with 
the  bodies  of  their  deceafed  hufbands ;  and  thofe  who  did  not 
do  fo,  intirely  loft  their  reputation*^    32.  Several  of  the  /f- 
dians  had  wives  vi^om  they  lent  to  their  neighbours,  and  fuf- 
fered  their  dead  to  be  devoured   by  vulturs.

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been  originally  the  fame.  That  the  modern  Perjtc  tongue  was 
alfo  nearly  related  to  the  Indian^  Teems  to  be  owned  by  (bme  of 
the  greateft  men  who  have  launched  out  of  late  into  the  vaft 
ocean  of  ancient  literature,  efpecially  that  branch  of  it  relating 
to  the  old  languages  of  JJta.  The  old  Indians  had  a  great  va- 
riety of  dialeds,  fome  of  which  diflFered  much  from  others. 
M.  La  Crozi  difcovered  no  fmall  affinity  between  the  old  Per^ 
Jic  and  modern  Jrmenian  languages  ;  both  of  which,  probably, 
tii  many  points,  agreed  with  the  antient  Indian.  But  we  {hall 
not  dwell  upon  this  topic  here,  fince  almoft  every  thing  that 
has  been  faid  of  the  primitive  language  of  the  Tartarsy  or  Scy^ 
ibiansj  b  applicable  to  that  of  the  Indians  "• 

That  the  ^nutni  Indians  had  no  letters,  or  alphabetic 
charaders,  (eems  to  appear  from  Strabo^  though  that  author 
is  not  quite  coniiftent  with  himfelf  in  this  particular.  But, 
liotwithftanding  what  he  has  alleged  in  favour  of  this  notion, 
from  the  account  he  gives  us  of  the  Indians^  it  feems  ex- 
tremely  probable,  that,  in  the  time  of  Alexander  the^  Great ^ 
they  were  not  void  of  letters,  or  at  leafl  of  fome  fort  of  cha- 
ra£lers,  which  enabled  them  to  communicate  their  ideas  to 
one  another  with  great  facility.  For  he  informs  us,  that  fome 
antient  authors  exprefly  allowed  this  ;  and  that  the  Indians 
ereAed  columns  to  point  out  to  travelers  the  roads,  and  the 
diftances  of  places  from  one  another.  But,  to  wave  other 
arguments,  the  charaflers  on  the  Old  Perjic  and  Median  coins 
amount  to  a  pretty  ftrong  prefumption,  that  fuch  characters 
were  not  unknown  to  the  Indians  *"• 

The  learned  and  ingenious  M.  Bayer ^  whofe  premature  Letiers.

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dia  either  by  the  Jacobites  or  Nefttriam^  in  the  time  of  Jin* 
ghiz  Khan.  As,  therefore,  the  EJlrangeU  charader  was  de- 
rived from  the  Mendaauy  which  is  apparently  deducible  from 
the  primigenial  Hebrew  alphabet,  the  Indians  have  ftill  the 
i/Tue  of  the  firfi  letters  among  them.  Nay,  the  Malabaric 
tharaders  themfelves  are  the  ol^pring  of  tbefe  primaeval  let- 
ters. From  hence  it  fcems  to  appear,  that  the  Square^  or 
Jjfyriany  letters  were  the  true  primigenial  letten  of  the  Eafif. 
With  regard  to  the  learning  of  the  antient  Indians^  we 
Learning,  have  not  much  to  fay.  Phyfic  feems  to  have  been  their  fa- 
vourite art,  if  any  credit  is  to  be  given  to  the  authors,  fpeak- 
ing  of  the  Indian  affairs,  produced  by  Strabo.  The  Indiant 
hkewife  were  fomething  verfed  in  necromancy  and  incanta- 
tions. Their  phyficians  did  not  fo  much  deal  in  pharmacy  as 
in  the  dietetic  part  of  phyfic.  Unguents  and  catapUfms  they 
frequently  prcfcribcd,  but  concerned  themfelves  with  few 
other  medicines.  Their  notions  of  the  cofmogony  we  have 
given  a  full  and  fuccin£t  account  of  in  the  beginning  of  this 
work,  and  therefore  (hall  drop  every  thing  relating  to  it  here. 
Natural  philofophy  we  muft  not  fuppofe  them  to  have  been 
intirely  unacquainted  with,  iince  this  is  fo  nearly  related  to 
phyfic  ;  and  fince  the  Indians  were  no  flrangers  to  the  (alutary 
and  noxious  qualities  of  feveral  herbs,  as  mav  be  inferred 
from  the  antients.  Nor  is  this  to  be  wondered  at,  as  their 
country  abounded  with  medicinal  plants,  according  to  Strabo. 
That  they  were  likewife  capable  of  preparing  poifons  in  the 
earlier  ages,  appears  from  the  fame  author,  when  he  informs 
us,  that,  in  one  part  of  India^  a  law  was  made,  to  deter 
women  from  poilbning  their  hulbands.  Some  of  the  Indians 
cultivated  the  mathematical  fciences  ;  but  at  what  degree  of

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perfcfiion  they  arrived  in  them,  we  cannot  pretend  to  tap 
rhey  agreed  with  the  Greeh  in  their  fcntimcnts  of  the  crea- 
tion and  diflblution  of  the  world,  the  fituation  of  the  earth, 
the  nature  of  the  fta^s  and  heavens,  the  fuperintendency  of 
the  Supreme  Being  over  eVery  (^art  of  the  creation.  His  per- 
yaficn  and  permeation  of  the  uhiverfe,  the  immortality  of  the 
fodl,  a  futute  ftate  df  rewards  and  puniihments,  and  many 
odier  points.  In  fine,  the  moft  antient  Brahmans  feem  to 
have  had  not  only  a  good  (hare  of  human  learning,  but  like* 
wife  to  have  been  well  verfed  in  the  principles  of  natural  re- 
ligion ;  though,  in  procefs  of  time,  their  fu<!ceflbrs,  by  ad- 
opting die  dodrine  of  the  metempfychdiis^  and  others  equally 
Sibfurd,  greatly  deviated  from  truth  ;  and  the  nations  to  whom 
tbey  bdoDg  are  now  totally  immerfed  in  a  moft  grofs  and 
sniUtifarious  idolatry  \. 

Tii£  genius  and  difpofition  of  the  antient  Indiani  we  fliall  i>e^^ 
defchbe  in  few  words.  That  thcv  were  extremely  ingenious,  tiw. 
and  capable  of  arriving  at  the  laft  degree  of  perfedion  in  the 
naecbanical  arts,  appears  from  the  authors  cited  by  Straho. 
They  were  great  lovers  and  admirers  of  learning,  as  the 
marks  of  diftindion  with  which  they  honoured  firft  their 
Gjimufipbijis^  and  fecondlv  their  phyficians,  evidently  prove. 
Their  great  hofpitality,  ana  love  of  truth,  ffom  What  has  been 
obferved  of  them  above,  are  abundantly  confpicuous ;  as  are 
alfo  their  probity,  temperance,  and  frugality.  That  the  men 
and  other  animals  of  Indid  were  larger  than  thofe  to  be  met 
with  in  other  regions,  was  an  opinion  which  prevailed  among 
the  anttents,  though  we  dare  not  affirm,  that  it  was  built 
upon  a  foVtd  foundation.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  obferve 
here,  that  many  of  the  Indians  were  as  black  as  the  Ethio- 
piansj  tboif  h  the  hair,  features^  air,  Vc.  of  thofe  nations 
were  not  a  little  different.  That  they  had  a  genius,  as  well 
as  a  tafte,  for  commerce,  appears  from  Jrrian^  when  he  in- 
tonates, that  they  carried  on  a  very  confiderable  trade  witH 
die  Jrabs^  and  feverai  other  nations.  From  whence  we  may 
conclude,  as  well  as  from  the  exprefs  teftimonies  of  feverai 
antient  writers,  that,  had  the  Indians  been  undtr  the  do-

SECT.      HI. 

J'he  Hiftory  of  the  Indians,  fr$m  the  earlieft  Account  of 
Time^  to  the  Invafion  of  their  Country  ij  Mahmud 
Gazni, 

'  'VT  O  part  of  To  remote  a  country  as  Indim  could  have  beea 
•^^  tolerably  peopled  till  feveral  centuries  after  the  difper- 
fion  }  fo  that  little  credit  is  due  to  the  hiftory  of  the  war 
between  Semiramis  and  Stabrobates  king  of  India^  tranfmitted 
to  us  by  Cujias.  We  (hall  here,  therefore,  only  obferve^ 
efpecially  as  a  full  and  ample  account  of  that  war  has  beea 
already  given,  that  Semirams  was  defeated  by  the  Indian 
monarch,  and,  after  having  loft  above  two  millions  of  men^ 
obliged  to  rcpais  the  Indus.  That  prince,  according  to  CU^ 
ftasy  conftruded  four  thoufand  veflels,  which  appeared  upon 
the  Indusy  to  oppoie  Semiramis*B  fleet,  and  brought  into  the 
field  a  more  numerous  army  than  that  of  the  Ajfyricns.  It  Ig 
true,  this  fabulous  author  intimates,  that  Stabrobates  defeated 
Semiramis  by  the  vigorous  efforts  of  his  elephants,  which  feem 
to  have  had  the  principal  fliare  in  the  laft  adion  $  but,  not* 
withftanding  this.,  he  plainly  afterts  the  Indian  forces  to  have 
been  ftronger  than  thofe  of  the  Affyriam.  From  whence  it 
will  follow,  that,  about  two  or  three  hundred  years  after  the 
flood,  the  remote  nation  of  the  Indians  afiemDled  an  army 
of  above  three  millions  of  men  *• 

That  fuch  a  ftrange  aflfertion  as  this  fhould  be  admitted 
by  a  deift,  in  order  to  difcredit  revealed  religion,  is  not  4b  dif- 
ficult to  be  conceived,  becaufe  perfons  of  that  oomplesdoii,  to 
carry  their  point,  will  boggle  at  no  abfurdity.  Idfox  that 
Chriftian  writers,  and  tbofe  too  of  the  moft  profound  erudi- 
tion, (hould  implicitly  aflent  to  it,  and  even  to  the  authority 
of  Herodotus  prefer  that  of  Cte&ss^h  real  matter  of  furprise. 
For  Herodotus  may  juftly  he  ftiled  the  ftther  of  hiftory,  and 
agrees  better  with  lacred  writ  than  any  other  profane  hifto- 
rian  ;  whereas  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  romantic  and 
fabulous  author  than  Ctejiasj  in  the  whole  circle  of  anti* 
quity  *>.

antient  nations  amended. 
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Nor  is  this  a  new  notion,  though  it  has  been  much  infifted 
upon  of  late,  efpecially  fince  the  publication  of  Sir  I/aac 
NtwUm^n  incomparable  fyftem  of  chronology.  The  truth  of 
it  feems  to  have  been  known  to,  and  even  acknowleged  by, 
Strab§.  For  Migafthenes^  of  whofe  fentiments  in  this  point 
he  inttrely  approves,  fays,  that  all  the  antient  relations  of  ex- 
peditions into  India^  except  thofe  of  Bacchus^  Hirculesj  and 
AUxaniir  tht  Gnat^  carry  with  them  not  the  lead  air  of 
probability.  And  yet  this  Mifafthenes  was  credulous  enough, 
and  dealt  pretty  much  in  fi&ion,  as  appears  from  Strabo. 
But  it  feems,  that  the  aforefiud  abfurdity  of  Ctefias  was  too 
large  even  for  him  to  fwallow  ^. 

With  regard  to  Bacdms^s  invafion  of  India^  that  is  not  a 
little  involved  in  fable.  However,  which  cannot  be  faid  of 
the  other,  it  bad  doubtlefs  a  reaJ  and  certain  foundation. 
That  BaccbttSy  or,  as  Sir  Ifdoc  Niwton  will  have  it,  Sefac^ 
was  potent  at  fea,  advanced  as  far  as  the  Indus^  and  conquered 
part  of  the  trad  about  that  river,  is  a  h&  as  well  fupportcd 
as  any  can  be  at  fuch  a  vaft  diftance  of  time.  But  that  he 
fttbdued  all  India^  lived  any  coniiderable  time  there,  and 
cre£led  a  powerful  monarchy  in  that  country,  will  not  be  fo 
readily  admitted  by  any  one  well  verfed  in  antient  hiftory* 
But  yet,  improbable  as  this  is,  it  feems  to  approach  nearer 
the  truth  than  the  foregoing  abfurd  relation  of  Ctefias,  For» 
according  to  P/z/iy,  tfie  IfuUans  had  a  lift  of  kings,  who  reined 
in  their  country  horn  the  time  of  Bacchus  to  that  of  Atex^ 
ander  the  Great  <*. 

Mr.  Sbuckford  (ays,  that  the  Indian  Bacchus  was  different  The  In^ 
from  the  Bacchus  of  Egypt ^  and  of  Greece ;  and  that,  from  the  dian  Bac« 
hints  given  us  of  htm  by  the  antients,  he  was  unqueftionably  chos  mt 
N9ah.    But  this  opinion  is  too  abfurd  to  merit  any  notice  or  different 
regard ;  however,  our  readers  will  meet  widi  a  full  and  zm-fi^  the 
pie  confutation  of  it  in  the  hiflory  of  the  Chinefe.    He  af-  Egyptian, 
firms,  that  the  Indian  Bacchtis  was  the  firft  and  moft  antient 
of  all  that  bore  that  naaie  $  which  docs  not  appear  from  the 
antients.    He  alfo  aflerts,  that  the  Indian  Bacchus  lived  in 
India  before  there  were  any  cities  in  that  r^ion  1  which  pro- 
bablv  be  did  ;  but  it  will  not  follow  from  thence,  that  he  was 
N$ab.    From  a  fiiblc  to  be  met  with  in  Diedarus  relating  to 
Bescdms^  he  infers,  that  the  Indian  Bacchus  muft  have  been 
N$esb ;  which  has  met  with  fuch  a  reception  from  the  learned 
as  it  deferves.    And  laftly,  he  would  have  the  Indian  Bacchus 
to  be  N$0b^  bectufe  Bacchus  (not  the  Indian  Bacchus)

from  Mofes  we  may  mfer,  was  true  of  Noah.     Now  here  it 
unfortunately  happens,  that  no  wine  was  ever  nude  in  Jitdia^ 
no  grapes,  except  a  few  wild  ones  unfit  for  ufe  in  the  country 
of  the  Mujicaniy  ever  growing  in  that  region.     This  wc  find 
exprefly  affcrted  by  Strata.      80  that  Mr.  IVarburton  un- 
luckily applauded  Mr.  Shuckford^  efpccially  as  it  was  the  firft 
time  of  his  doing  fo,  for  difembroiling,  as  he  terms  it,  the 
cxiftence  of  Bacchus.     But  there  are  other  points  in  thefe 
learned  and  ingenious  authon,  befides  the  identity  of  Noah 
and  the  Indian  Bacchus^  that  will  not  bear  an  examination  *^. 
^cchus        Bacchus,  or  rather  Sefac^  before  he  left  India^  is  faid  by 
jfomdeda  jjrrian  to  have  fettled  Spahemhas^  qnc  of  his  moft  intimate 
^^u^'      friends,  on  the  throne.     That  prince  reigned  fifty-two  years  j 
f*  Ind^a,    j^^ J  nothing  remarkable  of  him  has  been  tranfmitted  down  to  us* 
except  that  he  was  extremely  well  vcrfed  in  the  facred  rites 
of  Bacchus^  who  was  deified  before  his  departure  out  of  /«- 
did.  Budyas  the  fon  of  Spartembas  fucceeded  him,  and  reiencd 
twenty  years ;   but  we  find  nothing  memorable  related   of 
him.     Cradeuas  afcended  the  throne  after  his  father  Budyas^ 
between  whom  and  Hercules  the  Indians^  according  to  7/r- 
m«,  had  a  fcries  of  kings,  who  reigned  in  continual  fuc- 
ceffion.     It  has  been  already  obferved  from  jfrijiides^  that^ 
in  thcfe  early  times,  India  made  a  furprifing  figure ;  though 
the  defcription  he  has  given  us  of  the  Indian  monarch's  power, 
in  fuch  remote  ages,  muft  undoubtedly  be  confidered  as  hy- 
perbolical ^ 
fhe  Indi-       Before  the  arrival  of  Bacchus  among  them,  the  Indians 
ans  f/viA  jgd  a  paftoral  life,  being  ftrangers  to  agriculture,  and  the  uib 
izfd  By      Qf  3|.jjj3^     Bm  (hat  prince  is  faid  to  have  taught  them  thefe, 
Bacchus,   j^j^j  (^  i^jjyg  likewife  introduced  the  worlhip  of  the  gods,  and 
particularly  that  of  himfelf,  among  them.     He  made  them 
acquainted  alfo  with  drums  and  cymbak,  which  they  ufed  ia 
their  engagements,  as  well  as  the  public  worlhip  of  Bacchus^ 
till  the  time  of  Alexander  the  Great  g. 

The  Indians  believed  Hercuks  to  have  lived  feveral  am 
zfttr  Bacchus  I  but  that  notion  has  been  overthrown  by  Sic  . 
Ifaac  Newton^  and  b  moft  certainly  repu^ant  to  vri»t  wc 
^nd  advanced  by  the  beft  profane  authors.  That  he  conquered 
Indiay  and  reigned  there,  may  be  inferred  from  Mtga^bems  i 
though  the  exploits  bpth  of  Bacchus  and  HircuUi  in  this  cow-

Tho 
lame  author  alfo  informs  us,  that  Bacchus ^  or  Dionyfus^  pre* 
ceded  Hercules  fifteen  ages,  and  Sandrocottus  above  ux  thou- 
land  years.  But  in  this,  as  well  as  other  points  relating  to 
Chofe  heroes,  he  merits  not  the  leaft  attention  K 

That  Sefac^  or  Sefijirisy  extended  his  conquefts  to  thcSefiic,  Se- 
banks  of  the  Indus ^  and  even  reduced  part  of  the  country  to  foft'i**  9r 
the  eaft  of  that  river,  is  attefted  by  fome  good  authors.    Nay,  Bacchus, 
that  he  ereded  two  pillars  on  the  mountains  near  the  mouths ^•'f^'*''' 
of  xScit  Ganges^  with  infcriptions  containing  relations  of  his^'^' 
great  atchievements,  we  find  aflerted  by  the  antients.     Hav*-  ^*°8^' 
ing  coafted  Arabia  Felix  in  his  father's  life-time,  he  failed 
beyond  the  Perfian  gulph,  pafTed  by  all  the  fouthern  maritim 
provinces  of  India  intra  Gangenty  and  at  laft  arrived  near  the 
aiouths  of  the  Ganges^  which  feem  to  have  been  the  eaftern 
limit  of  his  naval  expeditions.     He,  therefore,  probably  made 
faimfelf  mader   of,  and  planted  colonies  in,   feveral  of  the 
fouthern  diftri£b  (A)   of  India  intra  Gangem  5   which  for

And  Tacitus  tetls  us,  in  fupport  of  what  has  been  ad- 
vanced by  Strabo^  that  fuch  an  inlcription  was  feen  at  Thebes 
by  Cafar  Germanicus  ^. 

We  arc  informed  by  Zonaras^  that  the  king  of  Indiay  or  TbeitMgef 
rather  one  of  the  kings  of  that  country,  fent  embafladors  to  India/2nM^ 
Cyaxares  king  of  the  Medes^  to  offer  his  mediation,  in  order  afolemm 
to  accommodate  the  differences  fubfifting  between  that  prince  imhiffy  €§ 
and  the  Affyrians.     The  fame  author  alfo  relates,   that  an  Cyaxares 
Indian  monarch  foon  after  difpatched  feveral  deputies  to  Cy- ^*^Pf«^o«- 
rusy  with  fome  money  for  his  ufe,  and  an  offer  of  what  fur- 
ther fams  he  ihould  want  at  that  conjuniflure.    That  mon* 
arch  likewife  ordered  thefe  erA>baffadors  to  obey  Cyruses  com- 
mands in  all  points  whatfoever.    From  whence  we  may  in- 
fer, that  neither  Cyrus  nor  Cyaxares  had  got  any  confiderable 
footing  in  India^  about  tvirenty  years  before  the  diflblution  of 
the  BabyUnian  empire,  notwithftanding  what  has  been  infi- 
ouated  to  the  contrary  by  Jfbu'l  Farajius  '• 

From  this  time  to  the  redudion  of  Babylon  by  Cyrus,  the  CynuV 
founder  of  the  Perftan  empire,  we  fcarcc  find  any  mention  dmiMiMs 
made  of  InMa  by  the  antients.     That  prince  extended  his  terminated 
frontiers  as  far  as  the  Indus^  and  probably  India  intra  Gungem  #»  the  eaft 
might  not  have  been  intirely  free  from  his  excurfions.    But  by  the  In- 
that  he  never  made  any  confiderable  impreiSon  upon  thisdus. 
country,  may  be  reafonably  prefumed.    For,  that  India  was 
icarce  known  to,  and  confequently  not  fubjugated  by,  even 
his  fucceffor  Camhyfes^  from  what  follows,  will  moft  clearly 
appear  •. 

The  Perjians  knew  fo  little  of  India  in  the  reign  of  Da'  Part  tf 
rius  Hyftafpis,    that   they   were  not  acquainted  with  the  India  rwr- 
trad  where  the  Indus  difcharges  itfeif  into  the  Indian  ocean,  queredby 
JJariuSy  therefore,  employed  the  famous  Scylax  of  Caryanda  Darius  ^ 
to  difcovcr  the  mouths  of  that  river.     This  being  effeded,  Hyftifj^. 
that  prince  fubdued  a  confiderable  part  of  India,  and  foon  be- 
came lord  of  the  Indian  ocean.    However,   that  he  did  not 
fubjugate  the  whole  region,  appears  from  hence,  that  only  the 
northern  Indians,  refembling  the  BaSfrians  in  moft  particu- 
lars, and  confequently  bordering  upon  them,  were  his  fub- 
^eds.    Thefe,  indeea,  he  reduced,  annexed  the  territory  they 
poffefled  to  the  Perfian  empire,  and  exa6led  an   exceeding 
l«:ge  tribute  from  them.    They  were  obliged  to  pay  three 
bundftd  and  fixty  talents  of  gold  annually  into  Darsus*s  trea-

d'ta  fubjed  to  Darius  were  not  fo  populous  as  fome  other  na^ 
tions  that  paid  lefs  tribute  to  him>  is  a  truth  that  will  be  rea* 
dily  admitted  by  the  learned  ". 
^^K'\        His  fucceffor  Xerxes  had  a  body  of  Indian  troops  to  attend 
firmed  by  ^^^  j^  i^j^  Qfr^^jan  expedition.     The  intantry  were  covered 
with  a  fort  of  wooden  armour^  carrying  bows  and  arrow$ 
made  of  cane,  and  having  the  latter  tipped  with  iron,     ^he 
cavalry  were  armed  in  the  fame  manner.     They  had  alfo  led 
horfes,  and  chariots  drawn  by  horfes  and  wild  afTes.     The 
foot  were  commanded  by  Pharnazathres   the  fon  of  Artaba- 
Us  ;  but  whofe  orders  the  horfe  obqyed,  we  are  not  told* 
The  Indian  wild  afles  were  creatures  of  vaft  ftrength^  and  in* 
credible  fwiftnefs  (B).     No  mention  of  elephants  is  made  by 
Herodotus  on  this  occafion,  though  they  were  military  animals 
among  the  Indians^  whofe  country  produced  vaft  numbers  of 
them.     As  Pharnazathres  and  Artabates  are  apparently  Per- 
ftan  or  Median  names,  it  b  plain,  that  the  Indian  troops  aded 
under  the  condud  of  a  Per/tan  or  Median  general,  and  not 
one  of  their  own  countrymen  ;  which  renders  it  highly  pro- 
bable, that  thefe  laft  were  then  dependent  upon  •the  P/r-

Jf ow  Jba/iur us f  and  confequently  Artaxerxes  Longi- 
MANUS,  rtigmdfrom  India  evin  unto  Ethiopia,  over  an  huff'^ 
4rei  and  ftvenand-iwinty  trovinces^  as  we  learn  from  the 
aforeiaid  book  of  Eftber^  oo  that,  as  the  number  of  fatra^ 
pies  or  provinces  in  the  reigns  of  Darius  Hyftafpis  and  Xerxes 
did  not  exceed  that  here  mentioned  l>y  the  facred  writer,  the 
Perfian  empire  under  Artaxerxes  Longtmanus  was  of  the  fame 
extent  with  that  under  his  ^wq  immediate  predeceflbrs.  From 
whence  it  will  follow,  that  feveral  of  the  Indian  cantons, 
even  thofe  fubdued  by  Darius  Hyftafpis^  remained  in  a  ftate 
of  fubjedion  to  the  PerJianSj  wbilft  Artaxerxes  Longimanus 
fat  upon  the  throne  ^. 

Though  wc  find  little,  if  any  thing,  faid  of  the  Indians  ^»dhyhs$ 
during  the  reigns  of  Darius  f^otbus  and  Artaxerxes  Mnemon^  ^Jf'^  imm- 
yet  there  is  fcarce  any  doubt  to  be  made  but  that  thofe  princes  dtaJte\fue* 
preferved  all  the  eaftern  part  of  their  dominions,  and  confe-  ^^''^* 
quently  thofe  provinces  of  India  conquered  by  Darius  Hy- 
Jiafpis.  That  Artaxerxes  Mnemon  had  fome  Indian  curiofities 
prefented  to  him,  probably  by  the  natives  of  the  country  from 
whence  they  cajpe,  appears  from  Ctefiasy  if  any  credit  vi  due 
to  that  fabulous  hjftorian.  tf  e  tells  us,  that  he  received  as 
prefents  from  Artaxerxes  Mnemon^  an4  his  another  Paryfatis^ 
two  fwords,  made  of  iron,  found  at  the  bottom  of  a  lake  in 
Jndia^  which,  being  fixed  in  the  ground,  prevented,  or  drove 
away,  all  ftorms,  tempefts,  whirlwinds,  ^c.  and  th^t  both 
he  aiid  his  king  bad  frequently  feen  this.  He  alfo  relates,  that 
the  (ame  lake,  or  fountain,  produced  liquid  gold,  of  which  a 
vaft  quantity  was  drawn  out  yearly  for  tne  ufe  of  Artaxerxes. 
Now,  thou^  thefe  relations  n^uft  be  looked  upon  as  fabiilous 
in  the  main,  as  has  been  owned  by  Philofiratus^  yet  we  may 
be  allowed  to  infer  from  thence,  that  Artaxerxes  Mnemon 
bad  prefents,  and  a  quantity  of  gold,  fent  him  annually  out 
of  India ;  which  amounts  to  a  fufi|cient  proof,  that  part  of 
this  country  was  fubjeA  to  him  F. 

The  Perfians  kept  pofleffion  of  the  Indian  provinces  con-  A$  alfo  iy 
qoered  by  Darius  Hyftafpis^  during  the  reigns  of  Qcbus^  Ar-^  Thxw% 
fesy  and  Dariu^  CodomannuSy  as  may  be  inferred  from  Cur-  Codo- 
iius.    For  that  author  informs  us,  that,  before  the  battle  of  Qumnqsi 
the  Granicusy  Darius  was  Joined  by  his  troqps  drawn  from  the 
in^  eaftern  part  of  the  empire,  an^ong  which  appeared  a 
body  of  Indians.    From  hence  it  feei^s  likewife  to  follow, 
ibat  ioofi  at  leafl  qf  the  Ifi^(in  princes  and  ftates  conquere4

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by  Mixander  were  under  the  protcftion,  if  not  the  dominion, 
of  the  Perftan  monarch,  even  when  the  Macedonian  pidhed 
his  conquefts almoft  as  far  as  the  banks  of  the  Ganges'^. 
Alexander  After  Alexander  the  Great  had  put  a  period  to  the  Perfian 
mdwmeu  empire,  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  greater  part  of  Afia^ 
Htbehk-  he  meditated  farther  conquefts.  In  order  to  which,  having 
diis.  pafled  mount  CaucafuSy  as  his  foldiers  called  it,  he  advanced 

towards  the  Indus.  Upon  his  arrival  at  Alexandria^  a  ncvir 
city  founded  by  himfelf,  he  fcnt  advice  to  Taxiles^  and  other 
princes  on  ^is  fide  the  Indus j  of  his  approach.  Thofe  princes, 
nnding  themfelves  incapable  of  making  head  againft  fo  formi- 
dable a  power,  in  obedience  to  hb  commands,  met  him  upon 
their  frontiers,  where  he  gave  them  a  moft  gracious  recfptipn. 
But  Afles^  a  rajah  or  Indian  prince,  who(e  territory  Peuce* 
iaoiis  lay  between  the  Cophen  and  die  InduSy  endeavouring  to 
obftrud  Alexander's  march,  was  flain  by  Hephaftion^  and  his 
capiul  city  Peucela  uken  after  a  fiege  of  thirty  days.     The 

fovernment  of  the  place  was  given  to  SangauSy  an  Indian  no- 
leman,  who  had  refufed  to  concur  with  A/ieSy  and^  to  avoid 
his  refentment,  had  fled  to  Taxiles  '• 
And  is  However,  Alexander  did  not  enter  India  without  oppo- 
fmmd  ij  iition.  He  met  with  fomc  obftruflion  from  the  AJpit^  Thf^ 
Tajoles.  raiy  and  Arafaci  ;  and  with  no  fmall  difficulty  pafled  the 
Choafpes.  From  thence  he  moved  to  the  Euajpla^  gave  the 
Afpii  a  defeat,  and  pafled  that  river.  Afterwards  he  over- 
threw the  Ajfaceniy  pafled  the  rh^er  Gurausy  and  obliged  Maf- 
fagay  the  capital  of  the  Affaceniy  to  (urrender,  after  a  vigo- 
rous defence.  The  Indians  behaved  with  fttch  bravery,  that 
the  Macedonian  found  all  his  courage  and  military  (kill  necef- 
fary,  and  was  himfelf  wounded,  in  the  fiege.  Then  he  re- 
duced Baziray  Orobatisy  Peucelaotisy  Emholimay  with  the 
mountainous  pod  Aomusy  which  was  faid  to  have  baffled  the 
cflfbrts  even  of  Hercules  himfelf.  This  opened  him  a  paflage 
through  the  territory  of  the  AJJaceniy  to  the  weftcrn  bank  of 
the  Indus.  Our  readers  will  obferve,  that  we  have  not*  here 
given  them  the  particulars  of  Alexander's  march  to  the  Indus^ 
nor  of  the  feats  he  performed  in  that  march.  For  this  would 
have  been  intirely  fuperfluous  and  unneceflary,  as  they  wiU 
meet  with  a  full  and  ample  defcription  of  them  in  a  foraicr 
part  of  this  work*. 

The  difunion  of  the  Indian  princes,  and  their  quarrels 
among  themfelves,  rendered  the  conqueft  of  that  country  more 
eafy  to  Alexander  than  he  would  otherwife  have  found  it. 
The  true  reafon  of  T^xiks's  fubmiffion  to  Alexander  ieems  ta

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have  beeo  his  enmity  to  Porus^  i  famous  Indian  prince,  wh6ib 
territories  lay  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Hydafpis.  This  paved 
the  way  to  jfUxander's  reduction  of  a  confiderable  part  of  /«- 
4J/#.  Hut  prince  pafTed  the  Indus  over  a  bridge  of  boats  pre- 
pared for  him  by  Hephasjlion  and  Perdiccas^  without  oppofi- 
noa.  Upon  his  arrival  in  InMa^  TaxiUs  joined  him  with  t 
body  of  feven  hundred  horfe,  and  five  thouTand  foot  ^^- 
farusy  a  szx^  potent  Indian  prince,  and  Doxoreas^  an  Inditm  ^ 
rajah,  made  their  fubmiffion  to  him.  The  deputies  fent  by 
the  former  of  thofe  princes  to  AUxandgr  informed  him,  that 
their  mafier  kept  two  dragons,  one  of  eiehty,  and  the  other  of 
an  hundred  and  forty  cubits  long.  But  this  article,  tranfcribed 
from  Onejicritusy  feems  to  have  been  exploded  as  Abulous  by 
Sirah^  ^ 

Taxiles,  or  Taxilus,  as  he  is  called  by  Strabo^  with  Poms 
his  troops,  was  of  great  fervice  to  AUxandtr^  after  he  had*'^^''/'^ 
pafled  the  Indus  ;  and,  perhaps,  had  it  not  been  for  his  affift-  p^rmthm 
ance,  the  Macedonian  could  not  have  penetrated  farther  into  '*  di/ptas 
India.    However,  the  army  did  not  look  with  a  favourable '^^^' 
eye  upon  Alexander^ %  munificence  to  him.    Among  Abifarus*%  ^  '^  **" 
cmbafladors  were  hb  brother,  and  many  perfons  of  the  firft 
(diflinSion.     Had  he  not  fubmitted,  he  might  have  not  a  little 
embarafled    the  Macedonian  afiairs,   as  his  kingdom   was  a 
mountainous  trad.     Upon  Alexander^  approach  to  the  Hy^ 
dafpesy  he  received  advice,  that  Porus^  a  very  potent  Indian 
prince,  had  aflembled  all  his  forces,  with  an  intention  to  <ltf- 
pute  the  paflage  of  that  river  ". 

PoRUs's  kingdom  was  terminated  on  the  weft  by  the  Hy-  The  mfot 
dafpes ;  and  confequently  that  river  was  contiguous  to  one  between 
part  of  his  dominions. .   Alexander'*^  good  fortune  ftill  attending  Alexander 
him,  he  happily  pafled  the  river,  notwithftanding  the  prepa-  andPorou 
ndoas  made  by  Porui  to  oppofe  him.     Soon  after  his  arrival 
on  the  eaftern  bank,  he  gave  a  defeat  to  that  prince's  fon, 
who  was  killed  in  the  a£Uon  ;  and,  in  a  little  time,  overthrew 
P&rms  himfelf,  who,  however,  behaved  with  great  conduft 
and  bravery.     Alexander  had  before  experienced  the  valour 
and  intrepidity  of  the  Indian  troops  at  the  battle  of  Guaganu* 
la^  when  the  Indian  cavalry  penetrated  through  liis  centre, 
and  feU  in  upon  the  Macedonian  baggage.     And  he  had  now  a 
firefli  inftance  of  their  undaunted  reCblution.     They  were,  in 
ftrength  and  bravery,  much  fuperior  to  the  Perfians  ;  fo  that, 
had  d)e  rajahs  united  their  forces  to  make  head  againft  the 
Atttcedenian  conqueror,  he  would  probably  have  foon  been 
obliged  to  abandon  all  thoughts  of  making  himfelf  mafter  of

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India.    'Nor  would  the  paflagc  of  the  Hjdafpis  have  bcea 
eiFeded,  at  leaft  without  a  great  ciFufion  of  blood,'  had  not 
Alexander  been  favoured  by  a  ftorm,  which  prevented  the  ene- 
my from  difcovering  his  march.     The  Macedonian  alfo  tin- 
pofed  upon  Porm  by  a  ftratagem,  which  rendered  that  prince 
lefs  attentive  to  his  motions.     But  of  thefe,  and  6ther  tranf- 
adions  relative  to  AlexaHder^%  War  with  PoYui  (C),  our  readers 
Will  find  a  full  and  particular  account  in  the  hiftory  of  the 
Macedonians  ^. 
forusyii-     Though  Poru%  fuftained  a  vcfy  confiderable  lo6  in  the 
»//779      late  unfortunate  ai^on,  he  could  not  for  fomc  time  be  pcr- 
^J^**'     fuaded  to  furrender  himfelf  to  Alexander^  but  periifted  m  bis 
^'  refolution  to  continue  the  war.     However,  be  was  atlafi  pre- 

vailed upon  by  one  Meroe^  an  Indian  in  Alexander*n  fetvice^ 
for  whom  he  feems  to  have  bad  a  particular  regard,  to  fubmit 
himfelf  to  fortune,  and  to  a  generous  vi£)or,  fuchas  AUxandtf 
was  rebrefented  to  him.  Nor  did  he  lofe  any  thine  by  this 
fubmimon  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  was  a  considerable  gainer 
by  it.  For  Alexandef^  immediately  gave  him  his  liberty,  and 
reftored  him  fbortly  after  to  hb  kingdom,  to  which  he  annexed 
other  provinces  almoft  equal  to  it  in  valuer  To  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  his  vidory,  that  prince  ordered  two  cities  to 
be  ere£bed.  The  firft  of  thefe  ftood  on  the  field  of  battle^ 
and  was  named  NiatOy  in  allufion  to  the  aforefaid  glorious 
event :  it  feems  to  have  been  the  fame  with  that  built  by

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Alexander  to  the  memory  of  his  famous  dog  Peritas  (D), 
according  to  Plutarch.  The  other  wias  fituatcd  on  this  fide  of 
the  Hjda/peSy  and  had  the  name  Bucephala  given  it  by  him, 
in  honour  of  his  horfe  Bucephalus^  that,  as  Arriak  fays,  died 
here  of  old  age,  being  upoa  the  verge  Qf  thirty.  Some  pre->- 
tend,  that  the  form  of  this  creature's  head  refembied  that  of 
an  ox,  from  which  circumftance  it  received  its  name  ;  others^ 
that  it  was  all  over  black,  except  a  white  fpot  on  its  forehead^ 
like  that  fometimes  vifible  on  the  forehead  of  an  ox.  Be  that 
as  it  will,  Alexander  had  an  extravagant  love  for  thb  horfe, 
on  account  of  his  fingular  properties  (being  of  a  larger  fize 
than  other  horfes,  and  not  fuffering  any  one  to  mount  him 
but  Alexander  himfelf ),  and  the  long  fervice  he  had  done  him. 
The  Glaufay  according  to  Ptolemy^  or,  as  Arijiobulus  will 
have  it,  the  Glaucanicaj  whofe  country  was  replenifhed  with 
cides,  towns,  and  populous  villages,  be  oblige^d  to  acknow- 
lege  P^us  for  their  king.  He  then  accepted  of  a  prefent  from 
Mi£ariSy  a  neighbouring  Indian  prince,  whom  he  direded  to 
repair  to  him  in  perfoh.  After  this,  he  reduced  the  Ajfaceni^ 
who  were  revolted  from  him,  by  one  of  his  detachments,  and 
advanced  to  the  Acefines.  This  river,  being  fifteen  furlongs 
broad,  extremely  rapid,  and  having  great  rocks  in  the  midft  of 
its  Chanel,  he  paiTed  with  much  difficulty.  Porus^  another /«- 
dian  king,  whofe  territories  lay  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river, 
receiving  advice  of  Ale%ander*%  arrival,  abandoned  his  domi- 
nions, which  the  Macedonian  took  immediate  pofleffion  of  ; 
but,  before  thb  could  be  effedually  done,  he  found  him* 
felf  obliged  to  pafs  the  Hydraotes^  another  Indian  river  to 
the  caft  of  the  Acefines,  This  kingdom  he  gave  alfo  to  the 
other  Porus^  his  friend  and  ally.  Nor  could  the  Cathei^  Oxy- 
dracay  and  Malli^  the  moft  warlike  nations  in  India^  who  were 
confederated  againft  him,  md  had  aflembled  a  numerous  army, 
ftop  the  progrcfs  of  his  arms.  For  he  overthrew  them  in  the 
field,  put  many  of  them  to  the  rword,and  took  the  city  of  S<j«- 
gala^  the  capital  of  the  Cathei^  by  ftorm.  In  this  bloody 
a&ion,  feventecn  thoufand  Indians  were  killed,  and  feventy- 
five  tlK>ufand  taken  prifoners,  together  with  three*  hundred  ' 
chariots,  and  five  hundred  horfe.  The  neighbouring  Indian 
cantons,  being  affrighted  at  what  had  happened,  for  die  moft 
part  abandon^  their  cities,  and  iled  into  the  mountains. 
Upon  which,  Alexander  fent  detachments  of  horfe  to  fcour 
the  roads,  who  cut  five  hundred  aged,  infirm,  and  wounded 
people,  they  met  with,  to  pieces.     He  alfo  rafed  Sangala^

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and  gave  the  territory  to  the  few  Indians  who  befoie  tu4  liib- 
mitted  to  bim  '. 
Alexaoder  Such  a  torrent  of  fucceis  inflamed  thrs  hero  with  a  deiire 
€anmt  of  paffing  the  Hyphajis^  and  carrying  his  vidorious  arms  even 
frtvM  to  the  banks  of  the  Ganges.  To  which  be  was  likewife  £tf- 
'^^^  tber  eiLcited  by  the  defcription  he  bad  received  from  the  /«- 
mrmjuai'  ^-^^^  about  him  of  the  countries  between  thofe  two  rivers.  Foe 
^^  '^  he  was  told,  that  they  were  in  themfelves  extremely  rich  and 
'  ^**'  fruitful ;  that  their  inhabitants  were  not  only  a  ^eq  martial  pco- 
'^  pie,  but  alfo  very  civilized  ;  that  they  were  governed  by  the  ao* 

bility,  who  were  themfelves  fubjed  to  the  laws ;  and  that  therefere 
they  would,  in  all  probability,  fight  bravely  to  maintain  their 
independency,  and  in  defence  of  the  bleffings  they  enjoyed. 
But  he  did  not  find  the  lame  ardor  in  his  own  troops.  On 
the  contrary,  they  difcovered  an  invincible  averfion  to  foch  an 
expedition.  The  battle  with  PoruSy  according  to  Pbaarcb^ 
had  taken  off  the  edge  of  their  courage,  and  made  them  un- 
willing to  concern  themfelves  any  (arther  with  the  Indians  \ 
efpeciaily  when  they  heard,  that,  beyond  the  Ganges^  the 
kings  of  the  Gangarides  and  Prafjians  had  drawn  together 
eighty  thoufand  horfe,  two  hundred  thoufand  foot,  eight 
thou  (and  armed  chariots,  and  fix  thoufand  fighting  elephants. 
And  yet  AndrocottuSy  or  Sandrocottusy  who  afterwards  gob- 
quered  all  thofe  kings,  often  (aid,  that,  if  Alexander  had  pur- 
fued  his  defign,  he  would  in  all  likelihdod  have  Aicceeded, 
the  fupreme  monarch  then  reigning  in* the  trad  between  the 
Hyphajis  and  the  Ganges  being  hated  for  his  cruelty,  and  de- 
fpifed  for  the  meannefs  of  his  birth.  Be  that;  however,  as  it 
will,  Alexander y  not  being  able  to  prevail  upon  the  army  to 
obey  his  orders,  dropped  the  enterprize  he  had  formed,  and 
came  to  a  refolution  to  make  the  Hyphafts  the  boundary  of 
bis  conque(b.  Having,  therefore,  ercded  twelve  altars  oa 
the  other  fide  of  that  river,  caufed  (acrifices  to  be  offered  on 
them,  and  exhibited  public  (hews  after  the  Greek  manner,  he 
began  his  march  for  the  Hydrastes,  But,  before  this  hap- 
|>ened,  he  treated  Porus  with  great  marks  of  diftindion^  and 
added  all  the  conquered  countries  to  that  prince's  dominions!^. 
Heretums  It  has  been  already  obferved,  that  AbiJfareSj  whofe  terri- 
i0  the  Hy-  tories  bordered  upon  thofe  of  Porus y  received  an  order  from 
^P**'  Alexander  to  repair  to  the  Macedonian  camp.  To  which  we 
muft  now  add,  that  this  prince  fent  deputies  to  excufe  bi«n- 
felf  on  account  of  ficknefs  ;  which  excufe  Alexander  was 
pleafed  to  accept,  as  the  Indian  king  had  fcnt  the  thirty  elc*

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pbants  which   he  had  promifed,  and   offered   to  fubmit  to 
whatever  terms  fhould  be  impofed  upon  him.     However,  Jr-    . 
/acesy  prcfident  of  the  province  adjoining  to   his  kingdom, 
had  orders  to  inrpe£t  his  condud,  fo  that  the  Macedonian  con- 
queror Teemed  to  entertain  fome  fufpicion  of  the  fincerity  of 
his  intentions.     How  Porus  and  Ahijfares  were  affeded  to- 
wards each  other,  we  are  not  told  ;  bat  it  is  probable,  that 
the  latter  was  tributary  to  the  former,  fince  Alexander  fettled  . 
the  tribute  that  Abijfares  fhould  pay,  before  his  departure,  out 
oi  India y  and,  as  we  apprehend,  made  P^wx  a  prcfeat  of  the 
greateft  part  at  leaft  of  hia  Indian  conqueQs.     Be  that,  as  it 
will,  Alexander  marched  on  to  the  HydafpeSy  where  he  formed 
the  defign  of  paffing  do^n  the  river  Indus  into  the  ocean  ^. 

Though  the  Oxydraca  zxi^  the  Malli  were  fubdued  by  He  fuhduek 
the  Macedonians^  as  has  been  already  related,  yet  they  after-  the  Oxy- 
wards  revolted  from  them,  and  aflcmbled  a  great  army  in  dracae^ 
order  to  oppofe  their  king,  and  put  a  ftop  to  his  conquefts.  Malli»{^r» 
But  Alexander  J  by  marching  through  a  defert  country  with 
incredible  celerity,  furprifed   the  Malliy    and  foon  reduced 
them,  though  he  was  dreadfully  wounded  in  an  attack  made 
upon  one  ot  their  ftrong  fortreflTes,  into  which  they  had  put 
their  wives  and  children  for  fecurity,  and  a  good  garifon  for 
their  defence.     This  quite  difconcerted  the   meafures  of  the 
OxydraciCy  and  fo  intimidated  them,  that  they  fent  deputies 
to  inform  the  king,  that  they  were  now   ready  to  accept  of 
fuch  terms  as  he  fhould  pleafe  to  give  them.     Alexander  com^ 
manded  them  to  fend  him  a  thoufand  of  their  principal  men 
to  ferve  in  his  army,  and  to  remain  as  hoftages  for  the  fidelity 
of  the  reft ;  which  they  not  only  complied  with,  but  like- 
wife  begged  him  to  accept  of  five  hundred  chariots  of  war, 
properly  ham^Jed  and  equipped,  as  a  free  gift.     This  fo 
pleafed  him,  that  he  difmifled   the  whole  thoufand  men  he 
teui  before  demanded  of  them.     The  territory  of  the  Malli 
he  annexed  to  Philip's  province  ;  foon  after  which,  Mufica- 
nusy  whofe  kingdom  was  one  of  the  richeft  and  moft  popu- 
lous in  Indidy  delivered  himfelf  and  his  realms  into  his  hands. 
Then  he  fell  upon  Oxycanusy  another  Indian  prince,  took 
two  of  his  cities  at  the  firil  aiTault,  and  gave  them  up  to  his 
(bUiers  to  be  plundered.     This,  together  with  the  king's  being 
taken  prifoner,  had  fuch  an  efFe£t  upon  all  the  other  cities  in 
his  dominions,  that  they  opened  their  gates  to  the  conqueror. 
Sambusy  or  SabuSy  had  been  declared  by  Alexander  governor 
of  the  Indian  mountaineers  ;  but  he  fled,  when  he  heard,  that 
the  Macedonian  monarch   had   vouchfafed  MuftcanuSy  with 
whom  he  was  at  enmity,  fo  gracious  a  reception.     However,

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.    Alexander  wont  to  Sindemana^  his  capital  city,  where  be  re- 
ceived maay  valuable  prefents  from  Sabus*s  friends  and  dome* 
ilicsy  wboafllired  tbe  king,  that  this  prince's  flight  was  owing 
to  his  fear  of  MuficanuSy  and  not  to  any  apprehenfion  of  a 
benefador's  refentment,  againft  whom  he  was  incapable  of 
harbouring  any  finifter  defigns  •• 
And  five-      SooN  after,  the  king,  receiving  advice  of  Mu/Uanus^s  re- 
ral  other    volt,  difpatched  Agenory  one  of  his  generals,  with  a  body  of 
Indian  m-  troops,  againft  him.     That  general  Aibdued  his  kingdom  ef- 
Hotu.         fedually,  and  even  brought  with  him,  to  the  MacedonietHi 
camp,  Muficanui  himfelf  in  chains.    Alexander  was  extremely' 
pleafed  at  this,  and  commanded  him  to  be  crucified,  togetho: 
with  all  the  Brachmans  who  had  excited  him  to  thb  revolt. 
He  was  great! v  incenfed  againft  thofe  fapes,  by  reaftn  of  their 
having  infpired  feveral  of  the  Indian  princes  and  ftates  with 
an  averfion  to  the  Macedonians  ;  though,  that  be  highly  re- 
verenced them  afterwards,  when  he  b^me  acquainted  with 
their  vnfdom,  and  generous  notions,  we  learn  from  P/«- 
tarch.     As  for  their  averfion  to  the  Macedonians^  the  Indians 
had  moft  certainly  the  greateft  reafon  for  it ;   as  Alexander^ 
by  the  dreadful  ravages  he  committed  amons  them,  the  vaft 
numbers  he  maflacred  of  them,  and  the  moft  barbarous  treat* 
ment  they  in  many  places  met  with  from  him,  difcovered  him- 
felf to  be  an  enemy  not  only  to  them,  but  to  the  whole  race  of 
mankind.    Nor  could  he  have  been  confidered  by  the  Indians 
in  any  other  light  than  as  the  chief  of  a  body  of  plunderers  and 
affaiSns,  who  made  it  their  whole  bufincfs  to  pillage  and  de- 
firoy,  as  far  as' in  them  lay,  all  other  nations.     For  a  farther 
account  of  Muficanus^  the  prince  fo  barbaroufly  ufed,  we  muft 
beg  leave  to  refer  our  readers  to  Strabo.    In  the  mean  time  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  obferve,  that  fometimes  we  find  Mu- 
ficanus*%  fubjefls  called  Muftcaniy  or  Muficanians^  and  tbe 
country  he  governed  the  kingdom  of  Muficanus.     But  this  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at,  it  having  been  a  common  pradice 
among  the  antient  Indians  to  apply  to  themfelves,  and  the 
countries  they  inhabited,  the  names  of  their  kings.     Porus 
feems  to  have  been  an  appellation  common  to  the  fovereigns  of 
Indiay  as  was  Pharaoh  to  thofe  of  Egypt,  Candace  to  thofe 
of  Meroe^  Cafar  to  the  Roman  emperors,  ^c,  or,  at  leaft,  a 
fort  of  furname  ufcd  by  feveral  neighbouring  Indian  princes  at 
the  fame  time  ^. 
He  lea'ves     Alexander,  arriving  ztPattala,  a  noble  ifland  formed 
India.        by  the  mouths  of  the  Indus,  found,  that  the  commands  he 
had  ifTued  when  he  left  that  place,  were,  in  a  great  meafure,

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complied  with.  The  king  of  this  ifland  bad  ^fore  paid  ho- 
mage to  hiniy  and  had  been  reftored  by  htm  to  his  dominions. 
Soon  after,  Alexandefy  failing  through  a  branch  of  the  Indus^ 
found,  that,  at  its  mouth,  it  fpread  over  die  whole  country, 
and  formed  a  kind  of  lake,  wherein  a  fleet  might  ride  with- 
out any  danger.  Then,  having  made  the  proper  difpofitions 
for  the  departure  both  of  his  fleet  and  land-forces,  he  quitted 
India y  and,  after  having  reduced  the  Oriut^  began  his  arduous 
march  through  Gedr§fia  c. 

From  what  has  been  (aid,  it  appears,  iSait  AUxander  ra- 
ther over- ran  than  conquered  any  coniiderable  part  of  India. 
The  progrefs  of  his  arms  in  this  country,  it  is  true,  was  ex- 
tremely rapid  ;  but  then  we  find,  that  many,  if  not  moft,  of 
the  pnnces  be  fubdued,  almoft  as  foon  as  he  had  moved  out  of 
their  territories,  afTerted  their  former  independency.  Several 
of  thefe,  indeed,  he  a  fecond  time  reduced  ;  but  there  is 
good  reafon  to  believe,  that  even  moft  of  them,  not  to  men- 
tion others,  after  his  departure,  refumed  their  priftine  autho- 
rity. Be  that  as  it  will,  the  Macedonian  hero,  or  rather  cut- 
throat, never  faw,  perhaps,  the  grcateft  part  of  India  ;  and 
that  hts  fucceflTors  had  little  footing  even  in  thofe  provinces  of 
Indiay  which  he  traverfed  rather  than  fubdued,  will  prefently 
appear.  Nor  is  it  probable,  that  a  very  coniiderable  part  of 
a  trad  containing  an  hunditd  and  twenty  nations,  confifting 
of  the  ftrongeft  men  in  the  world  (for  as  fuch  we  find  the 
Indians  reprefented  by  the  antients),  fhould  beintirely  reduced 
by  Alexander's  army,  whilft  he  remained  in  India.  The 
dreek  writers  themfelves,  the  moft  devoted  to  Alexander^  and 
who  have  the  moft  amplified  his  atchievements,  do  not  give 
the  leaft  countenance  to  fuch  a  fuppofition  ^. 

We  are  told  by  Diddcrus  Siculus^  that,  in  the  divifion  of  India//i/#- 
Alexander's  eoipire,  Taxiles  and  Form  had  their  own  king' pendent  en 
doms  affigned  them,  as  reftored  and  augmented  by  that  con- /^' Mace- 
queror,  before  he  left /ff^/zW.     This  may  be  true,  efpeciallydonianstf/ 
as  it  is  confirmed  by  Arrian^  whom  we  have  chofen  principally  Alexan- 
to  follow  in  our  hiftory  of  Alexander  the  Greats  for  the  reafons^'-'^'*'^ 
already  given;  but,  admitting  it,  we  have  great  reafon  to  believe^ 
that  they  enjoyed  their  fovereignty  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  ever 
before  the  commencement  of  that  divifion.     And  that  there 
were  other  princes  independent  on  them,  appears  from  hence, 
that  Cleophesy  queen  of  part  of  Indiay  bad  a  fon  by  Alexander 
tbe  Greaty  who  fucceeded  bis  mother  in  her  kingdom.     Nay, 
from  what  we  have  already  related,  it  appears,  that  the  Ma» 
cedenians  were  only  pofieiTed  of  fome  of  the  maritim  pro- 
vinces of  India^  when  they  were  driven  from  thence  by  San*

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drocottus ;  which  amounts  to  a  plain  proof,  that  they  had  then 
little  power  in  the  interior  part  of  that  vaft  region  ^. 
Scleucus        Sandrocottus,  or,  as  he  is  called  by  fome,  Andro- 
cidfslndlsicotius^  an  /ndian  of  mean  ex(ra£Uon,   was  a  youth  when 
tp  SsLudrO' JUxander  fubjugated  part  of  Indsa»     He  had  feen  that  mon* 
cottus.      arch  in  his  camp,  and  became  very  popular  among  his  coun- 
trymen.    Under  the  fpecious  pretext  of  enabling  the  Indians 
to  fliake  off  the  yoke  of  foreigners,  he  aflembled  an  army 
of  600,000  men,  and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  India.  To  reco- 
ver the  Macedonian  conqueftf,  Seleucus  marched  over  the  Indus  ; 
but,  finding  Sandrocottus  prepared  to  enter  upon  adion  with 
an  army  of  600,000  men,  and  a  prodigious  number  of  ele- 
phants, having  almoft  all  India  at  his  devotion,  he  did  not 
judge  it  advifeable  to  provoke  fo  formidable  a  power.  Where- 
fore he  thought  proper  to  renounce  his  pretenfions  to  India  i 
for  which  renunciation  Sandrocottus  granted  him  a  fupply  of 
five  hundred  elephants.    This  treaty  Seleucus  was  induced  to 
conclude  with  the  king  of  India^  that  he  might  the  more  rea- 
dily contribute  to  the  redudion  of  the  exorbitant  power  of 
Antigonusy  and  his  fon  Demetrius^  who  had  driven  both  Caf^ 
fander  and  Ptolemy  out  of  all  the  flrong  places  they  poiTefied 
iln  Greece.    From  this  time  xht  Greeks  had  no  great  intercourfe 
with  India  *f  fo  that  we  find  little  recorded  by  the  antients  of 
the  Indian  affairs,  after  that  nation  had  abandoned  almofl  all 
the   provinces  Alexander  conquered  to  the  eaft  of  the  In- 
dus *. 

How  long  Sandrocottus  fwayed  the  fceptre  of  India ^  we  arc 
not  informed,  nor  of  what  happened  there  during  his  reign. 
But  that  fome  fort  of  a  communication  was  afterwards  kept 
open  between  Syria  and  India^  may  be  inferred  from  Athe- 
neeus.  That  author  informs  us,  that  Amtrochates  king  of 
India^  probably  of  the  family  of  Sandrocottus^  wrote  to  An- 
tiochusy  one  of^  Seleucus*8  dependents,  to  defire  that  prince  to 
fend  him  a  quantity  of  fweet  wine,  dried  figs,  and  a  GreeJt 
fophift,  for  which  he  offered  to  pay  whatever  fhould  be  de- 
manded of  him.  AntiocbuSy  in  anfwer  to  his  letter,  told  him, 
that  with  figs  and  wine  he  would  plentifully  fupply  him  ;  but 
that  the  laws  of  the  Greeks  did  not  permit  him  to  fell  a  Greek 
f>phift.  What  was  the  refult  of  this  epiftolary  correfpond- 
©ncc,  or  which  of  the  fucceffors  of  Seleucus  this  Antiochus 
Was,  we  cannot  pretend  to  fay  '.

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That  Seleucus^  however,  did  not  cede  every  diftriA  \nSmi 
India  J  conquered  bj  AUxandir^  to  Sandrocottusj  is  rendered  Greek 
probable  hy  Arrian.    This  author  relates,  that  even  to  his^f*^^' 
time  feveral  andent  Greek  drachms  were  found  in  the  neigh-  !^^i^^d  at 
bourfaood  of  Barygaxa^  with  Greek  infcriptions,  and  the  ef-  ^^g^^a. 
figies,  or,  at  lesdft  the  infignia^  of  Apollodotus  and  Menander^ 
two  Greek  princes,   upon  them.     He  alfo  fays,  that  thofe 
princes  reigned  there  after  Alexander's  deceafe.    From  whence 
we  may  conclude,  that  thii  remote  province  of  India  was 
never  fubjed  to  Sandrecottus ;  and  that  the  Greeks  kept  their 
footine  here  a  coniiderable  time,  poffibly  feveral  generations^ 
after  the  partition  of  the  Macedonian  empire  ^  (F). 

From  the  reign  of  Sandrocettus  to  the  time  of  Augujlus^  An  Indian 
we  find  little  faid  of  the  Indians  ^  by  the  Greek  and  Roman  king  fends 
writers.    But  the  Raman  empire  arriving  at  the  zenith  of  its  '^^  emhajfy 
power  wfailft  that  prince  fat  upon  the  imperial  throne,  he  was  ^^  Aogu- 
bonoured  and  revered  by  the  remoteft  nations.     Among  the  ^^« 
reft,  the  Scjthiansj  Seres^  and  Indians^  fent  embaiTadors  to 
bim.     The  Indian  minifters  came  from  a  prince  called  Porus^ 
according  to  Orojius^   and  found  Augujius  in  Spain,    The^ 
purport  of  their  commiffipn  was  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with 
Jiim.    But,  as  ibme  time  was  fpent  before  any  confiderable 
progrefs  could  be  made  in  this  afEiiir,  other  embafladors  were 
di/patcbed  by  Porus  to  Augujius  fome  years  after,  whom  they 
met  at  Samos^  in  order  to  put  the  iinifhing  hand  to  the  pro- 
jeded  treaty.     Nicolas  of  Damafcus  faw  tbefc  embafladors, 
who  were  only  three,  the  others  dying  by  the  fatigues  they

reafonable  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power.  £ight  Indian  iervaots, 
wearing  only  a  fort  of  trowfes  or  drawers,  and  having  their 
bodies  perfumed  with  aromatic  unguents,  after  the  AkSau 
manner,  carried  the  prefents  fent  by  P§rus  to  Jhmj^ms. 
Among  other  curiofities,  of  which  thiefe  confifted,  rffcoims 
mentioned  fevera)  vipers  of  an  immenfe  fiee,  a  ferpent  above 
fifteen  foot  long,  a  river-tortoife  near  five,  and  a  partridge 
bigger  than  a  vultur.  The  Indian  embaflTadors  had  Ukewifie 
in  their  train  the  Bracbman,  or  fage,  Zarmamchagas^  who 
afterwards  burnt  himfelf  at  Atbtnsy  as  Calanus  had  done  be- 
fore at  Pafargada.  The  former  of  thofe  philofophers  it  fiud 
to  have  dedroyed  himfelf  in  the  height  of  his  profperity,  that 
he  might  not  meet  with' any  future  misfortunes.  He  approach- 
ed the  pile  with  a  fmiling  countenance  s  and  had  upon  hit 
tomb,  or  fepulcral  monument,  the  following  infcription : 
Here  lies  Zarmanochagas  the  Indian  of  Bargofa^  who  put 
himfelf  out  of  life^  in  conformity  to  a  cujiom  prevailing  among 
bis  countrymen '. 
wf  Ta-  Annius  Plocamus,  a  fireedman,  having  fiumed  the  cu- 

proba-       ftoms  of  the  Red  Sea^  and  being  failing  on  the  coaft  of  Ara- 
nian  king  ^/^^  ^^j  driven  by  contrary  winds  into  Hippun\  a  port  of  Tm- 
finds  em-  prohane.  The  king  of  the  country  having  entertained  him  for 
bajfadors   ^^^  months  with  great  hofpitality,  received  from  him,  during 
to  Uau-    jj^^j  interval,  a  full  and  ample  account  of  Cafar  and   the 
*"*•         Romans.    That  prince,  viewing  the  money  Flocamus  brought 
with  him,  obferved  that  the  denarii,  tho'  coined  in  diiFerent 
places,  and  b^  different  hands,  were  all  of  the  fame  weight  | 
which  gave  bim  a  yery  advantageous  idea  of  the  Roman  ho- 
nefty,  and  induced  him  to  fend  an  embafly  to  Rome.    Tliit 
happened^  according  to  Pliny^  in  the  reign  of  the  emperor 
Claudius.    The  Taprobanian  embaify  confifted' of  four  per- 
fons,  the  principal  of  whom  was  one  Rachias^  a  man  of  great 
confideration  in  the  ifland.    They  canae  in  order  to  iblkit  an 
alliance  with  Claudius ;  and  informed  the  Rjomams  of  many 
particulars,  which  before  they  were  flrangen  to.  Amoc^  ocher 
thing9,  they  told  them,  that  there  were  five  hundred  towAS  m 
the  jdand  ;  that  Palafimundusy  the  capital  city,  was  fo  ex- 
tremely populous,  that  one  part  of  it  only  contained  200,000

circumference.  They  alfo  related,  that  the  beres  (G),  in 
whofe  country  Rachias^s  father  had  been,  were  greatly  addicted 
to  coimnerce,  of  a  larger  (ize  than  other  men,  and  had  red 
hair,  and  blue  eyes,  ihe  Taprobanians  at  this  time  abounded 
with  gold,  (liver,  pearls,  and  all  kinds  of  jewels.  They 
eleded  for  their  king  a  perfon  who  had  no  children,  and  if 
afterwards  he  begot  any,  they  certainly  depofed  him,  left  the 
crown  (hould  become  hereditary.  Our  readers  will  find  fe- 
veral  other  particulars  relating  to  the  civil  and  religious  con- 
ftitution  of  Taprobane  at  this  lime  in  P//ffy,  to  whom,  for 
farther  fati$fadion,  we  beg  leave  to  refer  them  ^. 

We  find  ^n  Indian  king  called  PhraoUSy  or  PbraorteSyVYLnottnh 
mentioned  by  PbiUflratus.  That  author  likewife  mentions 
this  prince's  fon,  who  was  a  minor  when  his  father  died^ 
The  regents,  during  his  minority,  being  tyrants,  were  cut 
off*  by  the  people ;  upon  which,  he  retired  for  refuge  to  an- 
other Indian  king,  whofe  dominions  bordered  upon  the  Hy^ 
panis.  Here  he  ftudied  philolbphy,  married  that  prince's 
daughter,  and  fucceeded  him  in  his  kingdom.  But  finding 
his  wife's  brother  more  popular  than  himfelf,  and  apprehend- 
ing his  life  in  danger,  he  abdicated  the  throne,  and  ever  after- 
wards lived  a  retired  life.  And  indeed  this  was  more  agreea* 
ble  to  his  natural  difpofition  than  the  pomp  and  fplendcr  of 
a  court'. 

Phraotis,  or  Phr  aortes,  IL  had  made  a  great  progrefs  Phraotfs 
in  Gtiik  literature,  under  his  father's  tuition,  before  he  arrived  '^' 
at  twelve  years  of  agr-  He  afterwards  lived  fevcn  years  with 
the  philofophers^  or  Brahmam  \  and  in  that  interval  loft  both 
bis  parents  and  his  kingdom.  The  laft  he  was  deprived  of  by 
the  vjlJainv  of  hh  uncle  i  but,  after  fome  time,  he  was  re- 
called by  his  rui:je^,  who  received  him  with  open  arms.  He,

EmbafTadors  were 

to  Trajan,  even  fent  from  India  to  congratulate  him  upon  the  fuccefs 

which  had  attended  his  arms.     This  prince,  being  upon  the 

coaft  of  Arabia y  and  difcoveringafhip  bound  to  India^  wifhed 

he  was  young,  that  he  might  extend  his  conquefts  to  that 

country,  according  to  Dio,    Eutropius  tells  us,  that  he  fitted 

out  a  fleet  in  the  Red  Sea^  with  an  intention  to  undertake 

an  expedition  againft  India ;  and  that,  in  order  to  crown  this 

with  fuccefs,  he  informed  himfelf  of  the  cuftoms,  ftrcngth, 

and  manner  of  fighting  with  the  Indians,    The  RcmanSy  as 

we  have  clfewhere  obferved,  pretended,  that  they  brought 

even  India  itfelf  under  fubjeflion  ;  which  ought  to  be  a/cribed 

to  the  fame  unaccountable  vanity  that  prompted  them  to 

plume  themfelves  upon  their  imaginary  conqueft  of  Arabia  P. 

The  fame  of  Antoninus  Piuses  great  wifdom,  juftice,  and 
moderation,  reached  the  Indians^  and  induced  them  to  fend 
embaffadors  to  him,  as  we  learn  from  Aurelius  ViSior,  But 
what  was  the  purport  of  their  commifiion,  or  what,  buflne/s 
they  tranfa£led  at  Ronie^  after  their  arrival  there,  does  not 
appear  from  any  antient  author  <i. 

Jt  is  very  well  known,  that  the  emperor  Aurelian  was 
feared  by  the  remotcft  barbarous  nations.  Among  the  reft, 
the  Indians  themfelves  ftcm  to  have  flood  in  awe  of  him. 
That  he  had  gained  fomc  advantages  over  certain  of  their 
tribes,  or  cantons,  may  be  concluded  probable  from  hence, 
that  feveral  Indians  graced  his  moft  remarkable  triumph,  as 
wc  find  related  by  Vopifcus.  Unlefs  it  fhould  be  faid,  that  the 
Indians  there  mentioned  were  Ethiopians  j  for,  that  this  laft

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nation  went  fomctimes  under  the  denomination  of  Indiam;^ 
has  been  already  obferved.  But  that  the  proper  Indians  m^y 
be  here  underftood,  is  rendered  probable  by  the  fame  author, 
when,  among  the  nations  who  fent  folemn  embaffies  and  rich 
prefents,  to  gain  the  friendfhip  of  the  conqueror  of  Zencbia^ 
be  mentions  the  Jrabiansj  BaSfrians^  IberianSy  Albanians^ 
SaracenSy  JrmenianSj  Ethiopians,  Indians,  Perfians,  and  even 
the  Seres  bordering  upon  the  Chinefe.  For  here  we  find  the 
Indians  diftin^iihed  from  the  Ethiopians,  and  attended  by  all 
their  principal  neighbours  f. 

G£NOB«N  and  Efatecb  were  two  Indian  princes,  who  feem 
to  have  put  themfelves  under  the  procedion  of  the  emperors 
DiocUfian  and  Maximian ;  befides  which,  we  find  nothing 
remarkable  related  of  them  ^^ 

AfiOVT  three  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  the  com- ^^^  j^-^^. 
mencement  of  the  Chriftian  aira,  embailadon  arrived  at  Con-  ^^1^  /^ 
JlantinopU  from  the  BUmmyes,  the  Indians,  the  Ethiopians,  Conftan- 
and  the  Perfians,  with  rich  prefents  for  Conftantine,  whofc  tine  the 
friend^p  was  at  that  time  courted  by  their  refpedive  maftcrs.  Great, 
Nay,  according  to  Eufebius,  thofc  princes  were  then  difpofcd 
to  acknowlege  this  emperor  for  their  foveretgn  ;  but  that  in 
fzA  they  did  fo,  we  are  not  told  by  any  author.    Nor  have 
we  any  particulars  relating  to  the  fituation  of  affairs  in  India ^ 
when  the  Indian  deputy,  or  deputies,  here  mentioned,  left 
that  country,  handed  down  to  us  *. 

We  are  told,  however,  by  CedrenuSy  that  a  king  of  India 
fern  moft  rich  and  magnificent  prefents  to  Conjiantine,  after, 
as  it  ihouk)  feem,  the  arrival  at  Conftantlnople  of  the  former 
Indian  embaffadors.  He  committed  thefe  prefents  to  the 
care  and  cuftody  of  one  Metrodorus,  who  had  lived  fome  time 
among  the  firahmans.  But  for  a  farther  and  more  particular 
account  of  this,  we  muft  beg  leave  to  refer  our  readers  to 
that  author  himfclf,  if  they  think  proper  to  ccnfult  him  u. 

From  this  time  to  the  reign  of  Juftinian,  we  find  little  Anaccouni 
mention  made  of  the  Indians,  by  the  antients.     But  Cofmas  of  India, 
Mgjptius,  or,  as  he  is  fometimes  called,  Cofmas  Indicopleujies,  and  fome 
who  was  .cotcmporary  with  JufUnian,  has  tranfmittcd  dovrn  of  the 
to  us  feveral  particulars  relating  to  that  nation.

The  Chriftiaii 
reli^km  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  phiiled  in  P^fia  by  Thai^ 
imus.  When  Cefmas  wrote,  nomas  Edeffinusj  his  friend, 
was  pnMBOted  to  the  aichkiflioprick,  or  primacy,  of  Perfia. 
The  tfcbbifliop  of  Pirfia  probably  fent  a  bifliop  to  CaUkma^ 
ar  Calecut^  as  well  as  prefbyters  and  deacons.  Great  tiumbers 
td  Chriftians  lived  in  AiaU^  Siilidiva^  and  all  over  Perfia^ 
as  wdl  as  among  the  Hunm^  the  people  of  Saatra^  and  the 
•Cher  Indians^  in  the  time  of  the  emperor  Juftinian.  The 
ifland  of  Siotra  is  faid  to  have  been  peopled  W  the  Egyptiam^ 
wlulft  die  Ptolemiis  fat  upon  the  throne  of  Egypt ;  and  that 
the  inhabitants  of  this  ifland  fpoke  Gnek  in  the  6th  century, 
we  may  infer  from  Cofmas.  We  muft  not  forget  to  obferve, 
ibsitThe$Afius,  Heraaiusy  and  Jujiinian  had  fokmn  embaffies 
itat  them  from  India ;  nor  that  the  Perfian^  Arab^  Scythian 
or  Tartar^  and  Indian  Chriflians  were,  for  the  moft  part, 
Neftmians  *.

inches  long,  and,  in  proportion, 
narrower  at  the  heel,  and  broad- 
er at  the  toes,  than  the  impref- 
fion  of  a  human  foot  would  be 
at  this  time.  From  this  flace  he 
retired  to  the  top  of  an  high 
jBOoncain,  two  mUes  from  Mai- 
Bapmre,  wheve  his  enemies  coming 
np  with  him,  one  of  them  pierced 
him  through  with  a  lance.  We 
are  told  this  happened  in  the 
days  of  Sagaau^  who  was  then 
fovereign  of  this  part  of  LuHa, 
That  prince  was  induced  to  em- 
brace the  Chriftian  Buth  1>y  feme 
mirades  wrought  by  St.  Thomas^ 
mad  thereupon  gave  him  leav^ 
to  boild  a  church  in  Mallidipore  ; 
which  drew  many  of  the  IndioMs 
€rrtr  to  the  Chriilian  religion. 
This  fo  incenfed  the  Brabmans^ 
that  they  refolved  upon  his  de- 
firuaioQ,  which  they  effcded  in 


the  manner  above  related.  When 
the  Portmguefe  firft  fettled  here, 
they  ereded  a  church  over  the 
cave  and  well  on  the  Little  Mount, 
and  another  on  the  fpot  where 
the  apoftle  fufiered  martyrdom. 
The  P^/i^jK^  pretend  to  have 
now  in  their  poSflfeffion  the  very 
knoe  that  killed  St.  Thomas,  as 
likewiie  the  ftooe  tindored  with 
the  apoftle's  blood,  that  cannot 
be  waihed  out.  Capt.  Hamilton 
declares,  that  he  has  often  feen 
both  the  mounts,  and  the  relics 
of  antiquity,  hcx^  mentioned. 
The  town  of  St.  Thomas  was 
formerly  one  of  the  moll  flou- 
rilhii^  marts  on  this  coaft;  but 
it  has  fidlen  greatly  to  decay, 
finoe  the  Engli/h  have  been  in 
pofieffion  of  Fort  St^  Georgf, 
From  the  firil  plantation  of  C&- 
fiianity  in  Jadia  by  St.  Thomas, 
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The  Indians^  at  thirtime^  were  as  much  addided  to  trade 
as  their  anceftors  in  the  days  of  Straho.  They  imported  vaft 
quantities  of  filk  into  P«V£y,  and  enjoyed  a  very  extenfive 
commerce,  according  to  Frocopius.  Their  veffels,  in  which 
they  navigated  to  th«  Perfian  ports,  wd-e  very  rude  and  fim- 
plc,  rcfembling  thofe  of  the  Ethiopians.  This  feems  to  have 
been  chiefly  owing  to  their  want  of  iron,  their  laws  not  per- 
mitting them  to  purchafe  any  of  the  Romans.  The  Perfians 
took  care  to  keep  the  filk-manufadure  for  a  long  while  wholly^ 
to  themfelves,  not  permitting  the  filk-worms  to  be  carried  out 
of  Perjia^  infomuch  that  it  was  for  fcveral  ages  extremeljr 
dear  in  thefe  parts,  being  of  equal  value  with  gold.  But  at 
laft  Jufiinian  fent  two  monks  into  Serinda^  probably  either 
Sirica^  or  a  part  of  India  contiguous  to  it,  to  learn  how  the 
filk  trade  was  managed,  and,  on  their  return  home,  to  bring 
with  them  a  large  quantity  of  filk-worms,  that  he  might  be 
thereby  enabled  to  fet  up  the  manufadures  in  his  own  do- 
minions. They  accordingly  informed  themfelves  of  every 
particular  relating  to  the  manufadure ;  but  found  it  impoffi- 
ble  to  bring  the  worms  themfelves  alive  to  CofiftantinopU. 
However,  they  brought  vaft  quantities  of  their  eggs  thither ; 
and,  by  covering  them  with  dung,  after  the  Indian  manner, 
and  imparting  to  them  a  proper  degree  of  heat,  they  eafUy 
hatched  them.  From  thefe  eggs  have  been  propagated  all  the 
filk- worms  (ince  produced  in  Europe,  We  muft  not  omit 
informing  our  readers,  that  the  emperor  Jujiinian  died  in  tbc 
year  after  the  birth  of  Christ  565  \ 

After  the  death  of  Jujiinian  wc  find  nothing  of  moment 
related  of  the  Indians  till  the  time  of  IValid  the  fixth  khalif 
of  the  family  of  Ommiyab^  who  rendered  part  of  India  trir 
butary  to  him.  In  the  fpace  of  nine  years  and  an  half  he 
fubjugated  Spain^  Sardinia^  the  iflands  of  Majorca  and  Ml" 
norcoy  a  part  of  Gallia  Narbonnmfisj  the  vaft  province  of 
Maouarannahory  Turkeftan^  and  moft  of  India  intra  Gangem^ 
But  of  all  his  great  atchievements  our  readers  will  find  a  mi- 
nute and  circumfbntial  relation,  in  the  hiftory  of  the  empire 
of  the  jfrabsy  under  the  firft  four  khalifs^  and  thofe  of  the

The  hiftory  of  In^a^  from  the  khalifat  of  fFalid  to  the 
coDqueft  of  that  country  by  Mahmud  Gazni^  is  fo  barren, 
that  it  contains  no  particulars  meriting  our  attention,,  at  leaA 
none  but  fuch  as  will  be  more  properly  inferted  in  the  modern 
hiftory  of  the  Arabs.  Mahmud  Gazni  firft  entered  India  in 
the  year  of  the  Hejra  392.  about  A.D.  1002.  and  at  laft 
made  himfelf  mafter  of  that  vaft  region.  But  we  fhall  here-

CHAP.     XXXIL 

SECT.    I. 

the  Antiquity^  G^ernment^  Laws,  Religion^  CuJlomSj 
Language^  ArtSy  Sciences^  and  Bifpofition  of  the 
Miient  Chinefe. 

TH  E  Chinefe,  like  other  nations,  afTume  to  themfclves  Tb^  Chi* 
too  high*  an  antiquity,  as  fixing  the  reign  of  their  firft  aefe«/i 
emperor  Fo-hi  near  three  dioufand  years  before  the  birth  oifume  /» 
Christ.     Their*  original,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Tartars ytbemfehm 
favours  ftrongly  of  fable,  as  does  alfo  the  hiftory  of  feveral  of '*^  bigh 
their  firft  emperors.     Nor  has  Father  du  Halde  offered  any  *«  **'«- 
thing  in  defence  of  the  Chinefe  chronology,  tho*  he  profcfles  f *"(/• 
himfelf  a  zealous  admirer  of  it,  that  deferves  the  leaft  atten- 
tiofiy  except  an  eclipfe  of  the  fun,  which  happened  in  the 
refgn  of  Chong-kang,  2155  years  before  the  commencement  of 
the  Chriftian  Mra,    This,  indeed,  he  builds  much  upon,  as 
does  likewife  Father  Premare^  who  allows,  that  China  was 
peopled   above  2155  years  before  Christ,    of   which  he 
reckons  the  aforefaid  folar  eclipfe  to  be  a  full  and  perfc<S  de- 
monftration^. 

M.  Maigrot,  BiOiop  of  Konon,  with  great  reafon,  be-  <rbeir 
lleves  the  chronology  of  antient  times  among  the  Chinefe  iOcbronolm 
be  ycry  uncertain  and  precarious ;   as  alfo  that  the  Chinefe  <very  mm- 
annalift  Chnhi  has  adjufted  both  the  years  and  eclipfes  folely  certaim, 
according  to  his  own  fancy.   Of  this  no  one  can  doubt,  who

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confiden  that  the  Chinefe  were  little  verfed  in  aftronomy^ 
even  when  the  Jefuiu  firft  came  among  them ;  and  that  they 
were  fo  far  from  being  able  to  calculate  an  eclipfe,  or  even 
t\kt\y  to  make  any  celeftial  obfervations,  2155  years  before 
the  birth  of  Christ^  that  they  probably  knew  as  little  then 
of  any  thing  relating  to  eclipfes,   and  the  other  heavenly 
phaenomena,  as  the  bulk  of  mankind,  or  even  the  moft  illi- 
terate nations,  at  prefent  do.     For  a  full  demonftration  of 
this^  we  muft  beg  leave  to  refer  our  readers  to  a  curious  and 
learned  letter  of  Mr.  Cojiard^  Fellow  of  Wadham  College^ 
Oxford^  publifhed  in  the  Philofophical  Tranfa^ions  for  the 
months  of  March ^  Jpril^  and  Maj^  1747  J>. 
China  not     That  China  could  have  been  but  thinly  peopled  fo  late 
fi  iorlj     as  1 300  years-  before  the  ChrUiian  ara^  we  have  rendered  pro- 
fiopltd  as  bable  in  the  hiftory  of  the  Tartars.    Nay,  that  a  confiderable 
fimt  tma-  pgr^  ^f  \^  n^uft  ^^yc  been  uncultivatedy  even  in  the  year  pre- 
^'*^'         ceding  Christ  637.  when  the  Scythians^  under  the  condufi 
of  Madyesy  firft  made  an  irruption  into  the  upper  Afia^  has 
there  likewife  been  clearly  evinced.    To  which  we  mxf  add, 
that  had  China  then  been  a  large  and  powerful  empire,  as  it 
has  been  for  many  ages  laff  paft,  notwithftanding  the  referved 
temper  of  the  Chinefe^  and  their  ereat  averfion  to  an  inter- 
courfe  with  foreigners,  fome  knowlege  of  the  riches,  power, 
and  genius  of  its  fubje<£b,  muft  have  tranfpired.    The  Pir* 
Jiam  could  not  have  been  kept  in  profound  ignorance  of  fuch 
a  ftate  till  the  decline  of  their  empire,  nor  even  the  Greeks 
till  the  time  of  Hirodotus^  had  the  Chinefe  made  any  confider- 
able  figure  before  that  period.     But  we  have  not  the  leaft  in- 
timation of  fuch  a  people  as  the  Chinefe  before  Alexander  the 
Great  penetrated  into  India^  and  even  then  we  find  nothing 
of  moment  related  of  them  c.

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arrived  in  that  country,  we  cannot  pretend  to  fay.  It  is  true,  ftopUi 
this  opinion  has  not  been  univerfally  received,  though  the  China, 
greatell  part  of  the  learned  have  adhered  to  it,  fome  affeding 
to  deduce  the  Cbimfe  from  N$ah*s  fons  born  after  the  deluge. 
But  fach  a  notion  feems  to  run  counter  to  Scripture,  as  well 
as  reafon,  common  fenfe,  and  the  nature  of  things.  How- 
ever, as  it  has  been  lately  efpoufcd  by  a  writer  of  credit,  we 
fhall  here  give  it  a  full  and  diftin£i  confideration.  It  depends 
upon  the  fuppofition,  that  Noah*s  ark  refted  on  an  high 
mountain,  or  ridge  of  mountains,  near  China  ;  which  if  we 
can  overthrow,  this  hypothecs  muft  fall  to  the  ground 
of  courfe.  Now,  that  the  ark  could  not  have  refted  im* 
mediately  after  the  deluge  upon  any  high  mountain  near 
China ^  will,  as  we  apprehend,  moft  clearly  appear  from  the 
following  obfervation8<l. 

I*  If  the  ark  refted  on  any  mountain  near  China j  Noah 
probably  lived  three  hundred  and  fifty  years^  and  died,  in  that 
covuitTY*  This  feems  agreeable  to  Scripture  %  which  takes 
no  notice  of  any  migration  of  Noah  after  the  deluge ;  and 
confequently  gives  us  reafon  to  believe,  that  he  lived  and  died 
at  no  great  diftance  from  the  place  where  the  ark  refted. 
Nay,  this  is  exprefly  aflerted  by  the  author  now  in  view. 
But  that  Noah  remained  till  hb  death  in  China^  had  a  nume* 
rous  iflue  there,  and  fent  his  antediluvian  fons,  with  their 
famiUes,  after  the  deluge,  to  the  weft  ward  as  far  as  the  banks 
of  the  Euphrates f  where  they  arrived  in  eightv  years  after  that 
moft  memorable  event,  as  this  gentleman  (uppofes,  will  not 
cafily  be  admitted  by  the  learned.  For  this  (Vfiem  is  clogged 
with  infurmountable  difficulties,  as  leaft  witn  fuch  as  it  will 
be  no  eafy  matter  to  remove. 

2.  That  the  patriarchs  Shem,  Ham^  and  Japhetj  with 
their  families,  fhould  have  traverfed  the  immenfe  tra&  cor- 
responding with  part  of  China^  the  vaft  and  almoft  impafTable 
folitude  of  Sba-moy  Great  Bukharia^  Perjia^  and  the  defert 
of  SinjoTf  the  Singara  of  Ptolemy^  and  Shinar  of  Mofes^ 
in  eighty  years,  is  utterly  improbable.  The  courfe  of  nature, 
and  the  gradual  plantation  of  the  world  by  the  defcendents  of  < 
tbofe  patriarchs,  will  not  admit  of  fuch  a  fuppofition.  How 
abfurd  then  muft  it  be  to  fuppoie,  with  our  author,  that  they 
marched  fr<Mn  China  to  Shinar  in  ten  or  twelve  years  ?  For 
not  only  the  length  of  the  journey,  but  the  face  of  the  traft 
itfdf,  compofed  at  that  time  of  woods,  rivers,  folitudes,  and 
UKMintains,  muft  render  impoflible  fuch  an  expeditious  migra- 
tion. We  may  therefore  conclude,  that  Ntah  was  fo  far  from

ford  believes,  that  he  never  faw  any  part  of  that  agreeable 
region  8. 

3.  China  was  not  peopled  till  after  the  difperfioii,  and 
therefore  Noah  could  riot  poffibly  have  founded  a  monarchy 
there,  fo  early  as  the  aforefaid  author  pretends.  This  Teems 
abundantly  clear  from  Scripture.  Mofes  cxprefly  aiBrms,  that 
the  zOhole  earthy  u  e.  the  whole  race  of  mankind,  dwelt  in  the 
land  of  Shinat,  at  the  time  of  the  difperfion  \  and  that  all 
the  members  of  this  great  community  were  then  of  one  Ian-- 
guage^  and  of  one.  fpeech .  Nor  will  it  avail  this  writer  to  fup- 
pofe,  chat  Mofei  is  here  to  bt  underftood  of  the  dependents 
of  Noah*s  antediluvian  fons  onlv,  and  confequently  not  of 
his  progeny  in  China  after  the  deluge.  For  he  had  before  af- 
ferted,  that  ^  Shem,  Ham,  and  Japhet,  the  whole  earth 
was  overfpread\  i.  e.  that  all  nations  upon  earth  deduced  their 
origin  from  them.  •  And,  after  he  had  enumerated  the  gene- 
rations of  THEIR  fons,  he  alfo  afErms,  that  by  them  were  the 
nations  divided  in  the  earth  after  the  flood ;  or,  in  other  words, 
that  every  individual  of  the  human  fpecies  ought  to  be  con- 
fidercd  as  fpringing  from  them.  In  fine,  nothing  can  be  more 
fill]  and  explicit  tnan  the  teflimony  of  the  facred  hiftofian  on 
this  head,  infomuch  that  there  feems  to  be  no  poffibility  of 
evading  the  force  of  it ''. 

4.  No  part  of  the  earth  was  probably  capable  of  cuiti* 
vation  immediately  after  the  ark  refled  upon  the  mountains 
of  Ararat,     Several  months,  if  not  years,  muft  be  allowed 
for  the  perfeft  feparation  of  the  terrene  from  the  aqueous 
parts.     Some  time,  therefore,  after  that  period  muft   have 
clapfcd,  before  Noah  could  have  put  in  praftice,  had  he  be- 
fore underftood  them,  the  firfl  principles  of  agriculture  ;  and 
jhore,  before  he  could  have  brought  a  vineyard  to  fuch  pcr- 
fc(5lion  as  to  produce  even  a  moderate  quantity  of  wine.     But 
we  find,  that  his  three  antediluvian  fons,  with  their  families, 
remained  with  him  till  after  this  happened.     It  canndt  there- 
fore with  any  colour  of  reafon,  be  fuppofed,  that  they  began 
their  migration  from  China  to  the  Euphrates^  till  at  leaft 
twenty  years  after  Noah*s  arrival  on  the  mountain^  of  jfrarat. 
Nay,  Mr.  Shuciford  believes  them  to  have  remained  inrtth 
their  great  anceftor  in  China  feventy  years,  before  they  had 
any  thoughts  of  advancing  to  the  weftward.    This    brings 
a  frefli  accetlion  of  ftrengch  to  what  has  been  already  offer ed^ 
in  order  to  fliew  the  abfurdity  of  fuch  a  migration  *.

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5.  It  docs  not  appear  from  the  Chinefe  hiftory,  rior  indeed 
from  any  other,  that  wine  was  ever  ufcd,  or  even  difcovcred, 
in  China  (A).  But  that  it  Was  made  from  remote  antiquity, 
in  the  countries  bordering  on  the  mountains  of  Ararat^  fup- 
pofing  them  in  Armenia^  we  have  fufficient  proof.  This 
feems  manifeftly  to  imply,  if  the  authority  of  Mofes  be  oF 
any  weight,  that  the  latter  of  thofe  regions  bids  fairer  for  the 
land  of  Ararat  than  the  former  ^^ 

6.  The  word  Ararat  is  manifeftly  of  Armeman  extraction 
(B) ;  whereas  no  term,  name,  particle,  or  difiion  like  it  is  dif- 
coverable  either  in  the  language  of  the  Indians^  Tartars^  oV 
Ghinefe.  The  radix  arar^  in  Armenia/ty  fignifies  he  made^  or 
hi  did  ;  and  the  fubftanttve  ararads  denotes  ^ork^  as  likewife 
the  worldy  the  earthy  tec.  As  the  whole  earth,  therefore,  or 
the  whole  race  of  mankind,  arrived  on  the  mountains  of 
Araraty  after  they  had  efcaped  the  deluge,  from  this  ciit:um- 
ftance  thofe  mountains  may  naturally  enough  be  imagined  to 
have  received  their  name.  Nay,  the.  Armenians ^  at  thi3  day, 
call  the  Gordyaan  mountains  Ararat^  Arafad^  Arar^  &c. 
and  OnkeloSy  Jonathan^  the  Syriac  and  Arabic  verfions,  faTr. 
render  the  original  ©"^">ii  nn  the  Gordyaean  mountains.  All 
which  obfervations  amount  to  a  ftrong  prefumption,  that 
the  land  of  Ararat  is  not  to  be  fought  for  near  Cbina^  but 
in  Armenia  '.

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Tv  That  the  land  of  Ararat  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Affytia  apd  Bahyhn^  may  be  clearly  evinced  from  Scripture^ 
I.  The  prophet  Ifaiah  tells  us,  that  AdramtUch  and  Sharezer^ 
after  they  had  (lain  their  father  Stmiacberik  at  Nifuveby  efcapcd 
intp  the  land  of  Ararat.  From  whence  we  may  iirfer,  that 
tl^s  country  was  adjacent  to  Afyri^ ;  which  wUl  hold  trut 
of  the  Gnqier  Armtnid^  but  by  no  means  of  any  region  at 
fuchi  an  immenfe  diftance  from  that  antient  kingdom  as  China, 

Shfy  from  this  paflag^  it  may  be  farther  inferred,  that  the 
nd  of  Ararat  or  Armenia^  in  the  reign  of  Sennacherib^  was, 
ipi  a  great  meafure  at  leaft,  independent  on  the  Aj/yrians.  For, 
had  it  been  abfolutely  fubjedl  to  tbcm,  it  could  not  have  ferved 
as  a  retreat  pf  afylum  tothofe  princes,  after  they  had'embniad 
their  hands  in  their  father's  blood  ;  and  therefore  the  prophet 
could  not,  with  any  manner  of  propriety,  have  affirmed,  that 
they  ifeafed  into  ijt.  This  may  poffibly  throw  fome  light 
Vpoi^  the  Arminlan  hiftory,  and  contribute  towards  the  fup- 
port  of  Mojes  Cheremnjish  authority.  2.  The  prophet  Jere'- 
miah  repreients  the  kingdom  of  Ararat  as  part  of  the  power 
which  was  to  reduce  Babykn^  and  at  no  gr«at  diftance  from 
that  city.  Which  reprefentatton  muft  be  allowed  incompa* 
tible  with  the  remote  ficuation  of  China^  but  perfe£t!y  agree* 
ai)Ie  to  that  of  the  Greater  Arnunia,  lU  lik^wife  feems  here 
to  fuggeft,  that,  when  he  penned  this  prop/hecy,  Ararat  was 
governed  by  a  prince  of  its  own,  fince  it  had  then  the  title  of 
kingdom.  And  in  conformity  to  this  ixotiob,  it  appears  from 
profatie  hiftory,  that  though  the  Armmam  yftx^  at  this 
jundure  tributary  to  the  Mtdis^  yet  they  ftill  remained  under 
the  government  of  their  own  kings,  one  of  whofe  fuccefibrs 
aded  with  Cyrus  rather  as  a  confederate  than  a  vafTal,  at  the 
reduction  of  Babylon  >a, 

8.  The  kingdoms  of  Minni  and  AJbienaz  have  been  proved 
tp  be  Phrygia  and  part  of  Armenia  by  the  learned  Bocbert. 
Now  thefe  Kingdoms,  from  the  pafiage  here  cited,  appear  to 
have  been  in  the  vicinity  of  Ararat.  As  therefore  one  of  them 
bordered  upon  Armenia^  and  the  other  may  be  confidered  u 
a. part  of  that  country,  and  were  vaftly  diftant  from  China j 
we  may  naturally  fuppofe  Armenia,  but  by  no  means  China, 
or  any  neighbouring  diftrifl,  to  have  conuined  the  Scripture 
Ararat  \ 

9.  The  MiJef,  Elamites,  and  people  of  Ararat  were  the 
three  principal  natioi^s  appointed  by  God,  according  to  the

to  profane  hiftory,  the  fubverfion  of  the  Babylonian  empire  was 
cffeded  chiefly  by  tht  Med^s^  Per/tans^  and  Arminians.  Now  \i 
is  wetl  knowii,  that  the  Elamites  of  Scripture  anfwered  to  the 
PerSans  of  profane  authors.  The  Medet  alfo  of  Scripture  and  ' 
prorane  authors  appear  to  have  been  the  fame  nation.  T\i^Arme* 
t^ansj  therefore,  of  thofe  writers  muft  have  been  the  inhabitants 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ararat  mentioned  in  Scripture }  which  ieems 
CO  put  tht  point  we  are  now  infifling  upon  beyond  dirpute<'. 

10.  The  kfngdom  of  Ararat^  if  any  regard  is  to  be  had 
to  Scripture,  could  not  have  betn  far  from  the  confines  of 
Mlam  and  Media,  As  therefore  this  circumftance  well  enough 
tallia  with  the  iituation  of  the  Greater  Armenia^  but  is  ut- 
terly repusnant  to  that  of  Chihay  it  mufl  be  ackno^lesed^ 
4iat  the  former  region  has  a  much  better  claim  to  the  Sa-i« 
pture  land  of  Ararat  than  the  latter  P. 

11.  The  Septuagint  verfion  exprefly  calls  the  land  of  Ara* 
rat  Armenia.  This  tefiimony,  efpecially  in  conjundion  with 
i^hat  has  been  oflFered,  is  of  exceeding  great  weight,  and  even 
fcetns  intirely  to  overturn  Mr.  Shuckford^%  fcbeme.  No  won« 
der  then,  that  the  generality  of  learned  men,  who  have  been 
lA  anv  manner  converfant  with  Scripture^  ihould  place  Noab 
and  nis  &mily»  immediately  after  the  deluge,  in  Armenia. 
Nor  can  it  be  denied^  that  both  facred  and  profane  hiilory^ 
as  well  as  the  beft  interpreters  of  Scripture^  have  concurred 
to  eftahlifli  fucb  an  opinion  9. 

12.  The  prindpal  argument  drawn  from  Scripture,  in  fup- 
port  of  Mr.  ^huckfori's  hypothcfis,  is  of  very  little  force.  It 
is  deduced  from  thefe  words  of  Mojes:  And  it  came  to  pafs^  as 
they  journeyed  from  the  eafty  that  they  found  a  plain  in  the  land 
ef  Shtnar ;  and  they  dwelt  there,  from  whence  he  infers, 
that  the  mountains,  on  which  the  ark  refted,  were  in  an  eaflern 
dire<£fa'on  from  die  land  of  Shtnar^  and  Babylon  ;  which  will 
hold  true  of  thofe  near  China ^  but  cannot,  with  any  manner 
of  propriety,  be  (hid  of  thofe  in  Armenia '. 

But,  whatever  our  author  may  thmk,  thefe  words  will 
by  no  means  amount  to  an  implication,  that  the  whole  earthy 
to  ufe  the  phrafe  of  the  facred  hiftorian,  or  all  Noah^s  pofte*'

Sure  ereded  upon  them.  For  though  the  land  of  Shinar  was 
In  a  fouthern  diiedion  from  Armenta^  and  in  a  weftern  one 
from  China f  yet  we  are  under  no  neceffitv  of  fuppofing,  that 
Noah*s  family  conftantly  moved  from  the  jBaft,  after  they  bad 

J  quitted  the  place  where  the  ark  reded.    On  the  contrary,  that 
amily  not  only  might,  but  probably  did,  march  from  the 
)iountains  of  Ararat^  fuppofing  them  in  Amunia^  into  that 
part  of  the  traA  afterwards  called  Mejopotamia  to  the  eaft  of 
the  plain  they  afterwards  occupied  m  the  land  of  Sbinar^^ 
This  has  been  moft  clearly  evinced  by  M.  Bafnage.  In  which 
cafe,  they  muft  be  allowed  to  hvjt  journeyed  from  the  eaji^  as 
Mofes  is  fuppofed  by  Mr.  Sbuckford  to  affcrt     But  farther,, 
the  word  tI31pD  mikkedim  iignifies  fometimes  verfus  orientem^ 
towards  the  eaft^  as  appears  from  another  pafTage  in  the  book 
of  Genejis^  not  jTar  from  that  we  have  in  view,  where  it  is  ob- 
vioufly  to  be.  taken  in  this  fenfe.     We  fay,  obvioufly  to  be 
taken  in  this  fenfe,  fince  the  fituation  of  Beth-el  and  Hai^ 
in  refped  of  the  plain  of  Jordan^  will  not  admit  of  a  different 
interpretation.    So  that  we  may  fuppofe  Noah*s  family  to 
have  advanced  to  the  land  of  Sbinar  immediately  from  a  fla- 
tion  to  the  weft  of  that  country,  to  which  the  members  of 
this  &mily  had  gradually  direded  their  march  from  a  more 
northerly  quarter,  without  offering  the  leaft  violence  to  Scri- 
pture •. 

It  may  not  be  improper  here  likewife,  by  way  of  dlgrtC- ' 
fion,  to  obferve,  that  our  Englijb  tranflation  oueht  to  be 
.  ^mended  in  the  firft  vcrfc  of  the  chapter  juft  referred  to.  The 
word  nnjijn  which  is  there  tranflated  into  thefouth^  ought  to 
be  rendered  into  the  defert.  For  Abram  went  up  out  of  Sgypt^ 
not  into  the  fouth,  but  into  Arabia  Petraa^  or  the  traft  in- 
cluding the  folitudes  of  Sur^  Sinai^  Paran^  &c.  which  was 
N.  E.  of  Egypt.  And  that  the  word  :jji5  in  Hebrew^  as  well 
as  Chaldee^  denoted  a  wildemefs,  filUudey  deftrt^  or  dry  bar^ 
ren  country ^  is.  obvious  to  every  one  in  the  leaft  acquainted 
with  the  Oriental  languages.  The  Septuagint  verfion  likewife 
renders  the  word  TOXiT\  here  ttf  rm  ipfifjLor,  into  the  defert ; 
which,  notwithftanding  the  authority  of  the  infallible  vulgate,

13.  Thg  language  of  China  is  very  different  from  the  /£r- 
hrew  of  the  Old  Teftament^  tho*  it  muft  be  owned,  that  an 
affinity  between  fome  of  their  roots  or  primitive  words  may 
be  difcerned.  Now  Mr.  Shuckford  intimates  the  Chintfe  to 
have  retained  the  moft  obvious  marks  of  the  firft  language^ 
and  confequently  (according  to  his  principles)  to  be  little  or 
nothing  differefit  from  that  fpoken  by  Noah.  The  fame  au-r 
thor  alfo  allows  the  antient  ii/^f«;  to  have  nearly  approached 
the  language  of  Shem^  Ham,  Japhety  and  their  immediate 
defcendents,  if  it  was  not  that  very  language.  According  to 
htm,  therefore,  the  tangue  communicated  by  Noah  to  )m 
poftdiluvian  defcendents  had  no  great  affinity  with  that  ufed 
by  his  antediluvian  fons,  which  muft  likewife  have  come  ori-* 
ginally  from  him.  An  aflertion  this,  favouring  fo  ftrongly  of 
abfurditv,  that  it  muft  greatly  {bake,  if  not  utterly  fubvert, 
his  whole  fcheme  ^. 

14.  The  Hehrevjj  and  all  the  Oriental  tongues  that  are  dia- 
lers of  it^  muft  be  allowed,  if  Mr.  Shuckford  deferves  any 
credit  in  die  point  before  us,  to  be  more  remote  from  the  lan- 
guage of  Adam  and  Noah,  or  the  primitive  language,  than 
the  prefent  Chinefe*  Nay,  the  prefent  Chinefe,  according  to 
bim,  is  almoft  intirely  the  fame  with  that  language  (C)* 
Which  notion^  as  we  apprehend,  does  not  only  run  counter 
to  the  whole  flream  both  of  facred  and  profuie  antiquity,  but 
likewife  to  reafon  itfelf»    For  the  language  of  9him^  Ham^

the  primitive  language ;  fmce  all  languages  are  in  a  continual 
flux,  and  mud  necefEirily  undeigo  many  alteratiops  in  the 
courfe  olF  four  thoufand  years  ^« 

ir5.  That  F^hi,  the  founder  of  the  CA/;?//&  empire,  and 
Noah^  as  t(iis  author  fuppofb,  were  the  fame  peifon,  can 
never  be  proved.  The  account  given  us  of  that  prince  by  the 
^inefe  hiftorians,  muft  be  allowed  to  be  little  better  than  a 
JfiAion  ;  and  con&quenthr  no  great  ftrefs  can  be  laid  upon  it. 
I^or,  indeed,  is  either  tne  "Cmmfi  hifiory  or  chronology  of 
the  earlier  ages  of  their  monarchy  worthy  the  attention  of 
the  learned.  Their  (kill  in  aftronomy,  for  fome  tbou&nd 
ve^^rs  after  the  time  of  Ncab^  was  fo  fmall  and  imperfe^,  that 
It  did  not  enable  them  to  calculate  an  eclipfe,  nor  indee4 
prompt  them  to  make  any  celeftial  obfervations,  the  fureft, 
if  not  only  certain  guides  in  chronological  inquiries.  Am| 
therefore  the  hiftory  of  their  firft  reigns  can  be  confidercd  only 
as  a  confufed  jumble  of  fafb,  or  rather  a  narration  of  fabu- 
lous events,  heaped  together  without  any  order  pr  connexion  | 
fo  that  we  cannot  exped  to  meet  with  much  truth  in  it  But 
even  admitting,  that  the  fabulous  Chinefe  hiftory  of  F*-Ai 
(for  it  defcnres  no  better  an  appellation)  feems  remotely  to 
allude  to  fome  circuniftances  of  Noah*%  life  recorded  in  holy 
writ,  what  are  we  to  infer  from  thence  \  Not  that  Noah  was 
the  firft  emperor  or  monarch  of  China  (for  this  will  by  no 
means  (ollow),  but  that  he  was  the  great  anceftor  of  the  Cbi^ 
ntfiy  who  retained  fome  faint  and  obfcure  notions  of  him^ 
And  did  not  the  antient  Cbaldaansj  Greeks^  Romans^  Arabs^ 
'^truftar^y  &c.  do  the  fam^  I  Such  a  hint  traditional  know- 
lege  of  Noah,  and  the  deluge  feems  to  have  been  comaion  to 
ail  the  politer  nations,  both'of  the  amient  and  modem  world  ^

1 6.  After  Msfes  had  enumerated  the  generations  of  the 
loos  of  Noahj  Bbem^  Ham^  and  Japhet^  he  adds,  Theji  an

ceming  Noah's  poftdiluvian  progeny  in  China  h  a  downrigbk 
fidion.     Nor  wiM   the  patriarth's  advanced  age,   when  he 
came  out  of  the  ark,  permit  us  to  believe,  that  he  had  a  nu* 
nterous  ifllie,  alter  the  flood,  either  in  Chinay  or  any  othei^ 
country.     Whereas  Fo^hij  if  we  will  believe  the  Chinefe  hi- 
ftoriant,  governed  fome  time  a  ^onfiderable,  if  not  a  power* 
ful  nation.    The  authority,  therefore,  of  thefe  very  hifto- 
Hans  is  fo  far  from  fupporting  Mb  Shuckford  in  the  point  be* 
fore  us,  that  it  evidently  tends  to  the  fubverfion  of  his  hyp»- 
tfaefisy. 

1 7.  It  feems  more  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  Noah  and  hii 
fons  remained  together,  till  they  had  overftocked  with  inha- 
biunts  the  fpot  on  which  they  firft  fettled,  or  were  difperfed 
by  God  Himfel^  than  that  they  feparated  from  one  another^ 
before  either  of  thofe  events  happened.  We  may,  therefore, 
reafonably  prefume,  that  they  aU  lived  together  till  the  d**^ 
fpcrfion ;  after  which  they  began  to  fpread  themfelves  over  tbt 
earth.  But  this  has  been  fet  in  fo  ftrong  and  clear  a  light 
by  die  facred  b^orian,  that  a  bare  perufsil  of  him  is  fufficient 
to  obviate  every  objection  that  has  of  late  been  ofiered  to  the 
commctfi  opinion  ^.

That  nzwhti  China  nor  Tartary  were  known  to  dio 

IfraeliteSy  or  indeed  any  of  the  neighbouring  cutions,  in  the 

time  of  Mafesy  muft  be  allowed  probable,  fince  he  has  pafied 

over  in  filence  the  poftcrity  of  Magogs  Mejbech^  and  Tubal  \ 

from  whence  we  may  at  leaft  infer,  that  thofe  regions  then 

were  very  thin  of  inhabitants;     Neither  Homer  nor  Herodotus 

has  dropped  any  thing  which  can  induce  us  to  believe,  that 

either  of  them  ever  heard  of  the  Chineft ;  nor  do  any  of  the 

aotient  Perfian  hiftorians  fupply  us  with  the  leaft  hint  relative 

to  this  nation,  before  the  decleniion  of  the  Perfian  empire. 

All  which  has  no  fmall  tendency  to  overthrow  the  fcntimentt 

the  Chinefe  have  entertained  of  the  high  antiquity  of  their 

empire,  as  well  as  the  indefatigable  and  utmoft  elforts  of  ibme 

of  .the  Jefuits  to  fupport  it  *.

Some  take  the  Seres  of  the  anticnts  to  have  been  the  C!W-  ^i^  tie 
nefiy  or  at  leaft  a  part  (F)  of  that  very  remote  nation  ;  but  Seres 
others  are  of  a  different  opinion.     Cellariusj  who  has  given  "^^'^ 
DS  the  beft  fyftem  of  the  antient  geography,  does  not  bring 
this  Gontroverfy  to  a  decifion.     He  only  fays,  Jlii  ut  in  Scy- 
thfs^  ita  etiam  in  Seribus  locandis  mire  varidrunt^  Others  have 
affigned  the  Scythians,  as  well  as  the  Seres,  very  different  Jitua^ 
ttons.     Dr.  Prideaux^  with  the  generality  of  learned  men, 
believes  the  Seres  to  have  been  the  fame  people  with  that,re« 
mote  eaflern  nation  called- at  prefent  the  Chinefei  and  we 
have  in  a  former  part  of  this  work  declared  our  approbation 
of  this  opinion.    On  the  contrary,  M.  Von  StrahleiAerg  feems 
HOC  dUpofed  to  admit  the  Seres  to  have  Jiad  fo  remote  an 
cafterly  ficuation  as  the  Cbinefe.

Theft 
SarUSy  or  Sens^  are  now  vafials,  citixens,  and  merchants, 
fiectled  in  duree  different  regions ;  firft  without  the  Cbitufi 
ivall,  under  the  Chintjt  juriftiidion,  where  they  are  called 
Katoni  fecondly,  among  the  VJhecks^  who  give  them  the 
denomination  of  Sartti  or  5tm ;  and  thirdly,  in  the  kin|« 
dom  of  Kajbgar^  where  they  have  the  appellation  of  Bwt^ 
iars.  They  carried  on  a  trade  with  tht  Scythians  from 
y^y  remote  ages,  and  conftquendy  were  in  the  earltef 
times  ^eatly  addided  to  commerce ;  which  perfedly  anfwers 
the  charader  given  of  them  by  Pliny.

At  firft 
feveral  petty  princes,  heads  of 
tribes,  or  phylarchs,  exercifed  a 
fovereign  authority  in  this  counr 
try,  as  well  as  others.

(nicjable,  it  was  found  expedient, 
and  even  neceflary,  for  the  pub- 
lic fafety,  to  eled  a  per(bii  to 
prefide  over  them,  to  whom  they 
might  have  recourfe  on  all  ex- 
traordinary occaiions.

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the  reafon  in  the  world  to  believe.    The  Cbimfg  htftoriam  are 
unanimous  in  this  point,  and  have  given  us  a  long  feries  of 
their  kings  or  emperors  from  Fohi  to  the  preient  time.     Nor 
can  anv  thing  be  more  agreeable  to  reafon  than  fuch  a  no* 
tion,  tnls  fpecies  of  government  having  taken  place  in  the 
Eaf},  from  the  earlieft  ages.     Befides,  as  the  Chinefi  have 
never  permitted  foreigners  to  fettle  among  them,  but  coo- 
ftantly  and  perpetually  kept  themfelves  unniixed  with  other 
nations,    we    may  realbnably  fuppofe,   that   they  have  all 
along  invariably  retained  this  form  of  goveriunent.     Now 
there  is  no  monarchy  at  prefent  upon  earth  more  defpotic  than 
that  of  China.    The  emperor  is  veiled  with  abfolute  autho- 
rity, and,  to  appearance,  is  a  kind  of  divinity ;  the  refped  which 
is  paid  him  amounting  to  a  fort  of  adoration.  His  words  are  like 
fo  many  oracles,  and  the  leaft  of  his  commands  as  implicitly 
obeved  as  if  they  came  down  from  heaven.    None  are  fuffered 
to  Ipeak  to  him  but  on  their  knees,  not  even  his  eldeft  brother  ; 
or  to  appear  before  him  with  ceremony  in  any  other  pofture» 
unlefi  he  gives  orders  to  the  contrary.     Only  the  lords  who 
accompany  him  are  permitted  to  ftand  before  him,  and  to  bend 
one  knee  when  they  fpeak  to  him.    We  may  therefore  pre- 
fume,  that  the  mandarins,  and  principal  officers,  with  the 
iicmoft  alacrity,  ever  fince  the  time  of  Shi-whaHg-tij  have  al« 
ways  given  the  fame  public  marks  of  veneration  for  their  em- 
perors, in  order  to  maintain  that  fervile  fubordination  eflential 
to  every  defpotic  government.  From  whence  the  abfolute  and

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imlimited  authority  of  thofe  monarchs  may  be  as  fairfy  de* 
dvced,  as  from  the  expreft  teftimony  of  any  antient  biftorian  ^ 

twGt.  That  the  Chineft  emperors  for  the  moft  part  afcended  the 

throne  by  hereditary  right,  appears  from  the  nature  of  their 
government ;  though  both  thofe  monarchs  and  the  dependent 
princes  fometiities  broke  in  upon  the  fucccffion.  However, 
their  firft  noonarch  Fo^bi^  who  was  born  in  the  province  of 
Shen-Ji^  was  eleded  by  his  countrymen  on  account  of  his 
rare  qualities,  and  fuperior  merit.  With  regard  to  hws,  as 
the  will  of  the  prince  was  the  rate  or  meafure  of  his  fubjeds 
obedience  and  fubmiffion,  our  readers  wiH  not  expeft  us  to 
be  protix  upon  them.  However,  as  the  Chimfe  have  at  pre- 
feni  many  falutary  political  maxims  and  ipftitutions,  wearing 
the  face  of  hws,  we  doubt  not  but  fomething  of  this  kina 
was  current  among  them,  even  in  the  earlier  ages.  But  we 
(hall  have  an  opportunity  of  difcuffing  this  point  more  folly 
in  the  modern  hiftory  of  China,  to  which  fuch  a  difcuffion 
wiR  more  properly  belong  '. 
TUligtm.  '^"^  ^''^  planters  of  Chinay  inftruftcd  by  tradition,  in- 
fpired  their  children,  and,  through  them,  their  numerous 
pofterity,  at  leaft  for  feveral  ages,  with  proper  and  becoming 
fentiments  of  the  Supreme  Being.  They  taught  them  to  ficar 
and  honour  the  Sovereign  Lord  of  the  univerfc,  to  ob- 
fcrve  the  fundamental  precepts  of  the  firft  defcendcnts  of  Noah^ 
and  to  live  according  to  the  principles  of  the  Jaw  of  nature 
engraven  in  their  hearts.  Of  this  we  find  traces  in  thofe  an<^ 
tient  and  valuable  books,  which  the  Chimfe  call,  by  way  of 
eminence,  "The  Five  Volumes ;  bang  the  canbnic^  or  dafficad 
books  of  the  highefk  rank,  whrch  they  look  upon  as  the  fourcc 
of  all  their  fcience  and  morality  g. 

The  chief  objeft  of  their  worfhip,  then,  at  firft,  was  the 
Supreme  Being,  the  Lord  and  Sovereign  Principle  of  aQ 
things,  whom  they  adored  under  the  name  either  of  SboMg-ii^ 
that  is,  fupreme  emperor,  or  Tyen,  which  with  the  Citing^ 
iignifies  the  fame  thing.  Tyen,  fay  the  interpreters  of  Tas 
Five  Volumes,  i4  the  Spirit  that  prefides  in  heaven,  becm^ 
heaven  is  the  mej^  ex<elUnt  work  product  bf  this  Firfi  Cau^ 
Sometimes  the  word  is  alfo  taken  for  the  material  hemvol^ 
the  fenfe  being  to  be  determined  by  the  fuUed  to  wfaidi  it  m 
applied.  The  father  the  Chinefe  called  the  Tyen  of  the  fiimily^ 
the  viceroy  the  Tyen-  of  the  province,  and  the  emperor  the 
Tym  of  the  kingdom.  They  alfo  honoured,  but  with  a  fub-- 
ordinate  worfhip,  inferior  fpirits  dcpertding  on  the  Supreme

But  though  Shang^ti^  or  Tyin^  was  aC  firft  the  primarjr^ 

if  not  fole,  objed  of  dieir  worlhip,  yet  in  after -ages  di^ 

iscm  to  have  addrelled  their  vows  and  homage  to  t^  vifiUe 

material  heaven ;  or,  at  Icaft,  to  a  ceLsftiai  Virtui^  void  of  un« 

derftanding,  and  infqmrable  from  heaven  itfelf.    Nor  ought    ' 

we  to  be  furprifed  at  fuch  a  tranfition  from  the  worfhip  of  die 

Creator  to  ths^  of  die  ntioft  heaudfid  part  of  the  material 

world  in  China  ;  fince  the  firft  (ffioei  of  idolatry  diat  pre*

That  the  Chintfe  had  at  firft  very  radcunal  nodonsof  ?}m, 
or  the  VHa^y  appears  from  one  of  their  canonical  books,  eo^ 
ing  under  the  appellation  of  Sbu-iing.     He  is  therein  ftfled 
the  father  of  the  peoj^  (okiy  independent,  almighty,  a  being 
who  knows  the  moft  hidden  things,  even  the  fecrets  of  the 
heart    He  is  alfi>  there  repiefented  as  watching  over  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  uAtverfe,  fo  diat  no  event  can  happen  but 
b^  his  orders;  as  holy  widiout  partiality,  pleafed  with   the 
yutue  of  mankind,  fuperlativdy  juft,  punimbg  wickednefi 
in  tile  moft  fignal  manner,  even  in  kii^,  whom  he  depoCsA^ 
fetting  up  ot^rs  in  their  room,  according  to  his  will  and 
pkafure.     It  is  likewiTe  there  faid,  diat  public  calamities  are 
the  wamingii  which  he  gives  for  the  reformation  ot  manners  i 
smd  that  d^e  calamities  are  followed  by  a£b  of  mercy  and 
goodneis.     The  firft  fiiges  of  the  Chineft  nation  did  not  only 
acknowl^e  a  future  day  of  puniihment,  but  had  aUb  their 
minds  influenced  by  the  perfuafion,  that  Tym^  by  prodigies 
and  extraordinary  appearances,  gives  notice  of  approacmng 
miieries,  'wherewith  the  fbte  is  threatened.     His  intention 
herein,  according  to  them,  is  to  excite  men  to  a  reformation 
of  manners,  as  the  fureft  way  to  appeafe  the  impending  wrath 
of  heaven  ^^

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The  Shucking  continually  inculcates  a  juft  dread  of  tlic 
Supreme  Being,  as  the  moft  proper  curb  for  the  paflions, 
and  the  moft  efie£^ual  remedy  againft  vice.  It  likewife  re- 
prefents  all  pious  fugseftions^  and  holy  thoughts,  as  in- 
spired by  Tyen,  the  fource  of  goodnefs,  order,  and  per- 
fection. According  to  the  fame  book,  Tyen  has  an  abfolute 
dominion  over  the  wills  of  mankind,  in  order  to  condud  them 
to  his  own  wife  and  juft  ends  ;  though  he  rewards  and  pu- 
niflies  men  by  means  of  one  another,  without  any  detri- 
ment to  their  liberty  '. 

As  the  antient  Chinefe  afcribed  to  Tyen  ppwer,  providence, 
knowl^e,  juftice,  goodnefs,  and  clemency,  and  acknow- 
l^ed,  that  the  moft  wicked  man,  by  making  ufe  of  the 
affiftance  Tyen  oiFers  him,  may  attain  to  the  moft  exalted  pitch 
of  virtue,  they  honoured  him  with  worftiipand  facrifices,  and 
by  the  practice  of  every  virtue.  They  likewife  affirmed,  th^t 
all  external  adoration  is  vain  and  inflgnificant,  if  it  does  not 
proceed  from  the  heart,  and  is  not  animated  by  the  inward 
fentiments  n». 

The  emperor  was  the  only  perfon  to  whom  the  fundion 
of  offering  Sacrifices  to  Tyen  belonged.  But  as  Tyen^  accord- 
ing to  the  early  Chinefe^  views  from  heaven  every  thing  done 
on  earth,  has  given  us  a  foul  capable  of  refie&ion,  and  loves 
virtue,  it  was  not  thought  fuilicient  for  the  priefthood  to  be 
joined  to  the  royal  dignity  in  the  perfon  of  the  emperor. 
But  it  was  moreover  judged  neceflary,  that  he  ihould  be  ci- 
ther upright  or  penitent ;  and  that,  preparatory  to  the  exercife 
of  his  pontifical  fundion,  he  (hould  expiate  his  faults  with 
fafting  and  tears.  The  antient  fages  believed,  that  mankind 
could  not  fathom  Tyen^s  councils  and  defigns  ;  but  that  even 
the  minuteft  and  moft  fecret  of  their  a£Hons  lay  open  to  his 
all-feeing  eye.  They  were  alfo  convinced,  that  he  examines 
all  our  a£tions,  and  has  ereded  a  tribunal  in  our  own  con* 
fciences,  whereby  we  are  judged". 

The  emperor  was  looked  upon  as  the  only  proper  per(bn 
to  obferve  the  primitive  rites,  and  render  publicly  folemn  bo- 
mage  to  Shang'tif  ^  being  his  adopted  fon,  and  the  principal 
heir  of  his  grandeur  on  earth.  To  facrifice  to  the  firft  Being 
of  the  univerfe,  required,  in  the  opinion  of  the  antient  Chi- 
nefe^ no  le(s  than  the  moft  exalted  perfon  in  the  empire  ;  to 
the  end  that,  the  emperor  thus  humbling  himfelf,  in  die 
prefence  of  his  court,  by  the  facrifices  offered  in  the  name  of 
the  empire  to  the  Mafter  of  the  world,  the  fovereign  autho- 
rity of  the  Supreme  Being  might  ftill  (hine  more  refplendent^

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imd  appear  exalted  above  any  equal.  ,  Other  antient  kin?S| 
prefiding  over  countries  nearer  our  part  of  the  world,  had  the 
prtefthood  annexed  to  the  royal  dignity  in  thenii  as  has  beeiji 
obTerved  by  feveral  eminent  audK»^  ^. 

The  Chintfe  feem  to  have  remained  in  the  primitive  reli- 
gion, or  the  religicHi  of  Po  hi^  till  the  reign  of  8hau  hau^ 
when  nine  chu  hevoy  or  feudatory  princes,  endeavoured  to  force 
their  AtbjeAs  to  ofFer  facrifices  to  evi)  fpirits.  They  difturbed 
lioufiss,  according  to  fome  Chlnefi  writers,  with  thefe  fpirits^ 
and  greatly  terrmed  the  people  with  their  delufions.  But 
Cbwtn  hj9y  nephew  of  Whung  //,  who  fuccceded  Shau  hau^ 
extirpated  the  race  of  thefe  nine  inchanters,  appeafcd  the 
fliinds  of  die  people,  and  reftored  order  to  the  iacrificesP. 

But  though  the  canonical  books  above-mentioned,  efpe* 
cially  the  Shu  king^  place  the  fouls  of  virtuous  men  near  Shar^ 
^,  yet  k  does  not  appear,  tba<  they  have  fpoken  clearly  (J 
die  puniflimfnts  in  the  life  to  come.  The  Chintfe  in  the  ear- 
lier ages,  as  well  as  at  prcfent,  had  a  very  confufed  and  in- 
diSoxiSi  notion  of  the  creadon  of  the  world.  Nor  had  they 
any  dear  idea  of  the  foul,  and  its  operations,  either  in  a  con- 
juoA  or  fiaparate  ftate.  But  that  diey  believed  it  to  exift  after 
its  ieparation  from  the  body,  and  were  convinced  of  the  cer- 
tiiatT  of  apparitions,  has  been  put  by  Confucius  himfelf  be- 
yond aH  manner  of  doubt  ^j 

It  is  probable,  that,  before  die  time  of  Confucius ^  idola- 
try had  found  its  way  into  China  \  nay,  Coirfuaus*s  revival  of 
€he  antient  do&ine  fuppofes  this.  Several  ages  after  his  death,  , 
the  idolatry  of  /V,  which  had  before  fprung  up  in  Indiq^  w^s 
introduQed  into  China.  After  the  conqueft  of  Egypt  by  Cam- 
iyfes^  the  Egyptian  priefts  difperfed  themfelves  over  India^ 
Tartary^  and  even  China  itfdf.  To  their  hieroglyphical  re- 
ime&ntations  of  the  Egyptian  deities  are  owing  th^e  monftrous 
idols,  which  from  that  time  to  this  have  been  adored  in  India, 
Tariary^  Cbina^  and  other  remote  eaftern  nations.  But  we 
fliall  ^pcpatiate  more  largely  on  this  head  in  a  proper  place  ^

But,,  as  the  time  of 
the  commencement  or  mftitution  of  thefe  cuftoms  is  not  to 
be  determined  with  any  precifion,  and  as  they  fiill  prevail  in 
the  vaft  empire  whofe  firft  ftate  wc  are  at  pr^nt  confidering, 
it  will  be  proper  to  defer  taking  notice  of  any  of  them  tul 
we  come  to  the  modern  hiftory  of  China*. 

That  the  antient  language  of  the  Chinefe  was  pretty  nearly  Language. 
related  to  the  Hebrew^  and  the  other  tongues  which  the 
learned  confider  as  dialed  of  it,  notwithftanding  what  has  been 
advanced  to  the  contrary,  we  own  ourfel ves  inclined  to  believe. 
Ludovicus  ThomaJJinus^  Philippus  MaJToniut^^  Olaus  Rudbec- 
kiusy  and  Auguftus  Pfeifferus^  feem  to  nave  proved  this  almoft 
to  demonftration  ;  though  M.  Bajer  does  not  come  fo  readily 
into  their  opinion.  However,  he  does  not  deny  either  the 
truth  or  probability  of  that  opinbn,  nor  has  he  thought  fit  to 
urge  any  thine  ;^ainft  the  inibmces  they  have  produced  in 
finrour  rf  it.  It  is  true,  a  great  number  of  words  in  the  pfe- 
ftnt  Cbinefe  feem  not  deducible  either  from  the  Hebrew ^  or  any 
otber  language ;  but  then  thefe  may  be  confidered  as  an  ac- 
ceffion  to  the  primaeval  terms  ufed  in  China^  which  were 
exceeding  few,  and  undoubtedly  favoured  of  the  primitive 
|on£;ue.  But,  to  evince  more  clearly  the  point  in  view,  we 
fballAere  b^  leave  to  examine  the  nrft  clafs  of  roots,  or  the 
prim^enial  roots,  of  die  Cbinefe^  and  (hew  them  to  be  of 
Hebrew  extradion.  For,  as  the  Chinefe  confider  thefe  as  the 
firft  and  moft  fimple  words  of  any  in  their  language,  the 
<iax2&as  reprefenting  them  being  the  moft  fimple  of  all,  and 
making  part  of  the  compofition  of  all  die  others,  nothing  can 
be  more  ftrongand  conclofive  than  the  argumeht  here  di'awn 
Irom  them.  Thefe  primigenial  roots  we  have  been  fupplied 
with' by  M.  Bayer  himfel^  in  his  ciurious  Lexicon  Sinicum^  for

£x^  does  not  exhibit  fo  complex  an  idea  as  foe,  radical 
mifture  j  that  //>,  the  innate  heat  of  animals,  does  not 
convey  (b  obvious  and  rude  an  idea  as  pia^  hot  enters  \  and 
laftly,  that  cbu^  a  wuurk  or  token  of  power ^  muft,  in  the  na- 
ture of  things,  have  been  pofterior  to  r «,  ftrength  or  povar 
itfelf.  Which  if  our  readers  think  proper  to  admit,  they  wiE 
likewife  probably  allow  the  affinity  between  thefe  moft  primi- 
tive Chiuife  Toou  and  the  Hebrew  not  only  to  be  an  irrefra-^ 
gable  argument  of  the  furprifinp  agreement  of  the  latter  lan- 
guage with  the  moft  antient  Cbtnife^  but  likewife  of  its  fupe- 
rior  antiquity,  a  point  that  has  hitherto  been  pretty  much  con- 
troverted among  the  learned  c. 

Of  the  Chinefe  maimer  of  writing  we  (hall  hereafter  give  Writings 
our  readers  a  full  and  ample  account.    However,  at  prefent 
it  may  not  be  improper  fo  obferve,  that,  as  other  nations  had, 
almoft  from  the  beginning,  alphabets  confifting  of  a  certain 
number  of  letter?,   which,   by  their  various  combinations, 
formed  fyllables  and  words,  the  people  we  are  now  confidering 
had  never  any  alphabetic  characters.    They  at  firft,  in  the 
bcguming  of  thfir  monarchy,  communicated  their  ideas  by 
drawing  on  paper  the  natural  images  of  the  things  they  would 
oipreft  ^  wbicii  anfwered  to  the  rude  pidu re- writing  of  the 
MmcB^s.      Afterwards   they  ufcd  aenigmatical  figures  and 
(ymbolsj  which  correfponded  with  the  hieroglyphical  chara- 
oer  of  the  Egyptians.     As  an  infinite  number  of  objeds  could 
not  be  reprefented  by  drawing  (fucb  as  tht  foul,  the  thoughts, 
the  pa/}ion$,  (leauty,  virtues,  vices,  the  adions  of  men  and 
mumal^,  ii^c.)y  they  by  degrees  compofed  more  fimple  figures, 
aod  invented  many  others  to  exprefs  thofe  things  that  do  not 
come  wilhin  the  verge  of  the  fenfes.     The  aforefaid  fimple 
^wrei  were  formed  from  the  hierc^lyphical  and  fymbolical 
4cbarader$«     They  were  at  6x&  only  the  outlines  of  thole 
jchara^rs  ;  but  afterwards  they  received  many  confiderable 
^Iterations.     So  the  fun,  which  the  Chinefe  called  Ge^  was  at 
^rft  reprefented  by  this  figure  0,  wh^cb  in  procefs  of  time 
became  fl ,  retaining  flill  the  appellation  of  Ge.    The  Fathers 
f^Iffrtini  and  Kir^her  (upjdy  iM  with  many  more  inftances  of 
rhis  kind,   which  at  prefent  we  are  not  willing  to  tranfcribe. 
Wfi  inuft  therefore  beg  leave  to  refer  our  curious  readers  to

M.  Bayer,  in  fome  meafiire,  oppofes  thb  notion,  when 
be  aflerts  the  prefent  Chinefe  cbaraders  to  refemble  the  Rnmm 
marks  publifhed  at  the  end  of  Gruter^  faid  to  be  invented  bf 
Ennius^  but  finifhed   by  Perfannius  Pbihfophus^  Seneca^  and 
others,  which  conuin  nothing  hierogiyphical  or  fymbolical  in 
them.    But  thefe  have  no  connexion  or  colligation  among 
themfelves,  like  the  Chinefe  charafiers,  whofe  moft  complex 
figures  are  compofed  of  certain  ftrokes  that  are  vifibie  through- 
out, as  has  been  deQiopftrated  by  Father  Du  Halde.    In  the 
mean  time,  that  the  modem  Chinefe  charaAers  are  truly  hie- 
roglyphica),notwithftandingwhatM.£tf^^tn(inuatestothecon* 
trary ,  appears  from  hence^that  they  confift  of  (imple  lecters,wh]cb 
retain  the  ijgnification  of  the  primitive  charaders ;  asalfobecaufe 
human  inflitution  has  affixed  to  the  modern  ^uret  the  fiune 
pdeas  that  the  firft  fymbols  naturally  exhibited.    To  which  we 
may  add^  that  every  Chinefe  letter  has  at  prefent-  its  nitural 
fignification,  which  it  always  preferves,  though  joined  with 
others.     We  might  dwell  longer  upon  this  topic,  did  we  not 
think,  that  it  ought  to  be  refumed,  and  expatiated  upon,  in 
the  modern  hiftory  of  Cbina^   to  which  it  more  properly 
belongs  f . 
Arts  and       If  wc  will  believe  the  Chinefe  themfelves,  they  were,  even 
Sciences,     f'^o"^  ^.^^  remoteft  antiquity,  the-wifeft  and  moft  learned  peo- 
ple in  the  world.    Their  firft  princes,  according  to  than, 
invented  agriculture,  mufic,  phyfic,  aftronomy,  and,  in  fhort, 
every  art  that  tended  either  to  improve  the  mind  of  roan,  or 
civilize  him,  and  make  him  a  fit  member  of  fociety.    They 
pretend  alfo,  that  their  ancefiors  cultivated,  with  great  aitiour, 
magip,  natural  philofophy,    ethics,    and  theology.    As  for 
navigatipn,  commerce,  and  the  mechanic  arts,  they  bdieve 
their  progenitors  to  have  been  better  verfed  in  them  than 
ai>y  9ther  antient  nation.     But  that  thefe  are  all  vain  pec- 
tenices,  appears  very  plainly  from  their  ignorance  when  the 
Jefuits  firft  came  among  them,  notwithfbnding  fome  of  that 
fociety  have  tranfmitted  to  Europe  very  partial  and  fuKbne 
accounts  of  them.    It  is  alfo  manifeft  from  the  fragments  of 
their  moft  antient  claffical  canonical  books,  that  have  beea 
comiQunicated  to  US|^  and  from  the  figure  they  at  prefent  makt

in  the  republic  of  letters.     But  this  point  we  (hall  more  fully 
difcufs  in  a  future  part  of  this  work  ^. 

The  Chlnefe  feem  to   have  been  antiently,  as  well  as  at  DiJ^Jttitn 
prefent,   of  a  mild,  humane,   and  modeft  difpofition,    and 
greatly  addided  to  commerce  ;  for,  that  this  was  the  chara- 
flcr  of  the  Seres^  we  learn  from  Pliny.     Nor,  indeed,  can 
we  fuppofe,  that  the  Cbinefe  have  much  varied  in  their  genius 
and  difpofition,  fince  they  have  always  induftrioufly  avoided 
intermixiog  themfelves  with  foreigners,  and  have  never  fuf- 
fered  any  confiderable  colonies  from  other  nations  to  fettle 
among  them.    That  this  has  been  one  of  their  political  ma- 
xims, ever  fince  their  acquaintance  with  the  Europeans  com- 
menced,  may  be  inferred  from  the  accounts  given  us  by  the 
miflionaries,  the  advices  in  our  public  prints,  and  many  re^ 
lattons  of  modern  travelers.    The  fame  diflike  Co  foreigners 
difcovered  itfelf  in  the  Stresy  according  to  P/i/ry,   who  men- 
tions it  as  an  inftance  of  their  great  inurbanity.     Nor,  indeed, 
can  it  be  confidered  in  a  different  light  by  the  members  of 
^y  police  and  civilized  nation  8. 


SECT.    JL 

5^  Hiftory  of  the  Cbinefe,  from  their  Origin^  to  the 
Commencement  of  the  firjt  Byn(^y  called  H  y  a. 

SOME  of  thz  Chimft  phtlofophers  maintain  the  tttituty  State  of 
of  the  world,   and   others  make  it  the  mere  effed  of  China  he- 
chance,  or  nothing  more  than  the  produ£tion  of  a  fortuitous^^^o-hi. 
cooamrfc  of  atoms.    However,  as  we  have  already  obferved, 
their  aoccAors  acknowlegcd  a  Firft  Caufe,  and  had  fome  no- 
tion, though  in  the  main  it  was  very  perplexed  and  confufed, 
of  a  future  ftate  of  rewards  and  punifhments..    They  like- 
wife  believed  the  exiftence  of  good  and  evil  fpirits,  as  alfo  of 
tutelary  genii,  or  guardian  angels,  particularly  tbofe  that  pre- 
sided over  cities..    Their  hiftorians  make  mention  of  a  deluge 
as  happening  about  three  thoufand  years  before  the  birth  of 
Chriff  ;  but  nothing  can  be  collefted  from  them  relating  ei- 
ther to  the  caufe  or  extent  of  it.     The  fentiments  many  of 
them  entertained  about  the  cofmogony,  or  creation  of  the  world, 
we  have  taken  notice  of  in  the  firft  volume  of  this  work  ;    • 
and  therefore  ihould  be  guilty  of  a  Repetition,  did  wc  infert

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tbnn  here.  Some  of  their  writers  make  Puoncu  (A)  the  firft 
man  to  have  reigned  xnChina.  He  Was  fuccceded  by  ^yen-hiaHg^ 
in  whofe  time  the  heavenly  fpirit  difFured  itfelf  over  the  world, 
and  contributed  greatly  towards  (B)  infpiring  mankind  wkb  a 
fcnfe  of  humanity,  and  a  difpofition  to  th^  pra^ice  of  all 
f^ial  virtues,  after  it  had  deftroyed  the  great  dragon^  which 
had  thrown  both  heaven  and  earth  into  confufion.  Thb 
prince,  according  to  the  afore&id  writers,  inrented  thofe  two 
orders  of  letters,  6f  which  the  Cbinefe  afterwards  framed  their 
fexagenary  cycle.  A  Chlnefe  autkior  tells  us,  that  he  had 
thirteen  fucceflbrs  of  one  family  ;  but  thefe  feem  only  to  have 
been  thirteen  heads  of  families,  or  chieft  of  tribes,  that  were 
cotemporary  with  him.  Ti-hoang  mounted  the  throne  after 
the  death  of  Tyen-hoang^  who  was  famous  for  his  aftronomical 
obfervations,  for  his  difiinguifhing  the  day  and  ni^t  by  their 
refpe&lve  names,  and  for  his  aiEgning  thirty  days  to  each 
month.  Thirteen  princes  came  after  him,  of  whom  nothtfl|; 
memorable  is  related  ;  fo  that  diey  were  probably  perfons  of 
the  fame  rank  and  dignity  with  the  chiefs  of  tribes  above* 
mentioned.  Gin-boangy  with  nine  princes  of  his  family, 
was  next  advanced  to  the  throne.  He  divided  his  dominions 
into  nine  parts,  one  of  which  he  permitted  his  fubje6b  to 
dwell  upon,  but  affigned  them  the  other  eight  folely  for  cixU 
tivation.  He  fkft  formed  the  body  of  his  Sibjefb,  whow:ef« 
before  unconne£led  ind  difperftd,  into  a  regular  fbciety,  a^ 
Phorxmetts  did  the  people  of  Argei^  His  reign  the  Chineh  ton- 
fider  as  the  golden  age  ;  and  believe,  that  the  aforefaid  parti- 
tion gave  rife  to  geometry.  J>«,  or  Yu^  who  followed  Gin* 
hoang^  firft  taught  his  people  to  build  huts  or  cottages  of 
wood,  to  defend  tfaemfelves  from  the  inclemency  of  the  wea<r 
ther,  and  the  fury  of  Wild  beafts.  He  likewife  improved  tiien- 
ikill  in  agricuhure ;  and,  by  (hewing  them  the  method  of

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ftrikiog  fire  out  of  flint,  tai%ht  them  to  dreis  thftir  meat* 
SujUf  his  AicdefTor,  is  faid  to  have  been  an  excellent  aftrono- 
mer^  and  to  have  introduced  the  dodrioe  of  the  iive  elements 
firft  among  the  Chim/e.  He  is  likewife  reported  to  have  inr 
veated  knotted  cords,  which  ferved  inftead  of  characters,  and 
tuight  his  fubjet^s  the  ufe  of  them.  Though  the  Chinefi 
were  fiiil  ignorant  of  the  ufe  of  money,  he  inftituted  fairs, 
for  the  propagation  and  augmentation  of  commerce.  To 
this  be  was  prompted  by  four  of  his  great  officers,  men  fa- 
■teas  for  their  confummate  abilities,  whom  he  had  appointed 
10  prefide  over  four  of  his  principal  provinces  <• 

This  is  the  account  given  by  the  Chimfi  hiftorians  of  the 
princes  who  lived  in  China  before  the  foundation  of  their  great 
■lonarcby  by  f  #-*/,  whom  all  agree  to  have  been  at  the  head 
of  their  emperors.  So  that  whatever  has  been  advanced  by 
fome  authors,  in  order  to  carry  the  origin  of  their  monarchy  up 
Ugber,  is  of  no  great  weight,  if  it  ought  not  to  be  confidered 
as  a  manifeft  fi&on.  However,  we  judged  it  not  improper 
to  communicate  to  our  readers  what  the  Chinefi  fay  of  them« 
felves,  even  in  the  times  preceding  Fq-Ih^  (ince  there  is  fome« 
thing  entertaining,  and  probably  fome  faint  emanations  of 
^tb,  in  what  even  the  moft  barbarous  nations  have  by  tra«- 
dition  received  from  their  anceftors  concerning  their  own  ori- 
ginal b.

iris  or  rainbow,  flie  became  impregnated,  and  in  due  tima 

was  brought  to  bed  of  Fn-hi.    He  was  ele^ed  by  his  country* 

men  to  govern  them,  on  account  of  his  Aiperior  merit,  and 

Oifled   by  them  Tyen-tfe^  that  is,  thi  fm  9/  bioven.    This 

name  tbey  gave  him,  not  becaufe  they  believed  him  to  be  of 

divine  extradion,  but  to  denote,  that  he  was  more  favoured 

by  heaven  than  the  reft  of  mankind,  finct  he  had  received 

mm  thence  thofe  exalted  and  tranfcendent  qualities  which 

nifed  him  to  the  throne  <^. 

As  the  Chinefi  have  placed  this  pr'mce  in  Shiu-fi,  one  ol 
the  moft  weftern  provinces  of  China^  it  feems  from  hence  to 
foUoWj  that,  in  the  opinioo  of  that  nation,  the  firft  plantera 
of  China  came  thither  from  fome  weftern  region  ;  which  very 
Well  accords  with  holy  writ*    We  are  told,  that  Fo-ii  was  a

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moft  profound  mathemadctan,  a  fimous  legtflator,  and  taught 
his  fubjeds  firft  to  furround  cities  with  walls.  In  order  to  di* 
ftinguifli  families  from  one  another,  he  firft  gave  them  names; 
and,  perceiving  that  the  knotted  cords  above-mentioned  were 
unfit  for  publiming  his  laws,  and  tranfmitting  his  documents 
to  poftertty,  he  invented  the  eight  ^^,  to  remedy  that  de» 
fed.  Thefe  confifted  of  three  Unes  each,  which,  difierendjr 
combined,  make  fixty-four^  and  ferve  as  iymbds  for  ex- 
preffing  every  diine  that  occurs  ''• 

Thise  eight  ^ua  or  fymbols,  whofe  lines  are  either  whole 
or  broken,  fignify  certain  general  things  or  elements,  on  which 
depend  the  generation  and  corruption  of  particular  things. 
One  reprefents  heaven,  another  the  earth,  the  third  thunder 
and  lightning,  the  fourth  mountains,  the  fifth  fire,  the  fixtb 
the  clouds,  the  feventh  water,  and  the  eighth  the  wind.    He 
taught  them  how  to  make  ufe  of  thefe  famous  fymbols ;  and, 
to  give  the  greater  credit  to  his  new  laws,  pretended,  that  he 
had  feen  them  infcribed  on  the  back  of  a  dragon-horfe,  which 
rofe  from  the  bottom  of  a  lake.    He  called  it  a  dragon-horfe, 
becaufe  it  was  fhaped  like  an  horfe,  with  the  fcales  and  wing^ 
of  a  dragon.    It  \»  no  wonder,  that  F9-hi  on  this  occafioa 
ihould  have  recourfe  to  a  miraculous  or  extraordinary  a{^>ear- 
ince,  to  give  the  greater  weight  and  authority  to  his  inftitu^ 
tions,  fince  other  antient  leeiflators,  the  better  to  accommo- 
date their  laws  to  the  tafte  of  the  vulgar,  afcribed  the  political 
fyftems  they  had  framed  to  fome  celebrated  divinity.    M.  Ba* 
yer  believes,  that,  of  the  lines  of  which  the  ^ua  confifted, 
the  Chimfe  formed  their  moft  antient  funple  charafiers,  and 
of  them  the  more  complex.    Thus,  for  example,  of  the  lines 
reprefenting/r^,  the  chara£ler  denotuig  that  element  was 
afterwards  formed ;  from  thofe  pointing  out  the  waters  of  the 
mountains^  the  charader  ftanding  for  thofe  waters  had  its 
origin ;  and  fo  of  the  reft.    But  this  we  take  rather  to  be  a 
fancy,  than  a  notion  built  upon  any  folid  foundation  ;  nor 
indeed  does  the  ingenious  author  himfelf  confider  it  in  a  very 
different  view.    Kircbtr  and  Martini^  when  they  look  upon 
the  antient  Cbirufi  chara&ers  as  either  deduced  ^om  the  na- 
tural images  of  things,  or  enigmatical  figures  and  fymbols, 
in  our  opinion,  approach  nearer  the  truth  ;  tho'  here,  as    in 
all  other  dubious  points,  where  fomething  plaufible  may  be  faid 
on  each  fide,  we  leave  our  readers  todetcrnunefor  themfdvcs*. 

Fo-Hi  chofe  on  this  occafion  a  dragon,  or  dragon^horfe^  to 
be  his  affiftant,  becaufe  that  animal  was  looked  upon  as  for-

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tunate,  or  a  lucky  omen,  by  the  Chinefe.  From  this  prodi- 
ey,  having  gained  great  reputation  among  the  people,  he  is 
Slid  to  have  created  mandarins,  or  officers,  under  the  name 
of  the  Drag9n.  He  called  one,  whofe  employment  was  to 
compofe  books,  the  Flying  Dragon ;  another,  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  make  the  Calendar,  the  Latent  Dragon  i  a  third, 
who  had  the  ^infpedion  of  buildings,  the  Inhabiting  Dragon  ; 
a  fourth,  who  had  the  charge  of  relieving  the  people,  the 
Dragon  Protestor  :  a  fifth,  who  had  the  care  of  the  lands, 
the  Terre^rial  Dragon ;  and  a  fixth,  who  was  to  procure  a 
communication  between  fprings,  was  denominated  the  Dragon 
efthe  waters.  Hence  we  mav  affign  a  reafon,  why  the  edi- 
pcrors  of  China  always  carriea  a  dragon  in  their  banners.  The 
imperial  dragon  was  allowed  five  claws  to  each  foot,  but  that 
ufed  as  a  fymbol  by  a  private  perfon  only  four.  It  was  a  ca- 
pital crime  for  any  fubjed  to  ufe  the  imperial  dragon  as  a  fym- 
bol on  any  occa&n  ^. 

Fo-Hi  alfo  inftituted  marriage,  and  all  the  connubial  laws. 
He  Hkewife  oblieed  the  men  and  the  women  to  wear  different 
habits,  and  connned  men  to  women  of  different  names.    He 
alfo  invented  mufic,  as  has  been  already  obferved,  and  had 
nothing  more  at  heart  than  to  give  public  marks  of  a  religious 
veneration  for  the  Supreme  Being.    He  bred,  in  a  domeftic 
park,  fix  forts  of  animals  to  ferve  as  vidims  in  his  facrifices, 
which  he  offered  twice  a  year,  at  the  two  folftices,  when  the 
tribunals,  as  well  as  the  (hops,  were  {hut  up.     Having  efta- 
bliihed  a  prime  minifter,  he  divided  among  four  mandarins  the 
government  of  his  dominions.    According  to  fome,  he  fat  an 
hundred  and  fifteen  years  upon  the  throne,  and,  after  his 
death,  was  buried  at  a  place  called  Chin  ;  biit  the  moft  fen- 
fihle  of  the  Chinefe  avow,  that  the  length  of  his  reign  is  un- 
known g. 

2.  Shin-nong,  the  fecond  emperor,  invented  many  im-  Shia*iioiig 
plements  proper  for  tillage,  and  uughthis  fubjefis  to  fow  five 
forts  of  grain.  This  great  benefadion  fo  endeared  him  to  them, 
that  they  gave  him  the  name  of  Shin-nong^  or  Celejiial  Huf 
tandman.  He  alfo  communicated  to  them  the  art  of  making  fait 
of  fea-water,  difcovered  the  falutary  and  noxious  qualities  of 
many  medicinal  plants,  and  is  confidered  by  the  Chinefe  as 
the  author  and  prince  of  phyfic.  He  likewife  introduced, 
or,  at  leaft,  extended,  commerce,  and  appointed  public  mat- 
kets.  Whilft  this  inonarch  was  wholly  employed  in  pro- 
moting the  happinefs  of  his  fubjeds,  a  tributary  prince,  named

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Sif-Jha^  withdrew  from  bim  his  allegiance.   But  he  was  foon  dir 
fpatched  by  his  own  people, who  voluntarily  fubmitted^otbe  mild 
andjuft  government  of  Shin-nong,     Martini  tdls  us,  that  ha. 
reigned  an  hundred  and  forty  years,  which  feems  not  to  be 
*  confirmed  by  the  generality  of  the  Chinefe  hiftorians;  and 
that  he  was  at  laft  cut  off  by  a  dependent  prince,  who  re* 
fufed  to  obey  his  orders.     Be  that  as  it  will,  he  was  looked 
upon  by  pofterity  as  a  religious  prince,  fince  he  appointed 
two  additional  facrifices  at  the  equinoxes.     By  the  firft  be 
intended  to  influence  Shang-ti  in  favour  of  agriculture  ^  aod^ 
by  the  other,  to  return  thanks  for  the  harveft,  the  firft-fruitt 
being  then  offered  to  him.     He  likewife  cultivated  with  hi| 
own  hands  the  field  which  furniCbed  him  with  corn  and  fruiti 
for  thefe  facrifices.     He  is  faid  by  fome  authors  to  have  died 
at  Cha-hyangy  a  place  depending  on  Chang-cha^  cJlcd  at  prc- 
fent  Cha-lin-^hexvy  and  under  the  jurlfdidionof  Chang- cba-fu^ 
the  capital  of   the  fouthern  part  of  the  province  of  H»* 
quang  K 
Whane-ti.     3*  Whang-ti  is  reprefented  by  Father  Martini  as  a  ce- 
bel,  who,  after  he  had  flain  his  lawful  fovereign  £^/>rjMii^) 
afcended  the  throne.     Other  hiflorians  place  feven  emperorf 
between  Shin-nong  and  fFhang-ti^  to  wit,  Lin-qm^  Chtng^ 
Ming%  ly  Lay^  Lu  ^nd  Tu-wang,    The  bft  was  depofed^ 
and  perhaps  the  reft  were  no  more  than  tributary  princes.     Be 
that  as  it  will,  the  bed  Chinefe  hiftorians  place  enly  Fs'ie\ 
Shin-nongy  and  Whang- ti^  among  the  firft  emperors  to  wbona 
arts  and  fciences  owe  their  rife  and  progrefs.     A  regulus  de« 
pendent  on  China^  named  Chi-yew^  upon  the  revolt  of  other 
tributary  princes,  appeared  in  arms  againft  the  emperor  Yu* 
wangf    depofed  him,    and,   in  conjunction  with  the  other 
princes,  placed  TPTyang-ti^  then  but  twelve  years  of  age,  upon 
the  throne.     Fu-pauy  the  mother  of  Whangtij  being  fright- 
ed with  a  noife  of  thunder,  brought  him  forth  on  a  n^Qun- 
tain  called  Swen-ywen.    He  fpoke  almoft  as  fooo  as  he  was 
weaned  from  the  breaft.     In  his  infancy  he  difcovered  a  great 
deal  bf  wit  and  addrefs  ;  in  his  youth  a  fweet  and  engaging 
difpofition  ;  and,  in  his  manhood,  an  uncommon  depth  of 
judgment  and  fagacity.     He  fought  three  battles  with  Chi" 
yew  above-mentioned,  and  defeated  him  ;  but  was  prevented 
from  purfuing  him  by  the  thicknefsof  the  fogs.     But,  baviog 
contrived  a  card,  which  ibewed  his  foldiers  the  fouth  and  the 
other  three  cardinal  points,  after  the  laft  adion,  he  came  up 
with  the  rebels,  and  put  their  leader  to  death.     Some  fay^ 
that,  on  the  card,  were  ingraven  the  charaders  of  the  rat

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and  the  k^fet  and  underneath  a  needle  to  point  out  the  (mit 
quarters  of  tbe  world.  Could  this  be  depended  upon,  it  woul4 
appear,  tJiat  the  Chinefe  had  fomething  like  the  ufe  of  the 
compag,  from  the  reaioteft  antiquity,  provided  this  prince 
preceded  Chrfft  above  two  thoufand  fix  huadred  years,  as 
Father  Mdrtim  items  to  beliere.  But  the  fa£l,  at  related^ 
has  fo  much  the  air  of  a  fidion  (it  being  impoflible  for  fucli 
a  comptfi  to  dircd  a  vi£brioitB  army  in  purfuit  of  a  flying 
enemy  out  of  fight),  and  the  high  antiquity  affigncd  IFheng'^ 
ti  hy  Murtim,  and  otiters,  has  fo  fmall  an  appearance  oCtrutliy 
that  no  manner  of  ftreft  is  to  he  hud  upon  either  of  them.  &- 
fides,  had  fo  ufcful  a  ieeret  as  the  conapafs  been  diicovered  in 
fo  early  an  age,  we  cannot  bring  ourfelves  to  believe,  that  k 
would  ever  have  been  loft.  But,  that  it  was  loft  for  many 
agee,  if  ffTmng-ti  invented  it,  can  by  no  means  be  denied  '• 

Aftee  this,  ff7fdHg-ti  leveled  feveral  *  mountains,  cut 
darough  others,  made  great  roads  to  facilitate  commerce,  and 
extended  the  limits  of  Ms  empire.  According  to  ibme  authors^ 
it  wu  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  ocean,  on  the  north  by 
ifldent  Tigriary^  on  the  fouth  by  the  river  Kyang^  catted 
among  the  Chine  fo  the  (on  of  the  fea,  which  ierved  %m  a  bar* 
libr  to  mmtg'ti*s  dominions.  He  created  fix  ic4au^  or  prime 
minifters,  and  made  TJang-kyay^  one  of  them,  his  mandiH 
fin  biftoriographer.  Ta-ttatt^  another,  had  the  <:harge  o^ 
ceospofing  the  iyQife^  or  cycle  of  fixty  years.  It  had  on 
•■e  fide  ten  charaAen,  named  Tyin-kmn^  and  on  the  other 
twehre,  caUed  Tt-ehu  The  former  had  the  denomination  of 
4ke  ten  roots ;  and  the  latter  that  of  the  twelve  branches^ 
E^rery  year  was  marked  by  two  of  them,  that  is,  one  of  each 
fort,  which  were  fo  «ombii»d,  that  the  fame  two  figns  never 
casne  together  till  the  cycle  was  expired.  The  Chinefo  at 
prefent  oSl  this  cycle  LofH-wba-h/ay  that  is,  thi  cen/lru£ti$M 
4/ fixty  coMverfions  k. 

Vong-Ch£ng,  another  of  the  io-lau^  havhig  difcovered 
die  peie*-ftar,  and  others  in  its  neighbourhood,  received  orders 
to  forai  a  fphere  and  kalendar  %  but  the  figure  of  this  original 
Sphere  is  not  known.  He  alfo  attained  to  great  ikill  in  fore* 
telling  the  changes  of  the  weather  and  air.  Li*ehiw\  oiBct 
teing  to  regulate  numben  and  meafures,  he  invented  tba 
fallowing  method  to  caft  up  any  fitm.  He  took  a  little  box* 
divided  into  two  parts,  crofted  with  feveral  iron  wires,  thro^ 
^pMdi  pafled  little  balls.    On  ii^  wire  in  the  np^cr  divifioA

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he  placed  only  two  balls,  each  ftaoding  for  five ;  but  erery 
wire  of  the  lower  divifion,  bein^  much  larger,  had  five  balls, 
each  of  which  ftood  for  one.  When  he  reckoned  from  nght 
to  left,  the  numbers  multiplied  the  (ame  as  in  C3rphering  with 
us.  This  method  of  calling  accounts,  efpecially  in  the  fex- 
agenary  calculus.  Father  Martini  feems  to  prefer  to  any  ufed 
in  Europe.  With  regard  to  meafures,  the  fame  Li-cbew  de- 
termmed  the  dimenfion  of  a  line  by  a  grain  of  miUet,  and 
reckoned  ten  lines  to  an  inch,  ten  inches  to  a  foot,  &r.  The 
various  ways  of  ranging  thefe  grains,  which  are  of  an  owd 
figure,  have  occafioned  a  diverfity  in  the  meafures  under  dif- 
ferent dynafties.  Ling-lun^  the  fifth  prime  minifter,  bad  the 
care  of  improving  mufic,  in  confequence  of  which,  be  took 
upon  him  to  explain  the  order  and  arrangement  of  the  dif- 
ferent tones  ;  and  laftly,  Trng-ywen^  the  fixth,  in  purfuance 
of  the  orders  he  received,  made  twelve  copper  bells,  wUdi 
reprefented  the  twelve  months  of  the  year.  A  farther  account 
of  the  fexagenary  cycle  and  calculus  here  mentioned  will  come 
in  more  naturally,  when  we  give  a  defcription  of  the  prefimt 
ftate  of  China  $  but,  in  the  mean  time,  our  learned  and  cu- 
rious readers  may  confult  the  Fathers  Martiniy  Nalj  &c. 
who  have  been  very  minute  .and  circumftantial  on  this 
head>. 

'    Whano-ti  afterwards  invented  the  cap  or  bonnet  called 
myin  ;  feveral  habits  and  ornaments  fuitable  to  his  high  dig-, 
nity  ;  and  a  variety  of  ufeful  inftruments,  fuch  as  machines 
to  pound  rice,  kitchen-ftoves,  CsTr.    He  alfo  found  out  the 
art  of  dying,  having  had  this  fuggefted  to  him  by  the  feathera 
of  the  pheafants,  as  well  as  various  colours  of  birds  and  flow- 
ers.    His  own  robes  were  blue  and  yellow,  to  imitate  the 
colours  of  the  iky  and  earth ;  and,  in  allufion  hereto,  fome 
pretend  he  had  his  name  conferred  upon  him,  fybang-ti  iig- 
nifying  thi  yellow  emperor.    He  caufed   bridges  to  be  built 
over  rivers,  and  coffins  to  be  made  for  the  dead.    Barks  aUo 
with  oars  he  invented  the  conftru£Uon  of,  and  taught  his 
fubje^  how  to  make  bows  and  arrows ;  as   well  as  flutes, 
fifes,  organs,  trumpets  that  imitated  the  voice  of  the  dragon, 
and  drums  that  refembled  thunder.     Waggons,  with  oxei>  and 
horfes  to  draw  them,  before  his  time,  were  not  known  in 
China.     He  drew  models  for  building,  and  caufed  a  palace  to 
be  ere<9bed,  named  Ha-iong,  where  he  facrificcd  to  the  Sove- 
reign Lord  of  heaven.     In  order  to  facilitate  trade,  he  coined 
money,  which,  from  the  figure  of  a  knife-blade    upon  it,

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he  called  kin-tau.    Phytic  likewifc)  if  be  did  not  difcover,  be 
made  a  great  progrefs  in ;  bis  empreft  alfo  conimunicatc»d  to 
the  peopk  the  manner  of  rearing  ulkworms,  of  fpinning  their 
webs,  and  of  making  ck>ath8  thereof.    Hecaufed  bis  country 
to  be  divided  into  chew  (C)  ;  and  ereded  feveral  principalis 
ties,  wherein  be  built  cities.    The  emprefs,   according  to 
(ki^Uty  taught  the  Chimfe  the  art  of  dying.     We  are  told 
by  tbe  fame  author,  that  bis  feat  was  at  Cho-chiw^  in  the 
province  of  Pe-chi-li ;  and  that  he  appropriated  tbe  yellow 
colour  to  the  emperor.    He  is  alfo  iaid  to  have  invented 
aftronomy,  mufic,  and  mufical  inftruments ;  alfo  arms,  nets, 
chariots,  architecture,  the  art  of  making  earthen  ware,  mea* 
fares,  weiehts,  &c.  and  to  have  written  feveral  books  on 
the  method  of  difcovering  difeafes  by  the  pulfe.     Tbe  Cbimft 
tell  us^tbat  eighty-fiveemperors  of  three  imperial  families,  which 
continued  two  thoufand  four  hundred  fifty-feven  years,  derive 
tbeir  ped^ee  from  fFhang-tL  This  emperor  fbewed  a  greater 
zeal  for  Sbang-ti  than  bis  predecefibr.    For,  in  order  to 
prevent  being  hindered  by  bad  weather,  from  making  tbe 
ufual  facrlfices  to  him  in  the  open  field,  be  built  a  large  tem- 
ple, wherein  they  might  be  offered  under  fhelter  in  all  (ea- 
fons,  and  tbe  people  inftru£led  in  tbeir  principal  duties.  With* 
out  tbe  foutb  gate  of  bis  metropolis  was  a  vaft  indofure  of 
arable  land,  which  fumiibed  the  corn,  rice,  and  other  fruits 
appointed  for  tbe  facrifices ;  and,  without  tbe  north  gate, 
was  another  great  inclofure  full  of  mulberry-trees,  wherein 
were  nourifb^  abundance  of  filkworms.    The  fame  day  that 
tbe  emperor  went  to  till  tbe  ground  with  bis  principal  cour* 
tiers,  his  emprefs  Lwi  tfu  repaired  to  her  mulberry-grove  with 
the  ladies  of  her  court,  encouraging  them,  by  her  example, 
to  make  filks  and  embroidered  works,  wbidi  ine  fet  apart  for 
rcl^ious  ufes.    Whang-ti  died  on  the  mountain  JST/W-y&tfiy, 
and  was  interred  in  the  province  of  Shan-tongy  in  tbe  n>rtieth 
year  of  tbe  fecond  cycle,  aged  an  hundred  and  eleven  years, 
whereof  he  reigned  an  hundred.    His  memory  is  even  to  /'  t

'  was  bv  ele£lion  raifed  to  the  throne.     He  performed  the  du* 

ties  of  religion  with  great  fervoar  and  devotion ;  which  in* 

duced  Whang'ti  to  confent,  that  he  (bould  fucceed  him^  with 

*  the  title  of  Shau-haUj   that  is  to  fay,  young  Fv-bL     For, 

from  his  infancy,  he  had  been  a  zealous  imitator  of  the  vir« 

tues  of  the  firft  founder  of  the  empire,  Tay-hau  Fo-hi  ^. 

It  is  reported,  that  the  Fongwhangy  a  very  extraordinary 
bird  refembling  the  phoenix,  appeared  at  his  coming  to  the 
crown*  This  was  looked  upon  as  an  happy  omen  ;  beeaufe 
the  Chinefi  fay  this  bird  never  appears  but  when  good  kin^ 
are  upon  the  throne.  The  Fong-wbangy  according  to  the 
Chinefi  way  of  painting  it,  is  like  an  eagle  ;  but  differs  from 
riiat  bird  in  the  wonderful  variety  of  its  colours  o. 

Du  Halde  affirms,  that,  from  the  appearance  of  the 
Fcng'ivbang,  this  emperor  took  the  hint  to  diftinguifli  his 
officers  by  the  figures  of  divers  birds,  which  they  wore  on 
their  cloaths.  This  cuftom  is  ftill  obferved.  Thofe  of  tbe 
literary  mandarins  were  embroidered  with  birds  in  gold,  as  a 
nark  of  their  dignity  ;  thofe  of  the  mandarins  of  war  were 
/adorned  with  fucb  rapacious  aninyds  as  dragons,  tigers,  lions, 
&r.  which  they  conudered  as  fymbols  of  military  fiercene& 
As  the  aforefaid  bird  had  appeared  in  the  reien  of  Wbang-4%^ 
^  the  Chinefi  confidered  it  as  the  forerunner  of  happinefs  ;  but, 
had  it  not  been  feen  for  a  long  time  before,  they  woald  have 
looked  upon  it  as  porte^nding  the  extinAion  of  the  imperid  fii* 
mily,  and  great  commotions  in  the  empire  p. 

I^ME  or  the  mandarins  of  the  new  creation,  called  kjew^ 
were  obliged  to  aflemble  the  people  ;  others  governed  tbe  five 
forts  of  artificers  ;  and  others  prefided  over  the  tlHage,  as 
well  as  the  manners  of  the  people.  This  prince  reformed 
the  meafures  for  grain,  had  a  drum  to  beat  die  watches, 
cleared  the  chanels  of  rivers,  and  fmoothed  the  roads  over 
the  mountains.  He  alfo  invented  a  new  fort  of  mufic,  that, 
jR  the  Chinefi  pretend,  united  fpirits  with  mortals,  and  recon- 
ciled the  high  with  the  low  \  from  whence  he  received  the 
name  of  Ta-ywen  ^. 

T^E  emperor  Shau-hau  increafcd  the  pomp  and  folemnitf 
f  the  (acrince  offered  to  Shang-ti  by  harmonious  concerts  of

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mulic.  The  greatcft  part  ot  his  reign  was  peaceable  an3 
quiet ;  but  the  laft  years  of  it  were  difturbed  by  the  confpi- 
racy  of  nine  cbu  hew^  or  feudatory  princes,  who  endeavoured 
to  overturn  the  eftabli(bed  fyftem  of  government.  According 
to fome  authors^  tfaefe  ninereeuli,  whom  fome  have  called 
ijiw  lij  difturbed  the  order  of  facrifices^  terrifying  the  peo- 
f^  with  fpedres  and  goblins ;  which  gave  rife  to  fuperfli- 
dons,  and  brought  the  empire  into  great  danger.  Martini 
makes  KytufU  to  have  been  a  fingle  impoftor,  and  to  have 
frighted  the  people  with  his  delufions.  The  lame  author 
likewife  infinuates,  that  he  introduced  idolatry  and  pol^theifm 
amoi^  the  Cbirufi.  Sbau-hau  died  during  the  afore£ud  trou* 
bles,  after  he  had  reigned  eighty-four  years^  and  gained  the 
rfteem  and  love  of  nis  fubje^,  by  the  mildnefs  and  goodnds 
of  hb  difpofition.  He  was  born,  reigned,  and  was  buried^ 
at  Ky-ftw  in  the  province  of  Sban-Ung  $  and,  though  be 
left  four  fons,  Cbwen  hyo^  either  the  nephew  or  gnmdfon  of 
Wbaitr'ti^  was  chofen  for  his  fucceflbr  U 

5.  Thb  peqple,  towards  the  dofe  of  ShaU-bau^s  reign^  be-  Cb*«i-i 
gan  to  intrudlB  uito  the  facred  minifiry,  each  fomily  affe^ing  ^f^* 
tt>  have  iacrificers  among  them  ;  which  abufe  Chwen-byd  re* 
formed^  by  annexing  the  priefthood  to  the  crown,  and  or* 
daining,  that  none  but  the  emperor  fhould  offer  folcom  fit* 
crifices  to  the  Lord  of  heaven.  He  extirpated  the  race  of 
the  nine  incbanters,  who  were  the  principal  authors  of  the 
late  tumultSi  He  appeafed  alfo  the  minds  of  the  people^ 
and  refioitd  order  in  the  facrifices.  Having  refleded  on  the 
inconventence  of  aflembling  an  adive  reftleb  people  in  the 
&aie  place  where  the  emperor  came  to  facriiice,  he  feparated 
the  place  of  inftruAion  from  that  of  facrifices,  and  eftabliihed 
two  mandarins^  eleded  from  among  the  fons  of  the  deceafed 
emperor,  as  prefidents.  One  of  thefe  was  charged  with  the 
whole  ceremonials  and  the  other  took  care  of  the  inftrudioh 
of  the  people.  He  likewife  fettled  rule^  for  choofing  the 
inSdso^  ordering  that  they  fhould  neither  be  lame  nor  de* 
festive,  nor  of  any  other  animals  but  the  fix  kinds  appointed 
by  Fc'bh  He  moreover  commanded  them  to  be  well  fed,  and 
m  a  colour  agreeable  to  the  four  feafons  wherein  ihey  were 
offered.  The  Chinefi  fay^  that  this  emperor  was  an  excellent 
afironomer,  and  that  he  changed  the  method  of  calculating 
and  obferving  the  celefiial  motions.  As  thefe  motions  were 
to  be  viewed  at  a  diftance,  he  invented  an  inflrument  to  give 
a  more  adequate  idea  of  them  ;  but  the  figure  and  conftrudion 
of  this  we  are  ignorant  of.  We  are  told,  that,  in  this 
emperor's  reign,  there  happened  a  moft  remarkable  con«

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lun^ton  of  five  pUncts  in  the  conftellation  Sh^  ;  but  a  Chinefi 
aftronomer  has  remarked,  that  this  was  only  an  hypothetical 
conjunftion  *. 

Chwbn-hyo  regulated  the  kalendar  alfo,  ordering  that 
the  year  ihould  begin  the  firft  day  of  the  months  wherein  the 
conjun^ion  of  the  fun  and  moon  fhould  fall  neareft  the  15th  de- 
gree of  Jquerius  ;  whence  he  is  called  the  father  and  author  of 
theephemerides.  He  pitched  on  the  time  when  the  fun  wasm 
the  middle  of  that  fign  ;  becaufe  then  the  earth  is  adorned 
with  flowers  and  plants,  the  trees  xefume  their  verdure,  and. 
Bature  feems  to  be  in  her  bloom.  He  likewife  appointed  one 
mandarin  to  prefide  over  the  mines,  another  over  the  waters, 
fbrefls,  ^c.  and  afterwards  raifed  them  to  the  mofl  import- 
ant polls  in  the  empire.  Chwin-hyo  reigned  fcventy-eigbt 
years,  died  in  a  very  advanced  age,  and  was  interred  at  P»- 
jang.  His  feat  was  at  the  town  of  fflniy  in  the  prownce  of 
Mallet.  Tt'ioj  or  Kau-fm^  the  emperor  Shau-bau^s  grand- 
fon,  fucceeded  Chwen-hyoy  whofe  numerous  defcendents  had 
afterwards  feveral  little  provinces  conferred  upon  them, 
whereof  they  were  kings,  or  tributary  princes  ^ 

6.  Ti-Ko  was  raifed  to  the  throne  by  the  fuflFrages  of  all  the 
orders  of  the  ftate  -^  and  was  addided  to  the  worfhtp  of  Shang- 
tiy  and  the  religious  obfervation  of  the  ceremonies,  as  much 
as  any  of  his  prMeceflbrs.  The  great  devotion  of  this  prince, 
and  his  empre(s  Ywin  Kyaug^  was  rewarded  with  a  fon  called 
Hew-tfyty  from  whom  fprang  a  glorious  pofterity,  dignified 
with  a  great  number  of  emperors  ''. 

Ti-KO  is  greatly  extolled  by  the  Chinefi  writers,  as  a 
prince  of  a  penetrating  judgment,  who  examined  all  things 
himfelf,  and  entered  into  the  minuteft  particulars.  He  was 
extremely  popular,  had  a  fincere  affedion  for  his  ful^edsy 
and  was  a  moft  bountiful  and  munificent  prince.  He  cAsl^ 
blilhed  matters  to  teach  the  people  virtue,  and  invented  vocal 
mufic.  Hyen^ho  was  the  iirft  who  compofed  fongs  by  his 
order.  Flutes,  both  dired  and  tranfverfe,  drums,  belb,  and 
other  mufical  inftraments,  were  firfl  made  by  his  diredion. 
He  caufed  that  mufic  to  be  played,  which  he  named  Zif-inre, 
that  is,  the  beauty  of  beaven^  eartb,  and  the  four  feafons.  He 
took  four  wives,  and  introduced  polygamy  among  the  Chi^ 
nefe.  By  the  &ft  of  tbefe  he  had  a  fon  named  Kiy  wfaofe 
defcendents  founded  the  dynafly  of  Chew  ;  by  the  fecond  Sye^ 
whofe  pofterity  founded  that  of  Sbang ;  by  the  third  Yau  ; 
and  by  the  fourth  Chi^  who  fucceeded  him  in  the  government

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of  the  empire.  He  fixed  his  rcfidence  in  the  province  of 
Honofty  upon  the  fpot  where  the  city  of  Yen-fu  ftands.  Hb 
brothers  and  their  fons  he  created  fovereign  princes  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Si^chwfn^  and  died  in  the  thirty-fecond  year  of  the 
fixth  cycle,  aged  105,  after  he  had  reigned  feventy  years  "^^ 

7.  (Jhi,  who  fwayed  the  fceptre  after  the  former  cmpe-^W» 
for,  was  the  fon  of  Ti  h  by  his  fourth  wife  CAa*ig  i\  who 
leemed  to  pofTefs  no  good  qualities  worthy  of  the  throne.    At 
firft,  however,  the  people  conceived  fbme  opinion  of  his  me* 
rity  and  not  without  reafon,  according  to  Father  Martinis 
But  afterwards  he  made  his  authority  intirely  fubfervient  to 
his  brutal  pkafures.    As  be  indulged  himfelf  in  the  ufe  of 
women,  and  intoxicating  liquors,  without  limitation,  the  tri- 
butary princes,  who  were  accuftomed  to  obey  wife  emperorSy 
could  not  bear  his  licentious  and  diilblute  condu£i.     Havings 
therefore^  in  vain  admonifhed  him  to  reform,  they  depofed 
and  banifiied  him,  fetting  his  brother  Tau  on  the  throne*     He 
is  /aid  to  have  reigned  cieht  years,  having  been  dethroned  in 
the  fortieth  year  of  the  uxth  cycle,  and  is  not  reckoned  by 
FzthtrMartini  among  the  emperors  '• 

8.  Yau  is  confidered  as  the  firft  legiflator  of  the  Chinefg^  Vaa« 
and  the  model  of  their  fovereigns.  Virtue,  according  to  the 
writers  of  his  nation,  was  natural  to  him,  and  nothing  was 
wanting  in  him  to  form  a  complete  and  perfed  charaAer.  He 
not  only  became  a  pattern  for  all  his  fucceilbrs,  but  brought 
the  fciences  to  thek  utmoft  perfe^on  ;  which,  according  to 
Ubit  I  kingy  he  could  never  have  done,  and  that  within  the 
firft  fixty  years  of  his  reign,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  extra- 
ordinary affiftance  of  Tyen.  In  fine,  he  was  the  delight  of  his 
fulne£ls,  his  reign  having  been  fo  amiable,  that  tl^  Chimfe 
philofophen  ufuSly  inforced  their  maxims  of  morality  from 
ibelr  uniformity  with  the  condud  of  this  emperor,  and  his  two 
fucceflbrs  ;  which  conformity,  once  proved,  gave  them  an 
indifputable  authority  X. 

This  emperor,  taking  great  pleafure  in  obferving  the  hea- 
vens, ordered  Hi  and  Ho^  two  eminent  mathematicians,  to 
examine  carefully  the  motions  of  the  ccleftial  bodies,  and  alfo 
to  make  proper  inftruments  for  fuch  obfervations.  By  their 
aififlance,  he  regul  ited  the  twelve  lunar  months,  and  re>efta- 
blifbed  the  intercalated  ones,  which  returned  feven  times  in 
nineteen  years.     He  is  faid  to  have  ereded  fix  fupreme  tri-

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tmnab,  which  ftill  fubfift ;  and,  by  the  reputation  of  bis  fih- 
gttlar  virtue,  to  have  drawn  feveral  neighbouring  nations  into 
his  dominions.    In  order  to  make  room  for  thefe,  he  at* 
tempted  to  drain  the  plains  which  Were  overflowed,  by  open- 
ing a  paffiige  for  the  waten  to  the  fea.     After  this,  he  z£^ 
fodated  with  him  in  the  empire  one  Shun^  an  hufbandman^ 
whofe  virtue,  probity,  and  patience,  under  the  fevereft  triab^ 
Joined  to  the  con^dence  which  all  good  men  repofed  in  him, 
mnd  to  an  itifinity  of  other  excellent  qualities,  rendered  him 
worthy  of  the  throne.     His  empfefs  had  the  care  of  breeding 
filkworms)  and  brought  the  filk  manu&Aures  to  a  furprifing 
degree  of  perfedion.    We  are  told,  that,  in  the  reim  <tf 
Tau^  the  fun  did  not  fet  for  ten  days  ;  and  that  the  Ctmufe 
were  then  afraid  of  a  general  conflagration.    Various  fcrpentt 
of  a  monfl:rous  fite  are  likewife  fa^  about  the  fame  time  to 
have  appeared.    Tau  lived  twenty-eight  years  in  perfeA  har- 
mony with  his  new  coll^ue,  to  whom  he  had  given  both  his 
daughters  in  marriage^  and  died  in  the  hundred  and  ei^iteenth 
year  of  his  age,  after  he  had  reigned  ninety  years,  according 
to  Ahrtini^   or  an  hundred,  if  we  will  follow  Du  HaUe» 
The  people,  who  had  experienced  in  this  truly  amiable  prince 
all  the  love  and  tendernels  of  a  parent,  mourned  for  him 
three  whole  years  *. 
thtUh  9.  Shviv^  though  of  mean  extradion^  was  appointed  bjr 

the  late  emperor  his  fole  heir,  to  the  exclufion  of  all  die 
princes  df  die  bloody  and  even  in  oppofition  to  all  the  re- 
monftrances  of  the  fuccefibr  himfelf,  who  did  not  think  him- 
idf  qualified  to  be  placed  at  the  h^  of  fo  great  an  empire. 
Immediately  after  his  acceffion^  he  paid  his  folemn  homage 
to  Sbang-tiy  and  afterwards  enaded  thofe  wife  laws^  whereon 
the  government  of  the  empite  is  founded.  He  created  man- 
darins, and  gave  excellent  precepts  relating  to  the  five  princi- 
pal duties,  of  the  king  and  the  fubjed,  father  and  duUren^ 
hofband  and  wife,  elder  and  younger  brothers,  aiKi  of  friends 
among  themfelves.  As  his  example  gave  great  weight  to  thofe 
precepts,  his  fubje^  were  intirely  influenced  by  them.  He 
Was,  therefore,  jufUy  reckoned  ofie  of  the  moft  excellent 
Chimfe  lawgivers,  as  well  as  his  predeceflbr.  Soon  after  3Ws 
deceafe,  8huH  trufted  tht  gcjrvernment  to  his  minifters,  and 
fliut  himfelf  up  three  years  in  that  princess  tomb,  the  m<»c 
freely  to  vent  his  grief  for  the  lofs  of  a  monarch  whom  he 
conudered  as  his  father.  But,  having  difcharged  his  duty  of 
piety  and  eratitude  towards  lattj  he  took  pofleffion  of  the 
imperial  pwce,  and  received  the  homage  of  all  the  tributary 
princes^    Finding  abundance  of  gold  afid  jewels  in  die  pa*

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bee,  he  caufed  a  fphere  Co  be  made  exhibiting  the  feven  pla* 
nets ;  each  of  which  was  reprefented  by  the  precious  ftone 
snoft  fuitable  to  it.  He  always  honoured  philofophers  and  men 
of  learning  with  his  favour  and  protedion.  The  provinces  he 
vifited  every  year ;  and,  in  his  progrefs,  rewarded  or  punifl^ed 
the  reguli  with  fo  much  juftice,  that  he  gained  the  efteem  and 
admiration  of  all  his  people  f  • 

During  his  reign,  agriculture  flourifhed,  and  plenty  every<r 
where  prevailed.  For  which  end  he  foihaA  the  governors^ 
under  fevere  penalties,  to  exaA  a  day's  work  from  any  huf- 
bandman,  as  this  muft  naturally  tend  to  difcourage  induftry, 
and  obftrud  the  progrefs  of  tillage.  He  filled  all  the  import* 
tnt  pofis  in  the  ftate  with  none  but  perfons  of  merit  and 
capacity  ;  nay,  by  one  of  his  ordinances,  he  permitted  any 
of  his  fubjeAs  to  fet  forth  on  a  table,  expofed  to  puUic  vkw^ 
whatever  could  be  found  blameable  in  his  own  conduft^ 
Laftly,  in  the  choice  of  a  fucceflbr,  he  confulted  the  good  of 
lis  people,  by  giving  them  another  prince  like  himfelf  in  the 
perfon  of  Tuy  though  this  was  done  to  the  ex^uApn  of  bis 
own  family  b. 

We  are  told  by  Martiidy  that  the  Tartars^  for  the  firll 
time,  in  this  prince's  reign,  made  an  irruption  into  China  ^ 
but  that  they  were  foon  obliged  to  retire  into  their  own  ter^ 
ritories.  Tuy  before  he  was  adopted  by  Sbun^  had  recovered 
the  drowned  lands  above-mentioned  i  which  hb  father  had  not 
been  able  to  effed.  After  thirteen  years  indefatigable  labour^ 
he  leveled  mountains,  turned  the  great  rivers  into  th^  natma} 
chanels,  drained  the  lakes  ^nA  marihes,  confined  feveral  rapid 
torrents  between  baqks,  and  divided  the  lefier  rivers  into  dif« 
ferent  canals,  which  terminated  in  the  fea^  By  this  loeans 
he  inlarged  the  provinces,  and  rendered  them  more  fertile  i 
which  important  piece  of  fervice  greatly  CQntribute4  to  his 
advancement,  as  wel}  as  his  fingular  merit  c, 

Shun  livcx]  feventeen  years  after  he  had  raifed  Tu  to  the 
throne,  which  is  faid  to  have  happened  in  the  fifty-fourth  year 
of  the  lecond  cycle  ;  and  died  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  foU 
lowing  one,  being  an  hundred  and  ten  years  old.  He  waa 
buried  in  the  province  of  Shm-Ji^  ^nd  vaftly  r^retted  by 
^i  bis  fubje£b.  Qe  has  been  greatly  celebrated  by  the  fimiout 
Confucius^  and  the  lA'h}%  as  well  a^  the  bpft  Qjinift  writers  of 
all  /iicceeding  ages  ^

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'^  As  the  moft  authentic  Chinefe  biftorians  fecm  to  agree, 
that  their  chronology,  before  the  time  of  Tauj  who  aflbci- 
ited  Shun  with  him  in  the  empire,  is  by  no  means  to  be  de- 
pended upon,  and  as  thofe  biftorians  feem  not  to  have  ufed 
the  computation  of  cycles  before  the  reign  of  that   prince  ; 
we  are  hereby  fufficiently  authorized  to  conclude  our  hiftory 
of  the  antient  Chinefe  with  the  death  of  Shun.     For  this  an- 
other reafon,  alfo,  of  no  fmall  weight,  may  be  affigned  :  The 
crown  of  China  became  hereditary  in  the  family  of  Tuy  who 
fucceeded  Shun  ;  and  the  Chinefe  dynafties,  of  which  that 
called  Hya  was  the  firft,  immediately  commenced  upon  that 
prince's  acceffion.    As  thofe  dynafties,  therefore,  flill  conti- 
nue, the  commencement  of  them,  by  an  European  biftorian, 
Hiay  be  conftdered  as  a  new  sera,  at  which  the  modern  hi- 
ftory of  China  will  very  naturally  begin.    In  the  mean  time, 
to  the  preceding  account  of  the  antient  Chinefe j  we  (hall  beg 
leave  to  fubjoin  the  following  reflcSions  *• 
Much  of       !•  The  Chinefe  hiftory,  from  the  time  of  Fobi  to  the 
tbi  earh    ^^^^  ^^  Shun^  has  in  the  main  manifeftly  the  air  of  a  fidion. 
ChiDefe     The  great  progrefs  thofe  two  monarchs^  as  well  as  all  the 
hifioryfa*  intermediate  princes,  made  in  fome  one  at  leaft  of  the  libe- 
tuhut.       nd  arts,  if  we  fuppofe  them  to  be  as  antient  as  many  of  the 
miffionaries,  together  with  the  Chinefe^  pretend,   is  utterly 
improbable.    Tiie  number  of  people  there  muft  have  been  in 
China^  according  to  the  aforefaid  hiftory,  during  the  reigns  of 
all  thofe  monarchs,  will  alfo,  upon  the  above-mention^  fup- 
pofidon,  as  well  as  the  fuperior  politenefs  of  that  people,  to 
every  fober  and  intelligent  perfon,  appear  abfolutely  incredible. 
The  fabulous  incidents  likewife,  with  which  the  hiftory  of 
thofe  reigns  is  interfperfed,  and  which  are  obvious  to  ^ytxj 
•ne  who  perufes  the  foregoing  account,  fet  this  point  beyond 
difpute.    So  that  as  the  greateft  part  of  the  Chinefe  memoirs  of 
til  the  emperors  of  China^  preceding  Yu^  have  the  principal 
diftinguifliing  charafieriftics  of  a  fi£lion,  they  cannot  well  be 
viewed  in  any  other  light  than  that  in  which  we  are  here  con- 
iidering  them. 
Chinefe         *•  That  the  Chinefe  chronology  to  the  reign  of  Hr  is 
tbroHology  ^^^  inaccurate,  not  to  lay  falfe,  moft  clearly  appears  from  the 
totbereign  foregoing  hiftory.    Nor  can  all  the  efforts  of  fome  of  the  mif- 
9/  Yu       iionaries  overturn  this  glaring  truth.     For,  not  to  infift  upon 
Jalfe.         iJie  certainty  of  the  Hebrew  chronology^  to  which  the  gene- 
rality of   the  learned   feem   willing  to  adhere,    the  hmorv 
whofe  authority  fupports  it  favours  greatly  of  fiction,  as  is 
allowed  even  by  the  moft  rational  Chinefe^  and  miflionaries 
themfclves.    We  fay  the  hiftory,  whofe  authority  fupports  it  i

void  of  every  other  fupport.     For  nothing  befides  that  autho- 
rity can  be   urged  in   favour  of  it,  except  the  t^^ftimony  of 
Cfnftuim^  and  other  antlent  writers,  the  opinion  of  the  Chi^ 
nffcy  and  their  aftronomical  obfervations.     Now  the  teftimony 
of  Confucius^  and  other  authors  who  lived  many  ages  after 
thcfe  early  princes,  that  the   hiftory  of  them   was  extant  in 
their  time,  and  that  it  was  then  commonly  believed  they  had 
exifled,  will  by  no  means  prove  the  reality  of  fuch  exiftence, 
nor  confeauently  evince  their  high  antiquity.    The  opinion  of 
the  Cbineji  will  indeed  prove  their  zeal  for  their  own  anti^ 
quities,  but  by  no  means  evince  the  genuinenefs  of  them. 
And  as  for  aftronomical  obfervations,  the  Chinefe  were  inca- 
pable of  making  any,  at  leaft  with  tolerable  precifion,  till 
many  ages  after  the  death  of  Shun  ;  and,  even  had  not  this 
been  the  cafe,  they  might  have  feigned  folar  and  lunar  eclipfes^ 
planetary  conjundions,  Vc.  in  order  to  pleafe,  flatter,  and 
amufe  their  emperors.     For  fuch  falfe  conjundlions  often  occur 
in  the  Chinefe  hiftory,  efpecially  at  the  change  of  dynafties  ; 
and,  as  for  eclipfes,  we  nnd  none  mentioned  by  the  Chinefe 
writers,  before  the  fecond  vear  of  the  fourth  cycle,  in  the

So  that  the  Chineje  chronology,  for  the  period  we  have  here 
coniidered,  muft  be  looked  upon  as  indefenftble  ^ 

3.  To  confirm  what  is  here  fubmittcd  to  the  judgment  of  ^he  celef- 
the  learned,  we  muft  beg  leave  farther  to  remark,  that  fome  ^ialobfer^ 
of  the  earlieft  ccleftial  obfervations  of  the  Chinefe  are  full  as  '"^'^^f  ^ 
romantic  as  any  thing  elfe  that  occurs  in  their  hiftory  of  the  ^'Cninde 
nine  firft  emperors.     Qf  this  feveral  inftances  might  here  ^^^1'^^^^  . 
produced ;  but  at  prcfcht  we  (hall  confine  ourfelves  to  one  only •''^'  '^*'* 
Father  Martini  informs  us,  that,  according  to  the  Chinefe^  in 
the  reign  of  Tau^  the  fun  was  obfervcd  not  to  fet  for  ten 
<lays  ;  which  rendered  the  people  apprehenfive  of  a  general 
conflagration.     Now  will  any  pcrfon  be  fo  fanguinely  difpofed 
in  favour  of  Chinefe  veracity,  as  to  fuppofe  this  a  real  obferva* 
tion  ?  And,  if  not,  will  it  not  ftiake  the  authority  of  their  other 
obferviitions,  efpecially  when  they  exceed  all  belief,  or  at  leaft 
are  not  founded  upon  a  proper  degree  of  probability  ?  Nothing, 
therefore,  can  be  more  uncertain  and  chimerical  than  the  con- 
dufion  drawn  from  the  eclipfe  that  is  faid  to  have  happened 
in  China  2155  years  before  the  birth  of  Chrift,  in  fupporc  of 
a  fabuJous  and  romantic  antiquity  s.

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Chineft         4.  From  what  has  been  advaaced  it  will  follow,   that  the 
iytmrical  Cbinefi  hiftorical  period  of  time  muft  have  commenced  at  leaft 
period  §f   confiderablv  later  than  the  reign  of  Tu.     Nay,  Father  Fottquet^ 
iimhigins  Bi&op  oi  kUutberopolhy  has  obliged  the  learned  world  with  a 
f^ir  Ytt.  tz\>\ty  that  fjxes  the  aera  of  the  Chin$fe  biftory,  fo  far  as  it  i^ 
genuine,  about  four  hundred  years  before  Chrift ;  and  he  eveii 
affirmsf,  t}iat  forae,  not  witi^oift  firong  rpafons,  believe,  that  it 
might  be  brought  lower  ftill.     He  allows,  indeed,  the  Cbinefs 
pation  to  be  almoftas  old  as  th^  deluge;  but  denies,  that  their 
jiiftory  deferves  much  credit,  if  we  afcend  higher  than  four 
hundred  years  before  Chrift,     Nay,  M.  Pourtnoni  obferyes, 
that  this  opinion  pretty  much  prevails  at  prefent  among  the 
miffionaries.     The  table  above-mentioned  was  publi(hed  at 
Rjime  in  1729.    It  contains  three  large  (heets,  and  ]&  intituled 
iabula  cbronologica  bijforia  Sintca^  conn^xa  cum  cyclo  qtd  vulg^ 
iCia-tfe  dhitur.     The  founders  of  the  Kang-mo^   or  great 
Chinefe  annals,  who  are  the  moft  efteemed  of  all  the  Cbinefe 
biftoriographers,  are  alfo  of  the  fame  fentim^nts  ^. 
China  n§t     ^j.  This  Ukewife  in  fome  meafure  appears  from  what  we 
f tophi  fi  have  advanced  in  the  hiftory  of  the  Tartars.    It  has  there 
^iyastbe  j,ggj^  rendered  probable,  th^t  a  great  part  of  China  was  very 
Chincfe     thinly  peopled,  if  not  quite  void  of  inhabitants,  fo  late  as  the 
teittue.     yg^j.  jj^fQjpg  Chrift  637.  when  the  Scytbians^  under  the  condu<% 
of  MadyeSj  n^de  an  irruption  into  the  Xjpper  Afia.     From 
whence  it  will  follow,  that  little  credit  is  dDe  to  thofe  annals 
which  make  Cbina  to  haye  been  a  powerful  empire  above  two 
thoufand  years  before.     For,  that  it  was  then  abfolutely  un- 
cultivated, upon  the  former  fuppofition,  the^-e  is  not  d:i^  leaft 
reafon  to  doubt.  This  argument  might  be  pufhed  far^r,  and 
infifted  upon  in  a  more  copious  manner,  were  there  any  need 
of  it  \  but,  as  this  is  not  the  cafe,   we  think  it  fufficieat  juft 
to  have  hinted  it  to  our  ireaders  here  I. 
Shun  latir     6.  We  are  informed  by  fonie  Chinefe  hiftorians,  followed 
thm  tbe    j,y  Father  Martini^  that  the  Tartars  nrft  made  an  irruption 
^mefe    \^^^  Cbina^  in  the  reign  of  Shun.    If  this  be  admitted,  it  will 
Mtive.     abfolutely  overturn  the  high  antiquity  of  Shun^  and  his  prede- 
ce/Tors,  as  well  as  the  authority  of  thofe  hiftorians  in  the  point 
before  us.     For,  the  Tartars  never  committed  any  hoftilide^ 
ag^inft  the  Chinefe^  even  according  to  their  own  hiftorians 
themfclves,  before  the  time  of  Ogus  Khan.    Now,  from  what 
has  been  already  obferved,  no  one  can  fuppofe  that  prince  to

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have  been  prior  to  Madyes^  and  confequently  to  have  preceded 
Chrift  above  fix  hundred  and  forty  years.  Nay,  fuppofing 
the  Tartars  to  have  been  the  defcendents  of  the  proper  Scy^ 
ibtansy  which  we  think  cannot  well  be  denied,  they  could  not 
have  penetrated  into  China  till  many  ages  after  Madyes  \  iince 
the  Scythians  themfelves  only  began  to  make  a  figure  Ip  the 
reign  of  that  prince,  having  been  before  confined  to  a  fmall 
extent  of  territory  near  the  eaftem  bank  of  the  Volga.  Noip 
can  we  think  it  probable,  that  the  name  of  Tartar^  or  Tatar ^ 
was  known  even  among  the  Chinefe  till  long  after  the  Scythians 
made  themfelves  matters  of  the  Upper  Afia  \  which  conaudft  their 
later  pofterity  have  not  ftrupled  to  extend  even  to  China  itfelf. 
But  fuch  9  romantic  turn  as  this  is  commpn  to  all  the  eaftern 
writers,  efpecially  thofe  of  not  a  vtvf  antient  date ;  and  there- 
fore no  manner  of  ftrefs  is  to  be  laid  upon  it.  We  might  hei© 
expatiate  more  largely  upon  the  point  in  view,  did  we  not 
^oofe  to  referve  a  full  and  particular  difcuffion  of  it  for  dbe 
modem  hiftory  of  China  k. 

7.  But  Aough  the  greateft  part  of  the  Chin$fe  hiftory,  to^^^^hiMg 
Ac  commeficeroent  of  the  firft  dynafty,  is  apparently  febulous,^'r*'^  'f 
yet  ftill  in  thb  there  may  be  difcerned  fome  feint  glimmerings  "T.J*''' 
of  truth.  This  has  been  clearly  deduced  hj  Bayer  and  Afofz^-*^^-^*^* 
iiusj  two  moft  eminent  critics  in  Chinefe  literature,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  book  intituled  Siao  ul  lun^  or,  in  Latin^ 
Origsnes  Sinica,  Thefe  learned  men  have  found  fome  affinity 
between  the  Puen  iuj  or  PUoncuy  i.  e.  the  firji  antiquity^  as 
alfo  the  Tay  ku^  i.  e.  the  higheji  antiquity  of  that  book^  and 
the  vafl  ocean  of  eternity  that  preccJied  the  creation  of  thp 
world.  The  former  believes,  that  the  water,  or  liquid 
MASS,  of  the  Siao  ul  lun^  terminating  the  higheji  antiquity 
(or  eternity  preceding  the  creation  of  the  world),  and  fepa- 
nting  it  from  time,  as  well  as  the  fyftem  that  followed,  w- 
lemUes  the  chaos  of  Ovidy  and  the  tohu  vabohu  of  the  facred 
faiftorian.  The  JirVn  hoam  at/,  Ty  hoam  xi,  and  Gin  hoam  xi^ 
L  e.  The  auguji  family  of  heaven^  the  auguft  family  of  earthy 
and  the  auguft  family  of  men^  of  the  Siao  uthtn^  that  imme- 
diately come  after  the  lk^jid  mass,  M.  Bayer  proves  to 
denote  die  creation  of  the  heavens,  of  the  earth,  and  of  man. 
}<Ior  are  we  to  be  furprifed  at  the  expreffion  of  boom  xi^  the

mugujl  family^  when  it  is  applied  to  the  heavens^  and  to  th^ 
earth  \  ikice  the  greater  part  of  the  pagan  world,  in  the  ear- 
h'er  ages  of  idplatry,  believed  the  heavens,  the  earth,  and  the 
celeftial  orbs,  to  be  animated  by  fpirits,  or  intelligences  o&  a 
middle  nature  between  men  and  the  Supreme  Being.     In  like 
manner  the  meu  giriy  or  nint  nun^  of  the  auguft  family  oftmm^ 
mentioned  by  the  Siao  ul  lun^  according  to  M.  Bayer ^  point 
at  the  nme  antediluvian  generations  preceding  Noah^  who  may 
be  confidered  as  the  fecond  father  of  mankind.     In  the  afore- 
faid  book,  Fo-hi^  who  is  placed  at  the  head  of  tbofe  genera- 
tions,  is  faid  to  have  had  for  his  wife  one  Niu-Kua^     Now 
Kuoy  or  ^Oy  can  by  no  means  be  deemed  remote  from  nin 
Cbava^  or  Chaudj  AdanC^  confort  \  which  feems  to  imply, 
that  Adam  and  Fo  hi  were  the  fame  perfon.     Fo  hi  is  repre- 
sented as  having  the  head  of  a  man,  but  the  body  of  a  fer- 
pent.    Now  among  the  antients  a  ferpent  was  the  lymbol  of  a 
man  or  people  fprung  out  of  the  earth.   This  reprefentation, 
therefore,  intimates  Fa^hi  to  have  had  fuch  an  original ;  and 
confequently  feems  to  imply,  that  the  earlieft  Chinefe  were 
informed,  by  tradition,  that  Gon  formed  man  of  the  duft  of 
the  ground.     We  are  told,  that  pyhang-tiy  or  Hoam-tiy  ap- 
pointed Ta-nauy  or  Ta-Nao^  to  form  the  fexagenary  cycle  ; 
and  that  he  was  the  mventor  of  barks,  or  fmall  veflek.   Now, 
as  from  the  Chinefe  feries  of  antediluvian  generations  above- 
mentioned  it  appears,  that  ff^ang  tiy  or  Hoam  ti^  may  be 
fuppofed  to  have  anfwered  to  Noah^  we  may  confider  the 
name  Ta  Nao^  or  great  Nao^  and  the  invention  of  barks^ 
alluding  to  the  conftru£tion  and  ufe  of  the  ark,  as  pointing  at 
the  (ame  patriarch.     In  fine,  thefe,  as  well  as  other  inftances 
that  there  occur,  amount  to  a  plain  proof,  that  fomething  of 
truth  may  be  extraded  even  from  the  fabulous  hiftory  of  the 
Chinefe  ;  and  that  this  nation  had  fome  obfcure  traces  of  the 
cofmogony,  the  origin  of  man,   the  univerdd  deluge,  and 
other  points  handed  down  to  us  in  the  cleared  light  by  the 
{acred  hiftorian  '•

.  8,  It  appears  from  hence,  that  the  Chinefe  of  later  ages  The  Cbi- 
^ve  greatly  corrupted  their  own  antiquities.  The  traditional  nefe  kavi 
notions  they  had  received  from  their  earlieft  anceftors  relating  to  corrnptid 
tht  cofmogony,  the  creation  of  man,  the  deluge,  and  the  ante-  '^^  •^~ 
diluvian  world,  they  have  ridiculoufly  applied  to  the  anticnt  ^*^P^^ 
ftlle  and  monarchy  of  China  ;  by  which  they  have  brought  '^''' 
the  hiftory  of  their  nation,  efpecially  the  firft  part  of  it,  into 
contempt,  among  the  fober  and  rational  part  of  mankind. 
However,  all  other  nations  have,  in  fonie  refpe<Sb,  done  the 
fiune  thing.  The  Chinefe  have  alfo  reduced  to  their  fexage- 
nary  cycle  many  tranfa<^ions,  handed  down  to  them  by  their 
firft  progenitors,  which  happened  long  before  the  invention 
of  that  cycle,  and  by  this  means  introduced  great  confufion 
into  their  dironology.  Nor  are  we  to  be  furprifed  at  this, 
fince  they  did  not  begin  to  compute  their  years  according  to 
that  cycle,  till  long  adfter  the  difcovery  of  it ;  as  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Olympic  games  did  not  ferve  for  an  epoch  to  the 
Greeks  till  many  years  after  that  event  happened  5  nor  the 
reftorarion  of  Kome  by  Romulus  to  the  Romans  till  the  age  of 
tidier  FaHus  RiRdr^  Cato^  or  Varro  \  nor,  laftly,  the  birth  of 
Chrift  to  the  Chriftians  till  the  tune  of  Dionyjius  Exiguus. 
Li  fine^  that  the  Chinefe  annals  cannot  be  depended  upon, 
inay  be  inferred  even  from  Confucius  himfelf,  who  more  than 
hints  the  inaccuracy  of  them ;  nay,  that  many  of  the  oldeft 
materials  for  fuch  annals  had  been  deftroyed  before  he  wrote. 
7^  prefent  antient  memoirs,  therefore,  that  are  obtruded 
upon  us  by  the  Jefuits  and  the  Chinefe^  muft  be  allowed 
modem  (D)  produdions,  m  compartfon  of  the  times  to 
which  they  pretend  to  relate ;  fo  that  fcarce  any  thing  cer- 
tain can  be  deduced  from  them,  though  fome  4int  emana- 
tions of  truth  may  now-and-then  appear  ^.

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What  mti  9.  As  the  Cbinefe  were  almoft  totally  ignorant  of  every 
^t  /«  branch  of  literature,  when  the  Jefuits  firft  came  among  them^ 
think  of  what  credit  can  be  deemed  due  to  their  accounts  of  things  pre^ 
tbitrmoft  ceding  even  the  hiftorical  period  of  the  Greeks ^  who  were  a 
mniient  hi-  learned,  curious,  and  radonal  nation  ?  Their  great  philofopher 
Joncai  Confucius  complains  of  a  want  of  genuine  hmorical  memoirs 
in  his  time ;  and  yet  now  the  Jefuits,  in  conjundio'n  with  tho 
modern  Cbinefe^  pretend  to  give  a  clear  and  authentic  hiftory 
of  the  monarchs  of  Cbina^  who  lived  two  thoufimd  years  be- 
fore that  philofopher.  Nothing  certainly  can  be  more  abfurd 
than  fuch  a  pittenfion  (£}  i  and  yet  it  would  be  unjuft  tq

was  rdblved  to  anniliilate.  tb 
was  infpired  with  this  rdblatmn 
by  a  vanity  peculiar  to  lumfelf. 
f  or,  being  in  reality  the  firft 
abfdute  emperor  of  China,  he 
was  deiiroas  of  buryiofl;  all  the 
zQi&  and  exploits  of  his  prede- 
ceflbrs  in  oblivion,  that  his  own 
atchieven^nts  might  (h}ne  wfth 
the  greater  loftre.  This  enfipc- 
Tor  alfo,  in  order  to  prerent  the 
Ciidden  incarfions  of  the  Tartars^ 
as  he  gave  out,  but  probably  to 
indulge  the  fiunne  unaccountable 
vanity,  built  a  wall  from  the  fea 
CO  the  extremities  of  the  province 
of  Shin- fit  the  reality  of  which 
ftupendous  work  would  be  now 
dilbelieved,  were  it  not  ftill  in 
being.  Futi^  ieventy-chree 
years  after  the  dc^th  of  Shi- 
wubmng  ti,  having  coUeded  all  the 
icattered  fragments  of  hiftorical 
memoirs  that  had,  with  the  ut- 
moft  difficulty,  been  preierved, 
obliged  his  fubje^s  with  an  edi- 
tion of  thefe  fragments.  But  it  is 
probable,  that  they  met  with  the 
iame  hx»  on  this  occafion  that 
happened  to  the  firagmentt  of  the 
Sibylline  verfes  burnt  with  the 
Capitol,  in  the  civil  war  between

The  latter,  colleded  from  variooi 
parts,  were  ondoubtedly  b  ^or* 
rujpted,  as  to  retain  fcaroe  any 
refembUnce  of  the  originab  s  and 
the  former,  as  we  have  great  rea- 
fon  to  believe,  have  hadfo  many 
interpoUtions  and  corrupcioB^ 
foifted  into  them,  that  they  agree 
in  few  particuUus  with  thofe  an- 
tient  produftions  whole  names 
they  bear  {j^).

AM  O  N  G  the  moderns,  the  firft  effe^al  difcoverers  of  Criftof. 
America  were  (A)  Criftoforo  CoUn^    or  Colombo^  and  Colombo 
Americo  Vefpucd.    The  firft  of  thefe  was  a  Genoife^  and  Amt - 
and  the  other  a  native  of  Florence^  who  had  the  honour  rico  Vef- 
to  conununicate  his  name  to  the  new  world.    But  wemuftpuoci/i&#

not  imagine,  that  this  vaft  trad  was  intirely  unknown  to  the 
antients ;  though,  that  they  had  a  very  clear  or  diftind  know- 
lege  of  it,  from  any  of  their  writings»  does  not  hitherto  fully 
appear  '. 

How  the  new  world,  or  the  immenfe  continent  called 
America^  was  firft  peopled,  is  a  point  that  has,  for  above  two 
centuries,  exercifed  the  wits  and  pens  of  the  learned.  Not« 
witbftanding  which,  it  is  not,  even  at  this  time  ^,  arrived  at 
a  decifion.  AH,  therefore,  that  we  can  at  prefent  do  is,  to 
oblige  our  readers  with  the  moft  probable  conjectures  that  have 
been  hitherto  offered  on  this  head. 

That  the  antients  had  fome  faint  notion  of  America^  vifc 
have  already  obferved ;  and,  in  fupport  of  that  obfervation, 
feveral  reafons  might  be  offered,  befides  thofe  already  touched 
upon,  were  it  in  any  manner  neceffary.  But  as  this  is  not 
the  cafe,  we  (hall  proceed  diredly  to  mew  how  Anurica  migiht 
at  firft  have  been  peopled  c. 

As  the  new  world  is  at  fuch.a  prodigious  diftance  from  the 
land  of  ShinaTy  from  the  principle  we  have  all  along  gone  upon, 
it  follows,  that  this  continent  had  no  colonies  fettled  in  it  till 
many  ages  after  the  difperfion.  When,  therefore,  the  Pi^ 
nicians  firft  came  thither,  which  feems  to  have  happened  a 
confiderable  time  before  the  days  of  PUa$i  ^y^  in  all  likeli-

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liood)  found  but  few  inhabitants  there.  However,  that  the3r 
Contributed  towards  the  planting  of  it,  we  have  pretty  good 
reaibn  to  believe.  For,  that  they  a^ually  failed  to  this  coun- 
try, appears  probable  from  Plato  himfelf,  CranUr  his  firft 
interpreter,  and  Marcellus  an  Ethiopian  hiftorian.  Nor  will 
this,  after  what  has  been  already  advanced,  be  diijputed  by 
the  learned  '• 

AccoRDiNO  to  Horniusy  the  Phopmcians  made  three  re-  Thgy  artt 
markable  voyages  to  America.     The  firft  under  the  condud>^fV/« 
of  Atla$^  whom  Plato  in  his  Critics  calls  the  fon  of  Niptune ;  bavimade 
Ihe  fecond,  when,  failing  along  the  coaft  of  Africoy  they  were  ^^ru  voy 
driven  by  a  tempeft  to  the  remoteft  parts  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  ^Jf'^  '^«- 
and  qtme  at  laft  to  a  vaft  ifland  in  a  weftern  direction  from  ^^^* 
Libya  ;  and  the  third,  when  the  TyrianSy  in  the  days  of  Sola* 
mony  ¥^nt  for  gold  to  Ophir.    But  this  laft  voyage,  it  muft 
be  owned,  b  not  fuf&ciently  fupported  by  antient  hiftory  ^. 

However,  that  colonies  from  other  nations,  befidesthePA^p-  ^omeoftbt 
MicianSyCTotkd  the  Atlantic  ocean^jmd  landed  in  America y  can-  *^  ^6/* 
not  well  be  denied.  Such  anopinion  feems  to  have  been  counte-  PJ"^^  ^^^ 
nanced  by  i4^j/?^/^,  as  well  as  thofe  authors  whofeteftimonics  have  ^^^^^' 
been  already  produced;  tho*itmuftbeconfeffed,thatwhatha8  been  ?*^*  jf^J" 
hinted  by  them  in  the  point  before  us,  is  fo  clouded  and  ob-  j/lmt^ 
{cured  with  fable,  that  it  .will  afford  us  but  little  light  in  our  yj^^        ' 
prefent  inquiry.     And  yet,  as  all  fabulous  relations  contain 
/bmething  of  truth,  both  Perizonius  and  CcUarius  feem  to 
have  inferred  from  thence,  that  the  new  world  was  not  intirely 
unknown  to  the  remoter  ages  of  antiquity.    Nay,  the  former 
of  thofe  l^rned  men  was  convinced,  that  neither  the  Egy 

£ian$y  nor  the  Carthaginians y  were  void  of  fome  traditional 
lowleg/e  of  America ;  fince  he  believed,  that  they. communi- 
cated fome  fuch  knowlege  to  other  nations.  Which  if  we 
admitf  it  will  from  thence  follow,  that  fome  of  the  antient 
Egyptians  and  Carthaginians  had  probably  been  there,  and  con- 
tributed towards  the  plantation  of  that  prodigious  continent, 
as  well  as  the  Phcenicians.  Nay,  the  author  of  the  book  de 
mirabilibus  audit,  fuppofed  to  be  AriJIotUy  exprcfly  aflerts  the 
Carthaginians  to  have  difcovered  an  ifland  beyond  Hercules*^ 
pillan,  abounding  with  all  necefTaries,  to  which  they  frequently 
failed,  and  there  feveral  of  them  even  fixed  their  habitations. 
But  the  fenate,  adds  he,  would  not  permit  their  fubje£b  to

The 

mud  Phce-  diftance  of  Amerita  from  the  moft  weftern  coafts  of  Spain  and 

Bidani.     Africa^  cannot  be  urged,  with  any  colour  of  reafon^  againft 

the  opinion  of  thofe  learned  men,  who  fuppofe  the  Phofnidans 

to  have  had  an  early  knowlege  of  the  Americans.     For,  that 

the  Tyriam  and  Sidmians^  a  branch  of  the  Phoenicians^  were 

Celebrated  in  antient  times  ^oxpaffing  over  the  feas  ^  and  their 

ikill  in  maritim  affairs,  we  learn  from  Scripture.    Thefei'Atf'- 

niciansy  therefore,  at  leaft  might  have  (ailed  to  America  either 

in  queft  of  new  difcoveries,  for  which  they  were  fo  famed^ 

or  for  the  fake  of  a  farther  extenfion  of  commerce.    Nay, 

they  might  have  been  Joined  by  other  CanaaniteSj  or  Pbeeni* 

dansy  fmee  a  body  of  thofe  who  fled  from  Jojhua  fettled  in 

the  moft  weftern  part  of  Africa^  upon  the  coaft  of  the  Atlantic 

ocean,  as  we  leaTn  from  Procopius.     3.  Some  learned  men 

believe,  that  the  iflands  denominated  CaJJiterides  by  the  an* 

tients  were  thofe  called  by  the  moderns  the  Azores,    Now, 

that  the  Phoenicians  were  ixrell  acquainted  with  thefe  iflands, 

from  whence  th^  might  eafily  fail  to  America^  we  find  aflerted 

by  Strabo.

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fince  the  Egyptians  may  very  naturally  be  fuppoftd  to  have  gone 
thither   with  the  Phcenijiians.     5.  That  the  Phoenicians  had 
many  fettlements  in  Spain^  is  well  known  tq  every  one  mo- 
derately verfed   in  hiftory.      Now,  the  Spqniards  antiently 
followed  piracy  in  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  con fequ en t]y  tra- 
verfed  that  fea,  as  we  are  informed  by  Strabo.     6.  The  He- 
hrtw  and  Phcenician  languages  were  aimed  iniirely  the  (dm^^ 
nor  were  the  Egyptian  and  Arabic  very  diflFerent  Jrom  them. 
But  it  clearly  appears,  that  feveral  of  the  American  primitive 
words  are  dedudble  from  the  Hebreiv  or  Phoenician ^  and  con- 
/equently  not  remote  from  the  Egyptian.     Of  this  the  Carai-

a  fufiicient  proof.   7.  r ather  Lafitau  has  endeavfmrcd  tg  (hew, 
from  an  affinity,  or  rather  an  agreement  of  cuftoms,  thdt 
(oTSit  of  the  Americans  are  defcended  from  the  Pelafgiy  or  firft 
planters  of  Greece^  who  were  probably  of  Phoenician  extru- 
sion.    Wc  might  offer  more  arguments   in  fupport  of  the. 
point  infified  upon  ;  but,  as  they  are  intirely  fuperfluous,  our 
readers  will  neither  expert  nor  de^re  them  here  8. 

The  Mexicans  jznd  other  American  nations,  we  are  told,  r/;f  /  ^^^  irracl- 
tieir garments y  inorder  the  moreeffeduallytoexprefs  their  grief  ^^^^^^t /he 
on  any  melancholy  occafion.    The  Hebrewsy  Per/tans^  Greeks^  Progenitors 
Sabinesy  and  LatinSy  according  to  various  authors,  alfo  did  the  ^-^'^f  ^' 
fame.     From  whence  fome  perfons  may  poffibly  imagine,  that  "^^"^"^ 
the  aforefaid  Americans  deduced  their  origin  from  one  or  more 
of  tbofe  nations.     But  this  is  too  flender  a  foundation  to  ere£b 
fuch  a  fuperftrudure  upon.     So  that  Manaffeh  Ben  I fr a  el  has 
i¥rongly  concluded  from  hence,  that  the  Tfraelites  were  the 
progenitors  of  the  Americans,     But  we  {ball  not  expatiate 
larther  upon  this  chimerical   notion  here,  (ince  it   has  been 
fuliy  and  amply  refuted  by  the  learned  Theophilus  Spixelius^  to 
whoofiy  for  farther  fatisfadion,  we  mufl  beg  leave  to  refer 
our  curious  and  inquiHtive  rcadeis  ''.

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Father  Lafitau^  in  the  pradice  of  the  prelent  Awtericam 
favages,  has  endeavoured  to  difcover  fome  veftiges  of  the  re- 
motefi  antiquity.  He  doubts  not,  that  America  was  known 
to  the  antients.  A  paflage  out  of  Di^dorus  SicuIuSy  and  an- 
other out  of  Paufanias^  have  convinced  him  of  it ;  tho*  die 
latter,  in  our  opinion,  by  no  means  conies  up  ta  the  point* 
He  believes,  that  moft  of  the  Amerken  nations  derive  their 
origin  from  thoie  barbarians  who  were  poffefltd  of  Gregu<t  and 
hs  iflands  ;  from  whence  having  fent  many  colonies  abrotd 
during  a  long  feries  of  ages,  they  were  at  kft  obliged  to  go 
away,  and  difperfe  tbemfelves  into  feveral  countries,  being 
expelled  by  other  nations*  Now,  admitting  this  notion  to  be 
true,  which  fome  of  our  readers  perhaps  will  not  fo  readily 
grant,  it  by  no  means  interferes  wiih  what  has  been  juft  ad- 
vanced. For,  that  the  Pelafgt^  who  firft  peopled  moft  parts 
of  Gnece^  were  of  the  fame  o^ctradion  with  the  Phoenicians^ 
is  probable  enough  ;  and  that  both  the  Egyptians  and  Pbofni- 
cians  fent  colonies  into  that  country,  will  not  be  denied  by 
any  perfon  in  the  leaft  acquainted  with  antient  hiftory  K 

ll.  But  though  the  Pbctnicians^  Egyptians^  and  Cartba- 
ginians^  might  have  planted  fome  colonies  in  this  vaft  region, 
yet  the  bulk  of  the  inhabiunts  muil  certainly  have  deduced 
their  origin  from  another  part  of  the  world.  Had  the  Pbatni- 
tians  and  Egyptians  peopled  even  a  confiderable  part  of  Jme^ 
rica^  it  could  not  poffibly  have  been  taken  fo  little  notice  of 
by  the  antients,  even  though  both  thofe  nations  had  induAn* 
oufly  endeavoured  to  conceal  their  weftern  difcoveries.  For,  in 
that  cafe,  there  mufl  have  been  a  conflant  and  perpetual  com* 
munication  kept  open  between  America^  ^iJp^*  ^^^  Phamida^ 
and  a  very  extenfive  trade  carried  on  between  them ;  fo  thatmanj 
particulars  relating  to  the  new  world  muft  neceflarily  havetran- 
fpired.  Nor,  could  evrn  the  failors  themfelves,  who  navi- 
gated the  Phoenician  (hips,  have  omitted  divulging  many  ac- 
counts of  what  they  obferved  on  thb  vaft  continent,  fome  of 
which  would  undoubtedly  have  been  traniiniited  down  to 
us  ^. 

That,  therefore,  the  Americans  in  general  were  defcended 
from  fome  people  who  inhabited  a  country  not  fo  far  diftant 
from  them  as  Egypt  and  Pkceniciay  our  readeis  will,  as  we 
apprehend,  readily  admit.     Now  no  country  can  be  pitched

upon 
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upon  fo  proper  and  covenient  for  this  purpofe  as  the  north- 
caftern  part  of  Afia^  particularly  Great  Tartary^  Siberia^  and 
more  cfpecially  the  pcninfula  of  Kamtfchatka,  That  probably 
was  the  traft  through  which  many  Tartarian  coJpnics  paflcd 
into  jfmencayznd  peopled  the  moft  confiderable  part  of  theneiv 
world.  This  at  prefent  is  the  moft  prevailing  opinion  among  the 
learned  ;  nor  will  anv  fober  intelligent  perfon,  we  perluade 
^urfelves,  rcfufe  his  aflent  to  it,  after  he  has  maturely  weighed 
the  following  obfervations '. 

1.  The  genius^  manners,  and  cuftoms,  of  the  Americans^ 
have,  little  affinity  with  thofeof  the  Europeans^  the  more  civil- 
ized Afiatics^  or  any  of  the  African  nations.  It  if,  therefore, 
reafonable  to  fuppoTe,  that  their  proeeniters  were  feated  ia 
feme  of  the  barbarous  parts  of  Afta,  Now,  as  the  north-eaft- 
crn  Afiatk  Taftars^  Siberians j  and  the  people  of  Kamtfchatka^ 
had  (uch  a  fituation  ;  from  them,  as  from  their  proper  fource, 
we  muft  derive  ihe  greatcft  part  of  the  American  tribes™. 

2.  Many  of  the  Americans^  in  their  idolatry,  favage  dif- 
pofition,  barbarous  qualities,  and  fingular  cuftoms,  vaftly  re- 
femble  the  north-eaftcrn  Afiatics^  particularly  the  Tartars^  and 
natives  of  Kamtfchatka.  The  Algonkins^  according  to  La  Hen- 
tany  rove  about  from  one  fpot  of  ground  to  another,  like  the 
Scenite  Arabs  and  Tartars,  having  neither  cities,  towns,  nor 
any  fixed  habitations.  The  Peruvians  hang  their  dead  on  tree?, 
as  do  the  people  of  Kamtfchatka,  The  Weji-Indions  live  in 
houfes,  or  huts,  eredled  on  four  pofts,  into  which  they  afcend 
by  a  ladder  ;  and  in  fuch  cottages  as  thefe  dwell  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Kamtfchatka.  The  men  of  California  go  naked,  are 
of  a  fwarthy  complexion,  and  live  chiefly  upon  fim  ;  all  which 
holds  true  of  the  Kamtfchatkians.  The  Tunguft^  Ofiiacks^ 
and  other  neighbouring  nations,  worfb'p  the  devil  with  their 
inchanting  drums  ;  and  that  the  antient  inhabitants  of  ^/r^/Wj 
paid  divine  honours  to  infernal  fpirits,  and  were  addided  to 
inchantments  and  conjurations,  we  learn  from  fome  good 
authors.  Other  cuftoms  wherein  they  agreed  might  here  be 
mentioned,  were  not  the  point  infifted  upon  obvious  to  all, 
who  have  perufed  the  bed  accounu  hitherto  publiihed  of  ihofe 
remote  nations  n.

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^  There  is  great  reafon  to  believe,  that  fomc  of  the 
wdtcrn  provinces  of  North  America  muft  either  be  continuous 
to,  or  at  no  great  diftance  from,  the  north-eaftern  part  of 
AJia  ;  though  which  of  thcfe  is  true,  wc  are  not  at  prefent 
informed.  However,  it  is  highly  probable,  that  to  the  eaft 
of  Kanitfchatka^  or,  as  the  Chineje  call  it,  Jecco^  and  the  Ger- 
mans  Jedfo^  there  is  an  immenfe  trad:  approaching  to  north 
America  \  and  that  even  to  thb  day  there  remains  at  leafl  a 
Jcind  of  communication  between  them,  by  means  of  a  chain 
of  iflands.  It  may  alfo  be  fuppofed,  that  Afea  and  America 
were  formerly  conneded  by  an  ifthmus,  which  might  have 
been  deftroyed  by  an  earthquake.  Such  a  fuppofition  will  be 
fupported  by  the  authority  of  thofc  writers,  who  have  ren- 
dered fome  parallel  inftances  credible.  The  disjundion  of 
Britain  from  Gaul^  and  Spain  from  the  continent  of  Africa^ 
y^e  have  already  touched  upon.  As  for  the  communication 
between  Afia  and  America,  this  feems  very  agreeable  to  truth, 
not  only  from  what  has  been  advanced  by  Reland^  but  from 
the  difcoveries  made  by  the  RuJJians^  an  account  of  which  we 
find  in  the  public  prints  towards  the  latter-end  of  the  year 
1737.  According  to  thofe  prints,  fome  of  the  Czarina*s  fub- 
je6ts  touched,  a  little  before  that  time,  at  feveral  iflands  which 
lay  at  a  good  diflance  in  an  eaftern  diredion  from  Japan  and 
Kamtfchatkd^  and  confequently  between  thofe  countries  and 
America.  The  people  of  thefe  iflands,  in  fome  points,  are  /aid 
to  refemble  the  Japanefe,  and  to  ufe  pieces  of  money  with 
charaflers  not  unlike  thofc  of  Japan  upon  them.  The  learned 
Mr.  Leonard  Euler,  Profeflbr  of  mathematics,  and  Member 
of  the  Imperial  Society  at  Peter/burgh,  feems  to  imagine,  that 
the  north-eaftern  cape  of  Jfia  difcovered  by  captain  Behring 
is  not  thirty  degrees  off  the  laft-known  head-land  of  California i 
but  the  ingenious  Mr.  Dobbs  places  them  at  a  much  greater 
diftance  from  each  other.  Be  that,  however,  as  it  wiU,  that 
the  fca  between  the  moft  north-eaftern  coaft  of  Afta,  and  the 
moft  wefterii  part  of  California,,  allowing  fuch  a  fea  to  exift, 
is  inteifperfcd  with  many  iflands  at  no  great  diftance  from  each 
other,  may  be  very  naturally  fuppofed.  Nay,  if  any  credit 
may  be  given  to  the  advices  received  from  Peter/burgh  the  laft 
year,  the  connexion  of  Afia  and  America^  or  at  leafi  the 
communication  between  them  by  means  of  fuch  iflands,  is  as 
good  as  difcovered.  Wc  (hall,  therefore,  drop  this  topic  at 
prefent,  and  peihaps  refume  it  hereafter,  if  the  Kujftans  (bould 
think  proper  to  impart  to  the  world  the  difcoveries  they  pre- 
tend to  have  made  <*•

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4.  THAt  part  of  America  next  to  JJia  is  much  more  po- 
pulous than  the  remoter  caftern  provinces^  or  kingdoms  i 
whicii  is  a  manifeft  indication,  that  this  was  firft  planted  by 
colonies  coming  from  the  neartfl  parts  of  Jfuiy  who  fettled 
here,  and  afterwards  fpread  themfclves  gradually  over  the  new 
world.  From  whence  we  may  conclude,  that  the  bulk  of  the 
Americans  arc  defcended  from  the  Tartars^  Siberians^  and 
.people  of  Kamtfcbatka?* 

$.  We  arc  told,  that  though  the  Spaniards  found  the  con* 
tinent  of  America  full  of  wild  beafts,  yet  none  of  them  were 
to  be  met  with  in  any  of  the  iflands  which  lay  remote  from 
that  continent.  This  Acojla  aiTerts  to  be  true,  on  Hx'xGt  exa- 
mlnatioo,  of  Cubaj  Hifpaniola^  Margarita^  Dominica^  Ja^ 
.maica^  &c.  And  this  has  been  obferved  in  other  iflands  dif- 
covcrcd  iincc  Aco/ia*$  time.  J.  De  Laet  alfo  (ays,  that  there 
were  no  fuch  birds  in  any  of  thefe  iflands  as  could  not  fly  far, 
fuch  as  partridges,  ^c.  From  whence  it  may  be  inferred,  that 
j/merica  received  many  of  its  animals,  and  even  men  too,  from 
fome  part  of  the  world  nearer  to  its  continent  than  were  Cuba^ 
K/pamoUiy  Jamaica^  &c.  Now,  as  this  muft  have  been  fome 
of  the  north-eaftern  diftrifis  or  provinces  of  Afia^  it  undoubt- 
edly was,  in  a  great  meafure^  peopled,  and  flocked  with  ani- 
,iiials,  from  thence.  Nor  can  it  be  fuppofed,  that  the  eaflern 
cjctremity  of  Afia  is  very  remote  from  the  weftcrn  one  of  Ame* 
ricOy  \^  one  of  thefe  be  not  continuous  to  the  other  9. 
,  6.  The  people  inhabiting  the  extreme  north-eaftern  part  of 
AJia  intirely  want  borfes,  thofe  animals  not  being  able  to  live 
in  fo  cold  a  region.  Now  no  horfes  were  found  in  America^ 
at  the  iirft  difcovery  of  it  by  the  Spaniards  ;  fo  that  in  fcve- 
•ral  phices  the  natives  ufed  rein-deer,  and  large  maftifF-dogs, 
inftead  of  them,  as  many  of  the  poftfrity  of  the  ancient  moft 
northern  Scythians  or  Tartars  did.  This  feems  to  fupport  what 
has  been  before  advanced  5  and  therefore  we  cannot  concur 
with  Grotiusy  when  he  urges  the  want  of  horfes  in  America 
as  an  argument  againftaoy  plantation  of  Scythian  or  Tartarian 
colonies  there  r.

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7.  The  Chichimeca^  a  barbarous  people,  in  their  roving 
manner  of  life,  and  many  of  their  cuftoms,  much  refembling 
the  Tartars^  came  into  Mexico^  according  to  the  Ameruams 
themfclves,  about  fcven  hundred  years  after  the  birth  of 
Chrift.  As,  therefore,  about  the  ycirx  of  Chrift  400.  the 
Scythiani  or  Tartars  fo  overftocked  their  country,  that  they 
were  obliged  to  difperfe  into  various  parts  of  the  world,  foine 
of  them  at  thi^t  time  probably  found  their  way  into  America^ 
over  a  confiderable  part  of  which  they  might  fpread  then^- 
fclves  in  300  years.  This  they  might  do,  either  by  advancing 
weflward  to  the  Frozen  SeOy  and  r/ova  Zemla^  from  whence 
they  might  eafily  pafs  over  to  Greenland  (C),  feparated  horn 
north  America  only  by  Davh's  Streighu  j  or  by  moving  in  an 
eaftern  diredion  towards  the  peninfula  of  Kamtfchatka,  But^ 
for  various  reafons  that  might  be  affigned,  it  is  not  likely,  that 
any  great  number  of  people  could  attempt  the  former  paflage  ; 
and  therefore  it  muft  be  allowed,  that  the  moft  confiderable 
body  of  planters  migrated  out  of  the  north^eaftem  part  of 
Afta  into  the  new  world  ». 

8.  It  appears  from  Solinus^  Ammwnus  MaraWnus^  and 
Paulus  VenetuSy  that  Scythia^  or  Tariary^  and  Hyrcania^ 
abounded  with  timers,  lions,  bears,  and  deer«  Nay,  we  learn 
from  Pliny^  that  tnere  was  a  vaft  variety,  as  well  as  multitude^ 
of  wild  beads,  -in  the  great  Tartarian  folitudes ;  and  that  t|ie

country)  in  many  places^  was  rendered  a  defert  by  thorebeafts. 
Asy  therefore,  thefe  ahimals  are  found  in  America^  we  may 
reaibnably  prefume,  that  they  came  from  thence,  though  how 
this  paflage  was  effe£led,  we  cannot  pretend  to  determine,  till 
we  fee  what  relation  the  eaftern  extremity  of  Afta  bears  to  the 
weftern  one  of  America,  Farther,  in  the  immenfe  folitudeS 
and  forefts  of  Rujfta  and  Tartaryy  there  may  be  many  ftrange 
fpecies  of  wild  creatures  unknown  to  us,  efpecLlly  as  new 
animals  are  frequently  exhibited  to  our  view  ;  fo  that  the  mul- 
titude of  firange  beads,  as  well  as  birds,  to  be  met  with  in 
jfmiricajimy  be  cafily  conceived  to  have  got  thither  from  Tir-  / 

tary  by  the  eaftern  paifage.  This  will  amount  to  a  reafonable 
prefumption,  that  fuch  a  paflage  was  the  moft  natural,  and 
confequently  that  the  largeft  number  of  planters  came  to  the 
new  world  from  Tartary^  Siberia^  Kamtfchatka^  and  the  other 
moft  north  eaftern  regions  of  Afia '. 

9.  Nor  can  any  objection  to  what  has  been  advanced  be 
drawn  from  the  fuppoled  impoffibility  of  the  Scythians  or  Tar- 
tars being  ever  induced  to  undertake  fo  long  and  dangerous  a 
migration.     For   we  arc  informed   by  Pliny  and  Arnmianus 
MaralUnus^  that  the  Scythian  Cannibals^   or  man-eaters,  de- 
populated all  the  neighbouring  country,  obliging  the  inhabit- 
ants to  fly  to  the  remoteft  regions,  in  order  to  feek  out  new 
habitations.    The  names  of  thefe  cannibal  nations  have  long 
been,  in  a  great  meafure,  loft  ;  though  there  are  the  remains 
of  two  of  them,  according  to  Hornius^  ftill  in  America ;  which 
may  poifibly  give  fome  light  into  the  origin  of  fome  of  the 
Jmerican  tribes.     About  Florida  we  meet  with  a  people  called 
Jpahtci  and  Apalcheni^  which  appear,  by  the  affinity  of  their 
names,  to  have  been  the  Apalai  of  Solinus.    That  author  joins 
thefe  Apal4ei  with  the  Majfageta^  fome  of  whofe  dcfcendents 
like  wife  probably  migrated  into  the  new  worl  J.    For  we  find  At 
JUazatecity  or  Mojateca^  conftituting  one  of  the  four  nations 
of  New  Spain^  and  the  Majfachafetay  Majfachufeta^  or  MaJTa^ 
gafeta  (which  is  ftill  nearer  to  Majfageta)^  fituated  in  Nnu 
EngUmd.     The  Tambi^  an  antient  people  of  Peru^  according 
to  ihrniusy  came  from  the  Tabieni  of  Ptolemy ^  from  whom 
the  promontory  of  Tabisj  or  Tabin^  received  its  rame.  Hence 
we  may  conclude,  that  thefe  Tabieni  pretty  nearly  correfponded 
with  theprefent7ft/^tf^ri,  Koraiki^  Tfchucktfchiytiutori^  Kami- 
fcbadaliy  and  Kurili^  inhabiting  the  extremity  of  the  north- 
eaftem  traS  of  J/a  towards  the  aforefaid  promontory  ;  and 
confequently  that  the  north-eattcrn  AJiatic  Tartars^  Siberians,

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and  ihhabitantaof  Kamtfchatkay  not  a  little  contributed  towards 
peopling  the  new  world  '. 

10.  That  there  was  a  ftcond  migration  of  the  Hunns^ 
Alon$^  Avaresy  Turks^  Tartars,  Moguls,  Parians,  and  other 
Scythian  nations,  into  America,  we  learn  from  Hornius.  The 
Hunns,  or  at  lead  a  branch  of  that  people  placed  in  the  fartheft 
part  of  AJia,  had  the  appellation  of  Cunadani,  or  Canadani, 
from  Cunad,  a  place  not  far  from  the  fca,  where  fome  of  them 
had  thtrir  fituation.  Hence  we  find  a  city  in  the  Upper  Hun* 
gary,  built  by  their  defcendents,  denominated  Chonad,  or  Chu- 
T2ad\  the  inhabitants  of  which,  and  thofe  of  the  neighbouring 
diftriia,  ftill  retain  the  name  of  Cbonadi,  or  Cunadi.  From 
thefe  Hornius  believes  the  natives  of  Canada  to  have  deduced 
both  their  origin  and  denomination.  And,  as  an  author  of 
good  credit  ai!ia,ns  the  Huyrones  habitations  in  the  neighbour- 
hood  of  the  Moguls,  he  thinks,  that  thefe  Huyrones  were  the 
progenitors  of  the  Hurons,  feated  not  far  from  Canada  ;  and 
that  (he  Hunni,  or  Chuni,  in  conjundion  with  the  Alans^  to 
whom  they  were  neighbours,  were  likewife  the  anceftors  of 
the  ChonfuU,  a  people  about  Nicaragua*  The  fame  writer 
alfo  fuppofes  the  Parii,  an  antient  Scythian  nation,  to  have 
.  fprcad  themfclvcs  over  the  region  of  Paria  in  America.  Far- 
ther, as  Herodotus  mentions  a  Scythian  or  Tartar  people  called 
Napa,  and  another  denominated  Pali,  he  conjedures,  that 
the  Nepi,  in  the  ifland  of  Trinidada,  came  from  the  former, 
and  the  Otapali  in  Florida  from  the  latter.  The  Turks  feem 
to  have  been  called  lyrca  by  Herodotus,  and  were,  according 
to  Hornius,  the  fathers  of  the  Iroquoi,  or  Iroquois  ;  nay,  as 
the  Hyrcanians  were  defcended  from  the  lyrat,  and  in  ihetr 
own  language  had  the  name  of  Tzuruki,  he  takes  the  Souri- 
qtm  to  have  been  alfo  their  pofterity.  The  Mexican  words 
Teu  and  Tepee,  importing  God,  and  a  mountain,  had  likewife 
the  fame  fignification  in  the  antient  Turkijh  ;  which  he  con- 
,  fiders  as  a  confirmation  of  the  truth  of  his  opinion.  Some 
traces  of  the  Moguls  may  be  obferved  in  the  TamcgaH,  and 
the  Mogoles  about  the  Rio  de  la  Plata,  Choten,  or  Chotena, 
Baita,  and  Tangur,  or  Tanguth,  are  local  proper  names  in 
Great  Tartary  j  and  with  thefe  Coton  in  Chili,  Paita  in  Peruy 
^nd  Tangora  in  the  fame  country,  very  well  correfpond.  The 
Mexican  local  proper  names  generally  end  in  an,  as  Teutitlan^ 
Coatlany  Haxatlan,  ^ezatlan,  Petutlan,  &c.  as  do  alfo  thofc 
of  the  Tartars,  Indians^  and  other  eailern  nations.     Many  of

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the  Scytbiariy  or  Hunnianj  &c.  proper  names,  had  tJie  par- 
ticle Jtl  prefixed  to  them ;  which  frequently  happened  to  tbofc 
of  Jucatan^  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  North  America,  tin 
JmerUan  king  named  Tatarax  reigned  formerly  in  ^ivira^ 
who  feems  to  have  been  of  Tartar  extraSion.  For,  the  an- 
tient  Turks  and  Tartars  frequently  annexed  the  particle  ax  to 
the  proper  names  of  their  princes,  and  the  word  Tatar  or  7ir- 
tar  occurs  in  that  of  this  monarch.  Nay,  that  the  Americans 
imitated  the  Turks  and  Tartars  in  the  aforefaid  particular,  ap- 
pears from  thofc  American  kings  called  Stalderaxj  Almarax^ 
Merehaxy  and  Naguatax ;  as  alfo  from  Atxlariy  an  antient 
name  in  the  kingdom  of  Mexico^  anfwering  exa^ly  to  that  of 
Atxlan  Begy  a  Turk'tjh  prince  in  Natalia^  about  the  year  of 
Chrift  1300.  From  all  which  we  may  infer,  to  omit  other 
inftances  of  this  kind  which  might  be  produced,  that  the  greateft 
part  of  the  antient  inhabitants  of  the  new  world  deduced  their 
original  from  the  above-mentioned  north-eafterny^tf/zV nations''. 
II.  The  Epicerini^  a  people  of  Canada^  when  the  iB«r/- 
peans  firft  came  among  them,  afferted,  that,  very  for  from 
them,  in  a  weftern  dircftion,  there  lived  a  nation  who  af- 
firmed, that  foreign  merchants,  without  beards,  in  great  fliips 
frequently  vifited  their  coafts.  We  are  alfo  told,  that  in  ^w- 
vira  feveral  (hips  have  been  found,  whofe  fterns  were  adonied 
with  filver  and  gold  5  which  was  a  diftinguifliing  charaderiftic 
of  the  Chinefe  and  Japanefe  ihips,  according  to  fomo  good 
authors.  That  fomc  Chinefe  veiTels  of  confiderable  force  were 
found  wrecked  in  the  Mare  del  Nerd  above  Florida^  which 
might  have  been  the  fame  with  thofe  feen  at  J^ivira,  wc 
learn  from  Ace/la.  In  ^tulca  too  a  tradition  prevailed^  in- 
timating, that  foreign  merchants,  after  a  long  journey  from, 
the  wcltward,  arrived  there  j  and  that  thefc  merchants  were 
cloathed  in  filk.  From  whence  we  may  colled,  that  the 
Chinefe  vifited  America^  and  communicated  fome  of  their 
cuftoms  to  the  people  of  that  country,  cfjiccially  as  the 
Chinefe  manner  of  writing  fufficiently  agrees  with  that  of 
the  Americans.  But  we  arc  not  inclined  to  believe,  that 
any  confiderable  number  of  the  native  Chinefe  ever  fettled 
in  the  new  world,  that  nation  being  fo  paffionately  fond  of 
their  own  country,  as  has  been  already  obferved.  From  what 
has  been  juft  advanced,  as  well  as  from  what  follows,  it  ap- 
pears, that  the  Japanefe  had  alfo  an  intercourfe  with  the  Ameri-^ 
cans.     The  Chiapaneca^  a  nation  in  this  vaft  region  that  came

by  their  name  appear  to  be  defceaded  from  fome  people  Irft 
in  Jm^ica  by  the  Japanefe.  The  river,  province^  and  lake 
of  Chiapa^  in  the  kingdom  of  Mexico^  as  well  as  Ker-Japam 
in  the  ifland  of  Trinideday  afford  fome  traces  of  the  Japane/e* 
To  which  we  may  add,  Char,  in  the  language  of  Japan^  Tonus 
figolfiQS  the  fun,  moon,  or  ftars ;  and  alfo  governors,  kings, 
or  princes  :  in  agreement  with  which  the  MoxUans  call  the 
fun  TamticuSy  and  the  moon  Tona.  In  Hifpaniola^  Tain9 
likcwife  fignifics  nobles  or  princes.  The  Tartan  anriently 
called  the  japamfe  Zipangri  ^  and,  when  Columbus  arrived  at 
Hifpaniola^  and  heard  that  part  of  this  place  was  called  Zi- 
pangi  by  the  natives,  he  imagined  himfelf  to  have  come  to  the 
proper  Japan.  The  word  MonUzuma^  or  Motezumt^  the 
ufual  title  of  the  emperors  of  Mtxico^  is  plainly  <A  Japantfi 
extrafiion,  Motazaiuma^  according  to  Hornius^  being  the 
common  appellation  of  the  Japamife  monarchs.  But  though, 
from  whajt  is  here  obfcrved,  it  k^tM  probable,  that  the  7^- 
panefe  left  fome  peopl^e  on  this  vaft  continent,  yet  we  are  apt 
to  believe^  that  not  many  natives  oi  Japan  remained  here. 
For  that  nation,  being  originally  Chimps  undoubtedly  retained 
the  cudoms,  and  political  maxims,  prevailing  in  China.  How- 
ever, as,  under  the  name  of  Cbinefe^  feveral  Oriental  writers 
comprehended  the  Manchew  Tartars^  who  were  quite  of  a 
different  political  confticution  from  the  true  Chimfi^  we  maj 
reaibnably  fuppofe,  that  the  former  attended  the  latter,  as 
well  as  the  Japanefey  to  America^  and  made  feveral  fettlements 
there.  From  whence  we  may  colled,  that  the  new  world 
was  principally  fupplied  with  inhabitants  by  the  eaftcrn  and 
jnorth-eafterh  Aftatic  Tartary  «. 

12.  This  will  like  wife  appear  from  another  confideratioiu 
The  founder  of  the  Peruvian  empire  was  one  JUanco^  or 
MancUf  if  we  will  believe  the  jbaeri^ans  themfelves,  who  cer- 
tainly muft  have  been  tbe  beft  acquainted  with  the  traditional 
knowlege  of  their  own  antiquijties*  Now  Manco^  or  Maacu^ 
evidently  alludes  to  Manubew^xM  rather  is  the  fame  word  with 
it.  This  is  an  additional  proof,  that  fome  Manchew  colonies 
fettled  in  America^  and  particularly  Peru  \  fo  that,  as  this 
was  the  politcft  part  of  the  new  world,  together  WwkiMexic^^ 
we  may  naturally  fuppofe  the  Cbinefe  to  have  been  the  moft 
converfant  with  the  inhabitants  of  it,  and,  if  any-where^   to

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bavc  planted  colonies  in  it.  But,  from  what  is  bereoblhred, 
it  is  likely  enough,  that  the  Manchew  Tartars^  who  probably 
were  introduced  by  the  Chintfe^  founded  the  Peruvian  em- 
pire; as  thofe  of  the  fame  nation  who  attended  the  Japamfi 
did  that  of  Mexico^  So  that  the  Chinefe  and  Japanefe  feem 
only  to  have  traded  with  the  Anuricans^  tranfported  in  their 
fliips  the  Mcnclxw  Tartars  hither,  and  communicated  fome 
of  their  names,  cuftoms,  manneis,  l^c.  to  them.  The  north* 
caftern  and  eaftern  Tartars^  thereibrc,  of  which  the  Man<hews 
were  a  branch,  muft  greatly,  if  not  abo\'e  all  other  nations, 
have  contriba^  towards  the  peopling  at  leaft  of  a  confiderable 
part  of  the  new  world  f. 

13-  Father  Jartoux  has  obliged  the  learned  world  with 
a  moft  accurate  defcription  of  the  celebrated  plant  Gin-fivg^ 
which  he  firft  committed  to  writing  in  the  year  1709.  at  the 
time  it  was  gathered,  when  he  had  it  exhibited  to  his  view 
in  the  utmoft  perfe<^on.  This  plant  is  a  native  of  Manchew 
Tartary  \  and  then  it  was  not  known,  that  any  other  part  of 
the  world  produced  it.  However,  Father  Jarteux  imagined, 
that  there  was  fome  probability  of  its  growing  in  Canada^  and 
10  that  country  only.  Father  Lafitau^  a  miffionary  Jefuit  in 
Canada^  being  hereby  excited  to  an  inquiry  after  the  Gin- 
fntgj  after  thtee  months  fearch,  found  it  there.  The  Amert- 
£Mm  had,  for  a  long  time,  b^en  acquainted  with  its  virtues ; 
and,  among  them,  it  all  along  went  under  the  name  of  Garent- 

2\uin^  which  ftgnified  the  thigis  fif  a  man.  The  Tartar  or 
binefe  name  Gin-feng  bad  the  fame  fignification,  which 
waa  to  Father  Lafitau  matter  of  great  furprize.  However, 
he  inferred  from  thence,  and  in  our  opinion  very  juftly,  that 
jiorth  America  was  Joined  to  Tartar j^  or  at  leaft  to  fome  traA 
continuous  to  it ;  luice  it  b  almoft  impoffible,  that  the  Tar- 
tars and  Americans  fliouM  both  have  hit  upon  thofe  names 
without  a  communication  of  ideas.  Nor  do  we  doubt,*  but 
many  fimilar  arguments,  in  fiivour  of  a  connection  of  AJia 
and  Amirica^  wouU  be  Taggrfted  to  us,  by  a  nice  infpedion 
into,  and  examination  of,  the  plants  and  animals,  as  well  as 
cuftoms,  religions,  languages,  i^c,  of  thofe  two  immenfe  con- 
tinents, which,  with  the  feaa  appertaining  to  them,  form  the 
4Dcft  canfiderable  part  of  the  ■  terraqueous  globe.

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14.  No  (mail  acceffion  of  ftrength  will  be  Im'Ou^  to  the 
opinion  here  efpoufed  by  one  particular  incident  mentioned  in 
the  (hort  narrative  we  have  received  of  the  late  difcoveries  of 
the  Ruffians.  They  found  peopled,  as  (hould  feem.  Captain 
Behring's  new  land  above  fifty  German  miles  to  the  caft  of 
Kamtfchatka.  For,  coming  to  the  entrance  of  a  great  river 
there,  he  fent  his  boats  and  men  afliore  ;  but  they  never  re- 
turned, being  probably  either  killed,  or  detained  by  the  na- 
tives. Nay,  the  public  prints  that  appeared  in  O^ober  1737. 
oiention  fome  particulars  relating  to  the  inhabitants  of  certain 
iflands  between  Kamtfcbatka^  Japan^  and  America^  which 
feem  to  carry  with  them  an  air  of  authority,  though  the  Ruf- 
fians^  in  all  likelihood,  will  never  give  us  a  minute  and  cir- 
cumflantial  relation  of  their  difcoveries.  This  will  amount  to 
a  pretty  ftrong  prefumption,  that  the  iflands,  or  a)ntinent, 
between  Kamtfchatkay  Jopan^  and  California^  ftill  unknown 
to  the  Europeans^  are  likewife  inhabited  ;  and  if  fo,  that  thofe 
inhabitants  muft  have  advanced  gradually  from  Tartary^  Ja- 
pany  and  Kamtfchatka^  to  the  places  wherein  they  are  fixed. 
From  whence  we  may  infer,  that  even  the  natives  of  Calif or^ 
nia^  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  America^  took  originally  the 
fame  route.  For,  that  Tartary  and  Japan  muft  have  been 
peopled  before  America^  as  lying  nearer  to  the  land  of  Shinar^ 
where  the  whole  race  of  mankind  was  aiTembled  before  the 
difperfion,  will  admit  of  no  difpute  ;  and  that  America  (hould 
have  received  many  colonies  from  fuch  neighbouring  countries 
as  Tartary y  Japan^  and  Kamtfchatka^  whether  they  are  conti- 
nuous or  contiguous  to  it,  or  conneded  with  it  by  fome  inter- 
mediate continent,  chain  of  iflands,  i^c.  is  very  natural  to 
fuppofe.  So  that,  from  the  trad  lately  difcovered,  to  the  eaft 
of  Japan  and  Kamtfchatkay  and  the  people  fettled  there,  we 
may  infer  the  probability  of  America*^  being  planted  in  part  by 
colonies  drawn  from  the  north-eaftern  regions  of  Afta.  For, 
by  fuch  difcovery,  a  nearer  approach  is  made  from  Japan  and 
Kamtfchatka  to  the  coaft  of  Calif orma  ^  and ,  from  this  approach, 
a  prefumptive  argument  is  drawn  in  favour  of  our  opinion ; 
according  to  which,  all  the  iflands  and  continents  bet^veen  Ja-^ 
panj  Kamtfchatka^  and  California j  as  well  as  a  confider^ble  part 
of  America^  at  leaft,  were  peopled  from  Siberia  apd  Tartary., 
,Nor^an  this  well  be  denied,  even  though,  with  Mr.  Dobbsy 
we  diould  allow  the  fartheft  extremity  of  Captain  Bebring*$

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ncw-difcovcred  land  to  be  fcven  or  eight  hundred  leagues 
diftant  from  the  laft- known  head- land  of  California  ^. 

15.  That  fome  of  the  Tartars  went  to  America ^  has, 
from  a  particular  obfervation,  been  judged  extremely  probable 
by  an  ingenious  modern  traveler.  He  obferves,  that  the  fliips 
going  yearly  from  the  Philippim  iflands  to  Mexico  are  obliged 
Co  fteer  their  courfe  a  vaft  way  to  the  north,  in  order  to  meet 
with  a  profperous  wind,  thofe  blowing  between  the  tropics 
being  always  aeainft  them.  He  alfo  obferves,  that,  after  they 
arrive  in  42^  N.  lat.  they  frequently  find  fliallow  places  in 
the  ocean,  which  ought  to  be  confidered  as  indications  of  a 
neighbouring  coaft.  This,  he  fuppofes,  may  not  improbably 
belong  to  fome  continent  unknown  to  the  Europeans^  uniting 
Japan  and  California.  In  this,  however,  we  cannot  intirely 
agree  with  him,  fince  the  land  here  mentioned  feems  to  be 
cither  the  coaft  of  Kamtfcbatka^  or  the  new  tr^St  to  the  eaft 
of  that  peninfula  difcovered  by  Giptain  Behring.  Be  that  as 
it  will,  the  obfervation  may  ferve  for  an  additional  proof  of 
tbe  truth  of  what  has  been  here  advanced,  that  is,  the  pro- 
babQity  of  a  conne&ion  of  America  and  the  north-caftern 
part  of  4fiai  and  confequently  of  Americans  being  chiefly 
peopled  by  north-eaflern  Aftatics  ^. 

We  might  here  ofFer  other  (D)  arguments  in  fupport  of 
tbe  point  under  confideration,  did  we'not  thmk  thofe  already

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produced  abundantly  fufficient.  Beftdes,  this  is  allowed  by 
all,  who  cither  pay  any  regard  to  Scripture,  or  the  reafon  and 
nature  of  things,  which  here  mutually  ftrengthen  and  fupport 
one  another.  It  muft  be  owned,  indeed,  that  our  modern  in« 
iidels,  whether  out  of  ignorance,  an  incapacity  of  reafoning, 
or  a  fupercilious  contempt  of  the  means  of  better  information^ 
run  themfelves  in  to  great  difficulties,  and  even  errors  fubverfive 
of  the  principles  they  pretend  to  profeft,  on  this  head,  in  order 
to  attack  the  authority  of  Scripture.  But  none  of  their  crude 
and  indigefled,  not  to  fay  abfurd  and  ridiculous,  notions  re- 


ef men  armed  with  lances  and 
arrows,  with  a  kind  of  poniard. 
They  bartered  their    gold  for 
iron,  fleel,  lances,  ^c,  and  their 
king,  who  had  the  appellation  of 
Jgauxan^  in  time  of  peace,  kept 
on  foot  an  army  of  an  hundred 
thoufand  men.      Their  women 
were  handfome,  and  as  white  as 
in  Europe,    They  had,  as  well  as 
the  men,  large  ears,  which  they 
accounted  a  great  beauty,  and 
adorned  them  with  gold  rings. 
They   let  their  nails   grow   as 
long  as  tbey  could  ;  and  this  was 
among  them  a  mark  of  difUndli- 
on.     Theyufed  polygamy,  and 
were  ander  little  concern  for  the 
condud  of  their  daughters.  To- 
bacco,   palm- wine,    and    other 
forts  of  liquors,    they   had   in 
great  abundance ;  as  alfo  all  kinds 
of  fruits  both  of  the  InJies  and 
Europe,     Their  rivers  were  full 
of  fifh,  and  their  woods  of  birds, 
efpecially  parrots.      They  had 
monkies,  and  animals  peculiar  to 
that  country.     Their  capital  city 
flood  about  fix  leagues  from  the 
river  Mi£t,  which  fignifics  the 
ri*ver  of  gold.    They  valued  gold 
fo  little,  that  the  king  bid   the 
French  adventurers  take  as  much 
as  they  pleafed ;  which  they  did, 
and  brought  away  each    fixty 


bars,  weighing  about  two  han- 
dred  and  forty  pounds.     Their 
mines  were  within  the  hollow 
parts  of   the  mountains,   from 
which  the  gold  was  carried  away 
by  rivers,  and  found  on  the  banks 
of  them.     Thofe  rivers  were  al- 
mofl  quite  dried    up    for  four 
months  in  the  year.     We  (hall 
forbear  mentioning    any  other 
particulars  relating  to  this  na« 
tion,  as  being  incongruous  with 
our  prefent  defign.     But  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  the 
remote  country  vidted  by   the 
caravans   was  believed    by  the 
French  adventurers  to   be  ^- 
pan.     Which  if  we  admit,    a 
communication  betwixt  Afia  and 
jimerica,  if  not  a  connexion  of 
thofe  two  continents,    muft  be 
allowed.     And  this  feems  to  be 
confirmed  by  Father  Hemeefin, 
when  he  fays,  that  he  faw  on  the 
north  fide  of  the  MiJ^Jffpi  fii- 
vages,   that    came    more    thta 
five  hundred  leagues  from  the 
weft  ;  which  he  judged  mulb  be 
from  yafan.     Bat  the  name  erf* 
favage  is   not  fo  compatible  to 
the  Japanefe  \  and  therefore  we 
are    rather  inclined  to  fuppoie 
them  natives  of  Kemtjkhatka^  or 
ibmt  other  ifland  or  continent  to 
the  eaft  of  that  peninfak  (4).

fclves  }  and  much  lefs  with  Cbriftians  of  any  denomination* 
Nay,  it  18  impoffible  they  fliould  be  liftened  to  by  any  but  fuch  ^ 
as  are  funk  into  abfolute  infidelity,  and  are  as  great  apoftatea 
from  the  dilates  of  reafon  and  common  feofe,  as  they  are 
from  the  truths  of  revealed  religion. 

But  wc  are  not  to  be  fo  much  furprifed,  that  fuch  men 
as  thefe  (bould  make  their  utmoft  efforts  to  invalidate  the 
teftimony  of  the  facred  hiflorian,  as  that  they  fliould  be  fup- 
plied  with  objeSions  for  this  purpofe  by  Chriflian  writers  them* 
fclves.  Though  it  muft  be  owned,  that,  notwithdanding  thofe 
authors  call  themfelves  Chriftians,  they  deny  fome  of  the  fun- 
damental articles  of  Chriftianity,  and  fo  difguife  feveral  pa/Tages 
of  holy  writ,  by  their  abfurd  interpretations,  that  they  make 
it  appear  to  be  nothing  lefs  than  what  it  really  is.  Thefe  ar6 
the  CbriftianSy  who,  by  abfolutely  denying  fome  revealed 
truths,  and  raifing  cavils  againft  others,  excite  fceptics  and 
unbelievers  of  all  denominations  to  level  their  attacks  againft 
Scripture.  In  fine,  by  rendering  the  facred  writings  incon- 
fiflent  with  themfelves,  and  advancing  notions  plainly  repugn 
nant  to  thofe  writings,  whatever  they  may  profefs  themfelves 
to  be,  they  prove  one  of  the  greateil  and  moft  cffedual  fup- 
ports  of  infidelity  ^. 

UI.  Having  thus  evinced,  by  as  good  arguitients  at  the 
fubjed  will  admit,  confidering  that  we  do  not  find  this  diredly 
afierted  by  any  antient  author,  that  America  was  at  firfl  peo- 
pled by  colonies  drawn  out  of  JJia  ;  we  fliall  now  beg  leave 
to  examine  in  few  words  the  fcheme  of  a  modern  Chrijlian 
writer,  which  runs  counter  to  our  opinion.  And,  that  he 
may  have  no  reafon  to  complain  of  mifreprefentation,  we  fliall 
give  our  readers  this  moji  acute  and  ingenious  fche«ie  in  the 
author's  own  words  ^> 

•*  It  it  true,  that  either  by  accidental  fliips  driven  to  jfme-'

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*'  without  a  miracle,  rcpeople  them  with  coloniet  of  Jfrican 
**  Blacks,  or  copper- coloured  Indians^  does  not  appear  pcffi^ 
*^  ble.     Andy  for  the  repeopling  thofe  countries  themfeives, 
*'  in  the  circumftances  we  certainly  find  them  peopled  at  thb 
^^  day,  we  feem  to  have   but  a  bare  poffibility^  without  the 
*^  leaji  eviditice  or  probability  in  the  world.     If  (hips  went  by 
^^  fea  to  fuch  remote  countries,  they  mufl  have  been  guided 
**  by  white  mariners  ;  for  the  antient  Blacks  of  Africa^  fince 
**  the  deluge,  have  had  no  (kill  in  navigation  ;  whence  the 
^<  inhabiunts,  at  leaft  in  great  part,  muft  have  been  whites> 
**  whereas  they  are  olive-coloured.     If  they  went  hence  ci- 
*^  ther  by  (hips  or  by  land,  who  would  carry  lions,  bears» 
^^  tigers,  rattle- fnakes,  i^c.  fuch  a  long  journey  to  their  own 
**  mifery  and  deftru£tion  ?  How  could  they  carry  creatures 
••  from  Europe  or  jijia^  which  were  never  fcen  either  in  £«- 
••  rope  or  jifia  ?  but  are  peculiar  to  the  Eaft  or  Wejl  Indies^ 
**  or  other  remote  regbns  :  of  which  yet  there  are  not  a  few 
*'  mentioned  by  the  curious,  that  have  been  in  thofe  coun- 
**  tries.     Who  would  go  three  or  four  thoufand  miles  from 
**  Tartary  to  America^  through  the  cold  regions  of  the  tJorib  f 
**  When  neither  any  over-numerous  ftock  at  home  required , 
*•  nor  any  tempting  country  in  North  America  invited  them  to 
^*  fuch  a  tedious  and  unprofitable  journey  i  What  reafon  is 
^'  there  to  think,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  vaft  hot  countries 
**  of  South  America  ibould  all  come  along  fuch  a  cold  north- 
^^'  em  neck  of  land,  as  we  mufl  fuppofe  to  join  the  two  con- 
•*  tinents  ?  Muft  Juppofe  only,  I  fay,  and  that  without  the 
^<  leaJi  evidence  or  probability  in  the  world  |  the  fituation  of  the 
*^  other  parts  feeming  rather  to  perfuade  us,  that  thofe  con- 
**  tinents  are  there,  as  well  as  we  know  they  are  every-wherc 
*<  elfe,  divided  from  ours,  fince  the  deluge,  by  a  part  of  the 
*^  main  ocean.    Neither  is  there  fuch  an  agreement  either  in 
'<  the  languages  or  cuftoms  of  the  feveral  people  of  America ^ 
*^  as  fhould  induce  us  to  believe,  that  they  fprang  either  from 
**  the  Tartars^  or  from  any  other  particular  nation,  either  of 
^  Europe  or  AftOy  fince  the  deluge.     Such  confiderations  as 
*^  thefe  do  utterly  forbid  us  to  depend  upon  this  hypothefis^ 
•*  That  America^  and  fuch  other  remote  countries,  were  in- 
*•  tirely  rcpeopled  from  this  continent,  after  the  flood,  as  has 
**  been  hitherto  fuppo  fed.     While  the  folution  here  given  is 
•*  fo  eafy,  to  wit,  that  they  are  the  remains  of  the  pofteritjr 
•*  of  Lamech  the  Cainitey  whofe  offspring  was  prefer vcd  thro* 
<*  the  flood,  and  had  been  doomed  by  God  himfelf  to  conti* 
**  nue  monuments  of  his  judgments  on  wilful  finners,  and  of 
**  the  truth  of  his  threatenings  denounced  before  the  flood, 
*'  and  that  to  no  fewer  than  ftrventy-fcvcn  generations,  or 

•*  till 
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*<  till  the  birth  of  our  Saviour  Chrifi,  for  their  deliverance 
««  therefrom  ^" 

In  anfwer  to  thefe  bold  aflertions,  fupported  by  no  manner 
of  proof,  ^e  ihall  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  confidera- 
tion%  which  we  intirely  fubmit  to  the  judgment  of  our  learn-> 
0d  and  impartial  readers. 

1.  This  author  deferves  little  or  no  attention,  when  he 
affirms,  that  there  is  not  the  leaft  probability  in  the  world  of 
jtmirica*s  being  peopled  after  the  flood.  For,  that  a  migra- 
tion of  fome  JyiatUs  into  Anurlca  after  that  memorable  event 
is  not  void  of  a  tolerable  degree  of  probability  has  been  already. 
We  flatter  ourfelves,  very  clearly  evinced.  It  will  not  be 
necellary,  therefore,  to  prove  it  again  here,  nor  to  repeat 
what  has  been  already  offered  on  this  head  f. 

2.  That  any  confiderable  part  of  America  was  peopled 
with  colonies  of  African .  blacks,  and  that  by  European  or 
Afiatic  whites,  has  never  been  fuppofed  by  any  good  author  ; 
nor  is  fuch  a  fuppofition  at  all  ncceflary  to  enable  us  to  account 
for  the  peopling  of  America  after  the  deluge.  On  the  contrary. 
It  is  exprefly  allowed  by  thofe  who  contend  for  a  poftdiluvian 
plantation  of  America^  that  there  are  no  African  blacks  found 
in  the  new  world,  except  a  few  about  Caretay  who  might 
have  been  either  driven  over  by  a  ftorm,  or  defignedly  tranf- 
ported  themfelves  thither,  from  Congo  in  Africa.  Nor  is  the 
lafl  notion  fo  improbable,  fince  the  people  there,  as  Lope% 
tells  us,  had  antiently  (hips  carrying  two  hundred  oars.  All 
bis  fine  reafoning,  therefore,  from  the  abfurdity  of  the  fore* 
going  fuppofition,  in  favour  of  his  own  more  abfurd  hypothefis, 
upon  a  due  attention  to  what  is  here  remarked,  muff  neceflarily 
USl  to  the  ground  «. 

3.  That  the  Americans  are  all  either  black,  copper-co- 
loured, or  olive-coloured,  as  he  fuppofes,  does  by  no  means 
appear.  On  the  contrary,  they  have  a  great  variety  of  com- 
plexions, and  many  of  them  have  fair  and  clear  (kins,  of  a 
colour  little  inclining  to  blacknefs,  though  the  country  fome 
of  thefe  inhabit  is  in  the  fame  parallel  with  Nigritioy  Libya^ 
and  Ethiopia.  As,  therefore,  his  fuppofition  is  falfe,  the  fu- 
perftrudure  he  ere£l$  upon  it  can  never  ftand.  In  fine,  the 
Americans  differ  as*  much  from  one  another  in  (hape,  com- 
plexion, languages,  cuftoms,  (ffr.  as  they  do  from  the  inha- 
bitanu  of  the  old  world.  This  obfcrvation  flrikes  at  the  very 
foundation  of  his  fcheme ;  fuice  it  amounts  to  the  ffrongeft 
prefumption,  that  the  colour  of  the  Americans  does  not  prove

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them  to  be  the  pofterity  of  Larrnch^  and  that  it  was  not  the 
effcft  of  a  curfc  operating  upon  their  anceftors  for  feventy- 
fevcn  generations  h. 

4.  We  are  under  no  neceffity  to  fuppofe,  that  the  Kons, 
tigers,  bears,  £5fr.  of  America  were  brought  thither  by  fea,  as 
haying  already  proved,  that  thefe  animals  were  produced  m 
Scythia^  Hyrcania^  and  Tartaru  and  that,  in  all  probability, 
they  paffed  from' thence  into  America.  Nor  is  this  difficult  ta 
be  conceived,  if  we  believe  the  continents  oi  AJia  and  America 
cither  to  be  united,  or  feparated  by  a  narrow  flreight,  or 
laftly,  that  there  is  a  communication  kept  open  between  the 
extremities  of  thefc  two  continents,  by  a  chain  of  iflands  lying 
near  thofe  extremities  and  one  another.  And  that  one  of 
thefc  is  the  cafe  we  have  the  greateft  reafon  to  believe ;  nay, 
we  queftion  whether  any  learned  man,  except  this  author, 
will  at  prefent  difpute  fo  clear  a  point.  As  for  thofe  animals 
that  feem  peculiar  to  America^  nothing  certain  in  fupport  of 
his  hypothecs  can  be  inferred  from  them.  For  that  they  are 
really  peculiar  to  this  country,  we  muft  not  prefume  to  aiTeiFt, 
fmce  there  are  many  new  creatures  difcovered  every  year  in 
the  remoteft  parts  of  AJioy  and  particularly  Tartary^  of  which 
vaft  region  we  have  even  at  this*  day  but  a  very  oKxlerate 
knowlege.  But,  even  granting,  that  America  produces  k^ 
veral  animals  which  differ  in  fome  particulars  from  thofe  to 
be  met  with  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  yet  there  is  nothing 
wonderful  in  this.  Is  it  not  apparent,  that  the  animals  of  the 
northern,  north-eaftern,  and  fouthern  parts  of  y^^  differ  vafUy 
from  thofe  of  Europe  i  and  the  monfters  of  Africa  from  the 
creatures  of  both  the  other  great  continents  ?  Kay,  is  it  not 
evident  beyond  all  poffibility  of  contradidion,  that  almoft  each 
of  the  kingdoms,  or  provinces  of  Europe^  Afia^  and  Africa^ 
has  animals  in  fome  fort  or  other  peculiar  to  itfelf  ?  But  this 
may  be  eafily  accounted  for  from  the  difference  of  climate, 
foil,  air,  and  degree  of  heat,  as  well  as  feeding,  which  wiU 
very  much  change  the  ibape  and  appearance  of  animals  :  to 
which  we  may  add  the  accidental  impulfes  on  the  imagination 
of  the  females  of  the  brute  creation,  the  prodigious  ^rce  of 
which  is  not  only  attefted  by  expifrience,  but  likewife  hy  Mofes 
himfelf.  Nor  are  the  creatures  peculiar  to  America  near  fo  nu- 
merous as  fome  freethinkers,  and  even  our  author  here,  would 
infmuate  them  to  be.  But,  fuppoiing  the  contrary  to  this 
true,  it  will  not  aSedl  the  point  we  are  at  prefent  upon  i 
fince  it  would  be  as  prepofterous  to  affirm,  that  the  Europeans 
and  Americans  had  not  one  common  anceftor,  becaufe  each 
of  their  refpe^live  continents  produced  feveral  creatures  pecu- 
liar to  itfelf,  as  it  would  be  to  maintain,  that  the  Perfiams

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and  Englijh  were  not  both  xJcfcended  from  Noah^  for  the  fame 
reafon.  If,  therefore,  the  argument  couched  in  the  objedioa 
we  are  confidering  be  of  ajw  weigjit,  it  will  extend  to  the 
Europeans y  Africans ^  and  AJtatics^  as  well  as  to  the  people  of 
America  \  which  our  author,  if  he  is  confiflent  #ith  himfelf, 
siuft  not  allow  it  to  do.  As,  therefore,  it  proves  too  muchy 
It  in  reality  proves  nothing  at  all,  and  conf(^quently  ought  to 
be  rejcSed,  according  to  the  known  rules  of  reafoning  »• 

5.  What  has  been  here  laid  down  is,  wxtb  the  ftfideft 
propriety,  applicable  to  the  peculiarity  of  fliapc,  make,  com- 
plexion, languages,  cuftoms,  manners,  I^q.  of  the  mtn  and 
women  in  AnurUa  \  and  confequently  will  help  us  to  aq  eafjr 
folution  of  all  the  difficulties  propofed  on  that  head  by  the 
writer,  whofe  fchemc  we  are  confidcring.  For  the  American f 
do  not  differ  more  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  old  world,  in 
^11  the  above-mentioned  particulars,  than  they  do  from  one 
another.  Nor  is  fuch  a  difference  lefs  vifible  in  that  great  va- 
rietv  of  nations  fettled  in  Europe,  Afrsca,  and  Afta,  which 
probably  proceeds  from  the  different  climates^  humpurs,  an4 
fafhions  of  mankind  ;  as  well  as  the  power  of  the  mother'a 
imagination  operating  upon  th^fcetusy  and  other  concurring 
caufes*  Be  that,  however,  as  it  will,  if  there  be  any  flrengtb 
in  the  argument  fuggefied  by  the  aforefaid  difference,  it  will 
exclude  the  natives  oiF  the  three  continents  forming  the  apti^nt 
world  from  the  houfe  of  Noahy  as  wel)  as  the  AmericanSf  1% 
will  prove  everv  region  and  province  in  thofe  continents  to 
have  efcaped  tne  deluge,  as  w^U  as  fome  parts  of  Americaf 
But  this  our  fchemift  niuft  not  affert*  if  he  intends  to  preferv(; 
an  uniformity  and  confidence  Qf  fentiments  ;  and  therefore  he 
cannot  in  reafon  infift  upon  the  trmh  of  a  point  froni  wbjcncc 
it  is  immediately  deduced  ^. 

6.  This  writer  alks  us.  Who  would  go  3  or  4000  milc$ 
from  Tartarj  to  America^  through  the  cpid  regions  of  the 
north  f  and  wh^t  reafon  there  is  to  think,  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  vaft  hot  countries  of  South  America  (bould  all  come 
along  fuch  a  cold  northern  neck  of  land,  as  we  muft  here 
fijppofe  to  Join  the  two  continents  ?  By  which  queflions  he 
plainly  intimates,  that  |io  colpnies  did  pafs  from  Tartary  to 
America,  on  account  of  the  cold  intermediate  regions  they 
were  to  traverfe  \  ahd  that  it  was  impof&ble  for  the  inhabits 
apts  of  fuch  hot  countries  as  thofe  of  South  America  ever  to 
have  travelled  over  the  colj  northpriji  iflhmus  fuppofpd  fo  conr 
ntQ.  the  two  continents.    But  thefe  intimations,  or  ra^^r        •

bear  an  examination.  For,  as  the  Tartarian  colonies  mi- 
grating into  America  had  been  probably  born  in,  and  long  ac- 
cuftomed  to  a  cold  region,  why  could  they  not  gradually,  and 
in  feveral  aces,  pafs  through  other  cold  regions,  though  even 
3  or  4.000  miles  in  length  ?  And  fince  ^efe  colonics  advanced 
gradually  likewife,  and  (as  there  is  reafon  to  believe  they  did) 
m  a  long  fpacc  of  time,  from  North  to  South  America^  why 
might  they  not  by  little  and  little  be  inured  to  heat,  and  have 
their  bodies  at  laft  accommodated  to  the  climate  in  which 
they  ultimately  fettled  ?  That  there  is  nothing  unnatural  or 
difEcult  to  be  conceived  in  fuch  a  fuppofition,  appears  from 
hence,  that  what,  is  here  fuppofed  to  have  happened  to  the 
firft  inhabitants  of  America  did  actually  happen  to  tbofe  of 
the  old  world.  For  otherwife  how  could  fo  cold  and  frozen 
a  country  as  Scythia^  or  Tartary^  have  been  peopled  from  Ba-' 
tylonia  and  Ajfyria  ;  and  how  could  colonies  have  pafled  from 
thence  to  the  peninfula  oi  Kamtfchatka  and  Bebrin^s  new-dif- 
covered  land  to  the  eaft  of  that  peninfula  ?  In  firie,  how  could 
Noah*$  fons  have  fpread  themfelves  over  that  part  of  the  earth, 
which  even  our  author  himfelf  allows  to  have  been  peopled 
by  them  *  ? 

7.  He  affirms,  that  the  fituatlon  of  the  other  parts  of  Ame^ 
rica  feems  to  perfuade  us,  that  this  vaft  continent  is  divided 
from  our  world,  on  the  fide  of  Tartary^  and  has  been  fo  ever 
lince  the  deluge,  by  a  part  of  the  main  ocean.  Now,  if  by 
this  he  would  infinuate,  that  there  is  a  large  branch  of  the 
main  ocean  between  America  and  the  north-eaftern  part  of 
AJia^  intirely  void  of  ifiinds,  to  keep  up  a  communication 
between  the  two  continents,  we  muft  beg  leave  to  differ  from 
him  ;  if  he  does  not  intend  fuch  an  infinuation,  what  he  here 
jb  confidently  affirms,  is  altogether  impertinent,  as  bearing  no 
manner  of  relation  to  tht  point  in  queftion.  But  be  this  at 
it  will,  that  there  is  no  fuch  branch  of  the  ocean,  as  be  here 
feems  to  fuppofe,  between  America  and  Japan^  or  the  penin- 
fula of  Kamtfchatka^  is  now  generally  believed  ;  and  the  dif- 
coveries  made  of  late  by  the  RuJftanSy  render  fuch  a  notion 
extremely  probable.  As,  therefore,  he  has  not  offered  the 
leaft  argument  in  favour  of  what  be  would  here  appear  to 
advance,  it  ought  to  be  confidered  only  as  a  bare  and  unfup- 
ported  afTertion,  running  counter  to  the  fentiments  of  the 
learned  world  in  general,  and  therefore  we  may  be  excufed. 
from  paying  any  great  regard  to  it»«

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8.  He  likewife  ailerts,  that  there  is  no  fuch  agreement 
either  in  the  languages  or  cuftoms  of  the  feveral  people  of 
Jmerica,  asfhould  induce  us  to  believe  they  fprang  either  from 
the  Tartars^  or  from  any  other  particular  nation,  either  of 
Europe  or  jlfia^  fince  the  deluge.  From  whence  he  would 
undoubtedly  infer,  that  America  received  no  colonies  either 
from  Europe  or  jf/ta:  But  how  inconclufive  and  precarious 
fuch  reafoning  as  this  is,  will  appear  from  one  or  two  pa- 
rallel inftances.  There  is  no  fuch  agreement  either  in  the 
languages  or  cuftoms  of  the  Englijh  and  Tartars^  as  fhould 
engage  our  belief,  that  the  former  were  defccnded  from  the 
ktter.  And  yet,  that  our  anccftors  the  Angles  were  of  Scy^ 
thian  or  Tartar  extra£lion,  may  be  pretty  clearly  proved. 
In  like  manner  it  may  be  faid,  that  there  is  not  a  fufficient 
affinity  of  language  and  manners  between  the  French  and  the 
antient  Celtes^  to  induce  us  to  fuppofe,  that  the  former  were 
the  progeny  of  the  latter  ;  and  yet  nothing  can  be  more  cer- 
tain, than  that  hiftory  evinces  the  truth  of  fuch  a  fuppofition. 
In  fine,  nothing  can  be  mord  weak  and  inconclufive  than 
fuch  arguments  as  thefe,  which  by  proving  too  much,  in  rea» 
lity  prove  nothing  at  all. 

But  farther,  we  can  by  no  means  allow  him  the  point 
taken  for  granted  in  this  objedion,  upon  which  the  whole  force 
of  it  depends.  For,  that  the  manners,  cuftoms,  and  difpo- 
fition  of  the  antient  Americans  refembled  thofe  of  the  Tartars 
and  Chinefe^  not  to  fay  the  Phcenicians  and  the  Egyptians^ 
has  been  clearly  evinced  by  Homius^  and  even  fufficiently 
appears  from  what  has  bean  here  advanced."  That  the  Chineje 
and  Tartarian  proper  names  have  alfo  a  confiderable  affinity 
with  thofe  of  the  Americans  has  been  fully  proved  ;  and  that 
even  in  other  particulars  the  languages  of  thofe  nations  feem 
tolerably  well  to  agree,  may  be  inferred  from  Homius.  Nor 
was  there,  as  we  have  good  reafon  to  believe,  a  total  difagree- 
ment  between  the  moft  antient  American  languages,  or  dia- 
lers, and  the  Hebrew^  Phoenician^  &c.  This,  in  fome  mea- 
fiire,  appears  from  what  we  have  already  obferved  on  that 
bead,  and  the  authors  there  cited  in  fupport  of  our  opinion. 
S:)  that  neither  the  feft  here  infifted  on  is  true,  nor  the  ar- 
gument founded  upon  the  fuppofition  of  its  truth  adequate 
to  the  end  it  is  intended  to  ferve  n. 

9.  This  author  has  not  fcrupled  to  fuggeft,  that  other 
remote  countries  befides  America^  by  which  he  muft  mean

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ibme  parts  of  the  old  world,  were  planted  by  the  defcendentj 
of  Cain ',  and  this  he  infinuates,  in  oppofition  to  the  fenti- 
inents  of  all  the  learned,  and  without  the  lead  (hadow  of  ra- 
tional proof.  So  that  fuch  an  infinuation  can  tend  to  nothing 
more  than  to  ei^pofe  the  author  of  it,  and  heighten  the  ab- 
surdity of  the  (cheme  it  is  brought  to  fupport  <^, 

But  this  is  advanced  not  only  without  rational  proof,  but 
likewife  in  diic&  contradi£tion  to  Scripture*  For,  according 
to  Mofts,  none  of  Cain^s  poflerity  furvived  the  deluge  ;  Noah^ 
whofe  family  only  efcaped  the  common  deilrufiion,  in  order 
to  repeople  the  world,  being  defcended  from  Seth.  Notwith- 
flanding  which^  our  author  calls  the  repeopling  of  the  world 
by  Noah's  fpns  ati  hypothefis ;  and  even  treats  it  as  a  chime- 
rical notion  that  is  altogether  yidefenflble.  But  our  readers 
will  not  wonder  at  this,  when  they  have  confidercd  what  im* 
mediately  follows  ^. 

io*  In  order  to  fupport  his  prepofterous  fcheme,  this  wri- 
ter fuppofes,  that  the  offspring  of  Lamech  the  Cain'tte  was  pre- 
ierved  through  the  flood,  and  confequently  denies  the  univer- 
,  /ality  of  the  deluge.  But  nothing  can  be  more  incompatible 
with  iScripture  than  fuch  a  fuppofition.  God  declared  to  Noah^ 
that  he  was  refolved  to  deftroy  every  thing  that  had  breath 
under  heaven,  or  had  life  on  earth,  by  a  flood  of  waters*. 
Such  was  the  menace,  uttered  without  any  limitation  or  re- 
firiAion.  And,  in  confequence  of  this  menace,  Moja  aflures 
us,  that  the  waters  covered  the  whole  earth,  buried  all  the 
nloUntains,  and  were  no  lefs  than  fifteen  cubits  above  the 
highcfl  of  theiii.  "Every  thing,  according  to  the  fame  facred 
hiftorian,  perifhcd  therein,  birds,  beafl:s,  men,  and  all  that 
had  life,  except  Noah^  and  thofe  with  him  in  the  ark.  Is 
it  poifible  for  language  to  exprefs  more  fully  and  clearly  an 
univerfal  deluge?  Befidcs,  had  the  waters  only  overflowed 
thofe  particular  countries  intimated  by  our  author,  they  could 
not  have  been  fifteen  cubits  above  the  highefl  mountains; 
there  was  no  rifing  to  that  height  but  they  mufl  have  fpread 
themfelves,  by  the  laws  of  gravity,  over  the  refl  of  the  earth, 
unlefs  they  had  been  retained  there  by  a  miracle.  But,  had 
that  been  the  cafe,  Mafei  would  have  related  the  miracle,  as 
he  did  that*  of  the  waters  of  the  Red  Sta^  and  the  river  Jor-- 
dan^  which  were  fuftained  in  an  heap,  to  give  paflage  to  the 
IfratliUs.  Befides,  we  are  told  by  Mofes^  that  of  the  fons  of 
Noah  wai  ihe  whole  earth  overfpread,  that  by  them  were  tfog 
nations  divided  in  the  earth  after  the  flood  i  and  that  they  re- 
plenijbed  the  earth :  all  which  paifages,  and  others  that  might 
be  produced,  nianifcflly  import,  that  the  whole  race  of  man*

and  confequently  that  this  deluge  extended  to  every  part  of 

the  old  habitable  world  9. 

This  is  likewife  evinced,  by  a  vaft  number  of  petrified  ani** 
mal  bodies  (£),  parts  of  animals,  bones,  teeth,  fhells,  vege- 
tables, trees,  mrubs,  herbs,  {/r.  found  repofited  not  only  in 
the  more  lax  Jirata  of  chalky  clay,  and  marie,  but  alfo  ia 
the  moft  folid  ftone,  with  the  fand  conftituting  which  thefe 
marine  bodies  frequently  appear  incorporated.  Nay,  intire 
fiibes  and  fea-fhells  are  frequently  found  petrified  in  countries 
at  a  vaft  diflance  from  the  fea,  and  in  the  bowels  of  the  higheft 
mountains,  even  the  Andes  of  Peru.  Among  thefe  fome 
ihelis  are  difcovered  of  foreign  extradion,  being  the  produce 
not  of  the  neighbouring  fe^,  but  of  the  remoteft  parts  of 
the  ocean,  buried  at  the  bottom  of  the  dcepeft  mines,  as  wel| 
as  the  tops  of  the  bigheft  mountains.  Thus  in  England  we 
often  find  at  great  depths  (bells  of  fiflies  of  different  kinds 
that  appear  now  living  only  on  the  coaft  of  Peru^  and  other 
parts  of  America.  Others  are  likewife  found  appertaining 
formerly  to  fifhes  that  are  not  now  difcovered  living  on  any 
coaft  whatfoever,  being  doubtlefs  fuch  as  naturally  refide  in, 
and  inhabit,  only  the  deepeft  and  remoteft  recedes  of  the 
ocean,  without  approaching  any  fhore,  or  ever  being  feen 
near  it.     Now  nothing  will  account  for  thefe  furprifing  phae«

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nomena,  efpecially  as  tbey  are  more  or  lefs  difcernible  in  sdl 
parts  of  the  earth,  but  the  total  diflblutbn  of  the  ftones^  mar- 
bles, metals,  and  all  kinds  of  foffils  and  mineral  concretions  of 
the  antediluvian  earth,  during  the  time  of  the  deluge.  From 
whence,  as  this  implies  a  rcdudion  of  the  whole  terraqueous 
^obe  to  its  original  fluid  mafs,  we  muft  necefTarily  infe^ 
the  univerfality  of  that  deluge.  So  that  both  Scripture  and 
the  conftitution  of  the  earth  itfelf  confpire  to  eftablifli  that 
important  truth,  which  the  author  now  in  view  reprefents  ai 
a  chimerical  and  indefenfible  hypothcfis  '. 

II.  Our  author  founds  his  ilrange  hypc|thefis  upon  a  paflage 
of  Scripture,  which  will  by  no  means  fupport  it.  Alofes  in- 
forms us,  that  Lamech  made  the  following  fpeech  to  his  wjves 
Adah  and  Zilkh  •  .*  Hear  my  voice,  ye  wives  of  Lamech ;  bear* 
ken  unto  my  fpeech :  for  I  havijlain  a  man  to  my  wounding^ 
and  a  young  man  to  my  hurt,  if  Cixnjhallbe  avenged  feven^ 
fold,  truly  Lzmcch  feventy  and  Jeveh-foid,  From  whence  this 
writer  infers,  .that  **  the  potterity  of  Lamech  the  Cainite 
<<  was  preferved  through  the  flood,  and  doomed  by  God 
^'  Himfelf  to  continue  a  monument  of  His  judgments  on 
**  wilful  finners,  and  of  the  truth  of  His  threatenings  der 
<<  nounced  before  the  flood,  and  that  to  no  fewer  than  feventy- 
«*  feven  generations,  or  till  the  birth  of  our  Sa- 
<^  vioUR  Christ,  for  their  deliverance  there-* 
*«  FROM."  The  impertinence  and  abfurdity  of  which  in^, 
ference  will  moft  clearly  appear  from  the  following  obferva- 
tions  '• 

.  First,  the  latter. part  of  Lamech^s  fpeech,  which  the 
fchemift  has  principally  in  view,  bears  not  the  leafl  relation  tq 
Lamech*s  pofterity,  as  fucb,  nor  to  any  puniftiment  to  be  in- 
fliSed  upon  them,  for  their  great  anceflor's  tranfgreflion ;  but 
to  the  murderer  or  murderers  of  Lamech,  This  is  clear  from 
the  preceding  paflage  of  Scripture,  to  which  the  text  we  are 
upon  immediately  refers.  Aid  the  Lord /aid  unto  him.  There- 
fore  whofoever  flayeth  Cain,  vengeance  Jhail  he  taken  on  him 
feven-fold.  From  whence  it  plainly  appears,  that  vengeana 
was  to  be  taken  on  the  flayer  of  Cain,  not  on  his  defcendents, 
as  fuch  i  and  confequeritfy  that  LamecV%  murderer  was  to  be 
puniflied,  not  his  defcendehts,  to  the  feventy-fevcnth  genera- 
tion. Nor  is  it  cafy  to  conceive  how,  from  this  paflage,  any 
writer  could  draw  fo  wilcl  and  romantic  a  conclufion^ 

Secondly,  fuppofing,  however  abfurd  ourChriftian  readers 
may  juilly  deem  fucb  a  fuppofition^  that  fome  remains  of  La-

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t$ecb*s  pofferity  were  to  have  been  prefervcd  through  the  flood, 
to  no  fewer  than  feventy-feven  generations,  as  this  author  af- 
fcrts,  yet  how  will  it  appear,  that  the  laft  of  thefe  generations 
was  coeval  with  the  birth  of  our  Saviour  Chrift  ?  For,  betwecli 
Lamecb  and  the  flood  wr  muft  not  allow,  at  fartheft,  above 
four  generations ;  nor  during  2344  years,  the  interval  betweeii 
|hc deluge  and  the  birch  of  Chrift,  above  fixty-eight,  or  at  mo^ 
fixty«iine,  the  fum  of  which  is  but  feventy-thrce  generations* 
Thii  may  be  moft  clearly  evinced  from  archbifliop  Ujher^  and 
^iiJfgac  Newton  (F)i  in  conjunftion  with  Scripture.  So  that,

And,  as  the  length  of 
human  life  was  the  fame  almofl 
throughout  this  whole  period, 
Pavia,  who  lived  about  1066 
years  before  Chrift,  afTerting  it 
to  have  arrived  at  only  70  or  80 
years  in  h\&  time,  we  may  fnppofe 
about  eleven  generations  to  have 
pailed  between  Hippocfates  and 
Chrift.  So  that,  according  to 
this  writer's  chronological  prin- 
ciples, 1260  years  muft  have 
been  equivalent  1030  generations, 
or  nearly  fo ;  upon  which  fup- 
pofition,  as  about.  1074  years 
elapfed  between  Hercules  and 
the  flood,  the  interval  between 
the  flood  and  the  birth  of  our 
Saviour  could  not  well  have  con- 
tained above  fifcy-fonr  or  fifty- 
five  generations.  Nay,  accord- 
ing to  our  author,  on  account 


of  the  longevity  of  all  nations^ 
till  at  leaft  the  age  of  Mo/es^  wt 
ought  not  to  aqpiit  above  20 
generations  between  the  flood 
and  Hircuiesy  nor  confequently 
above  50  between  the  tormer 
and  the  birth  of  Chrift  Tq 
which  if  we  add  eleven,  for  48a 
years,  wanting,  as  this  writer 
pretends,  in  the  HehrenM  chro- 
nology, and  four  antediluvian 
ones,  the  whole  wi)l  amount  to 
about  65  generations.  From  our 
Tchemift's  chronological  princi- 
ples, therefbre,  it  evidently  ap* 
pears,  that  the  77th  generation 
after  Lamecb  did  not  commence 
till  near  500  year«  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Chfiftian  ^ra. 

But  that  Sir  I/aac  Nenv'ton  did 
not  err  in  defefl,  when,  in  con- 
formity to  the  antiencs,  he  af- 
ferted  a  generation  to  confift  of 
about  ;3  years,  at  leaft  for  the 
laft  1000  years  before  Chrift^ 
feems  to  appear  fufficiently  from 
our  Savipur's  genealogy,  as  gi- 
ven us  by  St.  Luke.  For  we  find, 
in  that  genealogy,  from  David 
to  Chrift  forty-three  generations  ; 
fo  that  as  the  term  including 
thefe  genei-ations  did  not  amount 
to  above  1060  or  1070  years, 
they  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  have 
exceeded,  one  with  another,  25 
years.  Nor  arc  we  to  be  fur- 
prifed,  that  St.  Luke  Ihoald  have 
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according  to  thb  calculus,  which  we  take  to  be  fufficientlf 
cxad)  the  feventy-fevench  generation  of  Lam€ch*s  defccndcnt* 
muft  commence  132  years  after  the  birth  of  Chrift.  How- 
ever, it  muft  be  obferved,  that  in  making  it  we  have  been  ra* 
tber  too  favourable  to  our  fchemifl-^  fiqce  we  have  fuppofed  none 
of  the  generations  between  the  births  of  Abram  and  of  Cbrift 
to  have  exceeded  diirty-three  years,  the  length  aifigned  the 
later  generations  by  Sir  Ifaac  Newton  \  whereas  fevcttii  of 
thofe  immediately  fucceeding  the  former  of  the  above*  men- 
tiobed  events  muft  have  been  confiderably  longer.  If,  there- 
fore, it  is  deficient  in  point  of  exadnefs,  this  muft  be  occa- 
fioned  by  its  being  too  favourable  to  the  fcheme  we  are  con- 
fidering;  and  of  courfe  it  muft  bid  fair  for  overturning  that 
fcheme  ^. 

But  thirdly^  fuppofing  that  the  expiration  of  the  feventy- 
feventh  generation  from  Lamech  and  the  birth  of  Chrift  did 
exadly  coincide^  yet  even  this  will  n^tcome  up  to  the  point : 
for  our  author  has  been  miAed  by  th^  Englijb  verfton  in  the 
paflfage  upon  which  he  would  found  his  hypothefis.  That 
verfion  has  it  there.

IV.  That  the  main  Jand  of  America  was  not  inhabited' 
till  the  later  ages  of  the  world,  is  deducible  from  the  preceding 
parts  of  this  differtation.  For,  if  Tartary  itfclf  was  not  well 
peopled  in  the  time  of  Ogus  Khan^  about  630  years  before 
Chrift,  as'  we  have  already  obferved  it  was  not ;  who  can 
imagine  that  America^  at  fucb  a  diftance  from  the  neareft 
known  part  of  it^*(bouId  have  received  any  confiderable  num* 
ber  of  people  from  thence,  before  the  4th  or  5th  century  after 
Chrift  ^  Now,  in  fa£t,  we  find  this  to  be  the  cafe.  For,  that 
the  firft  arrival  of  the  Scythiansy  or  Tartars^  happened  about  the 
year  of  Chrift  400.  has  been  rendered  extremely  probable  by 
Hornius ;  as  alfo  that  the  Chichinucay  a  barbarous  people,  in 
moft  of  their  cuftoms  refembling  the  antient  Scythians^  found 
their  way  into  Mexico  about  the  700th  year  of  Chrift.  The 
firft  of  thefe  migrations  fe^ms  to  have  been  occafioned  by  the 
embroiled  ftate  of  Tartary^  which  was  greatly  agitated  by 
bloody  wars  and  inteftine  commotions,  as  well  as  overftoc)Led 
with  people,  about  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  century.  And 
the  latter  was  probably  efieded  by  the  defcendents  of  the  firft 
nigrators,  who  in  the  fpace  of  300  years  might  have  peopled 
the  moft  northern  parts  of  America,  This  is  likewife  con- 
firmed by  the  account  the  Americans  themfelves  give  us  of  the 
Chichtmecety  and  their  firft  arrival  in  Memo,  Nor  can  it  well 
be  doubted,  but  that  fincc  the  year  700,  the  Tartars  have 
performed  feveral  other  fuch  migrations^. 

It  has  been  already  obferved,  that  there  was  a  confiderable 
agreement  in  tl^e  names  of  places,  writing,  charaders,  cuftoms, 
and  ftrudures  of  the  Mexicans^  PiruvianSy  and  Chinefe,  This 
feems  to  intimate,  that  the  Chinefe  either  planted  fome  colonies 
vciAmericciy  or  carried  over  (om^TartarSy  in  their  ftiips,  thither. 
And,  in  confirmation  of  this  fentiqient,  fome  au:hors  have 
imagined,  that  great  numbers  of  iheChinefcy  havii)g  bten  driven 
out  of  their  own  country  by  ihe  Tartars  about  the  year  of 
Chrift  1270.  failed  in  looo  (nips,  with  their  kin^  FacfaVy  to 
Amerieay  and  founded  the  kingdom  or  empire  of  Mexico,  This 
point  has  been  laboured  by  HorniuSy  and  confidered  as  a  notion 
extremely  probable  by  Dr.  Harris,  But,  however  ftrojig  that 
gentleman  might  have  thought  the  arguments  offered  by  //*r- 
niusy  in  fupport  of  his  opinion,  to  us  they  do  not  appear  fo 
convincing.     For  the  Chinefe  hiftory  (Iv),  which  may  fafely

The  laft  blow  he  gave  the  Chi- 
nefe  was  an  intire  defeat  at  fca, 
which  proved  the  total  ruin  of 
the  emperor  Ti^^ng^  and  the 
cxtiD^on  of  the  dynafty  of  Song, 
It  happened  about  the  year  of 
Chrift  1278.  and  has  been  re- 
lated in  the  following  manner  by 
the  Cbineft  hiftorians. 

The  Cbineft  fleet  being  over- 
taken by  that  of  the  Tartars^ 
could  not  avoid  an  engagement. 
This  was  very  bloody,  but  at 
laft  proved  decifive  in  ^vonr  of 
the  Tartars.     The  Ko-lau^    or 
prime  minifter,  Lo/yew-fe,  find- 
ing his  (hip  furrounded  by  the 
Tartarian  veflels,  threw  himfelf, 
with  the  young  emperor  in  his 
arras,  into  the  fea.     The  reft 
of  the  lords  and  courtiers  fol- 
lowed   his   example.    This  fo 
Ihocked  the  emprefs,  that,  being 
abandoned  to  defpair,  (he  al£ 
drowned  heHelf.     The  adion 
happened  fear  an  ifland  dqxnd- 
CBt  00  ^nang'ciiW'/Uf  capital 
of  the  province  of  ^n^ngtong.

From  this  (hort  extrad  our 
leaders  will  dearly  perceive  how 
Paulus  Venetus  and  Gonfak  Mtn^ 
doza  have  impofed  upon  Homimsi 
as  alio  how  they  have  darkened 
and  corrupted  the  Cbinefe  hiftorv. 
For  that  they  both  had  in  view 
this  catailrophe,  after  a  pern£d 
of  them,  no  peHbn  of  the  leaft 
penetration  will  deny ;  and  that 
their  ftory  of  Idng  Facfar,H 
plainly  a  detorfion  of  the  latter 
part  of  this  hifbrical  article,  to 
us  appears  extremely  probable. 
Nor  is  this  to  be  wondered  at, 
Mendoza  being  an  obfcure  wri- 
ter, and  Paulus  Vgnetus,  or,  at 
he  is  called  by  foiQe  Marco  Poh^ 
an  author  guilty  of  great  miflakea. 
This  has  been  fully  evinced  hy 
M.  Von  Strahlinberg,  who  hat 
correded  ieveral  of  them.    But 
had  he  been  a  writer  of  much 
better  authority,  he  ought  not 
to  (land  in  competition  with  the 
Cbinefe    hiilorian^,    who    hate 
tranfmitted  down  to  pofterity  an 
account  of  the  total  redudioa  of 
their  country  by  the  Tartars^ 
about  the  year  1 278.  For,  how- 
ever  fabulous    their    hiftorical 
memoirs  of  the  earlier  ages  may 
be,  yet  thofe  of  fo  late  a  date  at 
1378.  muft  undoubtedly  merit 
more  regard  than  the  relations 
of  a  ftranger,  who  could  inform 
himfelf  at  beft  but  very  imper- 
(e£|]y  of  their  affiiirs.    fiefides, 
the  d*cparture  of  a  vail  number 
of  Cbinefe  in  1000  (hips  to  cer- 
tain remote  iflands,  as  we  find 
afferted  by  Marco  Pob^  was  too 
remarkable  an    event  to  have 
been  omitted  by  all  the  other 
Oriental  writers,  had  it   been 
pafled  over  in  (ilence  by  the  Chi-* 
nefe*    But»  to  wave  other  coq« 
fideratiop. 
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the  Chtnefe  colonies,  which,  to  the  number  of  100,000  fouls, 
ixe  fMPPofcd  to  have  failed  with  him  to  America^     Nor  does

fiderations,  die  utter  improbabi- 
lity of  fuch  a  DOtibQ  appears 
firom  the  very  genius  of  the 
Chtnefe^  who  are  fa  paffionately 
fond  of  their  own  country,  that 
the  bulk  of  them  would  rather 
lufferdeath  than  abandon  it.  Nor 
had  they  any  rea(bn  to  be  diila- 
tisfied  with  the  firft  Tartar  em- 
peror ^-»-^/-/f/,  or,  as  they  called 
him  after  his  ^cceffion  to  the 
throne,  Sbi-t/uy  who  in  his  man- 
ners  was  more  of  a  Chintft  than 
«  Tartar. 

That  the  native  Qfimfe,  in- 
deed, (bould  make  any  confide- 
xabie  {eulemgics  in  fo  remote  a 
region  as  America^  we  are  not 
inclined  to  believe,  for  the  rea- 
fons  here  afligned.  However, 
they  might  in  former  ages  have 
carried  on  a  confiderablc  trade 
with  the  Americans,  as  we  find 
iniinuated  by  Vafquix,  diCorwa- 
4h  and  Acofia.  They  might  alfo, 
as  here  obferved,  leave  fome 
Tartars^  and  particularly  fcveral 
colonies  of  Manebenusy  in  the  new 
world.  But  notwithftanding  this, 
we  are  firmly  perfuaded  that  the 
bulk  of  the  colonies  firft  planted 
in  America  came  from  the  moft 
eaftem  part  of  .^^  in  the  manner 
already  related.  Nor  is  the  af- 
finity of  manners,  cnftoms,  wri- 
ting, &(*f.  between  theP/nw/^iw, 
Mixtcansy  and  Chitufi^  notwith- 
fianding  what  has  been  advanced 
by  Hernius,  fufficient  to  enable  uf 
to  conclude,  that  any  large  num- 
ber of  Cbinefe  ever  fettled  either 
in  Ptru  or  Mexico.  A  moderate 
commercial  intercourfe  between 
•he  Peruvians,  Mexicatis,  and 
Cbimfe,  will  fufficiently  account 
f9r  the  refemblance  between  thofe 
4 


nations  in  all  the  above-mention-^ 
ed  particulars. 

Farther,  had  the  Cbinefi  fent 
any  confiderable  colonies  either 
to  Peru  or  Mettco,  it  is  probable 
we  ihould  have  found  fome  inti-^ 
mation  of  this  in  the  hiftory  of 
their  monarchs.  For  they  men- 
tion in  that  hiftory  a  Cbinefi  co« 
lony  fent  to  the  ifles  of  Japmn^ 
and  feem  to  value  themfelvet 
upon  it.  fiefides,  we  find  not 
the  leaft  hint  in  any  of  their 
annals,  or  the  obfervations  of  the 
miflionaries,  of  their  having  anjr 
knowlege  of  the  continent,  feas^ 
or  iflands  to  the  eaft  of  Japan. 
All  which  amounts  to  a  ftrong 
prefumption,  that  no  great  num- 
bers of  them  ever  tranfported 
themfelves  to  America^  and  that 
they  never  had  any  fettled  or  ge- 
neral correfpondence- with  that 
country;  though  they  might 
in  fome  particular  ages  have 
trafficked  with  the  Americant^ 
and  afterwards  for  feveral  rca- 
fons  have  put  an  end  to  that 
trade.  In  fine,  the  (^neft  feena 
to  have  been  too  much  wrapped 
up  in  their  own  country,  to  have 
undertaken  many  fuch  long  vo]r« 
ages  as  were  thofe  to  America :  tho* 
thk  will  not  overturn  the  realitf 
of  fome  fuch  voyages.  Nor  will 
this  reality  be  difproved  by  their 
haring  afterwards  loft  all  know- 
lege of' the  new  world;  £nce 
the  defcendents  of  the  antient 
Pbtrnicians  knew  nothing  of  that 
vaft  continent  for  many  ases^ 
though  feme  of  their  anceftors 
were  probacy  well  acquainted 
with  it. 

That  the  progenitors  of  the

firmation  of  this,  Peter  Martyr  tzy^^  that  the  natives  of  Virginia 
and  Guatimala    celebrated  the  memory  of  one  Madoc^  as  a 
great  and  antient  hero  ;  and  hence  it  came  to  pafs,  that  mo- 
dern travelers  have  found  feveral  old  Briitjh  words  among 
the  inhabitants  of  North  America.    The  fame  author  men* 
tions  the  words  Matoc-Zunga  and  Mat-Inga^  as  being  in  ufe 
among  the  GuatimalUansj  in  which  there  is  a  plain  allufion  to 
Madoc^  and  that  with  the  d  foftened  into  /,  according  to  the 
Weljh  manner  of  pronunciation.    Nay,  Bifhop  Nicoljon  feems 
to  believe,  that  the  WelJh  bnguage  makes  a  confiderable  part 
of  feveral  of  the  American  tongues.

allowed  an  additional  argument,  to  omit  others  that  occur^ 
in  favour  of  Madoc*s  three  American  expeditions «. 
Asdiialfi     The  famous  M.  Bayer  believes  the  Normans  to  have  been 
the  Nor-    the  iiift  European  nation  that  failed  to  America,     But  in  fup- 
mans.        port  of  this  notion,  which  he  admits  to  be  a  fort  of  paradox^ 
he  has  only  produced  a  paiTage  of  Snorro  Sturlaus.  Nor  is  this 
clear  and  exprefs  enough  to  engage  our  aflfent  to  fuch  an  hypo- 
thefis,  which  muft  therefore  be  coniidered  as  a  bare  conjedure  of 
M.  Bayer.    However,  as  he  was  a  moft  fagacious  refearcher 
into  antiquity,  and  a  gentleman  of  profound  erudition,  weought 
not  intirely  to  explode  it,  but  fufpend  our  opinion  of  the  truth  of 
this  pointtill  it  has  met  with  a  farther  difcuflion  from  the  learned^. 
^done         J)r.  Lochner  has  not  fcrupled  to  affert,  that  one  Marti* 
^""*'  if«j,  a  Bohemian  of  noble  extradion,  difcovered  both  the  coaft 
«  Bohc.     ^fSra/tly  and  the  Streights  of  Magellan,  before  Columbus  firft 
"**^'        failed  to  the  new  world.  This  fentiment  has  alfo  been  efpoufed 
by  other  German  authors,  though  we  muft  own  ourfelves  not 
fufficiently  convinced  of  the  truth  of  it.     However,  fome  of 
the  Germans,  taking  this  for  granted,  and  imagining  that  it  will 
TcReSt  no  fmall  honour  upon  their  country,  are  verv  defirous, 
that  the  new  continent  fbould  have  the  name  of  Bohemia , 
rather  than  that  of  America,  which  it  received  from  Americo 
Vefpucci.

been  fo  long  ufed  by  all  the  Europgan  nations,  it  would  not  be 
prdper  at  this  time  of  day  to  fubftitute  another  in  its  nplace  «• 

Thus  have  we  produced  the  moft  probable  conjectures  that  American 
can  be  offered  concerning  the  firft  peopling  of  Anurtca^  a  point  ^''^^f''^' 
which  has  exercifed  the  wits  and  pens  of  the  learned  ever  fince  ^f^^^'  '^ 
the  difcovery  of  that  vaft  continent.  We  have  alfo  endea-  *^f^^^^ 
voured  to  evince,  that  the  Anuricans  were  the  defcendcnts  of  ^^•^^ 
Noah^  as  well  as  all  the  nations  of  the  antient  world ;  which 
will  likewife  receive  fome  forther  acceffion  of  firength  from 
the  traditions  which  the  natives,  according  to  Gemellij  and 
others,  had  about  the  flood,  and  the  peopling  of  their  country 
after  that  memorable  event.  The  Peruvians  believed,  that 
there  foro^erly  happened  a  deluge,  in  which  all  the  people  of 
their  continent  perifhed,  except  a  few,  who  efcaped  the  com- 
mon deftruSion,  by  retiring  into  certain  cavities  or  hollows 
upon  the  tops  of  the  higheft  mountains,  whofe  pofterity  at 
laft  repeopled  the  world.  Some  traditional  notions  of  this 
kmd  prevailed  alfo  among  the  antient  inhabitants  of  HifpanioU^ 
as  we  are  informed  by  Gemelli.  There  is  likewife  mention 
made  in  the  antient  hiftories  of  Mexico  of  a  general  flood,  that 
fwept  away  the  whole  race  of  mankind,  except  one  man  and  * 
his  wife.  Thefe  two  perfons,  according  to  them,  had  a  nu-. 
merous  iflTue ;  but  all  their  children  were  dumb,  till  endued 
with  the  faculty  of  fpeech  by  a  dove.  To  which  they  added, 
that  the  primitive  language  fpoken  by  the  immediate  de- 
ftendents  of  the  aforefaid  pair  was  fplit  into  fuch  a  variety 
of  tongues,  or  dialeds,  that  they  could  not  underftand  one  an* 
other,  and  therefore  were  neceffitated  to  migrate  into  difierent 
raions,  and  became  there  the  founders  of  different  nations. 
I^y,  fome  of  the  Americans  exprefly  aflirmed,  that  all  men 
deduced  their  origin  from  four  women,  which  feems  to  approach 
pretty  near  to  the  Mofaic  hiftory,  that  makes  all  nations  to 
have  defcended  from  Noah  and  his  three  fons.  All  which 
traditional  notions  appear  manifeflly  to  imply,  not  only  that 
the  Americans  fprang  originally  from  Noah  and  his  fons,  but 
likewife  that  fome  of  their  anceftors  were  acquainted  with  the 
Mofaic  hiftory ;  and  confequently  overturn  both  that  ftrange 
fjitm  we  have  already  animadverted  upon,  and  what  has 
been  advanced  by  Pereiroy  who  makes  the  firft  progenitors  of 
the  Americans  to  have  been  prior  even  to  Adam  himielf  <f.

genkors,  nor  were  many  of  thefe  names  unknown  to  the  wri«* 
ters  of  profane  hiftory.  But  we  need  not  infift  upon  this.  It 
will  be  readily  granted  by  Chriftians,  as  well  as  fceptics  and 
unbelievers,  of  aU  denominations,  that  the  Scemte  Arabs  are 
here  to  be  underftood*  Nay,  both  friends  and  foes  will  allow» 
that  this  predidion  muft  be  naturally  fuppofed  to  include  the 
S<emU  Arabs  of  the  latefl  ages,  fince  the  terms  in  which  it  is 
exprefied  are  abfohite  and  clear,  void  of  all  Hmitation  or  re* 
flnaion\ 

As   for  the  word  T,  which  our  tranflators  have  rendered  ThiJIgni^ 
kandy  it  iignifies  figuratively  power ^  en^ire^  firciy  or  domi-fication  0/ 
m$n ;    and  is  frequently  fo  taken  in  Sfcriptore*    We  may  ^bt  *w0rd 
^reifore  in  the  paflfage  cited  affign  it  fuch  a  fenfe  ;  nay,  here  *^^  ^^^* 
thb  muft  be  allowed  to  be  the  moft  natural  and  obvious  figni- 
jcation.  So  that  according  to  the  latter  part  of  the  predidion^ 
Ifimasts  pofterity,  to  the  remotefl  periods  of  time.  Wire  to  be 
Wild  mefty  living  in  a  flate  of  boftility  with  their  neighbours, 
eppoiing  and  baffling  the  efforts  of  all  other  nations  to  enfl^ve 
iimta.     That  is,  they  were  never  to  be  thoroughly  fubjugate(( 
by  any  foreign  power,  but  maintain  their  independency  thro' 
the  feries  of  all  future  ages  ^. 

Ip  therefore,  upon  examination,  it  fhall  be  found,  that 
none  of  the  great  empires,  nor  any  of  the  kingdoms  or  ftates 
into  which  they  were  fpHt,  ever  made  an  abiotute  conqudil 
ef  tiie  eountiy  poflefled  by  the  JJhmaeliUs  ;  if  from  the  beft 
and  moft  atitnentic  modern  travelers  it  will  appear,  that  they 
conttnue  ftill  to  aflert  their  independency,  notwithftanding 
Ae  power  and  vicinity  of  the  Turk  ;  and  li^ly,  if  the  antient 
and  modern  chara&er  of  this  nation  exaiSUy  correfponds  with 
that  given  of  them  by  the  angel  of  the  Lord  before  the 
birth  of  IJbmael ;  then  we  have  all  the  reafon  in  the  world 
to  look  upon  Afofes  as  an  infpired  writer,  to  confider  this  pre- 
diAion  as  comlne  from  HIM,  who  alone  has  a  complete 
and  perfeA  knowlege  of  all  events  '•

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7bi  Arabs     I.  THit  firft  empire,  or  great  monarchy,  we  find  mention- 
never  tbo-  ed  in  Scripture,  is  that  of  Egypt.     This  feems  to  have  been 
roughly      eredted  by  Ammon^  or  Ammerumes^  and  his  fon  Sefoftris.  Now 
fuhjugatid'xf^   with  Sir  Ifaac  Newton^  we  take  the  laft  prince  to  have 
h  tb^^      been  the  fame  with  Shljhaky  or  Sefac^  it  docs  not  appear  from 
Egyptians  Scripture,  that  in  his  time  the  Arabs  were  dependent  upon 
'*/^'  ^  the  Egyptians.    For  the  natiops,  out  of  which,  in  conjunction 
riigns  of  ^j^j^  ^^^  Egyptians^  his  army  was  formed,  when  he  undertook 
"J  g°?    an  expedition  againft  Jirufalem^  were  the  Lubimsj  the  ^^i- 
Mf^  :>ciac.  ^ -^^^  aj^jj  (lie  Cujhimsy  that  is,  the  Libyans^  Troglodytes^  and 
Ethiopians.    We  cannot,  therefore,  well  fuppofe  the  Arabs 
then  to  have  been  under  the  domination  of  that  prince.     It 
>  muft  be  owned,  indeed,  that,  according  to  Diodorus  Siculus^ 
.  Sefoflris  fubdued  Arabia  before  he  mounted  the  throne  of 
Egypt'   But  this  teftimony  can  be  of  no  great  weight,  at  leaft 
unlefs  qualified  with  proper  reftri<Stions.     For  the  fame  author 
likewife  afTures  us,   that  Sefojlris  found  himfelf  obliged  tq 
draw  a  line  from  Heliopolis  to  Pelujium%  ii^  order  to  fecuro 
Egypt  from  the  excurnons  of  the  Arabs  and  Syrians.     TTie 
Arahs^    therefore,  on  the  confines  of  Palajline  and  Sjria^ 
;iccording  to  this  writer,   muft  have  frequently  comn^itte4 
hoflilities  againfl  that  prince,  and  confequentiy  have  been  in- 
dependent on  him.    Though  we  Oiould  therefore  allow  Sefo- 
ffris  to  have  conquered  fome  of  the  fouthern  provinces  of 
.  Arabia  in  bis  Indian  expedition,  yet  the  aforefaid  Arabs  muft 
have  beei>  then  in  a  ft^te  of  indepcpdency  ;  at  leaft  this  mu^ 
be  Cuppofed,  in  order  to  render  our  hifbrian  confiflent  witfi 
himfelf^     Now  a  great  part  of  the  Arabs^  bordering  upon 
Syriay  Talafiim^  and  Egyptf  were  the  dcfcendcnts  of  Ijhmaili 
fo  that  the  wild  men  fprung  from  him  undoubtedly  prelerved 
their  liberty  during  the  reigns  of  thofe  two  conquerors  whp 
founded  the  Egyptian  empire  «. 

But  farther,  ih2it  tht  Scemte  An^bs^  IJbmaeliteSy  ox  Nahc^ 
f beans y  in  conformity  to  the  Divine  predj^on,  lived  upon  plun* 
der,  baraifing  their  neighbours  by  continual  robberies  and  excur* 
fions,  we  learn  from  th^  fame  Diodorus  Sieulus.  Nay,  h^  ob- 
ferves,  that  it  was  extremely  difficult  either  to  fubdue  or  attacl^ 
this  nation  pf  rpbhers^  beca^fe  ^hey  bad  (3)^well8  digged  ajt 

proper.

j^Hght  ^  np  j)[^GaQs  to  be  looked  my  from  thenatore  of  the  coun^ 
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proper  diflances  in  their  dry  and  barren  country  known  only 
to  diemfelves.  So  that,  if  any  body  of  foreigners  ever  purfued 
or  invaded  them,  they,  for  the  moft  part,  either  died  of  third, 
or  were  confumed  by  the  fatigues  they  found  themfelves 
obliged  to  fuflain.  Diodorus^  therefore,  does  not  only  affirm, 
that  the  Sceniti  Arahy  or  dependents  of  IJhmatU  prcferved 
their  liberty  inviolate  to  his  time,  but  likewife  informs  us  of 
fome  of  the  means  ufed  by  them  in  order  fo  to  preferve  it  f . 

We  have  already  obferved,  that  thtEtbiopians  drowned Sefac*s  ^^rhy  th 
fucceflbr  in  the  -A//7i?,and  feized  upon  Egypt.    With  that  king-  Ethiopi- 
dom  Libya  alfo  fell  into  their  hands ;  vl)ich  enabled  Zerah  the  ^'* 
Etbioptan  to  advance  againft  Afa  king  pf  Judab  with  an  army 
of  ^oo  chariots,  and  1,000,000  men^    Now  we  find  not  the 
1^  intimation  in  Scripture,  th^t  any  body  of  Araffs  ferved 
Zerah  in  this  expedition,     Tb^  only  nation  mentioned  on  this 
occafion  was  the  Etbiobiam.    From  whence,  in  conjun<3ion 
with  what  has  been  advanced  by  DUdorus  Siculus^  we  may 
infer,  that  the  Scenite  Arabs  were  not  at  this  time  fubjed  to 
the  Ethiopians  %.  ,  tn  a    \^ 

Zerah  being  overthrown  by  A/a^  his  fon  Memnon^  or  f*' Arabs 
Amenophis^  was  obliged  to  abandon  E^pt^  and  retire  with  '«^^^- 
great  precipiution  into  Ethiopia.     And  though  he  afterwards  ^  .     * 
rcoccupied  the  former  country,  hp  was  never  fp  powerful  as  ^J^^^y^i^ 
his  father  Zerab^  and  therefore  cannot  rationally  be  fuppofed  ^  j^^  ^^^  ' 
to  have  reduced  fo  potent  a  nation  as  the  afqrefaid  Arabs,  Ji//^^  ' 
Nor  do  we  find,  that  any  thing  was  attempted  againft  them  byy^^m  E^ 
bis  fucceflbrs,  before  AJyria  and  Ethiopia  revoked  from  Egypt,  gypt. 
This  happened  in  the  reign  of  Afycbisy  when  Egypt^  as  for- 
merly, was  divided  into  feveral  fmall  kingdoms.  As,  therefore, 
the  Egyptian  empire,  in  its  moft  flouriftiing  ftate,  did  not  fub- 
4ue  the  IJhmaeliti  Arabs^  it  is  utterly  improbable,  that  either 
the  AJfyrians  or  Ethiopians  conquered  them  after  the  partition 

So,  orSABACON,  indeed,  tlje  Ethiopian^  afterwards  made -f*^ '» '^ 
bimfclf Vainer  oi  Egypt}  but  the  kii^dom,  or  empire,  oitimio/Son

try,  and  the  wells  dug  by  the  Sevtrm  i  and  yet  none  of  thofe 

Arabs,  here  mentioned  by  Dio-  conquerors  could  either  extir^te 

dmtt  Siculur,  were  in  fa£k  far*  or  fubdue  the  defcendenuof  ^* 

movnted  by  P^mpey,  Trajan,  and  matl{z).

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AJfyria^  founded  by  Pw/,  fcems  to  have  been  then  a  very 
formidable  power.  For  Shalmatuifer  king  of  Ajfyria  put  a 
period  to  the  kingdom  of  IJraeU  though  Hojhea  had  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  So  againft  him.  From  whence  we  may 
infer,  that  the  Ethiopian  was  not  fo  potent  as  the  Egyptian 
monarcbs,  who  reigned  before  the  defedion  of  AJ^yfia.  And 
as  the  fame  may  be  (aid  of  Shalmanefer^  we  think  it  extremely 
improbable,  that  the  Semite  Arabs  flxould  have  been  fubjea 
either  to  the  Affyrians  ox  the  Egyptians  K 
fh0  Arabs  Nay,  thofe  gentlemen  who  jidhpre  to  the  fyftem  of  Ctefiau 
not  JuhjiB  and  contend  fdr  the  higheft  and  moft  increaible  antiquitj^  of 
$9  64^<y  the  Jffyrian  empire,  allow,  that  the  Sceniti  Arabs  at  this  tmic 
were  neither  under  the  dominion  of  the  A0rians^  nor  the 
Egyptians.  But  then  they  make  them  fubfe^  to  Belefis^  or 
Nabonaffar^  king  of  Babylon^  who,  according  to  them,  wa9 
poflefleo  of  a  great  part  of  the  o\A  A^yrian  empire.  The 
chief  authors  produced  in  fupport  of  this  opinion  are  Piodorus 
BiculuSy  ffiroaotiiSf  Juftiny  and  Athenaus ;  but  none  of  thefe^ 
upon  examination,  will  be  found  to  come  up  to  the  point  ^* 

As  for  Diodorus  SiculuSy  hp  no^where  affcrts,  that  Belefis^ 
or  Nabona/jbr^  had  Arabia  annexed  to  Cbaldaa  and  Babylon, 
fiox  indeed  could  be,  with  any  tolerable  grace,  affirm  the 
whole  country  going  under  that  name  to  have  been  a  part  of 
the  Babylonian  empire  $  fmce  by  fuch  an  aflertion  he  would 
have  run  counter  to  what  he  has  advanced  in  another  paflage 
of  the  very  book  here  cited,  which  has  been  already  produced* 
Herodotus  is  profoundly  filent  on  this  head,  and  therefor^ 
nothing  can  be  inferred  from  him  in  fupport  of  the  aforefaid 
notion.  The  fame  may,  with  great  truth,  be  faid  of  Athe* 
nauSf  who  does  not  fo  much  as  mention  either  Arabia  or  Be^ 
fe/is  in  the  book  quoted  on  this  occafion.  And  as  for  Jujiin^ 
or  rather  Trogus  Pompeius^  whom  he  epitomized,  he  paflet 
over  Belefss  in  profound  filence ;  nor  can  he  be  fuppofed  to 
countenance  the  point  at  prefent  in  view.  Fop  that  Trogus 
i:opied  either  Diodorus  Si  cuius  ^  ox  thofe  he  followed,  in  his 
account  of  the  difTolution  of  the  Ajyrian  empire,  cannot, 
we  think,  be  denied.  But  no  one  can  imagine,  after  what 
has  been  obferved,  that  either  Diodorus  SicuTus^  or  thofii  au- 
thors he  extraded  his  materials  from,  could  believe  Arabia  t« 
jMve  been  fubjed  to  Belefis  or  Nabonaffar.  Neither  woulcl

Farther,  Diodorus  Siculus^  who  in  hi$  bidorical  me- 
moirs relating  to  the  duration  and  period  of  the  AJJfrian  em- 
pire ha8  adhered  to  the  iytt^m  pf  Ctefwy  m^kee  the  king  of 
the  Arabs  an  independent  prince,  even  in  the  pl^qejeferred  to 
by  Dr.  Pridiaux.  For  he  there  tells  ms,  that  the  king  of  the 
Arabs  joined  BeUJisy  the  governor  of  Bab^loHy  with  a  body 
ol  auxiliary  troops,  in  order  to  ena^lt  him  and  Arbaas  t« 
overturn  tne  AJJyrian  empire*  He  likcwife  relates,  that  Sar- 
danapalus  offered  a  reward  of  200,ooQ  talents  of  gold  to 
any  one  who  flxould  kill  either  Arbacos  or  B^fis ;  and  double 
that  fum,  be&des  the  gpveriimeiit  pf  Me^a,  to  the  perfon 
who  (hould  bring^  either  pf  th^m  tp  him  alive*  But,  tccord>- 
jng  to  this  hiftorian,  that  prince  did  not  put  the  king  of  the 
Jrabs  upon  the  fame  or  a  fimilaf  fppting,  which  he  muft 
have  done,  had  he  beefi  either  a  vaflal  or  a  fubjeft,  nor 
even  take  the  leaft  notice  of  himi  From  whenee  we  naajr 
iurljr  colleA,  that  a  conQderable  part  of  the  Arabs^  at  leaft, 
wae  not  fubiei^  to  the  ^^fjAj,  when  their  great  mon- 
archy was  oiflTolved,  even  in  the  opinipti  of  thofe  who 
fwallowed  implicitly  what  had  been  related  of  that  monardijr 
by  Ctefias  ». 

But  whatever  antiqui^  we  affign   iht  ^riau  empire,  7;^/ Arabs 
whether  we  confider  it  as  preceding  the  revolt  of  the  A^des  aknu^s  /or 
five  hundred  and  twenty  years,  as  founded  by  Pulj  or  foHow  dependint 
die  fyftem  of  Ctefias^  it  appears  pretty  plain  from  Herodotus^  on  tbe  Af- 
Ihat  the  whole  body  of  the  Arabs  never  lived  in  a  thorough  fyrians 
(ubje£Uon  to  it.     For,   according  to  that  010ft   excellent,  ^^  Baby* 
though  much  injured,  hiftorian,  inc  Mtd$s  were  tbe  firfi  m^  lonians, 
tion  that  ihook  oiF  the  Myrian  yoke.    Now  this  defedion 
of  tbe  Medis  happened  about  710  years  before  the  birth  of 
Chrift ;  and  therefore  before  that  period  the  Arabs  did  not 
revolt  from  the  Affyrians^  if  they  were  before  fubjcd  to  thenn 
Nor  does  it  appear  from  hiftory,  that  they  attempted  to  re^ 
volt  from  any  power  during  the  nestt  98  years,  at  the  cxpi'^ 
ratioa  of  wnich  term  Cjaxar^s  king  of  the  Medos^  either 
alone,  as  Hirodotm  infinuafes,  or  in  conjunction  with  'Sabor 
foUigar  king  of  Babylon^  put  a  period  to  the  Ajffyrian  empure 
by  the  reduction  of  Nineoih.    So  that  the  Arabs  had  either 
till  that  time  remained  faithful  X(i%\i^  Affyrtans^  orelfe  were 
never  fubjed  to  them*  Now  <!yrus^  at  the  head  of  the  Medti

faid  empire,  took  Babylon^  and  made  himfelf  matter  of  the 

large  and  extenfive  territories  of  the  Babylomau  monarchy* 

As  therefore  the  Medo-Perfian  empire  under  that  prince,  and 

bis  two  next  fucceflbrs,  confifted  at  leafi  of  all  the  Aj^yrian 

and  Babylonian  dominions,  Arabia  muft  have  been  fubje£l  to 

them,  bad  it  been  a  province  of  the  AJfyrian  and  Bapylonian 

empires.    Nay,  had  it  ever  been  a  province  of  either  of  thofe 

empires,  it  muft  have  been  one  of  the  former  when  Nineveh 

was  taken  by  Cyaxares  and  Nabopolajfar  ^  and  of  the  latter 

when  Cyrus  reduced  Babylon  \  fince  there  is  no  account  of 

its  defe^on  from  any  AJfyrian  or  Babylonian  monarch,  as  has 

been  juft  obfejrved.     But  we  are  informed  by  Herodotus^. rhaX 

Arabia  did  not  bdong  to  any  of  ihtfatrapies  into  which 

Darius  Hjftafpis  divided  the  Perfian  dominions  immediately 

after  his  acceffioo*    From  whence  it  very  clearly  follows, 

that  ^t  Arabs  were  never  reduced  to  a  ftate  of  fervitude, 

either  by  the  Babylonians^  or  the  AJfyrians  ".

<^  This  divifion,  containing  all  Phoenicia^  Palajiine^  Syria^ 
<«  and  Cyprus^  was  taxed  at  three  hundred  and  fifty  ulehts.*' 
Now  Cyrus  formed  the  greateft  ^mpire  that'  had  ever  been 
ere^d  in  the  Eaft  before  his  time,  and  eftabliflied  it  with 
fuch  wildom,  that,  upon  the  ftrength  of  this  foundation  only^ 
it  ftood  above  two  hundred  years,  notwichflanding  fais  flic- 
cefibrs,  through  that  intd-vai,  were  the  moft  abandoned  fet

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of  men  dttt'ever  mounted  a  throne.  Can  any  fober  perfbn 
therefore  believe,  that  even  the  moft  powerful  of  the  AJTyrian 
priaces,  whofe  territories  made  up  but  part  of  the  terjian 
dominions,  ever  thoroughly  fubjueated  a  nation  which  this 
famed  and  puifiant  conqueror  could  never  bring  into  a  ftate  of 
fubjedion  to  htm  <"  ? 

An  d  that  the  Arahi  here  mentioned  were  the  pofterity  of  IJh-  P^n^cu* 
maely  may  be  clearly  evinced  from  the  fituation  affigned  them  ^^y  *^fi 
in  this  place  by  Hirodotus.    For  he  fixes  them  on  the  confines  *^^  *«^^ 
of  Pbcenicia^  Syridy  Palaftim^  and  Egypt -^  where  the  Ifimael-    '^-ff'" 
ifis  fettled  themfelves,  according  to  the  facred  hiftorian.  Nay,  ^[J^  ^    • 
from  thcfe  curious  pafTages  we  may  farther  infer,  that,  in  the  "***^* 
time  of  CyriiSy  Cambyfis^  and  Darim  HjftafpU^  the  Nahathem 
or  IJbmatlHe  Arah  were  not  only  independent  on  the  Ptr* 
Jiansj  but  likewife  able  to  introduce  what  power  they  thought    * 
proper  into  Egypt*    This  amounts  to  a  ftrong  prefumption,* 
tfiat  even  before  the  beginning  of  the  Perfian  empire,  as  well 
as  during  the  firft  period,  and  through  the  whole  courfe  of  it, 
the  Scinit$  Arabs  paid  no  homage  to  the  Egyptians ;    and 
therefore  Htr^dotut  concurs  with  Diodorus  Siculus  in  fettling 
the  point  we  are  at  prefent  infifting  upon  p. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  imagined  by  fome,  that  this  laft  obfer- 
vation  is  fuperfluous  and  unneceflary ;  fince,  after  theredudion 
of  Egypt  by  CambyfiSf  that  country,  with  the  adjacent  parts 
of  Lil^ay  Barca^  and  Cyritiiy  formed  the  fixth  fatrapy  of 
the  Ptrfian  empire.  Bur,  in  order  to  (hew,  that  it  is  not 
without  its  ufe,  we  may  farther  obferve,  that  the  Egyptians^ 
feveral  times  after  the  de^th  of  Cambyfes^  fbook  off  the  Per^ 
Jian  yoke,  particularly  in  the  reigns  of  Darius  Hyftafpis^ 
jfrtaxerxts  Lmgimanusy  and  Darius  N$tbus.  Nay,  they  re- 
volted from  this  laft  prince  about  four  hundred  and  fourteen 
years  before  the  commencement  of  the  Chriftian  sera,  and 
continued  in  a  ftate  of  independency  till  they  were  intirely 
fubdued  by  Ockus^  about  fixty^four  years  after.  So  that  tho' 
the  Nabatbian  Arabs  were  by  no  means  fubjed  to  the  Per* 
fiansy  we  could  not  have  aiTerted  them  always  to  have  been 
independent  on  Egypt  after  the  death  of  CambyfeSy  had  not- 
antient  hiftory  borne  us  out  in  fuch  an  aflertion.  To  what 
has  been  already  offered  in  relatipn  to  the  independency  of 
die  IJhmaeliti  Arabs^  during  ^  firft  period  of  the  Perfian 
enipire,  we  may  add,  tha^,  before  Cambyfis  had  obuined  a 
l^mge  through  the  king  of  Arabia's  territories,  he  could  not 
undertake  an  expedition  againft  Egypt^    The  Arab^  after  the

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conclnfimi  of  a  treaty  with  biniy  Tuppiicd  the  PirJIan  mon* 
lkrch|  and  all  his  forces^  with  water  in  the  deferts;  which 
f ffedually  paved  the  waj  to  the  conqueft  of  that  country. 
This  we  feafn  from  Hir$dotus  ;  and  it  may  be  conUered  as 
an  additional  proof  of  the  truth  of  what  is  here  adiranced  i« 
Sennache-  However,  it  muft  be  owned,  in  feeming  oppofition  to 
lib  9i9nr  our  IfcheiDe,  that  the  hft-mentioned  author  makes  Snmacbiriby 
^^  •f  or,  as  be  calb  him,  Sanacharib^  king  of  Jrahia  as  well  as  of 
Arsbia.  JJyria.  But  to  thb  it  may  be  replied,  that  the  paflagt  here 
referred  to  rather  proves  Afffria  to  have  been  dependent  on 
4raHa  than  Arabia  on  Ajfyria*  For  Sanacbarib  is  there  ftiled 
king  of  Arabia  and  Affyria^  not  king  of  AJIyria  and  Arabia  ; 
^d  the  forces  he  commanded  in  his  expedition  againft  Egypt ^ 
are  not  called  AJfyrians^  but  Arabians.  From  whence  it 
ieeoM  to  faUow,  that,  according  to  Herodaius^  Affjria  was  at 
that  time  a  province  of  the  Arabian  empire,  ano  not  Arabia 
of  the  jfBytiatu  But  the  account  that  hiflorlan  gives  us 
of  S4nac6arib*z  invafion  of  Egypt  muft  be  allowed  very  con- 
fufod  and  indiftinA.  Nay.  it  has  the  air  of  a  ronumce,  ra- 
ther iban  the  appearance  of  a  true  hiftory.  It  fcems  to  be  no- 
thing but  a  corruption  of  the  Scripture-account  of  the  terrible 
blow  Siwiacherib  received  in  Judaa^  after  be  had  defeated 
^habak  king  of  Ethiopia.  In  which  view  every  man  of 
fenfe,  and  every  friend  to  revelation,  will  confider  it  And 
as  for  thofe  perfons,  who,  through  an  unaccountable  preju- 
diice,  to  ufe  no  harflier  an  expreffien,  prefer  the  authority  of 
Hindfitusy  even  in  the  moft  exceptionable  and  improbable^ 
tiot  to  fay  apparently  filfe,  parts  of  his  work,  to  that  o# 
Scripture  ^  they  muft  ftaml  to  the  confequence  jufl  mentioned, 
which  is  fo  far  from  overturning  our  opinion,  that  it  flron^jr 
fupporls  it*  Tho'  after  all,  allowing  a  much  greater  degree 
of  ercdit.to  tliis  paflage  of  HeroAtus  than  it  realty  deferves, 
S4nnacherib  may  be  fuppofed  either  to  have  aflumed  the  title  of 
king  of  Arabia y  withcMit  b<ing  in  pofleflion  of  that  country,  or 
to  hsve  feized  upon  fome  part  of  it  before  he  entered  Egypt.  la 
eitbef  of  which  eafes  Her^d&tuf  may  be  deemed  confiftent  enough 
WHtb  bimfelf.  But  that  Smnachtrib  was  abfoktely  mafter  of 
Arabia^  even  during  the  flK>rteft  term,  can  by  no  means  be 
allowed ;  fince  then  our  hiftorian  wouki  fhake  his  own  au« 
tberity,  if  not  intirely  fubvert  it.  Befides,  he  received  this 
fabulous  relation  frpm  the  Egyptian  priefts,  whofe  prejudice 
JO  &voisr  of  their  own  nation,  and  averfion  to  xhtjew$y  would 
fHM  permit  them  to  »ve  him  a  faithful  narrative  of  the  h€b 
they  here  fo  notorioufly  difguifed.  Nor  do  we  find,  that  Ha* 
ro^ui  himfotf  Utd  any  manner  of  ftre6  upon  the  account^

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thev  comnunicated  to  him  of  events  aad  tranfa^^iofid  tblit  pre« 
ceded  the  reign  of  PfammtUhus.  Nay,  the  falfity  of  many 
(ucb  accounts  is  acknowleged,  and  evt n  ftrongly  attefted,  by 
Maneth.  As  therefore  Ssnnacbtrib*^  inyafion  of  Egypt  pre* 
ceded  above  40  years  the  reign  of  Pfammitichus^  and  as  the  ftory 
here  inferted,  that  came  to  Rerodotus  thro'  the  hands  of  the  Egf* 
ptloMfd^f  favours  fo  ftrongly  of  fusion,  the  paiTage  now  in  view 
cannot  be  fuppofcd  in  the  leaft  to  afFed  our  prefent  opinion  '. 

But  we  may,  perhaps,  ftill  be  told,  that  Xen6ph9n  exprefly  //  catm^f 
affirms  Cyrus  to  have  conquered  the  Arabs.    The  words  ufed  be  in/tr* 
by  that  author,  in  the  place  here  referred  to,  on  which  the  f^dfrom 
fenfc  of  the  whole  paffage  turns,    are,   v^to^^^i  <«-w»^*roXcnophon 
*A^t^'»<»  which  may  be  rendered   be  nducedf  brougbt  undir  '^^^^' 
hiipvwer,  otfubdued,  thi  Arsihi.    They  do  not,   ^^^^cfo'c,  ^^^^*^- 
nfffffaniy  include,  in  the  idea  they  exhibit,  an  abf$luu  con-  ^^^^ 
fuifty  or  tborwgh  fmbjugatlon.     For  Herodftus  himfclf  afiures  fifjrouzhh 
us,  that  Cyrus  reductd^  fubdued^  or  con^uend  (^^^^'^^'^'^^/uhju/atid 
ni4^in»  (ffc.)  the  Jrabs ;  and  yet  he  at  the  iame  time  de-  ly  Cyrus. 
Clares,  that  neither  Cyrus^  Ca^byfa^  nor  Darius  Hyftaffis^ 
cottU  reduce  that  people  to  the  condition  of  fubje^.    So 
that  this  pafTage  will  by  no  means  anfwer  the  purpofe  it  may 
be  intended  to  ferve,  as  not  in  the  lerft  dafhing  with  what 
has  been  already  advanced.    Befides,  whatever  Arabs  JKm*- 
^bn  might  mean  here,  we  are  not  difpofed  to  believe,  that 
he  bad  the  whole  body  of  the  Nabaibian  or  IJhmaelite  Arabs 
m  view.    For  is  it  likely,  that  Cvrus  fbould  have  reduced  the 
whole  nation  of  the  Iftmatliu  Arabs  in  his  direct  march  from 
Zardis  to  Babylon  ?  Can  we  fuppolie  that  conqueror  to  have 
taken  fo  ftrong  a  fortrefs  as  Petra^  which  would  have  been  a 
noft  noUe  expbit,  and  yet  that  Xempb^n  (hould  not  have 
tran/initted  to  pofterity  amr  particulars  of  it,  nay,  not  fo  much 
IS  ever  have  mentioned  \o  remarkable  a  city  i  Such  fuppofi- 
tionsy  confiderin^  the  paffion  that  writer  always  difcovers  for 
the  meaiory  of  his  hero,  are  in  tbemfelves  highly  improbable  ; 
ind  even,  when  they  run  counter  to  the  whole  fti«am  both 
)f  (acred  and  profane  hiftory,  maniftftly  abfurd  •* 

But  this  wUl  nK>ft  evidently  appear  from  an  attentive  pern- 
kl  of  Xenopbon  himfelf,  without  any  additional  confiderations. 
le  informs  us,  that  Cyrus^  in  his  march  from  Sardis  to  Baby^ 
w,  obUged  the  Phrygians^  Cappadocians^  and  Arabians^  to 
ibmit  to  him  ;  fo  that  thefe  Arabians  were  neighbours  to  the 
Phrygians  and  Cappadocians^  and  near  the  countries  traverfed 
y  a  traveler  in  his  journey  from  Sardis  to  Babyhn.  For  fucb

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were  the  kingdoms  of  Phrygta  and  Cappaddcioy  and  to  fuch  a 
notion  Xen9phon*s  text  manifcftly  leads  usi    We  muft  there- 
fore neceflfarily  fuppofe  thefe  Arabs  to  have  been  only  fome 
wandering  tribes  roving  about  the  confines  of  Syria ^  near  the 
banks  of  the  Euphrates^  whom  Cyrus  might  oblrge  to  a£^  him 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  in  hb  march  to  Babylon.    This 
to  us,  and,  we  perfuade  ourfelves,  to  all  our  impartial  read- 
ers, feems  to  be  the  utmoft  that  can  be  inferred  from  Xenephon 
in  the  pafiage  now  before  us.    So  that  it  does  not  appear 
from  hence,  that  Cyrus  ever  approached  the  interior  part  of 
jtrabia^  and  much  lefs  made  himfelf  mafter  of  it.    But,  had 
Xenophon  even  aflerted  this,  we  ihould  not  have  thought  our* 
felves  obliged  to  aflent  to  him  i  fince,  in  our  opinion,  bis 
authority  muft  give  way  to  that  of  Herodotus  ^ 
W#  Arabs     That  neither   the  Egyptians t   AJfytians^    nor  Pirfians^ 
not  undtr   therefore,  before  the  reign  of  Darius  Hyftafpisj  ever  made 
tbidmini'  a  complete  conqueft  of  Arabia^  is  as  well  attefted  as  any  ne- 
en  oftbt    gative  point  can  be  at  fuch  a  diftance  of  time.    To  which  we 
Pcriians,    may  add,  that  neither  was  fuch  a  conqueft  made  by  the  Per- 
^bm        fians^  before  Herodotus  wrote  the  third  book  of  his  moft  valu- 
Herodotus  able  hiftory,  that  is,  before  the  year  preceding  Chrift  445.  for 
^oti  bis  in  that  year  our  hiftorian  read  the  firft  draught  of  his  work  at 
¥fi9^*      Athens,    Nay,  we  may  venture  to  affirm,  that  the  Arabs  bad 
not  received  the  Perjian  yoke  in  the  year  before  Chrift  412. 
being  the  twelfth  of  Darius  Nothus ;  fince  Herodotus  did  not 
put  the  laft  hand  to  his  hiftory  till  after  the  nineteenth  cam- 
paign of  the  Peloponnefian  war,  which  coincides  with  that 
year.    For  Herodotus^  in  his  Thalia^  or  the  aforefaid  book, 
afiures  us,    that    ^<  the  Arabs  were  never  reduced    to  the 
^*  condition  of    fubieAs  by  the  Perjians^   but  had  always 
<<  been  confidered  by  that  nation  as  their  friends.**     From 
whence  it  clearly  appears,  that,  when  he  revifed,  poliftied, 
and  completed  that  work  of  his  fttll  extant,  or  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding the  Chriftian  aera  412.  the  Arabs  had  not  fubmitted  to 
the  Perjians  ». 
7bey  alfo       Nay,  fo  far  were  the  Perjians  at  this  time  from  being  able 
ptaintain    to  impofe  their  yoke  upon  the  Arabs^  that  they  could  not  pre- 
tbeir  inde-  vent  a  confederacy  between  that  nation  and  the  Egyptians.^ 
ptndency     then  enemies  to  the  Perjian  monarch.    Thw  entered,  ihcrc- 
tbromgbtbt  fore,  into  an  alliance  with  Amyrtaus  king  of  Egypt  j  and  af-

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About  three  hjndred  and  eighty-fix  years  before  the  Chri-  AndthnT 
Bun  xntf  Jrtaxirxis  Mnemon  made  great  preparations  for  an  that  of  kx- 
iovafion  of  the  ifland  of  Cyprus.    He  aflembled  for  this  purpofe  taxerxcs 
an  army  of  300,000  men,  and  fitted  out  a  fleet  of  three  hun-  Mnemon. 
dred  (ail.    Euagoras  king  of  Cyprus^  in  the  mean  time,  ftreng* 
thened  himfelf  with  feveral  alliances  againft  fo  formidable  a 
power.    And,  in  confequence  of  thefe  alliances,  he  was  affift- 
ed  with  a  fhrong  body  of  auxiliaries    by  the  Egyptians^  Li- 
tyansf  Tyriansj  Arabsy  and  other  nations  who  were  then  at 
enmity  with  the  Perjians.    This  muft  be  owned  a  convincing 
proof,  that  the  Arabs  were  at  that  time  neither  fubjeA  to  the 
Pirjiansj  nor  to  the  Egyptians ;  nor,  indeed,    to  any  other 
power.    They  undoubtedly  enjoyed  their  liberties  then  in  the 
fulleft  extent  >. 

Alsxander  the  Great,  having  overthrown  the  P^- Alexander 
fian  empire,  and  pufhed  his  conquefts  almoft  as  far  as  the  the  Great 
Ganges y  among  other  projcds,    meditated  the  redu£lion  oimiitata 
Jratia.      The  motives  to  this  expedition  we  have  already  an  exfedi- 
taken  notice  of  in  our  hiftory  of  the  Arabs ^  and  therefore  ^^^^^^^'^^^ 
need  not  repeat  them  here.    Tor  this  purpofe  he  equipped  z^^*  Aralw, 
very  formidable  fleet,  compofed  of  ihips  built  in  Phoenicia^ 
Cyprusy   and  Babylonia ;   and  aflembled  a  numerous  army, 
which  he  was  upon  the  point  of  marching  into  Arabia.    But 
deatli  put  an  end  to  this,  as  well  as  all  bis  other  ambitious 
defiens,  in  the  year  preceding  the  birth  of  Chrift  323  r. 

Nothing  therefore  can  be  more  evident,  than  that  the t'^/ (jaba- 
Sc$niti  or  Nabathian  Arabs  were  a  free  and  independent  peo-thean  A- 
ple^  whea  the  Macedonians  put  a  period  to  the  Perftan  em-  rabs  indt' 
pire.     They  were  alfo  then  a  very  formidable  power,,  as  fufE- pendetrt^ 
cicntlv  appears  from  the  great  prq)arations  made  by  Alexander  wben  Ale- 
to  reduce  them.     Nay,  this  is  nnoft  glaring  and  conjpicuous  zander  #- 
frono  the  conduft  of  the  Arabs  at  that  junfture.    For  they  'vertbrew 
ahme,  of  all  the  neighbouring  nations,  had  fo  little  apprehen-^^'?^'^^^ 
fion  of  that  prince,  that  they  fent  no  embaflTadors  to  him,''^'*'* 
nor  took  the  leaft  notice  of  him,  though  his  dominions  ex- 
tended from  the  Adriatic  fea  almoft  to  the  Ganges^  the  greater 
part  of  the  then  known  habitable  world  *. 

That  Ptolemy,  therefore,  one  of  his  immediate  fucccflbrs,  7*/^  Arabs 
(hould    this  very  year,  upon  a  partition  of  the  Macedonian  mt  fubjta 
empire,  have  allotted  him  not  only  £^j^f,  Libya^  PaLeftine,*9^^o\t' 
amd  Caelt^Syria,  but  likewife  Arabia^  if  we  take  the  country  ^7^ 
going  under  that  name  in  its  utmoft  extent,  is  apparently  ab- 
turd.     At  leaft,  that  he  fhould  then  be  in  poflisifion  of  this

For  the  Arabs  in  general  were  this  year  independent  of  the 

Macedonians^  and  therefore  by  no  means  fubjed  to  Ptolemf. 

Alexanitry  at  his  deceafe,  had  not  begun  his  march  againft 

them  \  and  confequently  none  of  his  fucceflbrs  could  tken, 

with  any  fort  of  propriety,  be  ftilcd  king  of  Arabia  «. 

Demetri-       But  this  will  ftHl  more  clearly  appear  from  what  we  are 

us  bifieges  going  farther  to  obferve.     After  Antigwus  had  recovered  Sy-

fiQually.    jjg  f^^j  ^  jj^y  ^^  troops,  under  the  command  of  Athenaus^ 

one  of  his  generals,  to  chaftize  the  Nabatbean  Arabs.     Thofe 

robbers,  or,  in  the  language  of  MofeSy  wild  mejk^  had  made 

feveral  incurfions  upon  his  new  conquefis,    and  committed 

there  dreadful  depredations.     In  order,   therefore,   to  make 

^  them  feel  the  weight  of  his  refentment  for  thofe  outrages,  he 

fent  the  above-mentioned  detachment,  con(iftin2  of  four  thou* 

iand  foot,  and  Ax  hundred  horfe,  to  ravage andlay  wafle  their 

territories.      But    that  detachment  was  almoft  intirely  cut 

to  pieces,  only  fifty  horfe  efcaping  the  general  carnage,  ia 

the  manner  already  related.     Nor  had  his  fon  Demetrius^  at 

the  head  of   four   thoufand  foot,    and  as  many  horfe,  all 

chofen  troops,  much  better  fuccefs.    For,  after  he  bad  in  viin 

attempted  to  take  Petra^   their  metropolis,  by  fform,   he 

found  himfelf  obliged  to  conclude  a  peace  with  the  Arabs 

almoft  upon  their  own  terms,  having  loft  the  greateft  part  of 

his  army  in  this  fruitlefs  expedition  ^. 

thknk^     Nay,   after  the  conclufion  of  this  peace,   the  aforefaid 

moouU^ai  JJbfMelites^  or  Nabatbeans^  would  not  fufier  any  bitumen  to

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HsNCE  wc  arc  furniflied  with  an  irrefragable  argument,  Ptolemy 
that  Arabia  had  not  been  fubdued  by  Ptolemy^  before  he  was  ne*vtr  »w»' 
driven  out  of  Syria^  Palaftine^  and  Phoenicia <,  by  Antigonus.ft'^^f^^ 
For,  had  not  this  been  the  cafe,  there  would  have  been  no  Arabia, 
occalion  for  Demetrius  and  Athenaus  to  have  penetrated  as  far 
as  Petray  nor  for  the  former  to  have  concluded  a  peace  with 
the  Arabs   fo  little   to  the  advantage  of  Aniigonus.     Nay", 
that  nation  of  thieves  neither  durft  nor  could  have  ob(lru£ted 
TfTtfOT  f^  Cardia  in  his  attempt  to  colleft  the  bitumen  of  the 
iea  of  Sodoniy  in  ordet  to  increafe  the  revenue  of  that  prince ; 
at  Icaft,  fuch  an  infult  would  not  have  been  offered  with  im- 
ponity.     That  the  IJhmaelite  Arabs^  therefore,  had  not  been 
fubdued  either  by  Ptolemy  or  Antigonus^  before  the  year  pre- 
ceding Chrift  311.*  when  the  above-mentioned  occurrences 
happened,    and  confequently  that  Ptolemy  could  at  fartheft 
have  been  in  pofTefBon  of  but  a  fmall  part  of  Arabia  in  the 
year  323.  will  admit  of  no  difpute  ^. 

After  all,  by  comparing  Herodotus  with  Diodorus  Sicu-  ^batfmri 
lus^  it  may  not  be  difficult  to  difcovcr  what  part  of  Ptolem/^  of  that 
dominions  had  the  name  of  Arabia  given  it  by  the  latter  of  ^^*^^^ 
thofe  authors.     For  he  tells  us,  that  this  very  year  311.  by  a^^^ 
treaty  of  peace,  Ptolemy  had  Egypt y  and  the  adjacent  parts  of 
Libya  and  Arabia^  delivered  up  to  him.     Where,  by  the  adja* 
cent  parts  of  Libya  and  Arabia y  we  are  undoubtedly  to  under- 
ftand  thofe  trads  to  the  weft  and  eaft  of  the  Nile^  contiguous 
to  Egypty  included  under  the  names  of  Libya  and  Arabia  by 
Herodotus.     So  that  the  Arabs  governed  by  Ptolemy  feem  to 
have   been  none  other  than  the  Egyptian  Arabsy  inhabiting 
the  country  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  Nile^  or  at  leaft  a  pare 
of  Egypt  nearly  approaching  that  river,  on  the  weft  by  the 
Arabian  gulph,  on  the  north  by  the  Lower  Egypty  and  on  the 
fouth  by  the  borders  of  Ethiopia.    In  the  earlier  ages  Egypt 
extended  very  little  beyond  the  caftern  bank  of  the  NiUy  if 
the  Nile  itfelf  was  not  the  eaftern  boundary  of  that  kingdom  ;  v 

fo  that  we  may  eafily  apprehend  all  the  aforefaid  tra£t  to  have 
gone  under  the  denomination  of  Arabiay  as  is  intimated  .by 
Herodotus.  And  that  the  Arabian  CuJhiteSy  taken  notice  of  in 
our  hiftory  of  the  Arabsy  were  fcated  in  part  of  it,  fcems  to 
be  countenanced  by  Scripture.  As,  therefore,  Alexander  died 
fw^rce  ninety  years  after  Herodotus  had  fini(hed  his  hiftory, 
the  tra£t  above-mentioned  might  have  been  called  by  the 
Greeks  Arabia^  when  Ptolemy  afccnded  the  throne  of  Egypt^ 
as  well  as  in  the  days  of  H&odotus  ^.

ftances, he  tells  us,  that  the  Scythians  poiTefled  themfelves  of 
jlfia^  whereas  they  only  conquered  the  Upper  yffta^  or  the  two 
Armenia's^  Cappadccia^  PontuSy  Colchis ^  and  Iberia*     By  Ara* 
bia^  therefore,  Diodorus  may  be  very  rationally  fuppofed  to 
mean  only  a  fmaller  part  of  that  country  in  the  paffage  here 
referred  to  ;  by  which  explanation,  he  will  not  only  be  ren- 
dered confiftent  with  himfelf,  but  likewifc  with  HerodotuSy 
Plutarch y  Arrian^  and  Strabo  ^. 
f  be  proper      In  the  year  before  Chrift  301.  Ptolemy  Soter  recovered  from 
Arabia /V  Antigonus  Judaa^  Cagle- Syria y  and  all  Phoenicia y  except  Tyre 
dependent   and  Sidony  according  to  feveral  authors.     As  none  of  them 
Mr  Ptolemy  mention  Arabia  on  this  occafion,    they   undoubtedly   con* 
in  the  year  fidered  Ptolemy^i  Arabs  as  neceflarily  connefted  with  the  Egy 
before        ptianSy  and  bearing  no  relation  either  to  the  Jewsy  Syri^nsy 
Cbrifiioi.  or  Phoenicians.     And  this  we  are  the  rather  induced  to   be- 
lieve, becaufe,  after  the  death  of  Antigonusy  all  Alexandtr\ 
dominions  were  divided  into  four  kingdoms,  one  of  which, 
confifting  of  Egypty  Libyay  Arabiay  CaeleSyriay  and  Pala- 
Jiiney  was  given  to  J^tolemyy  according  to  the  aforefaid  au-

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thors.  "  Here,  therefore,  we  Hnd  Arabia  following  Libyd  and 
Egyptj  and,  as  it  were,  united  with  them.  Since,  therefore, 
both  the  above-mentioned  events  happened  this  very  year  30I« 
and  were  taken  notice  of  by  the  fame  authors  ;  iince,  in  their 
account  of  the  former,  they  have  pafled  over  in  filence  Ara* 
bidy  Libya^  and  Egypt ^  but  confidered  them  together  in  that 
of  the  latter  ;  we  cannot  help  thinkings  that  Ptolemy\  A^a*' 
tia  and  Libya  were  the  countries  going  under  thofe  names  in 
the  fecond  book  of  Hirodotus.  So  that  the  two  hiftorical  ar- 
ticles inferted  in  this  paragraph  are  an  additional  proof  of  the 
truth  of  what  has  been  juft  advanced  ^. 

But  to  a  Chriftian,  or  even  a  moderate  fceptic,  if  ^tfi^ifjkii 
fuch  perfbn  is  to  be  founds  may  be  offered  another  confidera- ^^^^ 
tion,  which  will  likewife  fully  evince  the  point  in  view*  The^^^**- 
battle  of  Ipfusy  wherein  Antigonui  was  flain,  produced  a  di-^^^'''^ 
vifion  of  the  Macedonian  empire^   erefted  by  Alexander  thefi^^^'^ 
Greaty  into  four  powerful  kingdoms.    Over  one  of  thefe^ 
compofed  oi  Egypt ^  Libya ^  Arabia^  Cc^le-Svriay  and  Pala/iine^ 
Ptolemy  preiided  ;  another,  made  up  of  Macedon  and  Creece^ 
was  governed  by  Cajfander ;  llrace^  Bithynia^  and  fome  other 
provinces  beyond   the  HelUfpont  and    the   Bofporuty    that 
formed  the  third,  fell  to  the  lot  of  Lyfimacbus ;  and  the  fourth, 
which  confided  of  all  Alexander*^  other  dominions^  was  guaran- 
tied, by  the  reft  of  the  confederated  princes,  to  Seleucus.   Now 
thefe  four  kingdoms,  or,  if  we  pleafe,  the  kings  that  reigned 
over  them,  were  the  four  horns  of  the  he-goat  mentioned 
by  the  prophet  Daniel^  which  grew  up  after  the  breaking  off 
of  the  firft  horn.     For  Alexander  king  of  Gracia  was  that  firft 
horn,  and  the  four  above-mentioned  princes,  who  fprung  up 
after  him,  divided  his  empire  between  them,  and  therefore 
may  be  faid  to  have  grown  up  after  him^  as  the  four  horns  ' 

fucceding  the  firft  Were  to  do.  They  likewife  anfWered 
to  the  four  heads  of  the  leopard  fpoken  of  by  the  iame  pro* 
phet  I  and  their  four  kingdoms  muft  have  correfponded  with 
the  four  parts,  into  which  the  kingdom  of  the  mighty  king 
(Alexander)  fhould  be  broken  and  divided  towards  (or  accofd^^ 
ing  to  the  number  of)  the  four  winds  of  heaven,  among  thofe 
four  kings,  who  Jhould  nof  be  of  bis  pojlerityy  as  none  of  them 
were*  By  this  laft  partition,  therefore,  of  the  Macedonian 
empire,  all  thofe  prophecies  were  exaAly  fulfilled  ;  and  confe* 
quently  the  monarchies  or  kingdoms  above-mentioned  muft  hare 
been  of  the  fame  extent,  or  exadly  have  correfponded  witb^ 
the  territories  which  formed  that  empire.  So  that  Ptdemy 
could  only  have  been  ntiafter  of  that  Arabia^  which  had  before

the  proper  Arabia^  has  been  already  moft  clearly  evinced  ;  for 
it  has  been  (hewn,  that  Alexander  propofed  to  make  an  intire 
conqueft  of  that  country,  but  did  not  live  to  put  his  dcfign  in 
execution.  It  is,  therefore,  mod  natural  to  fuppofe,  efpccially 
if  we  confidcr  with  proper  attention  what  has  been  already 
offered  in  fupport  of  this  not'on,  that  the  Arab-Egypt^  or 
Egyptian  Arabia^  of  HerodotuSj  was  the  Arabia^  over  which, 
inf  conjunftion  with  Egypt y  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  Libya^ 
Ptolemy  reigned..  Nay,  as  Chriftians,  we  may  venture  farther 
to  affirm,  that  the  proper  Arabia  was  probably  never  annexed 
to  any  of  the  aforefaid  kingdoms,  and  confequently  never  dc- 

fendent  on  any  of  them,  as  long  as  any  of  them  did  fubfift. 
or,  had  this  not  been  the  cafe,  fome  one  of  them  would 
have  had  an  additional  territory,  that  never  appertained  to  the 
Macedonian  empire.  And,  if  this  be  allowed,  it  will  feem 
to  follow,  that  thofe  four  kingdoms  did  not  with  precifion 
anfwer  to  the  aforefaid  empire  ;  and  confequently,  that  it 
could  not  with  the  utmoft  propriety  be  faid  to  be  divided  into 
them.  For  thefe  very  kingdoms  (and  not  others,  as  an  ac* 
ceffion  of  territory  would  have  made  them)  were  to  remain 
till  the  fourth  beajl^  i.  e.  the  Romans^  devoured  and  trake  in 
pieces  every  thing  that  oppofed  it.  So  that,  to  aflert  the  pro- 
fct  Arabia  to  have  been  conquered  by  fome  of  Alexander's 
fucceflbry,  or  their  defcendents,  will  be  in  fome  meafure  to 
ftiaketheauthority  of  the  prophet  Daniely  b^  rendering  doubt- 
ful the  completion  of-  fome  of  his  prophecies,  or  at  leaft  by 
throwing  fuch  an  obfcurity  upon  them,  as  will  render  that  com- 
pletion very  difficult  to  be  difcerned.  More  might  be  faid  on 
this  head,  would  the  limits  we  have  here  prefcribed  ourfelves 
permit.  But,  as  they  will  not,  we  Ihall  onlv  beg  leave  to 
inform  our  curious  readers,  that  they  may  with  great  pleafure 
and  facility  purfue  the  hint  here  given,  after  they  have  atten- 
tively perufed  what  the  learned  Dr.  Prideaux  has  faid  of  the 
Completion  of  thofe  prophecies.  We  cannot,  therefore,  help 
thinking,  that,  in  the  prefcnt  point,  facred  and  profane  hi- 
fiorv  mutually  fupport  and  ftrengthen  each  other  *. 
hofe  di'  We  have  the  following  lift  of  the  kingdoms  and  provinces 
iasof  poffeffed  by  Ptolemy  Philadelphus^  in  the  twenty- fifth  year  of 
•^•^  bis  reign.  EgypU  Caele -Syria ^  Palajiine^  Ciliciay  Pamphylia^ 
Lycia^  and  Caria.  From  whence  it  appears,  that  he  was  not 
then  mafter  of  Arabia ;  except  we  will  have  tht  Arabia  formerly 
mentioned,  extending  almoll  to  the  Nile^  to  have  been  at  that 
time  under  bis  dominion.  And,  in  this  cafe,  we  may  confider 
it.  as  part  of  the  country  going  under  the  denomination  of

Nor  was  Ptolemy  Euergetes    m  poflcflion  of  Arabia  near  The  Ara^ 
forty  years  after.     For,  in  the  year  preceding  the  Chriftian  ara  independ- 
212.  being  the  iaft  of  his  r^lgn,  he  only  made  himfelf  mafter^^/  on  E- 
of  the  Arabian  znd  Ethiopian  coafts  of  the  Red  Sea  ;  Vfhich  gypt  in tht 
amounts  to  a  plain  implication,  that  he  did  not  penetrate  hr^^'g^^f  - 
into  Arabia,     We  have,  in  this  and  the  preceding  parag-aphj^^^^^^iny  - 
taken  notice  only  of  the  independency  of  Arabia  on  Egypt  1^^^^%^^^^ 
iince  no  one,  as  we  apprehend,  has  ever  fuppofed,  or  indeed 
had  the  leaft  reafon  to  fuppofe,  that  it  appertained  to  any  other 
kingdom  but  Egypt y  in  any  part  of  the  interval  between  the 
erection  of  the  Macedonian  empire,  and  the  commencement 
of  the  Roman  power  ^ 

However,  Antiochus  the  Greats  about  four   years  zfter^  As  a//b  on 
made  an  irruption   into  Palaftinej  and  forced  Rabbah  of  the  Antiochus 
children  of  Ammon^  Rabbath  Ammon,  or,  as  Polybius  calls  it,  ^^^  Great, 
Rabbatamana^  after ,  a  brave  defence,  to  furrcnder  to  him.  ^"^  Ptole- 
The  immediate  confcquencc  of  which  was  the  fubmiflion  of  "^^  Philo- 
tbe  neighbouring  Arabs^  who,  afier  the  redu£lion  of  this  for-  P*^^''* 
trefs,  found  themfelves  incapable  of  holding  out  againft  him. 
But,  being  defeated  the  next  year,  217.  by  Ptolemy  Philopa^ 
for^  at  the  battle  of  Raphia,  he  abandoned  his  conqucfts  in 
Caele- Syria y  Palafline^  and  the  little  Arabd'xbnQ,  about  i?^?^ 
bath  Ammon  ;  which  immediately  returned  to  Ptolepiy.     Bur, 
notwithftanding  this,  that  prince  had  then  no  great  footing  in 
Arabia.     For  all  the  advantage  accruing  to  him  from  the  vi- 
ftory  gained  over  Antiochus  at  Raphia^  was  only  the  ceffion  of 
Coeie- Syria  and  Palaftine  to  him.     So  that  he  received  nyw  no 
new  accefEon  of  territory,  but  only  recovered  what  he  had 
loft  before  to  Antiochus,     The  Arabs^  therefore,  above-men- 
tioned fcem  to  have  belonged  to  Palneftine^  and   not  Arabia ; 
or,  at  fartheft,  to  have  been  a  very  inconfiderable  canton  of 
the  Arab  nation  ro. 

About  the  year  187.  Hyrcanus  fupplantcd  his  father  at  7!^/ Arabs 
the  Egyptian  court,  and  procured  for  himfclf  a  commiflion/z/r  in  thi 
to  be  rtolemy  Epiphanes*s  colleSor  of  the  revenues  in  all  xh^'year  before 
countries  beyond  y^itf/i.  But,  being  oppofcd  by  the  Jews  ^^'fi^  ^7* 
in  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  found  himfelf  obliged  to 
repafii  the  Jordan^  and  to  build,  for  hisfccurity,  an  exceeding' 
ftrong  calflc,  which  he  called  Tyre^  or  the  Jortrefs.     From

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hence  be  ipade  war  upon  the  neighbouring  Arfthsy  infeftioS 
them  with  incurfions  and  depredations  for  feven  years  toge- 
ther* Nor  can  it  be  doubted  but  that  he  likewife  fuffered 
coofiderably  from  the  hoftilities  committed  on  their  part. 
Hence  ic  appears,  that  thofe  Arabs  at  that  time  were  neither 
dependent  upon  the  Syrians^  nor  the  Egyptians  ^. 
'Afuiim  Jason,  upon  the  approach  of  Jntiocbus  Epiphanes  king  of 

I7t.  Syria^  after  bis  reduAionof  EgypU  thought  fit  to  retire  from 
JirufaUm,  and  take  {belter  in  the  territories  of  Jretas  kin^ 
of  the  Arabs,  That  prince's  dominions  then  extended  as  far 
»8  the  borders  of  PalaJIim^  and  included  part  at  leafl  of  the 
land  of  the  AmmoniUs.  But,  beiog  accufed  of  fome  crime 
before  Arttasy  or  Al  Hantb,  that  prbce  refufed  to  uke  him 
under  his  prote^on  j  which  obliged  him  to  fly  out  of  Ara- 
bia. This  amounts  to  a  full  proof,  that,  in  the  year  i^o* 
the  IJbmailitis  or  Nabatbean  Arabs  lived  under  the  dominatioi^ 
{A  their  own  prince ;  and  confequently  were  neither  fubjed  to 
the  Syrians  nor  the  Egyptians  o. 
As  alfo  in  That  the  IJbmaelites  or  Nabatheans  drove  the  pofterity  of 
164.  Efau  out  of  that  country  in  Scripture  odled  the  Land  of 

Edom^  while  the  Jews  were  captives  at  Babykn^  may  be  in* 
ferred  from  Strobe.  But  we  doubt  not  that  thofe  Arabs  were, 
long  before  that  period,  intermixed  with  the  antient  J^kime- 
ans.  This  moft  clearly  appears  from  Mofesy  and  the  P&lmift. 
For,  according  to  the  former,  IJhmaely  and  his  immediate  de- 
pendents, dwelt  in  the  folitudcs  of  Paran^  Sbur^  &c.  before 
Edom%  or  Efau^  and  his  fons,  fettled  themfelves  there }  and 
the  latter  makes  the  Hagarems^  or,  as  fbould  feem,  the  peo* 
pie  of  HagWy  who  were  undoubtedly  related  to  IJbmail^  con- 
tiguous to  the  Moabitesy  that  were  {bated  upon  the  confines 
of  the  Scripture  Iduma-  Nor  is  it  at  all  improbable,  that  the 
Nabatbeans  nude  up  part  of  the  later  JdumeanSj  of  whom 
Judas  Maccabeus  put  above  forty  thoufand  to  the  fword.  This 
event,  which  happened  in  the  year  164.  is  therefore  an  indi«* 
cation,  that  the  IJbmaelites  were  then  a  powerful  nation.  We 
muft  not  omit  obferving  here,  in  confequence  of  what  has 
been  juft  laid  down,  that  Dr.  Prideaux  is  guilty  of  a  great 
miilake,  when  he  aiSerts,  that  EdonC%  fons  were  the  only  in- 
habitants at  firft  of  the  trad  after  wards  called  Arabia  Petreta 
by  the  Greeh  ». 

W£  fay,  the  aforefaid  event  in  164.  indicates  the  Naba* 
fbaans  to  have  been  then  a  powerful  nation  ;  iince  Nabatbea^ 
or  Arabia  Petraa^  was  diftmd  from  the  country  inhabited  by

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t\)e.  later  Idumeans.  That  trad  was  a  part  of  the  antient 
Falajiine  \  and  therefore  chofe  Nabatheam  feated  there  muft 
))ave  been  an  additional  clan  of  that  people.  So  that,  upon 
this  fuppofition,  the  Nabatheans  did  not  only  then  poflefe  their 
own  country,  but  even  part  of  the  antient  PaUgJiine.  This 
notion  Will  receive  a  freih  acceiEon  of  ilrength,-  or  rather  a 
clear  artd  full  proof,  from  what  has  been  already  obfcrved  in 
the  hiftory  oftheJrabs  q. 

However,  the  Nabatbean  or  IJhmaeliu  nation  were  then  And  in 
at  peace  with  the  7^u;i»  as  we  learn  from  the  authof  of  thei^S* 
firft  book  of  the  Maccabees.  They  permitted  Judas  Macca- 
beus and  his  brother  Jonathan  to  pais  through  part  of  their 
territories,  and  gave  them  intelligence  of  the  diftrefs  their 
friends  were  in.  This  happened  in  the  year  164.  and  is  a 
farther  proof  of  their  independency.  For  the  king  of  Syrles 
^as  then  at  War  witb  the  Jewljh  natron,  and  there  is  not  the 
leaft  reafon  to  imagine,  that  they  bore  any  relation  to  the 
Egyptians.  However,  the  year  following,  163.  a  party  of  the 
NomadeSf  6r  Scenite  Arahs^  endeavouring  to  obftruft  JuJas% 
tiiarch  to  Gifeadf  were  repulfed,  and  forced  to  conclude  k 
peace.  But  we  do  not  find,  that  either  Judas  or  the  Arabs 
guried  the  leaft  accefEon  of  territory  by  this  treaty.  As  thefc 
Arabs  had  it  then  in  therr  power  to  enter  upon  a  war,  tni 
conclude  k  j^eace,  when  they  plcafed  ;  it  may  be  inferred  from 
Iiehce,  that  they  were  then  in  the  full  poffcffion  of  their 
liberty  '. 

iNthe  year  161.  being  the  fixth  of  Judas  Maccabeus^  thcjbSJ^e^ 
Jews  continued  in  a  ftate  of  fiiendfhip  with  the  Nabatheans.  wifi  in 
Jonathan  and  Simon^  therefore,  being  puflied  by  the  troops  of  161. 
Demetrius  Soter  king  of  Syria^  under  the  command  of  Bac- 
chides^  had  an  intention  to  depofu  all  their  carriages  in  the 
hands  of  that  nation.  This  was  to  have  teen  cffcficd  by  a 
detachment  o^  Jewijh  forces,  under  the  conduS  of  John^  the 
brother  of  Jonathan  and  SI  mm  j  and  evinces  the  independency 
of  the  Nalatheans  at  that  jundure.  But,  notwithftanding 
the  imity  fubfifting  betwixt  them,  the  Arabs  feem  to  have 
been  fo  addiSed  to  pillaging,  that  they  could  not  withftan<i 
the  temptation  of  plundering  even  their  friends,  when  a  fair 
opportunity  offered.  For  the  Jambrians^  a  tribe  of  Arabs 
fettled  at  Medaba^  fell  upon  John  in  his  march,  carried  off 
the  whb^e  detachment,  and  feized  upon  the  carriages  and 
baggage.     And,  if  they  thas  plundered  their  friends,  they

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undoubtedly  took  the  fame  liberty  with   ftrangers,  an4  ^wfc 
that  were  at  variance  with  them.     So  that  it  muft  neceflarily 
be  fuppofed,  that  the  fubjefls  of  the  Egyptian^  Ajfyrian^  Ptr- 
fian^  Macedonian^  and  Roman  empires,  frequently  fell  a  prey 
to  them.     Nor  can  this  be  doubted,  after  attentively  conCder- 
ing  what  has  been  already  obfcrved  from  Diodorus  Siculus. 
The  behaviour  likewife  and  difpofition  of  the  Sanite  Arabs  at 
this  day  moft  evidently  confirm  what  is  here  fuggefted  of  that 
rapacious  nation.     Their  hand  is^  and  always  has  hctriy  again/I 
every  man^  and  every  man*s  band  againjt  them  \  which  to  every 
fober  and  impartial  perfon  will  be  a  convincing  proof  of  the 
divine  authority  of  a  predidlion  that  has  hitherto  been  fo  re- 
markably fulfilled  •• 
neymain-      The   aforefaid  difpofition  of   the  Jrabs,  and  their  inde* 
fain  their  pendency  both  on  Syria  and  Egypt^  in  the  year  preceding  Chrift 
indfptnd-    j^g,  i^ay  lifcewife  be  evinced  from  the  author  of  the  firft 
encjtni^6,  |,qq|^  ^f  j}^g  Maccabees ^  and  others.     Thofc  writers  inform 
us,  that,  after  Alexander  king  of  Syria  had  been  defeated  by 
Ftolemy  Philometor  king  of  igypU  be  fled  with  five  hundred 
horfe  into  the  territories  of  Zabdiel  an  Jrab  prince  or  emir, 
with  whom  he  had  before  entrufted  his  children.     But,  add 
the  fame  authors,  he  was  there  flain  by  thofe  he  moft  confided 
in,  who  carried  his  head  to  Ptolem.     That  prince,  however, 
reaped  no  advantage  from  this  perndious  a£Uon  of  the  Arabs  ; 
for  he  died,  a  few  days  after,  of  a  dangerous  wound  he  bad 
received  in  the  late  battle  *. 
Jndinn^.      The  following  year,  145.  Diodotus^  afterwards  called  7ry- 
ph'on^  went  into  Arabia ^  and,  probably  by  the  force  of  mo- 
ney, engaged  Zabdiel  to  deliver  into  his  hands  Antiochus  the" 
fon  of  Alexander  king  of  Syria.     By  the  fame  fort  of  influ- 
ence, that  prince  was  undoubtedly  induced  to  violate  the  laws 
of  hofpitality,  with   regard  to  Ptolemy^  the  preceding  year. 
What  part  of  Arabia  this  Zabdiel  prefided  over,  we* are  not 
told  either  by  the  author  of  the  fidl  book  of  the  Maccabees^ 
or  Diodorus  SIculuSy  who  both  take  notice  of  him.     But  it 
niiy  be  coilefted  from  them,  that  his  dominions  were  fituated 
near  the  confines  of  Cask'Syria  ;  and  therefore  a  great  part  of 
his  fubjccfcs  muft  have  been  the  defcendents  of  IJhmaeL   That 
prince  fcems  to  have  been  well  paid  for  what  he  did  on  this

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Occafion  j  fincc  for  fome  time  he  red  Red  Tr)phon*s  importu- 
nities, and  refufcd  to  comply  with  his  folic! tations.  From 
what  has  been  here  obferved  we  may  infer,  chat  the  tribe  he 
governed  had  no  dependence  either  upon  Syria  or  Egypt^  or, 
indeed,  any  other  country  whatfoever  ". 

•In  the  year  144.  Jonathan  gave  a  check  to  a  party  of^^^'''*H' 
Arabs  that  had  fided  with  Demetrius  king  of  Syria  ;  but  this 
did  not  prove  a  matter  of  any  great  advantage  t9  him.  Thus 
we  find,  that  fcveral  of  the  Arab  tribes  fometimes  joined  the 
Syrians^  and  fometimes  the  Egyptians  ;  which  may  be  efteemed 
a  proof  of  their  independency  on  both  thofe  nations  ^. 

About  the  year  130.  Hynanus  poflefled  Jiimfclf  of  (ome  As  alfiim 
places  in  Arabia ;  and  the  following  year  conquered  the  Edom-  129. 
itts,  or  Idumeans,  who  were  fcated  in  a  part  of  the  antient 
Palajiim.  "But,  notwithftanding  thefe  conqucfts,  we  do  not 
find,  that  he  made  any  great  impreffion  upon  the  country  of 
the  Nahatheans\  or  IJhmaeUte  Arabs,  So  that  we  may  confi- 
der  them  as  a  nation  unfubdued  by  any  foreign  prince,  in 
129  ». 

Aristobulus,  having  conquered  the  Itureans^  according  JVl»/y«5^*#tf 
to  Dr.  Prideauxj  forced  them  to  become  profelytes  to  the  to  anyfo* 
7m;i^  religion  about  106  years  before  the  birth  of  Chix&.riign-     - 
Some  perfons  pretend,  that  this  diftrid  derived  its  name  from  Z'^'*'*  *• 
JetuTy  or  //«r,  the  fon  of  IJhmael\  which  feems  to  infinu-  *^^ 
ate,  that  the  inhabitants  of  it  muft  have  been  his  defcendents. 
But,  admitting  the  truth  of  this  fuppofition,  which  yet  we 
are  by  no  means  obliged  to  do,  it  will  not  follow  from  thence, 
that  any  branch  of  the  IJhma  elites  remained  in  It  urea  ^  when 
it  was  reduced  by  the  Jewijh  prince.     The  primitive  name  of 
a  country  was  fometimes.  retained  even  by  the  nation  that 
expelled,  or  cut  oiF,  the  firft  inhabitants  of  it.     So  the  IfraeU 
ites^  to  omit  other  infiances  that  occur,  fometimes  called  the 
country  they  conquered,  after  the  expulfion  and  even  excifion 
of  the  ereateft  part  of  the  Canaanite  nations,  Canaan,  and 
the  land  of  Canaan.     Now,  that  the  IJhmaelites^  if  firft  fet- 
tled there,  had  been  obliged  to  retire  from  thence  into  the 
country  called  Arabia  Petraa^  is  probable  from  hence,  that 
the   NahatheanSy   who  inhabited  that  region,    feem  to  have 
comprehended  the  whole  pofterity  of  IJhmael^  as  has  been 
evinced  in  thehiftory  of  the  Arabs,     Bur,  even  allowing  fome 
of  the  fons  of  Jetur  to  have  been  in  Iturea^  when  fubdued 
hy  Arijtobulusy  which  is  the  utmoft  that  can  be  defired,  yet

but  a  very  fmall  and  even  inconfidcrable  part  of  IJbmaet%  dc- 
fcendents  would  then  have  had  the  Jewijb  yoke  impofed  upon 
cheili.    So  that  though  we  (hould  make  the  largeft  conceffion 
to  our  infidel  adverfaries  fn  this  pointy  that  they  can,  with 
the  leaft  colour  of  r'eafon,  defire,  it  muft  dill  be  allowed, 
that  the  Nabatbean  jtrabsj  or  bulk  of  fJhmdeV^  defcendehts, 
do  not  appear  at  this  time  to  have  been  fu1>jeA  to  any  foreign 
prince.     On  the  contrary,  JTrom  what  has  been  already  ad- 
vanced,  it  muft  be  owned  extremely  probable,  if  not  abfolutely 
ticrtain,  that  they  were  then  free  and  independent.    In  far- 
ther proof  of  the  point  we  are  iiifi'ftin'g  upon,  it  ought  to  be 
bbferved,  that  Iturea  was  a  part  of  CosU-Zyriay  and  tbaty^r^. 
bulus  ingrafted  into  the  Jewlfli  Sate  only  fbihe  of  the  peoplb 
^        fettled  there,  as  we  learn  from  Jofephus  but  of  Straho  y. 
Nor  iM  94.     Alexander  king  of  the  Jnus^  having  paffed  the  Jordart^ 
forced  the  Arahs^  wlu)  had  poflefled  themfelves  of  the  land  of 
Moaby  and  of  the  land  of  GsUad^  to  become  tributaries  to  him. 
But  we  do  not  find,  that  he  ever  made  himfelf  mafier  of  any 
part  of  the  proper  Arabia*    Alexander  marched  againft  the 
aforefald  Arabia  and  gave  them  feveral  defeats  in  the  year  pre^ 
ceding  the  Chriftian  aera  94  '. 
VtriH^t.     iig  jhc  year  oa.  Obodas^  or  AhdWndd^  an  y/r^icmir,  drew 
the  aforefaid  Alexander  into  an  ambufcade,  and  put  a  great 
part  of  die  army  he  had  diarched  into  the  Arab  territories  ti 
the  fword.    Alexander  himfelf,  with  great  difficulty^    mad« 
bb  cfcape.    Upon  this  defeat,  it  is  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  the 
Arabs  recovered  all  that  had  been  before  taken  from  them  by 
the  Jews.    Be  that  as  it  will,  that  they  had  hitherto  pre* 
fcrvcd  their  liberty,  appears  clearly  frohi  this  event ». 
7%«r#a      Zizus,  an  Arab  king,  in  conjunfiion  with  Sinaces  a  Aw-* 
^!^^^    thian  commander,    vanqui(hed    DemeiriUs    Eucharus^    who 
*•  ^'        reigned  at  Damafcus^  took  him  prifoner,  and  fent  him  for  a 
prefent  to  Mithridates  king  of  Parthla,     This  affair  gives  us 
reafoA  to  believe,  that  Zizus^s  fubjeds  were  not  dependent 
on  any  foreign  power  in  the  year  before  Chrift  89.  when  it  is 
faid  to  have  happened  ^. 
AmdinZ^.      Aret AS,  or  Al  Hareth,  king  of  Arabia  Petraa^  over- 
threw  in  a  great  battle  Antiochus  Dionyfms  king  of  Damafcus^ 
and  put  both  him  and  moft  of  his  forces  to  the  fword.    After

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this  adion,  he  became  king  of  CdeU-Syria.  He  ilfa  defeated 
JUxandir  king  of  the  'jewi  at  Addida^  in  the  year  85.  which 
gives  us  a  fufficient  idea  of  the  Arab  power  at  that  time  ^. 

In  the  year  65.  Areiai  advanced  to  Jerufylem  with  ^  annjr  ^i  ^^^  in 
of  fifty  thou(and  men,  and  overthrew  Artjiobulus  ;  but  re*  65, 
tired  into  Arabia^  when  he  found,  that  Scaurus  and  Gabinius 
had  etpouffid  the  intereft  of  that  prince.  Artftobulus^  pur- 
iuing  the  Arab^  gained  a  confiderable  advantage  over  him. 
But  it  does  not  appear,  that  either  the  Jfws  or  the  Romans  at 
this  time  made  any  acquifitions  in  Arabia  <1. 

That  the  jtrabs^  by  their  incurfiions  into  Syria^  fometimes  NoiJiA^ 
brought  upon  themfelves  the  Roman  arms,  has  been  already  duidby 
obTeryed.  Nay,  that  they  fubmitted  to  LucuUus^  is  aflerted  Lucoliot. 
by  Plutarch.  But  this  can  only  be  underfiood  of  fome  parti* 
cular  tribes  of  that  people.  For  the  vcrv  year  after  that  ge- 
neral returned  to  Rome^  and  was  fucceeded  by  Pomptv  in  the 
command  of  the  Roman  army  that  aded  agiinft  Mitbridates^ 
Arttas^  who  pofleiTed  only  part  of  Arabia^  penetrated  into 
the  Jewljb  territories^  as  tar  as  Jerufalem^  with  an  army  of 
fifty  thoufand  men  \  which  plainly  proves  Um  at  that  time  to 
have  been  an  independent  prince.  And  that  fome  of  the  Arab 
tribes  had  not  been  reduced  by  Lucullusj  when  Pompey  arrived 
in  AJhy  is  alfo  ap;)arent  from  the  fuccefs  the  latter  had  in  his 
war  againft  the  Arabsj  a  few  years  after  the  departure  of  the 
former.  He  is  faid  to  have  made  uibutary  an  Arab  tribe  com- 
manded by  Sampjueramus,  or  Shams*  alktram^  who  reigned  at 
H^ms^  or  Emefa  5  and  even  to  have  obliged  ArefaSy  an  Arab 
prince,  whofe  dominions  bordered  upon  oyria  and  Afefopota* 
miaf  to  fubmit  to  him.  Plutarch  alfo  relates,  that  he  fubdued 
the  yfrabs  who  dwelt  about  mount  Amanus^  by  his  lieutenant 
Afranius  ;  and  forced  the  king  oi  the  Arabs  refiding  at  Pttra 
to  make  his  fubmiiSon  to  him.  None  of  which  events  can 
be  fuppofed  to  have  happened,  if,  as  this  fame  author  may 
feem  to  fome  to  infinuate,  the  whole  nation  of  the  Arabs  was 
fuhiugated  by  Lucullus ". 

But  it  may  poffibly  be  faid,  though  Lucullus  could  not  I^^fy 
make  a  complete  conqueft  of  Arabia^  Pompey  nioft  certainly  Pompey, 
did  y  or,  at  leaft,  he  thoroughly  fubjugated  the  defcendents  of 
f/hnuulf  whofe  perpetual  independency  we  are  now  endeavour* 
ing  to  prove.     For,  according  to  Dr.  Prideauxj  he  took  Pr- 
tra^  and  Aretas  in  it  \  and,  after  fome  detention  of  that  prince

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in  cuftody  there,  obliged  him  to  fubmit  to  fuch  terms  of  ac- 
commodation as  he  thought  proper  to  prefcribe  ^ 

This  objeftion,  fccmingly  one  of  the  moft  formidable  that 
can  be  offered  to  the  fcheme  under  confideration,  appears 
here  in  its  utmoft  force,  being  couched  in  as  ftrong  terms  as 
any  in  which  the  moft  fanguine  of  our  adverfaries  could  have 
propofed  it  j  which,  we  hope,  will  pafs  with  the  world  for  an 
undeniable  argument  of  impartiality.  But  our  readers  will 
not  be  at  a  lofs  for  an  anfwer  to  it,  when  they  have  maturely 
weighed  the  following  obfervations. 

I.   Notwithstanding   what  has  been   To  pofitively 
advanced  by  Dr.  Prideauxy  that  Pompey  ever  intirely  pofleffed 
himfelf  of  Petroj  docs  not  appear  from  any  antient  author.  Plu- 
tarch rather  feems  to  infmuate,  that  he  was  recalled  from  thence 
by   the  death  of  AUtbridates,    before  he  could   make    full 
proof  of  the  (ihcerity  of  the  Jrab  prince's  fubmiffion.     And 
this  is  the  more  probable,  becaufe  Gabinius^  who  fucceeded 
foon  after  to  the  government  of  Syrioy  made  preparations  for 
an  expedition  againft  the  Jrabs ;  but  was  diverted  from  his 
defign  by  Piolemy*s  folicitation  to  be  reftored  to  his  kingdom. 
2.  Pompey  advanced  to  Pitra^  and  came  to  an  accommoda- 
tion there  with  Aretas^  in  the  year  preceding  the  birth  of 
Chrift  63.     But  the  latter  end  of  that  very  year,  or,  at  fcr- 
theft,  the  beginning  of  the  next,  after  Pompey  had  left  Syria^ 
Aretas  put  himfelf  again  in  motion,  and   be^  to   be   very 
troublcfome  to  that  province.    Scaurus^  therefore,  being  maae 
the  firft  prefident  of  Syria j  found  himfelf  involved  in  a  new 
war  with  that  prince  ;  but,  marching  too  far  after  him  into 
the  deferts  of  Arabia  Petraa^  he  fell  into  great  difficulties  for 
want  of  provifions  and  other  neceffaries,  in  the  year  62.  Out 
of  thefe  he  was  extricated  by  the  affiftance  of  Myrcanui  and 
Aniipaier  ;  the  former  fupplying  him  with  provifions,  and  the 
latter  prevailing  upon  Aretas  to  conclude  a  new  treaty  of  peace 
with  him.     And  this,  we  thmk,  demonftratively  proves,  that 
Pompey  was  fo  far  from  conquering  Aretas^  and  confequeotly 
making  himfelf  mafter  of  Petra^   that,  upon  his  retreat'  out 
of  Arabioy  he  left  that  prince  in  the  full  poffeffion  of  all  hb 
dominions.     The  authors  cited  here,  as  our  readers  will  find 
upon  a  perufal  of  them,  feem  to  put  this  point  \>tyond  all 
difpute.     3.  Suppofing,  though  not  granting,  fince  nothing 
appears  more  oppofite  to  truth,  that  Pompey  had  fubdued  Art- 
tasy  yet  that  he  conquered  all  the  wild  or  Scenite  Arabs^    will 
never  be  allowed.     For  Agbarus^   or,    according  to    (otnt^ 
AriammSy   an  Arab  emir,  affifted  Pompey  in  his  expeditien

eople,  notwithftanding  the  elForts  of  the  Romans  to  cnflave 

hem,  may  be  colleded  from  A^pian.    For  ho  informs  us, 

hat  neither  Marcius  Pbilippus  nor  Lentulus  MarciUinus^  who 

;overned  Syria  in  the  years  60.  and  59.  could  put  a  flop  to 

he  depredations  of  the  Arabs.     They  were  then  fo  formida- 

le,  that  the  whole  Roman  power  in  the  Eaft  was  not  able  to 

educe  them*     5.  As  the  Romans  at  this  jundure  did  not  re- 

uce  Arabia  Petraa  to  the  form  of  a  Roman  province,  as  they 

ad  before  done  Syria^  it  is  clear  to  demonftration,  that  nei- 

\fit  Pompey^  Scaurus^  Pbilippus  ^  Marcellinusy  nor  Gabinius^ 

i^ho  fucceeded  Marcellinus  in  the  year  58.  ever  thoroughly 

ibjugated  the  Nabatbeans.     So  far  from   it,    that  we  find 

hem  a£ting  as  a  free  people,  almoft  from  the  very,  moment 

hat  Pompey  left  Arabia.     They  treated  the  Roman  fubje<Eb  as 

nemies,  before  that  general's  departure  out  of  Afia^  and  for 

rveral  years  after,   without  meeting  with  any  confiderable 

beck ;  than  which  a  fuller  proof  of  their  independency  oa 

ic  Romans^  even  during  P^/ti^^'s  greateft  flow  of  profperity, 

innot  be  offered  I. 

That  Aretas^  indeed,  might  make  fome  coi^ceffions,  and 
ly  a  certain  fort  of  homage,  to  Pompeyy  when  at  Petray  we 
lall  not  take  upon  u?  abfolutely  to  deny.  But  this  will  not 
t  all  afFe£l  the  fubjed  of  our  prefect  inquiry.     The  queflion 

not,  whether  the  IJhmaelite  Arabs  were  ever  harafTed,  and 
ff-ced  to  be  fomething  more  complaifant  to  a  formidable 
eighbour,  than  their  rough  difpofition  naturally  prompted  them 
\  be  ;  but  whether  they  wer^  ever  completely  conquered, 
id  thoroughly  fubjugated,  by  any  foreign  power  ?  Not  whe* 
er  Areta%  was  obliged  to  make  fome  fort  of  fubmif&on  to 
9mpiy  \  but  whether  his  country  was  ever  annexed  to  the 
oman  empire  ?  And  this  we  may  hold  in  the  negative,  not- 
ithftanding  Pompey*%  expedition  into  Arabia.  That  they  were 
inquifbed  by  Cyrus  and  Cambyfesy  but  yet  were  never  fubje£l 
>  the  Per/tans y  has  been  already  obferved  from  Herodotus*". 

After  Gabinius  had  defeated  Alexander  near  mount  Ta-  ffi^g  Arabs 
r,  with  the  lofs  of  ten  thoyifand  men,  he  marched  againfl  remain  tm^ 
le  Nabatbeans',  and,    having   routed   them,  returned  b^ck  ^nquered

He  had  not,  therefore,  time  to  make 
hfire  Cb.  any  confiderable  conquefts  in  Arabia.  And  that  fome,  at 
48.  leaft,  of  the  Jrabs  were  independent  in  48.  fcven  years  arftcr 

this  invafion  happened,  csinpot,  as  we  apprehend,  be  denied. 
For,  in  that  year,  Antipater  the  Idumean^  by  intreaty  and 
perfuafion,  prevailed  upon  feveral  Arab  emirs,  as  well  as  the 
free  cities  of  Syria  and  Pheepicia^  to  fupply  Cafir  with  a 
body  of  auxiliary  troops.    Alcaudonius  likewife,  an  Arab  king, 
advanced  three  years    after  to  Apamiay    where  BaJJiis  was 
cooped  up  by  a  body  of  Cafar*s  troops  ;  and,  in  conjunfiion 
with  xb^  Parthian  forces  under  the  command  of  Paconu^ 
forced  the  Cafarians  to  raife  the  fiege  of  that  place  ^. 
Malchns        Malchus,    or  Al  Malk,  reigned   in  Arabia  Petraa 
mn  Arab    about  forty  years  before  the  birth  of  Chrift;     Atid  that  he  wa£ 
independ'    independent  on  the  Romans^  may  be  inferred  from  Jefephus 
int prince   ^^it  Jewijh  hiftorian.    .  Nay,  the  word  Malchusy  or  Al  Malk^ 
in  the  year  j^f^j^-  (^^^^^  ^q  imply  this,  fince  it  may  be  confidered  as  equi- 
4^*  valent  to  the  iingy  or  the  great  king.     And  that  fome  of  the 

Arab  princes  are  mentioned  in  hiitory  by  the  name  of  their 
office,  as  well  as  that  of  their  per fon,  may  be  eafily  evinced  ^. 
The  fame  In  the  year  preceding  the  Chrlftian  aera  34.  Amony  would 
prince  un-  have  obliged  Malchus  to  cede  to  Cleopatra  fome  diftrids  of 
fubduedin  Jrabia  Petraa  bordering  upon  Egypt,  This  Malchus  would 
3*'  by  no  means  agree  to.   However^  as  he  had  fome  appfehenfion 

of  Antony^  he  paid  that  princefs  a  certain  tribute  for  thofc 
diftrifts,  whilft  the  triumvir  continued  in  the  zenith  of  his 
power.  But,  when  he*  found  him  involved  in  a  war  with 
OSlaviuSy  he  refufed  any  farther  payment  ;  upon  which  An* 
tony  ordered  Herod  to  march  againft  him.  Herod  having 
entered  Arabiay  the*  two  kings  came  to  a  general  aAion. 
Malchus  was  overthrown  ;  but,  in  afecond  engagement,  he 
gave  the  Jiwijh  prince  a  irgnal  defeat.  However,  loiing  two- 
battles  afterwards,  he  was  neceifitated  to  make  propofals  for 
an  accommodation  ;  and  Herod  feems  to  have  granted  him  a 
peace,  upon  his  promife  to  pay  Cleopatra  the  former  tribute. 
Bet  that  he  made  a  ceffion  of  any  part  of  His  dominions  by 
this  treaty,  which  was  concluded  in  the  year  32.  cithtr  to  He- 
rod or  Cleopatra^  we  have  not  the  leaft  reafon  to  believe  ^ 
Andalfr^  Malchus  ftiil  continued  to  govern  the  Nhbatheans  in 
30.-  the  year  30.  and  was  undoubtedly  then  an  independent  prinCe.

Xi  can  fcarce  be  ck^ubted,  but  that  Jtuguftus  remitted 
the  tribute  paid  to  CUppatra^  if  it  had  ever  before  been-  paid  ; 
n^b,  indeed>  cannot  be  certainly  cotlefled  from  any  good 
author*  For,  about  feven  years  after^  Ohdas^  or  AbdJradd^ 
kjng  of  the  NabathianSf  and  fuccefibr  to  Malchus^  was  in  a 
ftate  of  afnit^r  with  the  Romans ;  though,  by  the  treachery  of 
his  prime  minifter  Sylhus^  with  whom  Obod^s  bimfelf  was 
fufpe^led.like^ife  tp  concur,  Mints  GmHus  mifcarried.  in  the. 
expedition  he  undertook  againft  the  aromatifcrous  parts  of 
Aabia.  For  a  farther  account  of  that  expedition,  we  muft 
bf^  leave  to  refer  our  reiaders  to  the  hiftory  of  the  Arabs^ 
From  what  has  been  there  advanced  we  may  infer,  that  nei« 
t^c^  the  northern  nor  fouthern  Arabs  had  beta  broiigbt  under 
tl)e  domination  of-  any  foreign  power,  as  latt  aa  the  year  pre* 
ceding  the^  Ghrifiiau  aera  23  "*• 

It  muft  be  owned,  indeed,  that,  after  the  death  of  Obo-  Obodas, 
das^  who  was  poi/boed  by  SyllstUy  Auguftus  pretended  to  tht Acajfir  /» 
rigfit.  of  impofing  a  new  king  upon  the  Nabatheans.     But,  Malchus^ 
(lotwithftanding  that,  pretenfion,    it  is  certain   thofe  Arabs  ^^dtpend- 
placed  on  the.  throne  of  the  deceafed  one  Mneasy  without  ^^^^'^ 
making  apy  manner  of  application  to  Auguftus  on  that  head,  '^^^*  , 
or  even  waiting  at  all  his  pleafure  about  it*    The  new  king 
aflumed  the  name  of  H^nth^  or  Al  Haretbj  in  Greek  Arttasy 
immpdiately  after  his  acceifion  ;  which  happened  about  feven 
year?  befDre  the  birth  ofCbrift*    Nor  was  this  election  ever 
reveried  by  Auguftus^  though  he  was  at  firft  fo  much  incenfed 
both  againft  the  thbatheans  and  their  new  king,  that  the 
followin^.year  he  propofed  to  attempt  his  expuUion  out  of - 
Arabia*    6ut,  I^  never  milking  fucb  an  attempt,  he  left  the 
Arabs  in  poflefion  of  their  independency,  which,  through  the 
CQurfe  of  fo  many  agies,  tbey  had  uninterruptedly  enjoyed  «• 

That  tht Romans  had  not. conquered  Arabia  when  their  Ji^  ^^f^bf 
forces  in  the  Eaft  fwore  allegiance  to  Vgffaftan^  appears  from  remmn  m- 
TfcitMS*    For,  according  to  that  hifterian,  thofe  forces,  con- /mbdued  /» 
fiftiog  of  nine  legioma*  were  then  cantoned  in  Syria ^  Judaa^  the  time  •/ 
aod  ^gypt^    Noi;.the  leaft  mention  is  madeJ)y  him  of  Arabia^  Vcfpafian. 
either  as  a  Rman  province,  a  tributary  kin^om,  or  a  ftate 
in  alliaiKe  with  R»mi^    Fcom  fo  profound  a  ftlence  we  may, 
therefore,  conclude,   that  the  Nabathean  Ar^abs^  who  were  > 
neighbours  to  Vefpifuxn^  had  no  dependence  then  either  upon*, 
the  Romans^  or  any  other  power.     The  little  notice  taken  of

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them  by  Jofipbus  at  this  juncture  ftrengthens  likewife  Che  au* 
thority  of  Tacitus.  Nor  can  it  well  be  fuppofcd,  that  the 
Nabatheans  (hould  have  been  fubdued  by  Tiberiusy  Caius^ 
Claudius^  NiTAy  Galba^  Othoy  or  Fitellius.  For  Tiberius  was 
fo  infamoufly  negligent  of  the  public  aflFairs,  as  to  fend  no 
lieutenants  for  the  government  of  Spain  and  Syria^  for  feveral 
years  ;  to  let  Armenia  be  over- run  by  the  Parthiansy  Matjia 
hy  the  Dacians  and  Sarmatiansy  and  almoft  all  Gaul  by  the 
Girmans.  Caius  exceeded  his  predecefTor  in  all  manner  of 
debauchery,  was  much  inferior  to  him  in  every  thing  relating 
martial  affairs,  and  did  nothing  but  make- a  mock-expedi- 
tion againft  the  Germans.  Claudius  did  fcarce  any  thing  but 
conquer  Britahty  and  that  chiefly  by  the  valour  of  his  lieute* 
nants  Oftorius  Scapuhy  Aulus  Plauttusy  and  Vefpajian*  Ner$ 
only  reduced  the  kingdom  of  Pontusy  and  the  Cottian  Alps^ 
into  the  form  of  a  Roman  province  j  nor  indeed  can  the  Rm- 
man  arms  be  fuppofed  to  have  made  any  confiderable  progrds 
under  a  prince  who  neither  hoped  for  nor  defired  the  inlarge* 
ment  of  the  empire.  And,  as  for  the  fhort  reigns  of  Galba^ 
Othoy  and  VitelliuSy  the  republic  was  fo  far  from  extending 
Its  frontiers  under  the  difturbances  of  them,  that  they  muft 
have  proved  fatal  to  it,  had  it  not  been  feafonabiy  relieved  by 
the  happy  management  of  Vefpajian.  So  that  we  have  not 
the  leaft  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  Romans  poflfeiTed  them- 
felvcs  of  any  part  of  Arabiay  before  that  excellent  prince,  at 
the  defire  of  the  provincial  armies,  afpired  to  the  empire  ^> 
Anddttrini  Thouo»  Vefpafian  made  it  his  whole  bufmefs  to  x^Soxm 
thereigm  the  abufes  crept  both  into  the  city  and  ftate  by  the  Jic^n- 
9ftbat  em-  tioufnefs  of  the  late  times,  he  did  not  annex  Arabia  to  the 
feror.  Rtman  empire.  For  he  added  on'y  nine  provinces  to  that 
empire,  none  of  which  was  Arabia  y  nor  does  it  appear  from 
hiftory,  that  he  ever  invaded  that  country.  Titusy  his  fon  and  - 
fucceflbr,  fignalized  himfelf  in  the  famous  fiege  of  Jeni/atemy 
and  intirely  overturned  the  J^lfi  ft^te  ;  but  did  nothing 
confiderable  in  other  parts.  Domitian*%  principal,  if  not  ooly, 
atchievements,  meriting  the  attention  of  an  hiftorian,  were 
the  fubjugation  of  the  Cattiy  Daciy  and  Sarmatians^  in  four 
expeditions,  and  the  extin£Hon  of  a  civil  war.  Nervjy  tbo* 
a  perfon  of  great  virtue  and  abilities,  reigned  too  fhort  a  time 
to  make  any  confiderable  acquifition.  None  of  the  four  laft 
princes,  therefore,  can  with  any  colour  of  reafon  be  fuppo(ed

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to  have  rendered   the  Nabaihaan  Arabs  dependent  on  the 
Rmans^. 

But  what  proved  too  difficult  a  ta(k  for  any  of  the  afore-  At  alfo  to 
iaid  emperors  may  feem  to  have  been  eiFe£led  in  the  reign  of  ^be  timtef 
Trajan,  according  to  Dh.    For  (bme  have  inferred  from  that  Trajan. 
aucbor^  that  the  eighth  year  of  this  reign  was  famous  for  the 
redudion  of  Arabia  Pitraa  by  Aulus  Comilius  Palma  the 
Rman  preiident  of  Syria.    Eufebius  alfo  relates,  that  the  in* 
habitants  of  Petra  and  Boftra  computed  their  time  from  this 
year,  in  v^ch  their  country  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  firft 
annexed  to  the  Roman  empire.    Nay,  Arriah^  EutropiuTy  Lu- 
aoM^  and  Dio^  intimate,  that  Trajan  conquered  even  Arabia 
FeUx ;  and  this  feems  alfo  to  be  fuggefted  by  fome  medak 
ftruck  after  the  fourteenth  year  of  his  reign.     Which  if  we 
admit,  it  is  plain,  notwithftanding  what  has  been  advanced^ 
that  the  I/bmaelite  Arabs  could  not  maintain  their  independency 
againft  the  Ramans  9. 

fiuT,  however  formidable  thefe  authorities  may  at  firft  Tbi  Arabs 
fight  appear,  upon  examination  they  will  be  found  to  be  of  n^tfubju- 
very  little  weight.    Nor  is  anything  more  implied  by  thei^^^^h 
pauages  here  referred  to,  than  that  fome  of  the  Arabs  were  Trajan, 
obliged  to  pay  a  certain  fort  of  homage  to  theeovernor  of  Syria. 
For  that   the  Romans  did  not  poflefi  themielves  of  the  whole 
peninfula  of  the  Arabs^  nor  reduce  the  defcendents  of  IJbmael 
to  the  fhte  of  a  conquered  people  in  the  time  ofTrajan,  may, 
we  perfuade  ourfelves,  be  concluded  extremely  probable  from 
the  following  confiderations. 

I.  It  cannot  be  inferred  from  any  of  die  afbrefaid  authors, 
that  either  Trajan  or  Pabna  left  a  Roman  garifon  in  Pitra^ 
or  any  forces  in  Arabia  Pitneay  to  awe  the  Nabatb^ans. 
Nay,  from  the  filence  of  thofe  authors,  the  contrary  feems  to 
appear.  As,  therefore,  fuch  gariibns  and  forces  were  kept 
in  Epptf  Syria,  and  other  provinces,  to  prevent  the  inhabit- 
ants from  (baking  off  the  Roman  yoke  ;  it  muft  naturally  be 
prefumed,  that  the  country  of  the  Nabatbaans  was  not  upon 
the  fame  foot  with  thofe  provinces  in  the  reign  of  Trajan  ^

This  will  not  amount  to  a  clear  implication,  that  he 
either  conquered  Arabia  Petraa^  or  made  himfelf  mafter  of 
Petra.  For  a  full  proof  of  which  it  will  be  fufficient  to 
produce  what  that  author,  on  this  occafion,  relates  of  Palma  : 

3.  Supposing  we  were  to  underftand  this  paflage  of  Di$ 
of  all  Arabia  Petraa,  yet  it  will  not  prove,  that  the  Romans 
reduced  to  fcrvitude  the  Arabs,  the  expreffion  itfelf  not  being 
ftroneer  than  one  made  ufe  of  by  Xempbon  relating  to  the 
reduaion  of  Arabia  by  Cyrus,  which  we  have  {hewn  not  to 
evince  the  fubjugation  of  the  Arabs  by  that  conqueror  <. 

4.  EusEBius  indeed  relates,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Petra 
and  Boftra  reckoned  their  time  from  the  eighth  year  of  9Vu- 
jan  ;  but  he  fays  not  a  word  of  the  redu  Aion  of  Petra  by  that 
prince' ». 

5.  The  coins  ftruck  in  the  eighth  year  of  Trajan,  exhibit- 
ing the  legends  ARABIA  AUGUST.  PROVINCIAL 
ARAB.  ADQUIS.  fsTr.  can  only  be  fuppofed  to  extend 
to  that  part  of  Arabia  fubdued  by,  or  rather  forced  to  ac- 
knowlege  the  fupcriority  of,  the  Roman  arras.  They  will  by 
no  means  prove,  that  the  whole  kingdom  of  Arabia  Petraa 
was,  in  the  time  we  arc  fpeaking  of,  a  province  of  the  Romam 
empire  ^. 

6.  The  utmoft  t*at  can  be  inferred  from  the  authon  here 
.    cited  is,  that  fome  of  the  IJhmoiUte  Arabs,  in  order  to  avoid 

greater  inconveniences,  made  fuch  a  fubmiflion  to  Palma  as 
their  anceftors  bad  done  to  P$mpey  ;  which,  as  wc  havelhcwn, 
did  not  in  the  leaft  affcfl  their  independency  «. 

7.  Nothing  can  be  a  more  glaring  inftance  of  the  Reman 
vanity  in  the  reign  of  Trajan,  than  fome  coins  of  that  prince 
ftill  prefcrved  in  the  cabinets  of  the  curious,  exhibitmg  the 
legends  IND.

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Some  of  them  were  even  fanguine  enough  to  give  out,  that 
he  fuMucd  i^e  Indians :  and  yet  it  does  not  appear*  from  hi- 
ftory,  that  he  ever  undertook  fuch  an  expedition ;  nay,  from 
hiftory,  the  conti^ry  to  this  appears.  So  that,  notwithftand- 
ir>g  the  pompous  legends  on  Trajan*s  coins,  it  is  highly  proba- 
ble, that  this  emperor  never  penetrated  into  the  interior  part 
of  Arabia  Felixy  but  only  took  fonie  maritim  towns  on  the 
coaft  of  that  region.  Nay,  nothing  more  than  this  can  be 
inferred  from  the  authors  cited  here ;  nor  do  we  remember, 
that  any  travelers  ever  difcovered  there  the  fainteft  traces  of 
the  Romans  y.

For  Perfta  and  Parthia^  notwithftanding  the  blows  they 
might  have  received  from  the  Rsmansj  never  found  themfelves 
in  fuch  a  fituation  ^. 

9*  It  is  plain  from  Lueiarij  and  from  what  we  have  already 
advanced,  that  Arabia  Feli»y  if  it  was  ever  a  Roman  province, 
could  not  have  been  fubdued  before  the  nineteenth  year  of 
Trajan.  And  this  is  confirmed  by  fome  coins  that  might  have 
been  ftruck  that  very  year.  But  then  the  Romans  were  fo  for 
from  being  in  pofleffion  of  Arabia  Felixj  or  having  reduced 
it  to  a  Romian  province,  that  they  were  not  maftera  of 
Arabia  Deferta  and  Petreta^  countries  much  nearer,  and 
even  cont^uous  to,  their  Afiatic  dominions*  For,  in  left 
than  a  year  afterwards,  Trajan  invaded  the  territory  of 
the  Hagaremsj  a  nation  fettled  in  one  of  tbofe  regions. 
The  coins,  therefore,  above^nentioned,  exhibiting  on  their 
reverfes  the  legoids  ARABIA  CAPTA  S.  C.  ARAB. 
ADQUIS.  S.  C«  l^c.  prove  nothing  but  the  vain  difpo- 
fition  of  die  Romans.  Nor  wiU  any  one  moderatelv  verfed 
in  the  Roman  hiflory  be  furprifed  at  thofe  fulfome  legends, 
fince  at  this  very  time,  according  to  Eufebius^  the  Ra^ 
mans  bad  the  vanity  to  brag,  that  they  had  brought  even 
India  itlelf  under  fubje^on  j  which  amounts  to  an  ample 
proof,  that  their  coins  in  the  prefent  point  are  not  at  all  to 
be  depended  upon.  Nay,  this  moft  plainly  appears  from  fome 
other  coins  of  the  very  year  we  are  now  upon,  which  on  their 
reveries  exhibit  PARTHIA  CAPTA,  fefr.  whereas  P^r- 
thia  was  never  reduced  to  zRtman  province,  nor  confequently 
brought  into  a  ftate  of  fervitude  by  Trojan,  as  will  more  fully 
appear  from  what  has  been  already  obferved,  both  Jn  the  hi- 
ftory  of  the  Romans  and  that  of  the  Parfhians  ».

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1^  upon  the  Rei  Sea^  near  the  maritim  provinces  of  India. 
Tiie  whole  pafla^  runs  thus  :  Afterwards  he  reduced  Arabia 
to  the  form  of  a  Roman  trovime^  and  fitted  out  a  fleet  upon 
the  Red  Sea,  that  he  might  ravage  the  borders  ^  India.  From 
whence  we  may  infer,  that  Eutropiui*s  Arabia  was  only  feme 
maritim  diftrifb  of  Arabia  Felix  on  the  coaft  of  the  Red  Sea^ 
whole  fituation  favoured  Trajan*s  prcjeA  of  having  a  fleet  on 
th%t  fea,  for  the  purpofe  above-mentioned.  So  that,  were 
Eutropius*s  authority  not  inferior  to  that  of  Dioj  as  it  moft 
certainly  is,  it  would  only  render  probable  Trajan^s  pofleffion 
of  (bme  maritim  diftri£b  of  Jhrahia  Felix  on  the  Red  Sea  ; 
which  it  was  an  eafy  matter  for  the  Romans  to  dignify  with 
the  name  of  a  province.  And  that  in  fad  this  was  the  cafe, 
appean  not  only  from  what  has  been  already  advanced,  but 
likewife  from  fome  good  authors,  who  mention  the  places  in 
Arabia  Felix  fubjeA  to  Trajan^  and  whom  it  will  be  highly 
proper  for  our  curious  readers  to  confult  on  thb  occafson^. 

J  I.  That  Trajan  never  thoroughly  fettled  the  Roman 
government  either  in  Partbia,  Atefopotamiaj  or  Armenia^  is 
manifeft  from  hence,  diat,  immediately  after  that  prince,y  " 
departure  from  the  army  in  the  £aft,  aU  thofe  countries  rt- 
volted  from  the  Romans.  But  the  Hagarenes^  a  very  conft- 
derable  Arab  nation,  and  the  defcendents  of  IJhmael^  had  be- 
fore declared  agatnft  him.  In  the  eighteenth  or  nineteenth 
year  of  his  reign,  diey  aflerted  their  independency  ;  which  is 
an  undeniable  proo^  that  thev  had  either  never  been  con« 
quered  by  Trajan^  or  that  he  had  never  fuRy  eftabltihed  the 
IS^mtf »  government  among  them.  Whethef,  therefore,  they  . 
had  revolted  from  f^e  Romans^  asfeems  to  be  infinuated  by 
Dio^  or  bad  never  made  any  fort  of  fubmiffion  to  them,  it 
plainly  appears,  that  the  Romans  had  never  any  great  influence 
in  their  country,  ^nd'thereforewe  cannot  contider  them  as 
fubjugated  by  Trajan^'  *Tfaey  not  only  refufed  ^  recognition  of 
his  authority,  but  baffled  his  whole  power,  repelled  all  his  efforts 
againfl  their  capital  dty,^and  forced  him  at  lad  to  retire  with 
ihame  into  his  own  dominions  ^.

Adriaiu      fubjugate  the  Jrabs^  we  have  little  reafon  to  believe,    that 
fuch  an  acquificion  as  Arabia  was  made  to  the  empire  in  the 
time  of  his  fucceflbr  Adrian.    That  emperor  was  fo  far  from 
extending  his  frontiers,  that  h:  abandoned  three  of  the  pro- 
vinces taken  in  by  his  predecefTor,  and  contented  himfelf  with 
£xing  the  bounds  of  his  dominions  on  that  fide  at  the  Eu- 
phratis.    We  find  indeed,  that  Adrian  vifited  that  part  of

The  army  he  commanded  on  this  /uz^^f 
occafion  was  extremely  numerous,  and  furniihed  with  a.yaft  Atnu 
train  of  military  engines  invented  by  Prifcusy  the  moft  cele- 
brated mechanic  of  his  age.  This  enterprize  was  undertaken 
by  Severusy  to  chaftize  the  Jrahs  for  affifting  Niger  ;  but  it 
did  not  meet  with  the  defired  fuccefs.  For  he  was  repulfed 
at  the  iirft  attack,  and  forced  afterwards  to  raife  the  fiege. 
Some  circumftances  attending  both  this  expedition  and  that  of 
7n?ya«  plainly  indicate  the  Arabs  to  have  been  preferved  by  the 
interpofition  of  a  divine  over-ruling  power.  As  thefe  cir- 
cumftances  have  been  handed  down  to  us  by  pagan  authors 
of  good  reputation,  they  deferve  the  attention  of  all  fober 
fceptics  and  unbelievers,  if  any  fuch  perfons  are  to  be  found 
.  in  Chriftian  countries.  For,  with  regard  to  Chrifiians  of  all 
denominations,  if  they  adhere  to  their  own  principles,  and

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forces  to  affift  the  R$mans  ;  and  it  was  principally  by  their  ^ 
bravery  that  the  barbarians  were  forced  to  retire.    This  muft 
be  allowed  a  convincing  proof  both  of  the  valour  and  free- 
dom of  the  Arabs  in  diat  age  '• 

About  the  year  of  Chrift  411.  the  Saraansj  or  IJbmoil' Jmd  in tbt 
ite  Arabs,   committed  great  diforden  upon  the  frontiers  of jmt  tf 
Egjpty  Paheftine,  Photnicia^  wnASyrioj  without  oppofition;^^- 411. 
but  foon  retired  of  their  own  accord.    Than  which  there 
cannot  be  oflFered  a  ftroi^r  argument  both  of  their  independ- 
ency at  that  time  upon,  and  hoftile  difpoiition  towards,  the 
R$nuins^, 

In  the  retgn  of  Tbi§dtfius^  Alanumdarus,  or  Al  Mondar,  At  mlfi  m 
with  a  numerous  army,   affifted  the  Pirjians  againft  that^^^^^ 
prince.    But  the  greateft  part  of  bis  Arabs ,  being  feized  with  J^^^^Nlq* 
an  unaccountable  panic,  threw  themfelves  belong  into  the"*^ 
Euphratesy  where  they  are  (aid  to  have  perifhed  to  the  num- 
ber of  100,000  men.    However,  we  do  not  find,  that   the 
Romans  took  any  advantage  of  this  Mow,  nor  that  the  Arabs 
were  greatly  weakened  by  it.    For,  that  they  foon  recovered 
from  it,  feems  to  be  evinced  \y}  their  making  another  irruption 
into  the  Rmmn  empire  about  the  year  452.    They  were, 
however,  driven  then  into  dieir  own  dominions  by  the  troops 
of  Mardan,  and  obiiffed  to  conclude  a  peace  with  that  prince* 
But  that  they  ceded  any  confiderable  extent  of  territory  to 
bim,  does  no- where  appear.    They  were,  therefore,  at  th» 
time  independent  on  the  Romansy  and  ought  to  be  confidered 
not  as  fubje^,  but  allies,  of  the  Perfians  *. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  fixth  centurv,  another  Arab  ^^f^fn^ 
prince  of  the  Mondar  family  fided  with  the  PirfianSy  and  didA^/  'Mr 
incredibk  damage  to  the  Rmans.    He  haralTed  them  for  fifty  ^^gi^ 
yesun  together,  and  ravaged  all  their  territories  fix>m  the  bor-  ^«^«^ 
ders  of  Egypt  to  the  confines  of  Mifipetamia.    In  fine,  none'J.(*f  ^^ 
of  the  ^/R^ff  generals,  nor  any  of  the  Arab  emirs  in  die  in-S;     ^ 
tereft  of  the  Komansy  could  ever   make  head  againfl  hhn.  **"*°^ 
However,  the  Arabs  of  Syria  and  Irak  at  this  time,  and  even 
till  the  birth  of  Mohammidy  frequently  committed  hoftilities 
againft  one  another.    Thofe  of  Iraky  forming  the  kingdctfa 
of  Hiray  efpouled  the  intereft  of  the  Perfians ;  as  thofe  of 
Sham  or  Syrioy  under  the  kings  of  Ghajfhn^  did  that  of  the 
Romans.    Bat  that  neither  the  former  were  fubjefb  to  the

feveral  writers  of  good  authoriiy.     As  for   the  kingdom  of 
Hcjazy  where  the  greateft  part  of  the  IJhmatliUs  fettled  them* 
fclves,  that  the  Arabs  there  ct>ntifiued  tn  a  fiate  of  independ- 
ency, from  the  days  of  IJhmatl  to  the  birth  of  the  famous 
impoftor  MAammedy  who  was  one  of  them,    appears  not 
only  from  what  has  been  already  advanced  in  this  diifertation, 
but  from  the  concurring  tefiimooy  of  the  btfl  and  mod  au- 
thentic of  the  Oriental  hifiorians  o. 
Andtothi     II.  Mohammed  made  himfelf  mailer  of  the  whole  pe- 
diffolutiort  ninfulaof  the  Arabs  in  the  year  631.  and  laid  the  foundations 
of  tig  8a-  of  an  empire  in  many  refpc£ls  equal  to  that  of  the  Ramans. 
jracen^MH  This  formidable  power,  which,  liice  a  deluge,  overwhelmed 
f^'      '  at  once  both  the  eaftern  and  weilern  pare  of  the  world,  con- 
tinued above  three  hundred  yegLts,     Sj  that  till  towards  the 
middle  of  the  tenth  century,-  the  Arabs  were  not  only  in  pof* 
•feffion  of  their  own  country,  but  likewife  of  a  very  confider- 
able  part  of  the  then  known  world  p. 
Thy  an        Th£  Saracen  empire  at  diat  time  failing,  (everal  governors 
/ree  in  the.oi  its  provinces  (et  up  for  tbemfelves.     However,  the  Arabs 
time  of  Siit  SdW  kept  pbflei&on  of  their  peninfula.     Nay,  thH;)ugh,  after 
ladin.        the  diflblution  of  the  Saracen  empire,  the  pow^r  of  Meham- 
med^%  immediate  fucceflbrs  was  divided  among  the  aforefaid 
governors,   ufurping  tb^  Sovereign  s^^thority,   each  in  their 
feveral  diftriSs ;  yet  the  fovereigaty  of  the  Arabs  may  be 
confidered  as  prevailing  in  alt^be  countries  poAefled  by  tbofe 
princes.     Nor  have  we  the  leaA  reafon  to  fuppofe,  that  the 
Jrabs  ever  received  any  foreign  yoke  before  thersign  of  Sakh- 
din^. 

That  prince,  who  aflumed  the  title  of  Sultan^  or  Soltan^ 
fucceeded  Eladidy  the  laft  khalif  of  Egypt.  Saladim  fent  his 
brother  Touransjah^  with  a  powerful  army,  •  to  redi^e  the 
kingdom  of  Yamany  which  then. obeyed  the  ufurper  Abdilhabi. 
Touransjah^  having  overthrown  ^^d^l^^bi^  and  J/ffir  prince 
of  Adenj  and  taken  both  of  them  prifoa^s>  Jm<\c  hio^elf

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mailer  of  Taman^  or  rather  a  confiderable  part  of  that  cotm- 
try,  according  to  Abulfeda.  That  he  did  not  reduce  the 
whole  country,  may  be  inferred  from  Ahulftda^  and  from 
what  followed  there  foon  after  this  exptdition.  For^  accord- 
ing to  the  Arab  hiftorian,  Tourantjah  pofltfled  bimfelf  of  a 
ctH^fiderable  part  of  Taman  only  ^  and  from  the  fame  author 
it  aj^earSy  that  the  governors  Touransjah  left  behind  bun  there 
were  {o  independent  boih  on  him  and  Sakdinj  that  the  ful* 
tan  found  liimfelf  obliged  to  fend  an  army  under  fhe  command 
of  his  brother  Sniphol  IJhm  to  reduce  them,  nine  years  after 
the  former  invafion.  In  fiae,  after  the  death  of  Touransjahj 
which  happened  in  the  year  of  the  Hejra  576.  Esizoddin  Oth" 
man  governor  of  Aden  and  Hettan  Ehn  Monkid  governor  of 
Zabii  feem  to  have  aiTerted  their  independency,  and  to  have 
acknowleged  no  fuperior,  till  they  were  conquered  by  Saibbol 
J  flam.  But  fuppofing  that  they  always  coniidercd  Saladtn  as 
their  fovereign,  yet,  as  they  prefided  only  ovf r  tlie  diftrids  of 
ZabiJ  and  Aden  we  can  only  infer,  from  the  Aiccefs  which 
attended  Salphol  Iflam^  that  he  made  hlmfelf  mafter  of  fome 
of  the  maricim  parts  of  Taman.  Be  that  as  it  will>  tht  Arabs 
of  Taman  at  this  jundure  were  not  under  the  domination  of 
any  foreign  power.  For,  though  both  SaUdin  and  Saipbol 
JJlam,  were  Curds  by  birth,  yet  they  were  rendered  Arabs  by 
their  education,  language^  difpofmop,  nuuinen,  polity,  lite- 
rature, and  religion  r. 

But  the  bulk  of  IflymaiT^  defcendents  were  tkcBidowiem^ 
that  inhabited  the  defert  and  uncultivated  parts  of  Arabia^ 
which  correfponded  with  the  Arabia  PHr^a  apd  Arabia  Df 
Jerta  of  the  antients.  Thefe  went  under  the  denomination 
of  Ifmaelites  even  in  the  days  of  Saladin,  were  then  a  free 
people,  and  lived  under  the  government  of  their  emirs,  as 
they  had  all  along  done,  and  as  they  do  at  this  day.  The 
fultan  was  fo  far  from  being  able  to  conquer  them,  that  onee 
or  twice  be  was  in  the  moft  imminent  danger  of  being  cut  off 
by  them.  Sevcural  of  their  emirs  alfo  affifted  him  in  his  wars 
againft  the  Franks^  as  free  and  independent  princes.  This, 
and  much  more  to  our  prefent  purpofe,  would  the  limjts  we 
have  here  prefcribed  ourfelves  permit  us  to  be  prolix  on  the 
prefent  occafion,  might  be  proved  from  Bohadin  and  Abulfeda^ 
not  to  mention  others  of  the  moft  celebrated  Oriental  hifto* 
rians  «.

to  have  been  in  pofleffion  of  only  part  of  that  fine  country. 

Be  that  as  it  will,  neither  Yaman^  nor  any  other  part  of  the 

peninfula  of  the  Arehs^  was  then  fubjeft  to  foreigners.    So 

fur  from  it,  that  the  Arabs  are  reprefented  as  lords  of  the  Eaft 

titl  thfc  vear  of  the  H^ra  656.  when  Hulaiuf^it  Tartar  put 

a  perioa  to  the  empire  of  Al  Mo/ia*fem  EMol  Moftanfer^  the 

laft  khalif  of  Baghdad.  For,  till  then,  the  djnafty  of  the  Arabs ^ 

or  MiJUmsy  prevailed  in  the  Eaft^  according  to  jttu'l  Fara^

cffors.       2„(]  ^25  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Abaka  Khan.    That  prince 

reigned  feventeen  years,  and  then  left  the  government  of  his 

exteafive  dominions  to  Ahmed  Khan^   one  of  his  brothers. 

Ahtfud  having  been  depofed,  after  a  (hort  reign  of  two  years, 

Argun  Khan^  the  fon  of  Abaka^  mounted  the  throne.    All 

thefe  princes  were  very  formidable  in  the  Eaft ;  but  the  Orien* 

tal  hiftorians  have  not  infornled  us,  that  any  of  them  ever 

made  the  leaft  impreffion  upon  the  Arabs.    Nay,  it  does  not 

appear  from  the  Tartar  hiftorisn  Abu' I  Ghazi  Bahadur  Khau^ 

that  the  dependents  of  Jenghiz  Khan  bad  any  intercourfe  or 

correfpondence  with  the  Jrabs  ;  which  (G)  amounts  to  a 

very  ftrong  prefumptioo,  that  none  of  the  aforefaid  Tartar  or 

Mogul  Icings  reduced  to  their  obedience  the  more  civilized

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Argum^  Giyatho^ddin  Chodabandah  Mohammed  the  fon  of  Ar-  indefurd- 
/*»,  and  Ah  Said  Bahadur.     None  of  thcfe,  as  far  as  wc  ineytiUtbe 
can  coUeA  from  the  Orimtal  writers,  ever  attempted  to  make  dtath  of 
any  conquefts  in  Arabia.    Upon  the  extindton  of  the  Tartar  Tamer- 
line,  which  happened  by  the  death  of  Abu  Said  Bahadur  Khan  ^^- 
at  Karabagaj  in  the  year  of  the  Hejrajib.  Hulaku's  empire 
was  divided  into  feveral  kffer  ftates.    The  Tartars^  therefore, 
made  no  confiderable  figure  from  this  period  to  the  reign  of 
Ttmwr  Big^  or  Ttmur  Lenc^  the  tamer  lane  of  the  Europeans  j 
and  coniequently,  during  that  interval,  were  not  in  a  condition 
to  difturb  the  repofe  of  the  Arabs.     Nor  do  we  find,  that  this 
formidable  prince  ever  molefted  them,  though  he  fubdued  and 
gave  law  to  the  Per/tans.    He  died  in  the  year  of  the  Hejra 

The  Tubida  reigned  in  Egypt  about  cighty-one  years,  and 
in  part  at  leaft  of  Taman  for  (ome  time  ;  but  they  were  in  all 
refpeds  Arabs^  as  has  been  already  obferved.  Befides,  the 
IJhmaeUtes  were  intirely  independent  on  them.  The  Bahritt 
Mamluks  fucceeded  the  Tubida^  whofe  Haves  they  were  in 
the  kingdom  of  Egypt  5  as  the  Circaffian  Mamiuis,  Uieir 
defcendents,  did  them.  Their  empire  continued  about  two 
hundred  and  fevent^-five  years ;  but  fo  far  were  they  from 
extending  their  dommions,  that  Egypt  was  little  better  than  a 
fcene  of  blood,  ravages,  rapine,  and  confufiony  during  the 
greateft  part  of  the  time  it  groaned  under  their  yoke.  This 
we  learn  from  Ai  Jannabius  ;  and  it  amounts  to  a  full  proof, 
that  the  Arabs  had  nothing  to  fear  from  them,  even  when  in 
the  zenith  of  their  power  ^. 

Sultan  SeUni  Khauj  the  ninth  emperor  of  the  Tarix,  Sclim  W2/ 
overthrew  the  il/Wiiiem^^^^^  in  Egypt.    He;  firft  dek^ttd  m  c^na^er 
in  a  gr«t  battle  ^IMaiic  Al  EJhraf  AbuU  Nafr  Safio'ddin  Arahil. 
Kanfu  Al  Gaurt^  called  hj  the  Turktjb  hiftorians  fultan  Gau* 
ri^  the  Grcaffian^  at  Mary  Dabek  near  Aleppo  ;  and  afterwards 
Jl  Make  Al  EJhraf  Tumanbai  Al  Jarcaji^  at  Ridanie.  Thefc 
two  vidories,  which  happened  in  the  year  of  the  Hejraq^^* 
put  Silim  in  pofleffion  of  the  kingdom  of  Egypt^  which  has 
ever  fince  groaned  under  the  Turkip)  yoke.    That  Arabia  was 
independent  on  the  Mamluks^  when  Selim  conquered  Egypt^ 
appears  from  hence,  that  the  Arabs  fcnt  a  body  of  troops  to 
affift  Tumanbai^  which  were  to  ad  only  as  auxiliaries  j  and 
that  SeUm  himfelf  acknowleged  fuch  independency.    Nor  can 
we  perfuade  ourfelves,  that  this  Othman  conqueror  ever  greatly

toU  bjr  cbc  Turiijb  biftoriam,  that  fevcral  tribes  of  the  Ar- 
dawaru  fabmicted  Co  bkn,  and  that  ercn  the  fharif  of  Mucm 
bimTcIf  acknowlcged  Us  (brerdgnty  ;  yet  their  aothoricy,  in 
the  poiot  before  us,  is  of  no  great  weight.  Every  body  kiKMirs, 
that  the  Turkijb^  as  well  as  ytrah^  hiflortans  are  lb  ftrongly 
tin&ured  with  hyperbole  and  rhodomontade,  that  their  de* 
fcriptioDS  of  the  great  atchievementa  of  their  heroes  are  not 
always  to  be  taken  in  the  tttiOsA  literal  fenfe.  Befides,  no* 
thing  more  can  be  inferred  from  the  relation  here  hinted  at» 
than  that  fome  of  the  Arab  tribes,  and  the  flurif  of  Mnca^ 
igMfonu  fort  of  homaee  and  fubmiffion  to  the  Othman  fultan, 
after  his  redudion  of  Egypt ;  which  is  not  at  all  inconltftcnt 
with  the  poiot  we  have  in  view.  Fen-,  thou^  this  fbouM  be 
admitud,  it  will  by  no  means  follow,  that  the  Arabs  were 
then  flavcs  to  the  Turks^  or  upon  the  (ame  footing  with  die 
{\xh]t8U  of  the  Otbman  empire.  It  has  been  before  obferved, 
diac,  according  to  Herodotus^  Cyrus  vaoquiflied  die  Arabs  % 
and  yet  that  author  afTures  us^  that  luuther  Cyrus^  nor  his  im« 
mediate  fucceflbrs,  cotild  reduce  them  to  the  ftate  of  fnbfeds. 
Nay,  that  excellent  writer  (peaks  of  the  Arabs  in  general, 
whereas  the  Turkijh  hiftorians  inimuate  only,  that  fome  par* 
ticular  tribes,  and  the  (bar if  of  Mecea^  fubmitted  to  SeUm ; 
fo  that  the  authority  of  the  former  feems  to  bear  harder  upon 
our  fcheme,  than  that  of  the  latter  :  and  yet,  in  reality,  nei- 
ther the  one  nor  the  other  afie&  it.  But,  for  a  farther  il- 
luftration  of  what  is  here  advanced,  we  muft  beg  leave  to 
refer  our  readers  to  a  former  part  of  this  diflertation  ^ 
Kor  hli  That  the  Arabs  were  not  fubdued  by  Stlim^  appears  alfo 
foH  Soli-  ffom  hence,  that  one  of  their  fheikhs  endeavoumi  to  fupport 
*-i  I.  Muftapha  Pajba  in  an  attempt  to  fubjed  Egypt  to  his  domi- 
nion. For  this  happened  but  fix  years  after  the  laft  defeat 
of  the  Circa fftan  Mamluks^  under  the  conduA  of  Tumanbaiy  * 
and  two  only  after  the  death  of  Selim.  Nor  do  we  find, 
that  Soliman  ever  took  vengeance  of  them  for  fo  daring  an 
affront  offered  to  the  Othman  empire.  The  Turkifl)  Mftorians 
inform  us,  that  the  fultan's  admiral,  with  a  body  of  land- 
forces  under  the  command  of  S^iman  Pajha^  annexed  the 
kingdom  of  Taman  to  the  Othman  dominions,  in  the  year  of 
the  Hejra  945.  though,  in  reality,  thofe  troops  only  reduced 
that  part  of  Taman  bordering  on  the  fea  Al  Kol%dm.  But 
fuppohng  that  they  made  themielves  mafters  of  the  whole 
province,  it  will  not  follow  from  thence,  that  they  fubdued

by  cbe  defcendcnts  of  I/hmael^  which  it  is  certain  they  never 
did.  Nay,  the  Turks  thenvfelves  diftineuifti  the  triaft  now  con* 
quered  from  Arabia^  and  even  maKe  it  a  part  of  India  \ 
tnough  in  this,  it  muft  be  owned,  they  run  counter  to  the 
bed  Oriental  geographers  and  hiftorians  '• 

Thb  Bent  Onur^   a  tribe  of  Semite  Arabs  wandering  in  ^hey  re* 
the  deferta  of  Sham,  without  any  fixed  habitations,  in  the  mained 
beginning  of  Selim  the  Second's  reign,  about  the  year  of  the  independ- 
Hejra  975.  made  an  incurfion  into  the  Turkijh  dominions,  tnt  during 
and  laid  wade  a  confideraUe  psrrt  of  the  territory  of  Baghdad,  the  reign 
It  is  true,  thefe  plunderers  were  afterwards  difptrftd  ;  but  rf  Soli- 
they  can   by  no  means  be  faid  to  have  been  then  fubdued.  "^^  I^* 
For  Demetrius  Cantemiry    prince  of    Meldavia^    in  a  note 
upon  the  pailage  now  in  view,  afiures  us,  that  the  Beni  Omcr 
fiy/ometimes  tnly,  out  of  the  produce  of  their  dates,  which 
were  the  fole  fountain  of  their  riches,  a  good  yearly  Turn  to 
the  paflia  of  Baghdad.    Nay,  according  to  that  illuftrious 
author,  they  frequently  ravaged  the  very  fuburbs  of  Bafra, 
Nor  do  the  Turkijh  hiftorians  fo  much  as  infmuate,  that  all, 
or  even  a  confiderable  part,  of  the  Bedoweens,  at  this  time, 
paid  the  leaft  homage  to,  or  acknowleged  any  dependence 
on,  the  Othman  emperor  *. 

In  the  year  of  the  Hejra  977,  the  fliarif  of  the  kingdom 
of  Taman  attacked  the  Turkijh  forces  under  the  command  of 
Murad  Pajha^  beglcrbeg  of  the  Othman  conquefts  there,  and 
put  them  all  to  the  fword.  However,  we  arc  told  by  the 
Turkijh  writers,  how  truly  we  cannot  fay,  that  Sinan  Pajha^ 
in  conjundion  with  Oxdtmir  Ogliy  foon  after,  intirely  defeated 
the  Arahiy  and  reduced  the  whole  country  again  to  the  Othman 
obedience.  But,  admitting  this  for  &S,  which  many  will  not 
fo  eafily  do,  it  cannot  be  irom  hence  inferred,  that  Selim  \h 
polTefled  a  greater  part  of  Arabia  than  his  father  Soliman ; 
but  only  that  he  recovered  a  province  which  that  prince  had 
annexed  to  the  Othman  empire  ^. 

From  this  time  to  the  year  of  the  Hejra  1105.  we  fini  And  till 
little  notice  taken  of  the  Arabs  by  the  moft  authentic  Turkijh  the  time  of 
hiftorians  ;  from  whence  it  may  be  colle&ed,  that  no  mate-  Ahmedll. 
rial  alteration  happened,  during  that  interval,  in  the  fituation 
of  the  Arabsy  with  regard  to  their  independency  on  the  Turk. 
But,  according  to  die  aforefaid  writer,  Enur  JHohammedj  a

Not  cootcm  with  this,  beaftmraids  adfiooed  to 
Jkkuaj  and  laid  fiege  to  tbat  dcj  ;  thoogbt  bdtm  tamdbei 
with  rtrereoce  of  the  place,  he  iooo  ictired  boat  Wtoft  infto 
the  deTert.  The  bcg^tfb^  of  Sbam^  attended  ^  feveral  p*- 
ihas»  in  a  (hoit  time  maidied  agabft  him,  at  the  head  of  a 
povrerful  army ;  but  the  emir,  bf  a  flruagem,  defieatcd  him, 
and  difperfisd  hit  numeroof  fiiccei  «• 

Demetrius  Cantemir,  pnnce  of  JfeMwrw,  in  hishifto-^ 
ry  of  the  Otbman  empire,  extraded  from  authentic  monuments 
pcefervcd  in  the  SeraglU^  a&rftet  dus  coodoft  of  thci^tfirto 
the  nonobfervance  of  an  andent  cufiom  on  the  part  of  theTarir. 
The  Bedowenu  inhabiting  the  deliartt  between  Dmmmftmi^ 
Baghdad^  and  Meua^  frequently  infefted  the  road  to  Mtua 
widi  their  robberies,  and  rendered  it  dangerous  to  the  fujper- 
ftitious  pilgrims  who  went  to  rifit  M$bamme£%  tomb.    The 
Otbman  emperors,   therefive,   after  SMm  L  conqueror  of 
Egypii  paid  them  yearly  40000  crowm  in  gold  out  of  the 
treafury  of  the  womens  SeraglU^  by  way  of  bounty,  under 
the  title  of  Sttm.  This  fum  they  pretended  to  pay  the  Jrabs^ 
tot  fecuring  the  roads  and  (btmlaim;  dxM^  they  did  it  in 
reality,  becaufe  they  could  not  otherwife  remove  fuch  trou- 
Uefome  enemies  from  the  HaJ^i*n.    But  the    money  not 
being  fent  for  fome  years,  on  account  of  the  war  in  Hungary^ 
Emir  Mohammed^  with  his  tribe,  indofiMl  the  pilgrims  in  a 
narrow  place,  and  forced  them  to  furrender  for  want  of  water. 
Silim  Gieraiy  khan  of  Tartarj^  being  one  of  tbefe  pilgrims, 
they  obliged  him,  by  the  Arabian  Rai^  to  carry  their  com- 
plaints to  the  fultan,   and  procure  the  continuance  of  the 
ufual  bounty ;  and  fo  they  diCmiflSHi  him  upon  his  parole. 
Upon  hu  arrival  at  Con/tantinopU^  he  never  ceafed  to  impor- 
tune the  Otbman  court,  till  the  arrears  of  the  Surre  were  Tent 
to  the  Arabs'^  which  done,  for  fome  time,  they  remained 
quiet.    Hence  it  appean,  that  in  the  year  of  the  Hejra  1 105. 
and  even  from  the  leign  of  Sdim  I.  the  I'urkt  paid  a  fort  of 
tribute  to  tbefe  Arabs^  and  confequently  feem  tp  have  been 
rather  dependent  on  them,  than  they  on  the  Otbman  em* 
pire  **.

illuftrious  author  alfo  informs  us,  that,  in  confequ^nce  of 
this  viSory,  they  foUnd  themfelves  obliged  to  fubmit  to  a  tri- 
bute impofed  upon  them  by  the  aforefaid  general,  who  was 
then  palha  of  Baghdad.  But*  as  he  intimates,  that  the  Bent 
Onur  only,  a  fingle  tribe  of  the  Arahs^  were  thus  puni(hed  by 
Daltaban  MuftapbaPaJba^noHtiiVig  can  be  inferred  from  hence 
in  prejudice  of  our  opinion.  On  the  contrary,  from  hence 
it  feems  probable,  that  the  other  Arabs  were  as  free  from  fer- 
vitude  then  as  ever.  And ,  this  will  be  more  fully  evinced  by 
the  teftimonies  we  are  going  to  produce  ^. 

M.  DB  LA  Mervillb,   who  vifited  Arabia  in  the  yezr  ^iyarg 
1709.  affures  us,  that  the  peninfula  of  the  Arabs  was  divided  not  fubjiQ 
into  feveral  kingdoms,  or  regions,  and  provinces,  which  were  '•'  ^b$ 
then  poflefled  by  particular  kings  and  princes,  neither  depend-  '^""'^  '■ 
cnt  on  the  Grand  Signor,  nor  the  king  of  Ptrjia.    He  alfo  '7<^9- 
affirms,  that  the  kingdom  of  He]a%y  the  principal  feat  of 
the  JJhmaelita  even  from  the  d*iys  of  their  great  anccftor,  was 
fubjeS  to  the  l^^arif  of  Mecca  \  and  that  the  fharifs  of  Mecca 
and  Medina^  as  well  as  the  king  of  Taman^  were  fovereisns 
that  paid  not  the  lead  homage  to  the  Grand  Signor.     The 
(ame  may  be  inferred  from  a  cotemporary  author,  who  h.d 
himfelf  been  among  that  wild  people,  of  the  (heiks  and  emirs 
of  the  Bedotueens.     Notwithftanding,   therefore,    the  blow 
gWen  to  a  fingle  Arab  tribe  by  Daltaban  Mujlapha  Pajhoy  the 
Arabs  in  general,  and  even  the  Bedoweens^   prcferved  their 
independency  after  that  general's  death.     It  is  worthy  ob- 
fervation,  that  the  kingdom  of  Hejaz^  where  the  Orientals 
are  (irmly  perfuaded  the  greateft  part  of  IJhmaePs  defcendents 
have  been  fettled,  from  his  time  to  this  very  day,  has  never 
yet  been  conquered,  nor  under  any  but  an  Arab  jurifdi£lion  ^ 

The  very  learned  and  ingenious  Dr.  Shaw^  with  whom  Nor  im 
we  have  the  honour  to  be  acquainted,  in  conformity  to  what  1722. 
he  fucgefts  in  the  preface  to  his  invaluable  work,  has  informed 
us,  that  he  was  feizc d  and  carried  off  by  a  party  of  Arabs ^ 
in  his  journey  from  Ramah  to  JerufaUm^  though  efcorted  by 
four  companies  of  the  Turkijh  troops.  This  happened  in  the 
>ear  1722.  Nav,  from  the  fame  worthy  gentleman,  we 
learn,  that  the  Turks  themfelves  were  then  obliged  to  pay  the 
Bedoweens  a  fort  of  tribute,  or  ftipulated  fum,  by  way  of 
acknowlegement,  in  order  to  procure  a  fafc  paffage  for  their 
Hadji* s  and  Caravans,  I'his  muft  be  allowed  an  ample  proof, 
that  the  Arabs  then  retained  a  mark  of  fovereignty  fupcrior

This  account  b  abundantly  confirmed  (H}  by  what  hap- 
pened near  Smyrna  in  the  beginning  of  Apnt  the  (blloMring 
year.  Vfun  Effendi^  going  then  to  hb  new  goTernment' of 
Smyrna^  was  attacked  by  a  body  of  Zcemtt  Arahs^  or  Be-' 
doweifiSy  under  the  orders  of  Emir  Jlij  not  far  from  Smyrna 
itfelf.  The  Jrabs  behaved  on  tbb  occafion  with  uncommon 
cruelty,  a  thing  not  very  often  pra£Hfed  among  them  towards 
MoJUmSy  or  people  of  the  fame  rengion.  They  kiHed  upo» 
the  fpot  Vfun  Effitndiy  almoft  intireiy  ftripped  his  wife,  and 
afterwards  retired  with  the  booty  they  had  acquired.  By  this 
it  feems  to  appear,  that  they  muft  either  have  an  extraordi- 
nary averfion  to  the  Turksj  or  elfe  at  that  time  have  received 
from  them  fome  very  grievous  provocation :  unleft  we  fuppofe» 
that  they  aAcd  upon  the  principle  of  felf-preiervation.  For 
fuch  a  barbarous  a£tion  is  by  no  means  compatible  with  the 
charader  given  us  of  the  Arabs  by  the  beft  and  moft  autben- 
tic  of  the  Oriental  hiflorians  ^. 
yO^'  We  are  told  by  the  learned  Dr.  Poeoch^  that  the  AreAs  of 
w!i!u^  ^r/7*wP//r^tf  refcmbled  t\ito\i.  ArahesScenitm^  ot  IJhmael- 
tndefindr  ^^^^  whofc  pofterity  they  undoubtedly  were,  in  many  parti- 
^ '*  culars,  fo  late  as  the  year  1739.  They  were  then  formed  of 
'  ^^'  different  clans,  or  tribes,  each  obeying  the  orders  of  its  great 
Shiikby  and  every  encampment  thofe  of  its  particular  Sheikh. 
The  Sbeiih  of  the  Beni  Soliman  feemed  to  be  the  moft  pow- 
erful of  all,  and  had  a  great  influence  over  all  the  reft.  But, 
however  divided  die  Arabs  might  appear,  they  were  all  united 
in  a  fort  of  league  together.  From  whence  we  may  conclude, 
that  they  were  at  that  time  far  from  owning  themfelves  fub- 
jed  either  to  the  Turk^  or  to  any  other  foreign  power  what- 
ibevcri. 

The  public  prints  at  thb  very  time  {September  1748.)  inform 
us,  that  the  king  of  Arabia^  or,  as  we  would  rather  cboofe  to

of  a  nunneroQS  army,  threatened  to  in^eft  Bttghdsti*  As  thia 
news  comes  direftly  from  Conftantinople^  whether  it  be  true 
or  falfe,  it  amounts  to  a  fufficient  proof,  that  the  Arabs  on 
the  confines  of  Sham^  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Baghdad^ 
are  not  confidered  there  as  dependent  on  the  Grand  Signor* 
Betides,  the  advices  containing  thb  article  intimate^  that  the 
Jhrab  prince  has  put  himfelf  in  motion,  in  order  to  force  the 
fuitan  to  confer  upon  one  of  his  friends  the  government  of 
Baghdad,  We  have  little  reafon  therefore  to  doubt,  that  the 
dependents  of  IJhmad  at  this  very  day  are  independent  of  the 
Othman  empire. 

With  regard  to  the  difpofition  of  the  Scenite  Arabs ^  or  fhtdi/i^. 
the  defcendents  of  IJhmail,  that  they  were  ahvays  xviU  mm^fiHttffibt 
in  a  ftate  of  enmity  with  other  nations,  as  the  Angel  of  the  defcend- 
Lord  prediAed  of  them  to  Hagar^  we  have  abundant  proof.  #«//  of 
Jebj  in  all  probability,  lived  whhin  a  few  generations  of  IJh-  Iflimae|. 
Tnael  himfelf ;  and,  in  his  time,  the  Arabs  bordering  on  Baby^ 
loma^  or  the  IJbmaelites^  were  gi^dy  addided  to  pillaging 
their  neighbours,  as  we  learn  from  Scripture.    As  early  as 
the  reign  of  Stfoflris^  that  celebrated  conqueror,  the  jn-abs 
fettled  on  the  confines  of  Egypt^  (hat  b,  the  Nabathaans^ 
followed  the  fame  practice,   according  to  Diodorus  Sicul  /. 
That  they  lived  in  tents,  and  roved  about  the  deferts,  after 
the  manner  of  the  prefent  Bedowansj  above  600  vears  before 
the  birth  of  Chrift,  appears  from  the  prophets  Ifaiab  and  7#* 
Timiab.     Herodotus  informs  us,  that  they  inhabited  the  (oli- 
tudes  contiguous  to  Egypt^  and  even  had  the  command  of 
them,  as  have  like  wife  the  prefent  B^i/^u;^^;^/,  in  the  reigns 
of  Cjfritf,  Cambyfes^  and  Darius  Hyftafpis  j  from  whence  we 
nury  Infer,    that   they  greatly  rcfemblcd   thofe  Bedeweens. 
Dtodarus  Siculus  aflerts  ms  of  the  Nabathaans^  in  the  reign 
of  Antigonus^  not  many  years  after  AUxanderH  death.    In  the 
time  of  the  Maccabees  they  lived  after  the  fame  manner.  That 
they  continued  their  depredations  upon  the  Roman  fubje^ 
even  till  the  death  of  JuBus  Cafarj  we  find  attefted  bv  P/u^ 
iarch,  Arrian^  and  Strabo.    Tnis  alfo  may  be  inferred  from 
Dio,    They  remained  in  the  fame  fierce   and  favage  dif- 
pofition after  ConJlantiuf%  acceffion  to  the  imperial  throne, 
when  they  ravaged  a  confiderable  part  of  Mefopotamia^  if  we 
will  believe  Ammianus  Marcellinus.  Nay,  that  they  frequently 
committed  terrible  depredations  upon  the  frontiers  of  Egypt^ 
Palofftiney  Syria j  and  Phoenicia^  even  till  the  birth  of  Mo" 
hammed^  may  be  evinced  from  fome  good  authors.    And  that 
from  the  birth  of  Mohammed^  to  this  very  day,  they  have  pcr- 
fifted  in  their  antient  courfe  of  life,  and  thereby  demonfha- 
tcd  themfelvcs  tvild  men,  in  conformity  to  the  divine  pre- 
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didion,  is  rendered  iiiconteftable  by  the  teftimonies  of  tbofc 
Oriental  writers,  and  modern  travellers  (not  to  mention  others 
that  occur),  which  have  already  been  produced  in  this  dif- 
fertation  ^. 

Thus  have  we  proved,  that  the  Arabs ^  particularly  the 
JJbmaelitis  or  Nabathaans^  were  never  thoroughly  fubdued 
by  any  foreign  power,  from  the  death  of  their  great  anceftor 
IJhmatl  (o  the  prefent  time.  We  have  proved,  that  none 
of  thofe  puiilknt  empires,  fo  celebrated  by  theantients,  none 
of  thofe  formidable  monarchies,  of  which  we  meet  with  fucb 
pompous  defcriptions  in  the  Eaftern  writers  of  a  later  date» 
nor  any  of  the  ftates  that  now  fubfift,  could  ever  deprive  them 
of  thtir  hberty.  It  has  alfo  been  clearly  evinced,  that,  thro' 
fuch  an  immenfe  feries  of  ages  as  has  elapfed  between  IJb^ 
maet%  time  and  thq  prefent,  they  have  all  along  retained 
their  favage  and  fierce  difpofition.  Their  hand  has  been  againfl 
ruery  man^  and  every  marCs  hand  againji  them  ^  Notwith- 
ftanding  which,  we  find  them  ftill  flouriihing  and  independ- 
ent ;  and  are  firmly  perfuaded  they  will  remain  in  this  fitua- 
tion,  as  long  as  it  iball  pleafe  the  Supreme  Governor  of  the 
univerfe  to  continue  the  prefent  fyftem  of  things. 

After  what  has  been  faid.  Who  can  entertain  the  leaft 
doubt  of  the  divine  authority  of  Mofcs  ?  The  Arabs^  or  at 
ieafl  the  moft  confiderable  part  of  them,  have  been  hitheno, 
as  we  firmly  believe  they  will  be  to  the  remoteft  periods  of 
Itime,  a  (landing  and  perpetual  proof  of  that  authority.  The 
predidion  mentioned  by  this  hiilorian  °>,  as  coming  from  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  to  Hagar^  has  been  to  our  days  verified 
and  fulfilled  in  every  particular.  The  nation  to  which  it  re- 
lates has  been  hitherto  an  indifputable  completion  of  it ;  and 
confequently  an  hiftorical  demonftration  at  leail,  that  the 
book  in  which  it.iii  recorded  came  originally  from  that  Being, 
who  alone  has  a  perfcft  knowlegc  of  all  events,  who  alone 
can  neitlier  deceive  nur  be  deceived. 

The  moft  fauguiiie  infidel,  as  we  apprehend,  can  ofFcr 
only  the  following  objcftion  to  the  fyftem  that  has  been  here 
anfwered.  efpoufcd.  The  Arabs^  he  may  infinuate,  were  inacccffible, 
and  confequently  prefcrved  from  becoming  a  prey  to  foreign 
invaders  by  their  fituation.  But  to  this  it  may  be  replied, 
tiut  though  their  country  was  difiicult  of  accels,  yet  it  was

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^t  inacceffible,  as  fufficientJy  appears  from  what  has  been 
advanced  in  this  diflcrtation.  Cyrus  vanquifhcd  them  J  but 
could  never  totally  fubdue  them.  Pompey  entered  their  me- 
tropolis ;  but  could  never  thoroughly  reduce  them  to  his  obe* 
dience.  Trajan  befieged  one  of  their  ftrong  towns ;  but  could 
not  carry  it,  either  by  ftorm,  or  capitulation.  The  whole 
power  of  the  Roman  empire,  including  the  greateft  part  of  the 
then  known  world,  under  the  command  of  Severusj  was  baf- 
fled before  the  fame  fbrtrefs.  From  which  inftances  it  ap- 
pears, that  the  Jrabs  were  not  proteftrd,  and  fcreened  from 
danger,  merely  by  the  deferts  they  inhabited  ;  but  that  fomc- 
thing  of  an  higher  nature,  confidering  the  powerful  nations  by 
which  they  were  always  furr^unded,  muft  more  cffcflually' 
have  contributed  to  their  prefcrvation  ". 

What  this  was,  we  fhall  not  long  be  at  a  lofs  to  difcover,  jfrj^ 
when  we  have  confulted  Dio,  This  2U  hor  gives  us  f^f^-pocmerpn- 
cicntly  to  underftand,  that  Trajan  was  obliged  to  abandon^^^/^ 
thefiege.of  Petra  by  the  extraordinary  interpofition  of  Pro- Arabs, 
vidence  itfelf.  Violent  florms  of  wind,  rain,  hail,  and  dread- 
fiJ  flafhes  of  lightning,  drove  back  the  Romans^  as  often  as 
they  advanced  to  the  atuck;  fwarms  of  flies  infefted  their 
camp  in  a  flrange  and  unaccountable  manner;  the  apparitions 
of  rainbows  likewife  dazled  ai)d  frightened  them  to  fuch  a 
degree,  that  they  found  themfelves  jncapablc  of  making  a 
general  aflault.  In  fuch  circumflances  as  thefe,  it  is  no  wonder 
the  emperor  fhould  think  it  proper  to  defift  from  the  enter- 
prize  he  had  undertaken. '  Nor  was  Severus^  eighty  years  af- 
ter, more  Tuccefsful  in  the  execution  of  a  deftgn  he  had  formed 
againft  the  capital  of  the  Hagarenes^  though  he  had  it  in  his 
power,  humanly  fpeaking,  to  make  himfelf  mafter  of  the 
place.  For,  when  one  of  nb  officers  engaged  to  ftorm  it  with 
550  men  only,  God,  according  to  the  lame  hiftorian,  pre^ 
firved  it  by  the  backwardnefs  of  the  emperor  one  day^  and  by 
that  of  his  troops  the  next.  But  of  this  our  readers  will  find 
a  more  particular  and  diftind  account  in  the  hiftory  of  the 
Jrabs ;  to  which,  therefore,  for  thtir  farther  fatisfaflion, 
we  muft  beg  leave  to  refer  them  •. 

The  teftimony  of  Dio  is  the  more  extraordinary  on  thisj^j^*^,^ 
occafion,  as  he  was  a  paean,  a  Romany  and  an  officer  of  great^y^^j,,^  w» 
merit,  cotemporary  with  the  Lft-menioned  emperor.     He«^^^ 
feems  likewife  to  have  had  a  fingular  eftcem  and  veneration  (u;^,^^//« 
for  the  memory  of  Trajan^  and  lived  at  no  great  diftance  ohhe point 
time  from  him.    All  which  are  circumftances  that  extremely  ^rr  «#.

For  it  fitppolea,  tbat  our  adreriariea  are  alwajs 

in  die  rigbtf  and  we  in  tbe  wrong,  tbe  wtrr  point  wfaidi 

ongbt  to  be  proved ;  tbat  coniequentl^  all  pa&igfa  ocanriag 

in  tbe  antienli  on  their  fide  tbe  quefiion  are  in£dfiblj  true, 

and  all  ocben,  efpcciallj  tbofe  tint  make  againft  than,  at 

certainly  falfe ;   in  fine,  tbat  tbeir  judgment!  are  tbe  Cole 

ftindard  of  trutb,  and  of  courfe  oug^  to  bave  a  prompt  aal 

implicit  obedience  paid  unto  tbem  ^.

The  great  point  to  be  efla- 

bliibcd  is  tbe  perpetual  independency  of  the  Jrstsi  wbicb, 

we  hope,   has  been  proved,  even  to  demon  ftration>    This 

will  naturally  fuggeft  to  us,  that  they  bad  Icarce  ever  any  in* 

tercourfe  with  foreipiefs,  and  therefore  always  ealUy  preferwd 

tbeir  primitive  cuuoms,   manners,  and  inftitudons;  which 

receives  aUb  a  confirmation  from  the  nature  and  fituation  of  ' 

the  country  they  inhabited,  even  from  IJhnkuP^  time  to  tbe 

preicot»    la  finet  their  perpetual  independency  being  admit-

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tedy  ilnoft  every  thing  elfe  that  has  been  ohfisrved  of  ihem 
hy  various  authors,  muft  follow  of  courfe  9. 

ScFO&E  ive  conduce  this  dtflertation^  it  may  not  be  im-  JMjficmky 
proper  to  remove  a  difficulty  reladne  to  the  prefent  fubje£^  rm^vti^ 
whidi  feems  to  have  been  never  himerto  iufficiently  confi- 
dercd.  The  prophet  IJmcA  predided  of  the  Arabs^  that  tbef 
fimdi  Jiu  from  tht  jword^  fr^m  the  drawn  fword^  from  tbo 
hint  iow^  and  from  tbi  grirooufntfs  of  war  \  and  the  profriiet 
Jinmiah^  that  they  Jkould  drink  out  of  the  cup  of  the  fury  of 
tie  LoRO  God  of  Ifrw),  who  would  fend  the  Jiuora  among 
thmn.  Now  thefe  prophecies,  which  were  accompliflied  by 
Cfrus*o  expedition  into  Arabia^  a  little  before  the  redudioa 
(tf  Babylon^  may  be  understood  with  great  {HY)priety,  of  ra^- 
vages  and  devaflations  made  in  their  country,  of  fome  defeaca 
given  them ;  b«it  do  not  neceffarily  imply  an  abfolute  fubju- 
fMion  of  the  Arabs.  This  appears,  at  firft  fight,  dear  and  fAf- 
evident.  And  that  they  are  fo  to  be  tmderfiood,  neceflartly 
IbBows  from  what  has  been  advanced  on  this  head  by  Herodo- 
tus. That  cfccdienc  and  jufily  celebrated  hiftoiian  informs 
vs,  that  though  Cyrus^  and  his  Ion  Cambyfes^  vanquiflicd  the 
Arabs^  yet  diey  could  never  bring  them  into  a  ftate  of  tho* 
rougl)  {uhfeStkm  to  the  Perjlan  empire.  Nay,  he  afTerts,  that 
none  of  the  Person  laonarcbs,  cvea  to  hb  tame,  oould  ever 
exaft  any  tribute  from  them ;  and  dMt  till  then  they  were 
Gonfidered  oidy  as  the  friends  and  allies  of  thofe  princes.  Dr. 
Prideauxj  therefore^  is  not  fufficiently  fupported  by  hiflory^ 
wb»  he  afirms,  that  Cyrus  intirely  fubdued  Arabia.  Nay, 
he  ieems  inconfiftent  with  bimfdf ;  for  he  elfewhere  affirms, 
that  the  Arabs  are  the  mo&  anticnt  nation  in  the  world,  that 
they  hAve  never  been  by  any  conqueft  difpo&fled  or  driyen 
out  of  thdr  cottntry,  and  that  they  have  always  there  remain- 
ed in  a  ooAtinued  defcent  from  the  firft  planters  of  it  even  to 
this  day.  All  which  manifefily  fuppoies  the  Perfians  never 
to  have  bad  any  confiderable  footing  in  the  peninfula  of  the 
Arabs ;  and  oonfequenthr  that  neither  Cyrus^  nor  his  fucceflbrsi 
ever  OMide  a  conqueft.  of  it '. 

Tmis  obfarvation  has  been  made  for  the  iake  of  believers, f^^^,^ 
who  acknowlege  the  divine  authority  of  the  aforefaid  ipro* hfocerity 
phets.    For,  mth  regard  to  freethinkers,  aiid  infidels  of  oSXattdfeif-

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i^cotijsfi'  denominations,  they  hate  no  title  to  what  they  may  appre* 
^cv  0/ ufg' hcnd  will  refult  to  the  advantage  of  their  caufe  from 
itUrvert,  tbofe  prophets  in  the  point  before  us.  Thb  declaration 
we  have  thought  proper  to  make,  fince,  in  order  to 
ferve  a  prefent  turn,  tbefe  gentlemen  will  vouchfiife  fome- 
times  to  allow  the  teftimony  of  an  infpired  writer,  efpecially 
when  it  feems  to  run  counter  to  any  other  of  the  facred  pen- 
men, or  to  oppofe  what  is  advanced  by  fomc  friend  to  reve- 
lation. Of  this  we  have  a  flagrant  infbnce,  not  to  mentioq 
others  that  might  be  produced,  in  a  late  profligate  writer,  who 
has  admitted  the  tefttmony  of  Mofesy  in  order  to  overturn  the 
authority  of  St  Paid^  and  to  prove  the  generality  at  leaft  of 
commentators  to  have  miftaken  the  fenfeot  the  facred  hiftorian 
in  a  particular  pafiage.  But,  not  to  dwell  longer  upon  this  topic^ 
fuch  ftale  artifices,  not  to  fay  grofs  prevarications,  are  known 
to  be  common  among  the  patrons  of  infidelity,  by  all  who 
have  examined  their  writings  with  any  attention  K 

Most  writers,  indeed,  are  too  apt  to  extol  the  authority 
of  the  antients,  when  it  tends  to  cfbblifh  fome  novel  fcheme; 
and  to  explode  the  (ame  authority,  when  it  makes  againft  any 
favourite  hypothefts.  This,  it  muft  be  owned,  is  a  feult,  and 
will  always  be  condemned  by  perfons  of  candour  and  inge- 
nuity. But  it  is  the  height  of  impudence  to  confider  a  writer 
as  an  impoftor,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  have  recourfe  to  him^ 
jn  order  to  confirm  an  ppinion  that  we  think  is  founded  on 
truth.  This  will  hold  good  with  regard  to  profane  authors, 
and  even  thofe  of  little  fignificancy  or  repute.  What  name, 
then,  does  he  deferve,  what  mark  of  infamy  ought  he  to  be 
branded  with,  who  ads  in  this  manner  with  regard  to  thofe, 
who  have  all  the  requifite  critcrions  that  can  be  claimed  by 
writers  divinely  iofpired,  and  whofe  impofture,  could  it  be 
clearly  evinced,  muft  draw  a  veil  of  gloominefs  and  horror 
over  the  whole  rational  world  ! 

As  for  Dr.  Prideaux,  when  he  affirms  Beletis^  upon  the 
difiblution  of  the  antient  AJfyrian  empire,  to  nave  pofliefled 
himfelf  of  Arabia^  it  muft  be  owned,  that  he  oppofes  what 
has  been  advanced  in  this  diftercation  ;  bur,  at  the  hme  time, 
it  cannot  be  denied,  that  he  likewife  oppofes  himfelf.  Be- 
lides,  we  have  already  overthrown  this  unfupported  aflertion.. 
The  truth  of  the  matter  is,  that  learned  ger^leman  had  not 
taken  care  to  inform  himfelf  fu£ciently  of  the  ftate  and  con- 
dition of  t}Cit  Arabs ^  from  the  days  of  IJhmatl  to  the  prefent 
time.  This  may  eafilv  be  evinced  from  fcveral  paflTagcs  in 
his  iaft  invaluable  work..  .  However,  we  muft  make  a  wide

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difference  between  him,  and  the  aforefaid  writers,  tie  has 
deferved  well  of  literature  and  religion,  whereas  they,  though 
educated  in  a  Chriftian  country,  are  a  fcandal  and  reproach 
to  both  ^ 

In  fine,  the  Jrabsj  and  the  Jews,  both  the  dercendents  ^^'  Arabs 
oi  Abraham^  arc  at  this  time  living  monuments  of  the  di-^'Jc^« 
vine  authority  of  the  facred  hiftorian,  and  confequently  oi^'*^^H  *■•• 
the  truth  of  Chriftianity.     The  former  have  fubfifted  as  %^^^^f  rf 
nation  near  4000  years,   though  in  a  ftate  of  enmity  '^^^^^^^J^-t- 
their  neigM>ours,  and  even,  as  far  as  in  them  lav,  with  all^r    '^'" 
mankind.     This  plainly  evinces  them  to  have  been  prefcrvecf^'"^' 
in  their  independency  by  a  divine  over-ruling  power.     Fot 
nothing  but  fuch.a  power  could  have  fcreened  rhem  from  the 
numeroua^md  formidable  enemies,  with  whom  they  have  been 
perpetually  invironed.     And  if  this  be  the  ca(e,   how  fully 
has  the  divine  prediftion  been  hitherto  verified,  even  in  the 
moft  extcnfive  fenfe,  which  affirms,  that  JJhmaeU  or,  in  other 
words,  hb  pofterity,  to  the  remoteft  periods  of  time,  Jhall 
dwell  in  tbi  frtftnct  of  all  his  bnthnn  "  ? 

Having  thus  proved  by  an  hiftorical  dedudion  of  fads, 
and  confequently  in  the  ftrongefl  manner  the  fubjed  will  ad- 
mit, that  the  Arabs  were  never  wholly  fubdued  by  any  fo- 
reign power,  we  hope  our  readers,  or  at  leaft  the  fober  and 
rational  part  of  them,  will  acquiefce  in  what  has  been  ad- 
vanced. They  cannot  in  reafon  defire  ftrid  mathematical 
demonftration,  when  an  hiftorical  point,  at  fuch  a  vaft  diftance 
of  time,  is  to  be  eftabliflied,  the  obje£t  of  fuch  an  inquiry 
not  being  capable  of  it ;  tho'  we  have  approached  a  complete 
induftion,  which  is  fuch  a  kind  of  demonftration,  as  near  as 
pofilible.  For  we  have  rendered  it  in  the  highcft  degree  pro- 
bable, that  the  defcendents  of  IJhmtiel  were  not  deduced  to 
a  ftace  of  fervitude  in  any  age  between  the  death  of  their 
great  progenitor  and  the  prefent  time.  We  have  alfo  either 
anfwered  or  obviated  all  objedions,  dcferving  the  leaft  no- 
tice, that  have  been,  or  may  be,  urged  againft  the  con- 
ftant  and  perpetual  independency  of  thofe  Arabs,  Nor  have 
we  been  at  all  partial  to  the  caufe  of  Christianity  in  this 
afiEair  ;  but  have  drawn  up  thofe  objedions  in  the  ftrongeft 
terms,  and  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  exclude  even  the  leaft  ap- 
pearance of  bigotry  or  fuperftition.  The  interna!  excellency 
of  the  Christian  Religion  and  the  external  evidence 
that  fupports  it  ftand  in  no  need  of,  nay,  they  utterly  dif- 
claioi,  any  arguments  that  will  not  appear  ftridly  conclufive 
to  a  rational  and  ingenuous  mind.  But  whether  the  greatcft 
part  of  our  modern  fceptics  and  unbelievers, .  at  leaft  thofe

threa  themfelveB;  tho'  it  muft  be  owned,  that  no«Md^  dif* 
iident  tceptic  ought  to  be  cooiidefed  as  upon  the  fu»e  footing 
widi  a  peuiiant,  obdurate,  and  hlafphoniog  in&del.  There  is 
certainly  a  wide  difference  between  thenu  Nor  can  we  deiqr^ 
that  a  proper  diftioAian  ought  likewife  to  be  made  between 
the  true  and  genuine  defienden  of  Cbriftianity)  and  thofii 
who,  by  their  abfurd  principles,  and  ill  polemical  conduA, 
caft  a  flur  upon  it*  The  farmer  are  intirely  divefled  of  bigotiy 
and  fuperfUtion,  adorned  with  charity  in  its  utmoft  limre ; 
never  depreciate  reafon  by  too  low  a  depreffien,  or  too  Ugh 
an  elevation  of  it ;  pay  a  proper  regard  to  the  aids  widi  which 
literature  fupplies  religion ;  and  remain  firmly  attached  to  all 
the  primitive  and  apoftobcal  do^hines  of  Christianity. 
But  the  latter  ere£l  fiiperftruCbues  upon  the  fbundatioBs  of 
Christianity,  whidi  are  fubverfive  of  it;  clog  our  moft 
holv  religion  with  fuch  abfurdities,  as  will  prove  an  eternal 
obftacle  fo  the  oonverfion  of  unbelievers,  and,  1^  their  de^ 
parture  from  the  didates  of  coovnon  fenfe,  as  well  as  want 
of  charity,  hinder  the  farther  propagation  and  extenfion  of 
it.  Thefe  men  are  by  no  means  qualified  to  undertake  the 
defence  of  the  moft  pure  and  holy,  the  moft  equitable  and 
juft,  the  moft  charitable,  humane,  and  benevolent,  and,  we 
may  add,  the  moft  excettent  and  rational  infHtatton  that  ever 
appeared  in  the  world.
